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JOINT SITTING 


Monday, 2nd February, l9$3. 


Joint sitting of the West Bengal 
Legislative Assembly and the 
West Bengal Legislative Counci I y 
assembled together under the 
provisions of the Constitution 
of India. 

The West Bengal Legislative 
Assembly and the West Bengal 
Legislative Council met in the 
Legislative Chamber of the Legis- 
lative Buildings, Calcutta, on 
Monday, the 2nd February, 1953, at 
3 p.m. 

Present: 

Mr. Chairman (Dr. Suniti 
Kumar Chatterji), Mr. Speaker 
(Sj. Saila Kumar Mukiierjee) and 
Members of both Chambers were 
present. 

[Mr. Chairman and Mr. Speaker 
received the Governor in the 
centre of the inner square under 
the small dome in the vestibule 
where a procession was formed in 
the following order: —

All present then rose as the 
procession entered the Chamber and 
remained standing until the 
Governor took his seat. 

The Governor then ascended the 
dais by the steps on the right and 
the Chairman and the Speaker 
occupied seats to the right and left 
of the Governor, respectively.] 

The Governor addressed the 
members of the Legislature as 
follows : — 

Members of the West Bengal 
Legislature, 

It is nearly six months -since I 
last met you in this House and I 


am happy to welcome you here 
again in the first session of the year. 
I extend to all of you my cordial 
greetings for the new year and hope 
tli at you will continue your 
strenuous efforts for the welfare of 
our people as before. May the 
Almighty give you strength and 
courage for the tasks that lie ahead. 

With the beginning of the new 
year, our policy of food procure- 
ment bus undergone a radical 
change. I need hardly state to 
you the details of our old policy 
with which you are all familiar. 
That policy mainly consisted in 
cordoning off the surplus areas and 
banning movement, of paddy and 
rice there from ? compulsory pro- 
curement, by issue of directives, 
from rice mills and from large 
producers having not less than 
fifteen bigha * of land and voluntary 
procurement from others who 
offered to sell at the official rates. 
This policy frequently meant a rise 
in the prices of foodgrains in places 
outside the rationed areas so that 
large supplies had often to be sent 
there to reduce rising prices and to 
remove distress. Resistance on 
the part of small holders was not 
infrequent. We have now with- 
drawn all restrictions on the move- 
ment of foodgrains except across 
the borders of the State and only 
tlie rationed areas are now cordon- 
ed off. We have allowed free 
circulation of foodgrains inside a 
district — we have substituted for 
the former system of procurement a 
levy system of procurement under 
which only large producers owning 
not less than thirty bighas of land 
are required to make compulsory 
sales of paddy and rice to us after 
liberal allowances have been made 
in assessing the purchaseable 
surplus. All rice mills in the non- 
rationed areas are now free to 
purchase paddy. They are allowed 
to sell their produce on condition 
that they sell to us not less than 
one-third of their rice output at the 
official rate. Our total require- 
ment of rice for the non-agri cul- 
tural section of the people— -at the 
rate of six ounces of rice per adult 
per day for about 58 lakhs of people 
m the Calcutta Industrial Area and 
in the towns of Darjeeling, 
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Kurseong and Kalimpong and at 
not more than 4j ounces of rice 
per adult per day for about 10 
lakhs of people in the larger indus- 
trial undertakings— comes to about 
four lakh tons of rice this year, 
out of which the Government of 
India will supply us one lakh tons 
and we will procure the other three 
lakh tons. We will also procure 
an additional one lakh ton to serve 
as a reserve stock which will be 
drawn upon whenever and wherever 
modified rationing is introduced or 
fair-price shops m any area are 
opened to keep down prices. 

You will notice that, except for 
the few restrictions I have indicat- 
ed, there will, from now on, be 
almost free trade in paddy and rice 
within each district and between 
different districts, and that the very 
large number of small producers 
who may not have a genuine 
surplus to sell, will not be affected 
by our procurement operations. 
We will now concentrate on a com- 
paratively small number of large 
producers who have large areas of 
arable land and who have, there- 
fore, a social obligation to offer 
their surplus produce for feeding 
the deficit and non-producing areas. 
We will not allow any person to 
hoard for profiteering purposes. 
With the large measure of 
decontrol now introduced and the 
free movement of foodgrains 
ensured in so large a sector, my 
Government are confident that the 
fomer disparity in the foodgrains 
prioes as between the deficit and 
surplus areas will gradually dis- 
appear. Though the success of our 
new scheme yet remains to be seen, 
my Government earnestly hope that 
all assistance and co-operation will 
be forthcoming from large pro- 
ducers in making available the 
stocks which must be procured, if 
the essential commitments under 
the new scheme are to be fully met. 

A number of “economic price” rice 
shops have been opened in the 
Calcutta Industrial Area since 
July, 1952, in order to meet the 
requirements of residents of 
rationed areas who want to consume 
more than what is provided in 


their ration. Usually, smuggled 
rice at high prices was purchased 
by such people. Extra rice is 
being supplied from these shops on 
a “no-profit no-loss” basis up to 
8 chataks per head per week to 
those whose requirements exceed 
even the present increased rice 
ration in those areas. My Govern- 
ment have practically decontrolled 
flour in this State subject, of 
course, to observance of a ceiling 
price. \ ou will no doubt be glaa 
to hear that, during the last two 
years, consumers, particularly in 
the industrial areas, have become 
increasingly accustomed to eating 
wheat and wheat-products. My 
Government welcome this encourag- 
ing tendency and hope that it will 
l>e steadily augmented, in view of 
the higher nutritive value of wheat- 
products and the current scarcity 
of rice throughout the world. My 
Government have also found it 
possible to revise the former 
austerity measures regarding food, 
and a larger number of guests can 
now be entertained at social func- 
tions with cereal food and indeed 
any number of them with non- 
cereal food. 

You have heard that the First 
Five-Year Plan was presented to 
Parliament by the Prime Minister 
in December, 1952, and was approv- 
ed by Parliament after some 
discussion. It includes as many as 
159 development schemes for . West 
Bengal involving a total outlay of 
Its. 69*09 crores during the period 
from 1951-52 to 1955-56 under five 
broad heads, viz., agriculture and 
rural development, major irriga- 
tion and power projects, cottage, 
small and large-scale industries* 
transport and social services includ- 
ing educational, medical, public 
health and housing schemes as well 
as schemes for amelioration of the 
backward classes. You are already 
familiar with some of the more 
important ones of these schemes 
which you have often discussed in 
this House and for which you have 
voted grants for the first-two vears 
of the Five-Year Plan. * Not 
included in the above estimates, 
but certainly more important than 
many of them, are the “Community 
Development” projects to which I 
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made a brief reference in my last 
address. Three such projects com- 
prising eight development blocks 
nave already been launched in this 
State. Each block is to comprise 
a rural area of about 100 villages 
around a rural township. An agro- 
economic survey was undertaken in 
all the blocks for collection of 
necessary data for drawing up 
detailed plans for development and 
the first phase of the survey, involv- 
ing house-to-house visits and cover- 
ing about one lakh families in 
1,035 mouzas, has been completed. 
In the second phase, a sample 
survey was undertaken to collect 
detailed information about the 
potentialities of agricultural, 
industrial and trade enterprises in 
the project areas as well as the local 
demand for different kinds of 
industrial products and consumer 
oods. Township sites in the 
evelopment blocks have been 
selected and land acquisition pro- 
ceedings are in progress. General 
lay-out plans for all the townships 
have been completed and detailed 
survey operations are now going 
on. Selection and training of a 
large number of workers at the 
village level is an essential condi- 
tion of the successful execution of 
these projects and the first batch 
of them, trained at the Ford 
Foundation Training Centre at 
Burdwan, have already been posted 
to the, development blocks. In 
order to have an adequate number 
of such workers, three more train- 
ing centres are being opened. 
These village level workers have 
an important role to play in the 
psychological transformation of 
rural life and their principal talk 
lies in seeking out and developing 
the latent element of local leader- 
ship which can conveniently take 
their place and carry on their 
functions. 

Of the more important develop- 
ment schemes included in the Five- 
Year Plan is the Kalvani Town- 
ship Scheme, mentioned in my last 
address to you, which continues to 
make satisfactory progress. It is 
proposed to spend Rs. 3*19 crores 
on this scheme during the five-year 
period. Ten thousand acres of 


land have been acquired and the 
whole area has been divided into 
six blocks, in one of which construe* 
tion work has already been taken 
up and the delivery of plots to 
applicants continues. Another 
important scheme in the Five-Year 
Plan is the extensive programme of 
road development in tnis State 
comprising 295 miles of national 
highways and 1,972 miles of State 
roads, for which my Government 
have been spending at the rate of 
about Its. 3 crores a year on new 
construction and improvement of 
roads and an additional sum of 
Its. 07*82 lakhs a year on main- 
tenance of existing roads. You 
will be glad to learn that the total 
mileage of such roads rose from 
1,181 miles on the date of parti- 
tion to 2,228 miles at the end of 
1951-52. By the end of 1955-56, 
my Government expect to have 
4,495 miles of such roads with a 
large number of bridges completed 
at a total cost of about Rs. 21 crores 
during the five-year period. 
Simultaneously with the develop- 
ment of major roads, my Govern- 
ment have also made provision for 
Rs . 35 lakhs in the Five-Year Plan 
for improvement of village roads 
and a scheme has already been put 
into operation whereby small 
Jcutcha village roads will be con- 
structed at a cost not exceeding 
Rs. 15,000 in each case, one-third 
of which will be contributed by the 
local peotde in cash or kind or both 
and the balance paid by Govern- 
ment. Eighty-seven such roads 
have already been taken up in 
different districts. 

While on the subject of these 
development schemes, I feel inclin- 
ed to make a few general observa- 
tions. There have been impatient 
idealists who complain that the 
speed and tempo of our develop- 
ment programme during the first 
two years of the Five-Year Plan 
have not been fast enough. They 
forget not only that our economic 
resources are relatively small but 
also that time is an essential factor 
to reckon with in the execution of 
any large-scale development scheme 
and that the inception and organi- 
sation of any ambitious programme 
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o! work necessarily implies some 
initial delay. There are, again, 
others who are inclined to take a 
dark and pessimistic view and who 
have not much faith in the 
possibility of the schemes in their 
present form ever reaching a 
successful conclusion. They forget 
that the Five-Year Plan does not 
represent a rigid and unalterable 
scheme of development but is 
intended merely to be a concrete 
expression of our current and future 
needs and the way in which they 
can be appropriately met. Mis- 
takes will possibly be made in the 
earlier stages of any scheme but, 
as we go along, each successive 
stage will be re-examined and re- 
adjusted in the light of experience 
gained and with a view to ensur- 
ing a more practical utilisation of 
our human and material resources. 
Neither a feeling of over-optimism 
nor a spirit of uninformed criticism 
will help in our task, but only 
patience, perseverance, hard work 
and honesty of effort and purpose 
can bring us ultimate success. 

Of the other development 
schemes, a few may be briefly 
mentioned. My Government hope 
to complete the Sonarpur-Arapanch- 
Matla Drainage Scheme before the 
end of the current financial year at 
a cost of Rs. 44 lakhs. A large 
water-logged area of more than 

23.000 acres will be drained out and 
rendered fit for cultivation. Four- 
teen more drainage and irrigation 
schemes costing about Rs. 15 lakhs 
have been completed during the 
current financial year and have 
benefited more than 47,000 acres of 
land giving an additional yield of 

10.000 tons of kharif crops and 
4,800 tons of rabi crops. My 
Government, have, as before, conti- 
nued to give a high priority to 
small irrigation and drainage 
projects. During the last nine 
months of 1952,' M14 small irriga- 
tion projects benefiting 133,000 
acres were completed and another 
920 projects are still under execu- 
tion. During the same period, 
272 derelict irrigation tanks were 
improved and another 277 tanks 
are in the process of improvement. 


Frequent floods in the rivers of 
the North Bengal districts includ- 
ing Cooch Behar, mostly coming 
from beyond the borders of India, 
cause heavy loss of property and 
damage to towns and villages. An 
extensive survey is being made to 
tackle the problem in full. 

My Government are giving 
serious thought to the problem oi 
the reclamation of the Salt Lake 
areas with a view to relieving 
congestion in the city of Calcutta 
and facilitating its gradual expan- 
sion towards the east. Two 
eminent Dutch experts have been 
invited to advise us in the matter 
and they are now engaged in 
making preliminary investigations. 
My Government are also making 
every endeavour to secure the 
inclusion of the Ganga Barrage 
Scheme in the Five-Year Plan and 
to impress upon the Planning Com- 
mission the vital importance of 
the scheme to West Bengal and the 
adjoining States. Apart from 
improving the condition of the 
river Bhagirathi and that of the 
Port of Calcutta, the scheme will 
also provide rail and road com- 
munications between Calcutta and 
North Bengal and a perennial 
navigable route between Calcutta 
and North India avoiding a detour 
of over 400 miles through Eastern 
Pakistan. In addition, it will 
bring about the periodic flushing of 
the moribund rivers of Lower 
Bengal. You will be glad to hear 
that a project report on the scheme 
has already been prepared and sub- 
mitted by the Central Water and 
Power Commission. 

With a view to placing before 
cultivators improved scientific 
methods of agriculture and the 
results of current research, 278 
demonstration centres were estab- 
lished on cultivators’ plots during 
1952-53. A systematic course of 
training has also been arranged for 
the extension staff of the Agricul- 
ture Directorate at the Ford 
Foundation Training Centre at 
Burdwan and also at three other 
centres shortly being opened. You 
will be glad to learn that the special 
feature of the education Wng 
imparted at our Agriculture College 
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at Tollvgunge is that the students 
are made to spend part of their time 
working in the cultivators’ fields 
and that with the assistance of the 
Ford Foundation, the College has 
already taken up a group of 65 
villages in the neighbourhood for 
intensive agricultural development. 

My Government have also made 
steady progress in their schemes 
for expansion of hospital facilities 
and medical relief in the State. 
Already 12*1 health centres with 
1,654 beds are functioning, 16 
centres with 210 beds are ready to 
be opened and 44 new centres with 
610 beds are now under construc- 
tion. In the districts, my Govern- 
ment have already embarked upon 
a scheme of expansion, under their 
own management, of the Siliguri 
Subdivisional Hospital, Darjeeling 
Victoria Hospital, Burdwan Fraser 
Hospital, Berhampore Sadar Hospi- 
tal and Imambarah Hospital. In 
the Medical College Hospitals in 
Calcutta, 20 diphtheria bed-? and 15 
ante-natal beds have been opened 
while 25 additional beds are being 
opened in the Sambhunath Pandit 
Hospital. A scheme for the 

expansion of the Presidency Gene- 
ral Hospital involving an addition 
of 256 beds is being given effect to 
and work on the construction of 
buildings has already begun. 

Another 202 beds have been added 
at Government expense to the two 
hospitals under the Calcutta 

National Medical Institute. All 
these additional beds together with 
another 200 beds in M. It. Bangur 
Hospital which is ready to be 
-opened will, I hope, adequately 
compensate for the reduction of 
beds owing to the closure of tb« 
Laktf Hospital. Construction of 
Buildings for a permanent Infec- 
tious Diseases Hospital in Calcutta 
has also commenced. The addition 
of another 400 beds to the 600- 

bedded Kanchrapara Tuberculosis 
Hospital and another 100 beds to 
the 100-bedded M, It. Bangur 
Sanitarium at Digri is also undex 
contemplation. There are already 
312 beds in the State Leprosy 
Colony at Gouripore (Bank urn / 
which is in the process of further 


expansion till a maximum of 600 
beds is completed. Besides, the 
leprosy clinics attached to tAe 
Sadar Hospitals at Midnapnre, 
Howruh, Krishnagar and Berham- 
pore and the charitable leprosy 
clinic of the Burdwan municipality 
have been provincialised and 
modern methods of treatment 
introduced. It has been decided to 
link up the district-wise malarial 
control scheme, already in opera- 
tion in the Bankurn, Birbhum, 
Hooghlv and Nadia districts, with 
the National Malaria Control Pro- 
gramme to be inaugurated under 
the Indo-American Aid Plan 
under which it is proposed to set 
up, during the next financial year, 
fourteen units in the fourteen dis- 
tricts of the State with an extra 
unit each for the Midnapore and 
24-Parganas districts. 

My Government have been lay- 
ing emphasis on the development 
of Education in the State. In the 
year 1948-49, the total expenditure 
of the State on Education was 
Rs. 1 crore 96 lakhs and in 1949-50 
it came to Rs. 2 crores 68 lakhs. 
Since then measures for developing 
education in all its phases have 
been progressively adopted. Basic 
Training Schools have been started 
in various parts of the Stite. 
Primary training colleges and 
schools* have also been started in 
many parts of the State. Increased 
provision has been made for adult 
education. 

Increased salaries have been pro- 
vided for the primary school 
teachers. Larger provisions have 
been made for giving help to non- 
official schools and colleges in the 
State. The total provision under 
Education has increased from year 
to year. In the year 1950-51, the 
total expenditure on Education was 
Rs. 3 crores 6 lakhs and in the year 
1951-52, it was Rs. 3 crores 51 
lakhs. Last year, i.e., 1952-53, 

the provision was Rs. 4 crores, and 
this year the provision is likely to 
reach the figure of Rs. 6 crores. 
We have now 15,000 primary 
schools, 165 basic schools, 2,467 
secondary schools and 90 arte 
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colleges. Besides these, there are 
two engineering colleges, 5 senior 
technical institutions training for 
a diploma course, 7 polytechnics, 
2 technical high schools and 37 
junior technical institutions. Large 
additions have been made to hostels 
constructed for students and there 
are now 78 orphanages or destitute 
homes where more than 5,000 in- 
mates are accommodated. 

During the current financial y jar, 
my Government received a grant- 
in-aid of Rs. 6 lakhs from the 
Consolidated Fund of India for the 
purpose of promoting the welfare 
of the scheduled tribes in this 
State. A Tribes Advisory Council 
is shortly going to be set up with 
17 members of whom 12 will be the 
representatives of the scheduled 
tribes in this Assembly. It will be 
the duty of the Tribes Advisory 
Council to advise on such matters 
relating to the welfare and advance- 
ment of the scheduled tribes as may 
be referred to them. My Govern- 
ment also contemplate to set up a 
Cultural Research Institute wirh 
the object of studying tribal life 
and culture in all their aspects in 
order that they may receive expert 
advice on the correct approach to 
be made to the various problems 
concerning the scheduled tribes and 
in preparing welfare schemes for 
them on scientific lines. 

I now turn to the question of 
the rehabilitation of the refugees 
which, I know, is of the deepest 
concern to all of you. I regret 1o 
say that since we last met in this 
House there have been certain 
serious developments. My Govern- 
ment had suddenly to deal with ,t 
fresh exodus of refugees from Fast 
Bengal. It really started in May. 
1952, and continued with increasing 
momentum till the climax was 
reached on the 15th October, 1952, 
when the passport system came into 
force. Of the 193,000 persons who 
crossed the East Bengal bonier 
during this period, 129,000 persons 
did not seek shelter in our camps. 
We had, however, to make arrange- 
ments for their rehabilitation. Hie 


remaining 64,000 persons had to 
be admitted to our camps. This 
increased the camp population to 
88,000 persons leaving out of 
account 34,000 persons who were 
already in camps as permanent lia- 
bilities. There was thus a total 
number of 122,000 persons in 
camps as against 70,000 persons 
before the new exodus. 

All this seriously upset my 
Government’s rehabilitation plans 
for those refugees who were already 
in camps and whose rehabilitation 
was then being arranged. Many 
lands previously acquired and made 
ready for reception of such refugees 
had to be diverted for the relief of 
the new-comers. New camps had 
to set up hurriedly with tented 
accommodation at these sites. 
These new refugees are being 
encouraged to work under a special 
work scheme instead of depending 
on doles. My Government hope 
that this new policy will make 
them better equipped to earn a 
living when they are finally 
rehabilitated. A number of sucn 
work site camps have been set up 
where refugees work for develop- 
ment of prospective colonies and 
also for other work like construc- 
tion of roads and embankments 
and removal of water-hyacinth. 

My Government have decided 
that the State Insurance Scheme 
for employees under the Employees’ - 
State insurance Act, 1948, will be 
implemented for the present in 
Calcutta and the district of Howrah. 
Two housing schemes for industrial 
workers have been prepared and 
sent to the Government of India 
for approval, one being of the 
Calcutta Improvement Trust and 
another of the Construction Board, 
both being estimated to cost 
Rs. 10 lakhs. 

My Government are acutely 
conscious of the disquieting posi- 
tion of unemployment in this State 
on account oi the general recession 
in prices, fall in the external and 
internal demand for industrial 
goods and shortage of investment 
capital. Since the beginning of 
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1952, a number of industrial con- 
cerns have effected retrenchments. 
Tea gardens in particular are in 
difficulty and already several 
gardens have been closed. On the 
advice of a Statutory Committee 
set up for the Darjeeling gardens, 
the management have been allowed 
some relief for nearly two months 
to enable them to continue to work 
the gardens. ‘government have 
been trying their prevent 

any further deterionfift|^ of the 
situation and, through tnfe*^i proce- 
dure of conciliation and adjudi- 
cation, retrenchment is being cut 
down to the barest minimum 
consistent with the requirements 
of rationalisation. Happily, as the 
demand for agricultural products 
has increased, workers engaged in 
their production and distribution 
have not been affected. There has, 
however, been an appreciable 
shrinkage of employment oppor- 
tunities for those who seek services 
on account of the general depres- 
sion. 

Estimates tor the coming financial 
year will be laid before you early 
in this session and members of the 
Assembly will be asked to vote 
upon them in due course. Supple- 
mentary estimates for the current 
financial year will be similarly laid 
before you and will be voted upon 
by the Assembly. Two Appro- 
priation Bills in this connection 
will be laid before you for your 
enactment. 

My Government propose to bring 
forward two very important Bills 
in the current session, both being 
measures to give effect to certain 
recommendations of the Judicial 
Reforms Committee which had been 
asked to examine and report 
whether there should be a city civil 
court and a city sessions court for 
Calcutta. In the considered 
opinion of the Committee, the 
Original Side of the Calcutta High 
Court, as at present constituted, 
cannot any longer cope with the 
volume of civil litigation arising 
in Calcutta and a city civil court 
should be constituted Jto relieve the 
High Court of a part of its original 


jurisdiction. In pursuance of that 
recommendation and with a view 
to making disposal of cases speedier 
and less costly, my Government 
have decided to establish a city civil 
court for Calcutta. In pursuance 
of a similar recommendation of the 
Committee, my Government have 
also decided to establish a city 
sessions court for Calcutta to 
relieve the High Court of a part of 
its original criminal work. 

Another important measure 
which will be placed before you 
for enactment in the current 
session, is the West Bengal Legis- 
lature (Salaries and Allowances of 
Members) Bill which is proposed 
to be introduced as required by 
article l Do of the Constitution. 
Members of both Houses tire at 
present drawing their salaries and 
allowances at the rates and upon 
the conditions originally laid down 
by an Act of 1DJ7 as slightly 
modified in 11)44 and it is felt that 
they no longer conform to current 
requirements in a changed economic 
context. 

You will also be asked to approve 
a resolution for ratifying the 
Constitution (Second Amendment) 
Bill as passed by both Houses of 
Parliament which cannot, however, 
receive the President’s assent until 
it has been ratified by the Legis- 
latures of not less than nine Part A 
and Part B States. It is a simple 
Bill which has been necessitated 
by the increase in the population 
of India as recorded at the last 
census and the consequential need 
for the readjustment of the rate of 
representation in the Parliamentary 
constituencies for which there at 
present exists an upper limit. 

Certain other Bills will be placed 
before you for your approval includ- 
ing some Bills in replacement of 
Ordinances which will be introduced 
very early in the session. A useful 
measure which you will all welcome 
is the Prohibition of Smoking, fti 
Passenger Vehicles Bill which 
merely represents a continuation of 
the policy which you hiffe Accepted 
and already embodied in 4he West 
Bengal Prohibition of Stroking in 
* 
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Show Houses and Public Halls Act, 
1960. My Government are also 
considering the desirability of 
sponsoring legislation on the lines 
of the Calcutta Improvement Act 
for the purpose of setting up an 
Improvement Trust for the develop- 
ment of the town of Howrah. 


Members were told during the 
last session of the Assembly that 
steps were being taken to introduce 
legislation for the abolition . of 
zemindari and intermediate 
interests in land in West Bengal. 
My Government have been very 
j-husy preparing this legislative 
measure to be placed in this session 
for your consideration. A com- 
plicated legislative measure for 
abolition of zemindari and inter- 
mediate interests will naturally 
evoke criticism from various 
quarters, particularly in a State 
where the land revenue system has 
been working under the Bengal 
Permanent Settlement Regulation 
since 1793, and where deep-rooted 
interests in land have naturally 
grown up. It is obvious that 
while the preparation, considera- 
tion and adoption of a legislative 
measure for the abolition of the 
above interests are comparatively 
easy, the introduction of measures 
of land reform by which the tillers 
of the soil will not only be its 
virtual owners — which is the 
ultimate objective of any such 
measure— -but will also be enabled 
to have economic holdings which 
will make them self-supporting, is 
& very difficult task. The other 
States which have abolished these 
interests by law are still finding it 
difficult to implement any land 
reform policy. I trust you will 
bring to bear upon this complicated 
problem your mature judgment and 
thoughtful consideration. 


Whatever the political ideology 
to which members ot this House 
their allegiance,- there can be 
*pubt that every one of them is 
to put forth his best efforts 
re the poverty, the 
Ad the ill-health of our 
and to improve their 
living. 



My Government claim that this 
is the motive behind all the plans 
and programmes they are trying 
to implement. It may be that not 
all the measures taken so far or 
proposed to be taken in future find 
or will find the approval of every 
member of this House. This is 
understandable if only because 
human nature is constituted in such 
a fashion that normally no two 
people think alike. It is perfectly 
safe to assume that in the session 
about to commence, Government 
actions will be criticised — a normal 
procedure under democracy. But 
as I leave the Government and the 
Opposition to play their respective 
roles, I should like to make some 
reference to the spirit which should 
permeate the deliberations of this 
House. Obviously composed 
under different conditions many 
centuries ago the inspiring verses 
of the Atharra Veda as translated 
below, should, I feel, motivate the 
activities of all members in and 
outside this House and act as 
beacon lights in the midst of the 
strife and stress of modern politics. 

Eternal Truth, Righteousness, 
Vigour, Consecration, Dedi- 
cation, Knowledge and 
Sacrifice. 

It is they that uphold this land.

Obituary reference to the death of 
Nalini Ranjan 8arker. 

Mr. 8peaker: 

Honourable Members, 

It is my sad duty to-day to men- 
tion before the House the death of 
Sri Nalini Ranjan Sarker which 
occurred on the 25th of January 
last. Nalini Ranjan Sarker was 
one of the oldest members of the 
Legislature of Bengal, having 
entered the Bengal Legislative 
Council as a member of the Swaraj 
Party in 1924. He was a staunch 
lieutenant of Desbandhu Chitta- 
ranjan Das when he started his 
fight against the foreign govern- 
ment through Council. He aoted 
as the Secretary and Chief Whip 
of the Swaraj Party. Later on, 
he became the first Finance 
Minister in 1937 under the Govern- 
ment of India Act, 1935. He 
resigned in 1939 on the issue of the 
War Resolution of the then Bengal 
Government. He was a Member 
of the Viceroy’s Executive Council 
from 1941 to 1943 but resigned in 
1943 when Mahatma Gandhi under- 
took a fast. After an interlude of 
a few years he again entered the 
then Bengal Legislative Assembly* 
and became Finance Minister in 
1948. He retired from polities 



when the Legislative Assembly 
was first constituted under the new 
Constitution in 1952. 

Although personally I had not 
the good fortune of working with 
him as a colleague in Parliament, 
but undoubtedly I had occasions to 
observe from a distance his mani- 
fold activities for the welfare of the 
country both inside and outside the 
Legislature. Apart from his repu- 
tation as an efficient financial 
administrator piloting the provin- 
cial finance through various storms 
and stresses due to numerous 
factors, he was a seasoned parlia- 
mentarian for his steady and sober 
judgment in conducting parlia- 
mentary debates with dignity and 
decorum and handling many diffi- 
cult situations with courage and 
calmness of temper. Outside the 
Legislature his name will ever be 
remembered as a great organiser 
of business and industrial enter- 
prise in the country and for setting 
thousands of young men in Bengal 
from the beaten track of service 
and clerkship to an industrial 
career. He has been a pioneer in 
various business organisations of 
purely Indian concern facing 
tremendous competition in difficult 
days against foreign industrial 
combines and bis name will for ever 
be remembered in this country 
particularly for his building up the 
great Indian Insurance organisations 
in India. He is a living example of 
how v industry, perseverance and 
honesty pays in building up a 
successful organised business enter- 
prise of gigantic magnitude from a 
very bumble beginning irrespective 
of all hurdles and obstacles that 
may come on the way. That is 
why he could build up a network 
of organisations for the economic 
improvement of the country and 
could uphold the position of leader- 
ship of commercial community of 
Bengal. He had also opportunities 
to serve this country as Mayor of 
the Calcutta Corporation, Fellow 
of the Calcutta University, Trustee 
of the Calcutta Port Trust, and in 
various fiscal and financial com- 
mittees from time to time appointed 
by Government. Mr. Sarker was 


the Chairman of the Expert Com- 
mittee appointed by the President 
of the Constituent Assembly for 
incorporating the financial provi- 
sions in the draft Constitution. 
He has shown by his life's example 
that academic qualification and 
University degree is not the only 
passport to success, but oppor- 
tunities of study and development 
of genius are always available to 
man who has industry, perseverance 
and will to learn to do. His 
library is one of the finest so far 
as financial and economic literature 
is concerned. 

I hope that you will agree that 
a message of condolence may he 
sent to the members of the bereaved 
family and I hope you will give 
your assent and 1 would request 
you to rise in your seats for a 
minute and pay homage to his 
memory.

When the lock-out was lifted, 
one section of the workers refused 
to resume work ami obstructed 
others who wanted to do so. The 
situation on the date of occurrence 
became serious. At first it was 
tackled with only lathi charge by 
the police under the Additional 
Superintendent of Police, Hooghly. 
Some rounds of tear gas shells were 
fired, but this did not disperse the 
mob. Brick hat ting continued and 
some of the police personnel were 
injured. Darkness had set in. At 
this time a section of the police 
constables got out of way and 
indulged in indiscriminate firing. 
Altogether 56 rounds were fired. 
Two persons were killed and seve- 
ral injured.

I will give some further informa- 
tion before my friend puts a ques- 
tion. I may inform my friend that 
since this answer was written we 
got two cases of persons whose 
cases I can read out if you like 
because this is very interesting. 
The first one is from Nabadwip 
Chandra Man dal who exchanged by 
an unregistered deed 52 bighas of 
agricultural kind at village Perul 
Bagdi, p.o. and p.-s. Alamdanga, 
district Kusthia, East Bengal, with 
an agricultural land of equivalent 
area belonging to Md. Ishaque 
Mandal at village Sannyalchawk, 
p.-s. Sannyalchawk, district Nadia. 
Mandal has complained that the 
Muslim migrants while enjoying 
his property in Kusthia has sold off 
to a third party the property in 
Nadia which Mandal acquired by 
exchange. I suppose this is the 
type of case my friend Mr. Bhau- 
dari is referring to that a person 
has exchanged by unregistered 
document a property which he hod 
in East Pakistan with a person who 
has a similar property in Indian 
Union and subsequently the 
owner of the property in 
the Indian Union sold the 
property to another person, in this 
case by a registered document, and 
Mandal wrote to us about this. We 
took two steps — one was, we have 
issued a circular to all the Magis- 
trates that under the Transfer of 
Property Act a person who is in 
possession of a property which is 
supposed to be taken possession of 
under an agreement which may not 
have been registered and yet it is 
not for the Magistrate to push him 
out in favour of the third party 
who comes and claims the property 
because he has bought it under a 
registered document. This circular 
was issued on the 16th June. 
Further the fact also shows that 
those persons have not behaved 
properly because they have in a 
sense cheated the persons with 
whom they had exchanged the pro- 
perty. We have referred each one 


of these cases to East Pakistan for 
taking such action as they think fit.

The 
District Magistrate visited the 
School Final Examination Centre 
at _ Raigunj on the 4th March, 
1952. Rabindra Kumar Bhowmik 
was found there and it was not 
known as to who was the invigila- 
tor. S. D. 0., Raigunj, who was 
the President of the Examination 
Centre Committee, on being asked 
by the District Magistrate, said 
that he did not know how Rabindra 
Kumar Bhowmik was appointed 
invigilator. The Head Master 
stated that Bhowmik and another 
invigilator were appointed by the 
Secretary of the Committee. * The 
Secretary, Nirmal Kumar Ghosh, 
who is himself a very prominent 
member of the Forward Bloc at 
Raiganj, said that Rabindra Kumar 
Bhowmik and Ranjit Sarkar 
were not invigilators but were 
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“outside guards” — a term which 
is not very clear. The conversa- 
tion took place outside the exami- 
nation centre. The two persons 
were not considered suitable bj* 
the District Magistrate to be guards 
of any description and no proper 
appointment was made of them as 
invigilators. The District Magis- 
trate advised that in future such 
persons should scrupulously be 
eliminated to avoid unpleasantness 
in the examination hall due to 
which the University has already 
abolished this centre for I. A. and 
I. Sc. Examinations. The term 
“outside guard” was not under- 
stood and their rights to be there 
were not accepted as no such term 
has been found before anywhere. 
In the absence of any resolution 
and also without the consent of the 
President of the Examination 
Eenl i e Committee, these two persons 
were not held to be duly appointed 
invigilators.

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Is the 

Hon’ble Minister aware that in the 
second-class compartment in which 
the District Magistrate of West 
Dinajpur, viz., Sj. B. C. Ganguly, 
was travelling, a second-class berth 
was vacant and that the ticket 
collector Mr. P. Lama went with an 
authorised passenger there but lie 
was kicked out? 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I can 

give you the facts that we have 
collected. On the 24th June, 1952, 
Shri B. C. Ganguly, District 
Magistrate, West Dinajpur, and 
Shri A. D. Chatterjee, District 
Judge, Puruea, were travelling 
from Darjeeling to Siliguri in a II 
class reserved compartment along 
with their families. At Kurseong 
station, when the train was about 
to start, one man came to board 
the train and on being told that 
the compartment was reserved, he 
left the place. Soon after a ticket 
collector, P. Lama, appeared 
there in a frowning attitude and 
without saying anything pushed 
the entrance door. Shri Chatterjee, 
who was sitting by the door, told 
him that the compartment was 
reserved as would appear from the 
label. At this the ticket collector 
tore away the reservation label and 
started using high-sounding words, 
whereupon Shri Ganguly told him 
that since the compartment was 
reserved, he could not enter it and 
also advised him to talk to the 
guard if he wanted to satisfy 
himself further. The ticket col- 
lector became enraged at this and 
began shouting in an unbecoming 
manner and using intemperate 
language without paying regard to 
the presence of the ladies. When 
he forcibly tried to enter the com- 
partment again, Shri Ganguly 
slammed the door. After the 
train started moving, the ticket 
collector was still heard using 
most abusive and filthy language.

Point of privilege. 

SJ. Bankint Mukherji: On a 

question of privilege and also on a 
J^oint of order, Sir. T am referring 
to yesterday's resolution. Sir, 
according to rule 37, “a matter 
requiring the decision of the 
Assembly is brought forward by 
means of a question put bv the 
Speaker on a motion proposed by 
the Speaker himself M Yester- 

day before you put any question, 
you ordered us to stand up. Sir, 
it is on rare occasions that the 
Speaker himself moves a motion. 
So, as the Speaker represents the 
view-points of all the groups and 
parties in the House, it follows that 
before he moves a motion, he must 
take the various parties and groups 
iuto confidence and take their views 
and opinions because the Speaker’s 
motion should Ik* unanimously 
accepted. I presume. Sir, that 
you must have discussed the matter 
with the Leader of the House or 
any representative of that party, 
but you did not discuss the con- 
tents of the motion or the manner 
in which the motion should be put 
forward before the decision of the 
Assembly was taken. 


[4-30 — 4-40 p.m.] 

You should have at least con- 
sulted the leaders of the principal 
opposition groups and leaders of 
other opposition groups. In that 
way, Sir, unanimity could have 
been found. We were not opposed 
to the motion itself, but we are 
opposed to the manner in which it 
was put. Very recently in the 
Parliament on a similar motion the 
Pnme Minister did not allow the 
members to stand up in memory of 
Shri Easnulu of Andhra on the 
ground that be was not a member 
of the Parliament. Sir, you raised 
certain points which were contro- 
versial. The Congress Party had 
expelled the member for many 
years. You brought in, as I have 
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[Sj. Bankim Mukherji.] 
just now said, certain things which 
were controversial. Ton might not 
have been aware of that, but that 
could have been prevented if the 
leaders of the opposition groups 
were taken into confidence. My 
point is that when the Speaker 
nimself moves a motion, it is 
extremely desirable that there 
should not be any difference, 
apparent or real, in the House. 
So, Sir, I submit that in future 
when you yourself will bring any 
motion, various leaders of the 
opposition groups should be con- 
sulted about the contents of the 
motion as well as the manner in 
which the decision of the House 
would be taken. This is one 
point. 

My second point is this that 
according to rule 42 of the 
Assembly Procedure Rules when a 
motion has been moved, other 
members may speak to it, of course 
subject to the Speaker’s direction. 
But, Sir, we were prevented. You 
may not like our views or our 
sentiments in the matter, even you 
may dislike it. Even then we 
think that it is our privilege to be 
allowed to speak, but, Sir, you have 
prevented us from speaking in a 
very abrupt manner, and to that 
extent, Sir, our privilege has been 
cut. This is my point of privilege 
and I hope that you agree that in 
order that such occasions may not 
arise, in future at least various 
opposition groups should be con- 
sulted when you yourself will 
bring in a motion. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 

I should just like to correct one 
point that he has said. He has 
said that he was expelled from the 
Congress Party. But he should 
also remember that he was taken in 
on a very important occasion back 
to the Congress fold. 

Mr. Speaker: Mr. Mukherji, I 
am constrained to kpld that yours 
is neither a point of order nor a 
point of privilege, because you 
nave based your entire argument 
on the basis that yesterday a 
motion was moved by the Speaker. 
But that is not so. It was an 


obituary reference according tc 
recognised parliamentary practice. 
I have consulted precedents on 
numerous occasions in this House 
that obituary references were most- 
ly and generally on overwhelming 
occasions made by the Speaker. 
It was only on one or two occa- 
sions that the Leader of the House 
made obituary references. When I 
ask the members to stand up, it is 
not for standing up for recording 
votes but it is standing up for pay- 
ing homage to the memory, and 
what Secretary communicates is 
not at all a motion of the House 
but a condolence message. There- 
fore, any point of order or privi- 
lege does not arise.

GOVERNMENT RESOLUTION. 

Resolution under proviso to 
Article 368 of the Constitution of 
India. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
I beg to move that this House 
ratifies the amendment of Article 
81 of the Constitution proposed to 
be made by the Constitution 
(Second \ mend men t) Bill, 1952, as 
passed by the two Houses of 
Parliament. 

Sir, this is a resolution conse- 
uent upon the provision of the 
(institution under which we are 
working. Sir, under section 81(1) 
of the Constitution it is laid down 
that .the ITouse of the People shall 
consist of not more than 500 mem- 
bers directly elected by tbe voters 
in the States. The second section 
on this matter says “for the 
purposes of sub-clause («)“ which 
I have just read out, “the States 
shall be divided, grouped or form- 
ed into territorial constituencies 
and the number of members to be 
allotted to each such constituency 
shall be so determined as to ensure 
that there shall not he less than one 
member for every 750,000 of the 
population and not more than one 
member for every 500,000 of the 
population/’ The next section 
that deals w'ith this particular 
proposition is the ratio between the 
number of members allotted to each 
territorial constituency and the 
population of that constituency as 
ascertained at the last preceding 
census of which the relevant 
figures have been published shall, 
so far as practicable, be the same 
throughout the territory of India.

The next one is that “upon the 
completion of each census, the 
representation of the several terri- 
torial constituencies in the Hotiee 
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[Dr* Bidhan Chandra Boy.] 
of the People shall be readjusted by 
such authority, in such manner and 
with effect from such date as 
Parliament may by law determine.’ ’ 
Therefore, Sir, the position is that 
after every census there has to be 
a redistribution of the territorial 
constituencies so far as the House 
of the People is concerned subject 
to the total number of members 
being 500 and subject also that the 
distribution should be such that 
one member should not represent 
more than 750,000 and less than 
600,000 of the population but, Sir, 
all this distribution according to 
the Constitution is to be done by 
an authority. That authority was 
created by the Delimitation ‘Com- 
mission Act, 1952, and for the first 
election, because there was no 
census available as is provided for 
in this section I have just read out 
to you, I mean, the relevant 
ortion thereof and because the 
gures of the census for 1941 were 
not considered sufficiently depend- 
able it was provided in the Consti- 
tution, section 387, that “for the 
purposes of elections held under 
any of the provisions of this Consti- 
tution during a period of three 
years from the commencement of 
this Constitution, the population of 
India or of any part thereof may, 
notwithstanding anything in this 
Constitution, be determined in 
auch manner as the President may 
by order direct. ” Under this 
section the President ordered 
during the last election both to the 
Assembly as well as the House of 
the People a certain method by 
which the proportion of the popula- 
tion to the number of members 
could be arranged and territorial 
constituencies could be determined. 
The Representation of the People 
Act, I960, laid down the method 
by which this particular division 
and the allotment of seats take 
place. You will recall. Sir, that 
this section 387 was merely an 
enabling section in <S*der to‘ get 
over the difficulty of having a 
proper census figure for the first 
elections that took place in 1952, 
therefore the other provisions 
of the Constitution have to take 
effect, that is to say, the census 


being over the territorial conati 
tuencies in the House of the Peopl 
shall have to be readjusted b; 
such authority, that authority beinj 
the Commission that has beei 
appointed under the Delimitation 
Commission appointed under the 
Delimitation Commission Act, 
1952. Now the point before this 
Commission is the fact that after 
the census of 1951-52 it was found 
that the population was larger than 
was provided for according to the 
order which was issued by the 
President under section 387 and 
the question therefore was as to 
what is to be done with regard to 
this increased population. The 
second point that came before the 
Parliament was that under the 
Constitution it was laid down that 
the representation to the House of 
the People for any State specified 
in Part C of the First Schedule or 
of any territories comprised within 
the territory of India but not 
included within the State should be 
also given a certain representation. 
This means that while in the 
original order the main bulk of tbe 
emphasis was laid on the Part A 
and Part B States, the people liv- 
ing in Part, C States as well as in 
territories which are not included 
in a particular State has to be 
given representation. Therefore 
obviously the total number of 
people who would have to be pro- 
vided with votes being increased 
we have to consider how to fit it in 
with the total number being 500 
and no more. Originally the 
Parliament, had put in a Bill in 
which the figure 750,000 was 
changed to 850,000. But, as it is 
laid down by the Delimitation Com- 
mission that while it is necessary 
that all over India there should be 
more or less the same division, or 
the sanie number of members 
should be allotted to each terri- 
torial constituency, two difficulties 
arose. One was that the Delimita- 
tion Commission itself laid down 
that Part C States or the territories 
outside the Indian Union or outside 
any State but within the Indian 
Union whatever representation was 
given to them because they belong- 
ed to the Backward group, whatever 
representation was given to them. 
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articularly Part 0 States which 
ave no legislature, should be 
continued and it was ordered that 
they, by the Act itself or the Act 
of Parliament, should continue to 
enjoy. Therefore, not only was a 
larger number of people accom- 
modated because of the larger 
population by the census, not only 
have they included the people 
belonging to the Part C States but 
because the constituency of the 
Part C States, some of the C States 
have had a constituency which 
required only 550,000 people to 
elect a member to the House of the 
Legislature. That cannot be 
changed. Therefore, if you keep 
those things in mind, naturally you 
have to increase the number in 
certain constituencies. There is 
another difficulty. The Delimita- 
tion Commission had laid down 
that the representation in the Legis- 
lature of a State should be a multi- 
ple of the representation of the 
people in the House of the People 
from that particular State. 
Generally speaking, it is 1 to 7.

Therefore, if in a particular 
constituency it is found that 
in a particular area the 
number which can put in a member 
of the House of People is 10 
thousand more than i lakh 50 
thousand, then the matter will be 
illegal and yet it had to be done in 
order to secure the multiple figure 
between the legislative representa- 
tion and the House of People repre- 
sentation. Last time, I remember, 
that in certain cases in beginning 
to delimit the constituencies it was 
actually found that a particular 
area had more than 7 lakh 50 
thousand because we had to divide 
the constituencies according to 
thana, district and other adminis- 
trative units; otherwise election 
would not be possible. We had to 
appoint, for instance, the District 
Magistrate or the Commissioner of 
the Division as the Returning 
Officer, and so on. Therefore, in 
order to keep to those two chief 
ideas, via., to have a multiple in a 
figure for the Legislative Assembly 
members of a State to the number 


sent by the State to the House of 
the People, and secondly, in order 
to ensure that the administrative 
units are not divided up, it was 
necessary in one or two cases, I 
remember, to ask the President’s 

ermission to actually reduce the 

gure which was more than 7 lakhs 
50 thousand to 7 lakhs 50 thousand, 
because we did not have any 
reliable data at that time. There 
is no provision by whioh you can 
alter the figure and therefore it was 
decided then by the Parliament 
when the Bill was presented that 
the total higher number should be 
not 7 lakhs 50 thousand but 
8 lakhs 50 thousand. The Bill was 
circulated for public opinion and 
the matter went to a Select Com- 
mittee. In the Select Committee 
if was decided to abolish the upper 
limit but to keep the lower limit 
where it was and the present 
amendment that is before you > for 
ratification is that the upper limit 
under section 81 (1) (b) should be 
removed, that is to say, there 
should be no upper limit. It is 
only for facility of work of the 
Delimitation Commission that this 
has been suggested. 

Sir, under Article 368 of the 
Constitution anv amendment to the 
Constitution if passed by the 
Parliament cannot be given assent 
to by the President if it is a matter 
in which the representation of the 
States in the House of Parliament 
is considered unless not less than 
half of the States specified in 
Part A and Part B of the First 
Schedule by a resolution accepts 
the amendment and the resolution 
is passed by the Legislature, and 
then the Bill will receive the sanc- 
tion of the President. Sir, it has 
been suggested that this keeps the 
door open to the Commission to 
make the higher figure — not 8 lakhs 
50 thousand, it may be 10 lakhs, 
it mav be 15 lakhs, it may be 
25 lakhs. 

Sir, let us have the realities of 
the situation. In the last census, 
for the 500 seats the total popula- 
tion of India was 35*68 crores. If 
you divide up 35*68 crores by 500 
you will find that the figure comes 
up to 7 lakhs or a little over 
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7 lakhs. Even if it goes np to 37 *5 
crores, i.e., 2 cr ores more, even 
then 7*5 lakhs will be the figure 
for representation. The reason 
why the upper limit was changed 
or omitted by the Select Com- 
mittee was that^ they felt that in a 

articular case in a particular area 

ue to the operation of the factors 
I have indicated, namely, the 
Assembly seats, the administrative 
procedure and so on, it might be 
necessary in one case to go up 
above 750, it may go up to 830 
because in other cases it is less. 
Take for instance the south of the 
24-Parganas. It is a huge area in 
which the population is only 6 
lakhs. They will have to be given 
a representation. The moment 
you accept that proposition the 
figure will have to go up in another 
area possibly not beyond the limit 
that was laid down but certainly 
beyond 7 lakhs 50 thousand. So, 
in order to avoid all these complica- 
tions the present amendment was 
passed by the two Houses of 
Parliament and I now place it 
before the House for its acceptance.

8j. Tarapada Bandopadhyay: 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I also oppose this 
motion. Of course, Sir, I know our 
limitations vis a vis this motion 
because we cannot add a single 
word to this motion nor can we 
change any word of this motion. 
Either we are to ratify it in toto or 
we are to give them back their goods 
in the same condition as they have 
been sent to us. Therefore we are 
to think seriously, Sir, whether we 
should put our seal of approval to 
this motion. Of course, it has come 
to us — before this august Assembly 
only indirectly as our Hon’ble Chief 
■Minister has put it — it has come 
under section 368 of the Indian 
Constitution. 

[5-55 — 6-5 p.m.] 

If certain number of States 
support then and then only 
we can get the assent of our Presi- 
dent. Of course it has an indirect 
effect. It has not been sponsored by 
our Assemibly or by the Chief 
Minister. Sir, I oppose it on 
principle. Now, Sir, what does the 
motion propose to say. It says — 
delete the words “not less than one 
member for every 750,000 of the 
population”. This portion has 
got to be deleted. I beg to 
submit that the representation 
which has been provided in clause 
(b) of Article 81 js staggeringly low 
in comparison with the representa- 
tion that is allowed in other 
countries. 

Mr, 8peaker: The same point 
has been very elaborately dealt with 
already. Please mention new 
points. ^ 

8j. Tarapada 4 Bandopadhyay: 

Sir, I do not want to dilate on it, 
but we cannot create new points. 
I have said that the representation 
already given is staggeringly low. 
The other speakers have not stated 


this, and I would say that it would 
be a serious encroachment upon the 
democratic rights of the citizens, 
and it would be a serious curtail- 
ment of the right of representation 
granted by the Constitution itself 
if it is further dwindled or reduced. 
Now, Sir, if this motion is carried 
what would come to stand ? The 
Delimitation Commission would (be 
in a position to say that 999,999 
persons will be allowed only to elect 
one member for the Parliament. Of 
course if the number is 10 lakhs, 
then certainly two persons may be 
elected. That will be a serious 
state of things, and that cannot be 
tolerated. Of course as my honour- 
able friends have stated, they are 
not going to change the sacrosanct 
number of 500. It is something 
immutable like some Vedie truth. 
I beg to submit that this should ibe 
changed as it is changed always in 
America and other places. 

Mr. Speaker: That point has 
also been argued by Mr. Mukherjee 
and others. 

8]. Tarapada Bandopadhyay: 

Of course the point has been touched. 
The points are not new — at least 
most of them. But they have been 
stated in a new manner with new 
implications. That cannot be 
avoided, as you will readily 
understand, Sir. Therefore, I 
vehemently oppose this. We can- 
not ask this Assembly to give its 
seal of approval to this.

I do not know 
how many times he repeated the 
example. I think others also did 
so. 'May I point out to every 
member of the House how unreal 
that comparison is. England has a 
population which is equal to, let us 
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[Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy.] 

say, the population of United Pro- 
vinces or very nearly the population 
of Madras, and the legislature there 
is not a Federal Legislature. It is 
only one single House. The Upper 
House, as you know very well, con- 
sists of persons who have inherited 
their titles and who sit in the Upper 
House. Therefore when you com- 
pare England and the number of 
people who represent the people of 
England we have to compare with 
smaller provinces in India of the 
same magnitude and the number 
that it represents. Here we are now 
discussing the question of a Federal 
Constitution. People have waxed 
eloquent over America. Are they 
prepared to have electoral colleges 
as they have in America, that is to 
say, each State electing a certain 
number of people who in their turn 
elect the members of the House of 
Representatives ? Sir, comparisons 
are always very difficult to achieve 
and is a very indefinite sort of guide 
for us in these matters. Sir, it has 
been admitted both by Charu Babu 
and Bankim Babu that this is not 
necessary at the present stage 
because as they have pointed out and 
I agree with them that there is no 
immediate necessity of taking into 
account the total population of India 
and taking into account 750,000 
which was the average figure put 
down in the present Constitution 
which according to them is sacro- 
sanct. With the removal of that 
omission a higher figure should have 
been taken up; instead of that it is 
suggested that the figure should be 
changed to 500. Sir, I do agree 
with all those things, that there is 
no sanctity with regard to a parti- 
cular number under any part of the 
Constitution if that change or the 
amendment of that Constitution or 
the changing of the figure leads to 
Ibetter management oi the legisla- 
tures in the country. Let us see 
what happens. My friend, Bankim 
Babu has made a mistake inlaying 
that the whole arrangement is made 
by an Election Commissioner. It 
is not so. The Election Commis- 
sion, according to the Constitution, 
has been given the authority and it 


consists of three members. Now let 
us see how they do the w^ork. It is 
laid down in this Delimitation Act 
that the Commission shall in the 
manner herein provided first deter- 
mine on the basis of the latest 
census figures the number of seats 
to be allotted to each of the States 
in the House of the People and the 
number of seats, if any, to be 
reserved for the Scheduled Castes 
and for the Scheduled Tribes of the 
State and in doing so shall have 
regard to the provisions of Aricle 
81 and Article 330. That in itself 
shows that the condition in this 
country is different from the condi- 
tion of any other country with whom 
comparisons have ibeen made. Then 
it goes on to say that the number of 
seats to be assigned to the House of 
1 eople and the Legislative Assembly 
will be determined by tile (’omniis- 
sion Then it says the Commission 
shall in the manner herein provided 
distribute the seats allotted to each 
of the States to the House of the 
People. All constituencies shall be 
either single-member or two-member 
constituencies. Wherever practic- 
able seats shall be reserved tor the 
Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes in single-member constituen- 
cies. In every two-member consti- 
tuency one seat shall be reserved for 
the Scheduled Castes or for the 
Scheduled Tribes. All constituen- 
cies shall, as far as practicable, 
consist of geographically compact 
areas and in delimiting them regard 
shall be had to physical features, 
physical boundaries of administra- 
tive units, facilities of communica- 
tion and public conveniences. Sir, 
somebody suggested that this divi- 
sion made by the Commission should 
not be made in a hole and corner 
fashion. In order to safeguard that 
it says “the Commission shall pub- 
lish its proposals together with the 
dissenting proposals, if any, of any 
associate member who desires publi- 
cation thereof, in the Gazette of 
India, specify a date on or after 
which the proposal will be further 
considered, consider all objections 
and suggestions which may have 
been received by it before the date 
so specified, thereafter determine the 
matters referred to in sub-section ( 1 ) 
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£>r f as the case may be, in sub-section 
2) by one or more final orders, 
therefore it has not done in a hole 
md corner fashion. It is not open 
;o the Commission to go up to 10 
akhs, 12 lakhs, 15 lakhs, in one 
constituency because the constitu- 
ion lays down that it would be the 
same constituency all the country 
iver except that in Part C States 
which have no Legislative Assembly. 
Their representation in the House 
if People may be lower than the 
igure which is obtaining in the rest 
>f the country.

We have heard a great deal 
here about < jamituntra , democracy 
md so on. Is this to be 
uid that in order to satisfy the 
lemands of the Part A and Part B 
states we should neglect Part 0 
states, particularly those who have 
jot no Legislative Assembly ? I do 
lot understand that argument. 
Supposing the Commission were to 
lo something very awkward, they 
vill publish the same in the Official 
Gazette and objections shall be heard 
with regard to such proposals. It 
is not open for them to act as they 
like. 

Now, the question that has arisen 
is — why not change the 500? It has 
been said that there is no reason why 
it should not be changed. It may 
be that today there has been some 
increase of population or that there 
will be some increase of population 
in the next five years. The census 
figure of 1951 may increase at the 
next census calculations. Then also 
we will not get seven lakhs fifty 
thousand as the unit. I have cal- 
culated myself — it will probably fee 
7*4. There is no substance in the 
argument that it may go up to ten, 
or twelve or fifteen lakhs. It may 
be asked, why make a change? The 
reason is that while during the last 
election it was open to any State or 
any Delimiting Commission that was 
appointed by the Parliament to take 
shelter under section 378 and alter, 
with the consent of the President, 
the figure of a particular area, under 
the new arrangement when we have 
to give effect to section 81 of the 


Constitution we shall not get that 
protection to increase or diminish 
the figures of a particular area iu 
order to satisfy the other limiting 
conditions that I have mentioned. 
Therefore, it is desirable either that 
we increase to 850 or that we should 
not put any limit. There is no 
question of removing the lower 
limit. It is the upper limit that we 
are now concerned with. Having 
regard to the system under which 
the Commission is going to act, 
having regard to the publicity 
which they give to any scheme for 
redistribution of seats for the House 
of People, having regard to tile fact 
that objections can be and will be 
considered by the Commission when 
made, having regard to the fact that 
these safeguards have been intro- 
duced in the Delimitation Com m L- 
sinfi Act, the Parliament felt that 
it may sometimes require stretch- 
ing of the figure for one particular 
constituency. When 1 was intro- 
ducing this resolution I said that 
this might be touud necessary 
because of certain administrative 
conditions in certain areas. Kven 
if there is one area in the whole ot 
India where the figure has to go 
beyond seven lukhs fifty thousand, 
if the present Constitution were to 
continue, even if it was seven lakhs 
fifty-one thousand, in order to give 
effect to the administrative advan- 
tages that constituency will become 
illegal. In order to avoid that posi- 
tion this alteration has been made. 

I am not a member of Parliament 
nor have I any reason to say any- 
thing on behalf of the Government 
in the Centre. 

It is perfectly correct that if we 
can show that the increase in the 
total number of representatives in 
the House of the People is a proper 
method of progress, that 500 need 
not stand in our way. At the pre- 
sent moment we are neither consider- 
ing the change of the 500 nor the 
changing of the lower limit of 
500,000. All we are saying is that 
in order to avoid any complication 
in any particular manner—a compli- 
cation which may arise in order to 
give effect to the terms of the Deli- 
mitation Commission Act — this 
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[Dr. Bidhan Chandra Boy.] 
proposal has been made. The Bill 
was sent for circulation and people 
gave their opinion. It was before 
a select committee and it was the 
select, committee which felt that the 
higher limit should go. It is in 
those circumstances that I have put 
the resolution before the House for 
its acceptance.

Amendments to the motion of 
Address in reply to Governor's 
Speech. 

{Continuing from the 4th February , 
1953.) 

Sj. Biren Roy: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
we had the privilege of listening to 
His Excellency’s speech the other 
day. 1 regret l cannot call it a 
policy speech; it is just an 
administrative survey opening the 
second session of the Assembly and 
there is no radical approach to any 
of the problems that confront us 
today in our State. His Excellency 
gave us certain facts and figures 
practically from last year’s budget 
and noted down a few things which 
have already been pompously 
advertised by the Publicity Depart- 
ment of the Government. I 
appreciate what he has written 
regarding the increase of expendi- 
ture in regard to education and 
road-making project. But, Sir, I 
am pained to find that the policy 
uhieh we suggested during the last 
\ ear’s budget debates about asso- 
ciating members of this House with 
the (’oust ruction Board of the 
Government has not been given any 
consideration. In fact, there is no 
policy about taking and considering 
difierent points of view even for 
constructive works in this province. 
W hi“* I sa,\ His Excellency is giv- 
ing set ioun thought to the problem 
of congestion of the city of Calcutta, 
His Excellency did not touch the 
problem of developing the munici- 
palities .surrounding this metropolis 
winch could, if properly developed, 
provide living space for a lot of 
people in this country and take 
away many people from the centre 
of this city and also would have thus 
saved crores of rupees which are 
being misspent on the Colony 
Scheme. He mentioned about some 
legislation on the lines of the 
Calcutta Improvement Act to set up 
an improvement trust for the town 
of Howrah only. If at all such a 
leg-slation is sponsored it should 
include all such suburban areas aa 
Dum Dum, Baranagore, Bally, 
Garden Reach, Behala and even 
adjoining high areas near 
Bansdhani, Halda, Tolly gunge and 
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[440 — 4-50 p.m.] 

other areas and also along with it 
reclamation of the salt lake areas. 

His Excellency did not tWch the 
question of the radical change in 
the administration of the Local 
Self-Government Department — 

rather I should say, of the munici- 
palities, district boards and union 
boards. That means that he was 
not apprised of the long-standing or 
long overdue measures required to 
change the structure of local self- 
government in this Province from 
towns to small village unions. 
Local self-government, at the 
present moment in this land, is a 
misnomer and I would rather 
suggest that this should be brought 
to the level of local government as 
it is really understood in other 
countries. 

His Excellency, Sir, completely 
omitted the problem of Greater 
Calcutta and its transport system. 
It is high time that a Transport 
Board is formed with experts, 
Government representatives and 
representatives of this Assembly to 
devise a co-ordinated overall 
transport system for Calcutta and 
the surrounding regions or rather 
the Greater Calcutta area extend- 
ing even up to 30 to 40 miles from 
the city in all directions under one 
corporation and that should also 
include the tramways. Finance for 
this corporation will not be lacking 
and I must utter one word of warn- 
ing which I gave perhaps last time 
and that is that this can be easily 
raised — I mean this money — by 
floating debentures, but this should 
not be raised from a few millionaires 
and capitalists, but every rate- 
payer and citizen living in this 
Greater Calcutta area should be 
given priority to purchase this loan 
— such loan, when it is floated, 
being restricted to perhaps 5 shares 
per individual as is dotle in the case 
of the Reserve Bank — so that the 
people can have a feeling that it is 
their own enterprise and then they 
will themselves see that the buses or 
trams are not damaged and it will 
be to their benefit because they will 


be expected also to participate in 
the profits of such an organisation. 

A lot has been spoken, Sir, of the 
Five-Year Plan. We have not got 
the full text of it. We have got a 
somewhat summary of it. There- 
fore, before I study it fully, I 
should not like to criticize it in all 
its implications. We shall have 
time perhaps for criticizing it 
during the budget discussion. 

Sir, I would now' come to some 
other aspects of his speech — the first 
being food. Here again the policy 
part was missing. He was obli- 
vious of the very fact as to how 
much more cereals — both rice and 
wheat — could be grown in this 
province. Now, there is no more 
talk of “Grow’ More Food” campaign 
for the simple reason that the utter 
futility of not having a scientifically 
planned policy has now been seen. 
I suggested State farming and 
mechanised cultivation with con- 
crete schemes at the first Food 
Conference held at the Writers’ 
Buildings. By this, along with 
co-operative farming by taking over 
large tracts of land both from 
zemindars and also from small cul- 
tivators, providing these cultivators, 
of course, with their normal 
demands for foodgrains and 
utilising their labour in various 
village improvement works, a lot 
could have been achieved. A policy 
also, Sir, to effectively combat the 
growing spirit of frustration in this 
province among the masses even 
after such a long time after inde- 
pendence must be evolved. The 
community project in that respect 
I do not consider an advancement. 
It is a political hullabaloo and it 
will turn out to be a practical failure 
after a very large amount of money 
has been mispent. His 
Excellency’s speech reveals a state 
of despair in which the State 
Government is today. It does not 
throw any light on the problem of 
refugee rehabilitation which tackled 
in the right manner with a properly 
chalked out policy, taking all sides 
of this House into confidence, could 
have utilised the enormous amount 
of human material — in most cases 
of good quality — and turned them 
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into good account instead of 
eon verting them into liability. 
When that is being attempted in 
other European countries, I cannot 
understand why we should fail in 
that respect. 

Sir, it is unfortunate that in spite 
of requests, no statistics of adult 
unemployment in urban areas nor 
of the educated unemployed in the 
whole province are being collected. 
The reason is apparent — perhaps 
very simple — because the Govern- 
ment have no policy nor a proper 
plan to combat unemployment which 
is glowing daily in this problem 
province of India and adding to the 
economic depression and also to the 
complexity of administrative diffi- 
culties. The Governor mentioned 
only the plight of tea garden labour. 
I feel constrained to point out here 
that he is either not conversant with 
the actual state of affairs or this 
portion of his speech is an attempt 
to whitewash the real position. 
The real position is that there is 
continued retrenchment both of 
garden labour as well as of middle 
class employees and there are direct 
and indirect wage cuts with the 
result that thousands of workmen 
with their families totalling over a 
lakh are now on the verge of desti- 
tution. The statutory committee 
mentioned bv him has given relief 
only to t lie employers to the detri- 
ment of the working people who 
sweat and labour producing very 
large wealth of this province. It is 
like robbing Peter to pay Paul. 
The Governor entirely left out the 
question of jute industry which is 
the main industry of this province 
and plays a major part with tea in 
earning foreign exchange. It is 
high time that the structure of 
these two industries should 
thoroughly be investigated and 
these shoxild either he nationalised 
or effectively controlled by a 
Government Board for the benefit 
of the common man to raise his 
standard of living for which the 
Governor has shown so much soli- 
citude by appealing to members of 
all parties in this House. You 
cannot effectively remove poverty, 
ill health and ignorance of your 


people in this province without a 
complete overhaul of the structure 
of these two industries. 

Before I conclude, Sir, I should 
like to put a simple question to our 
Chief Minister Dr. Roy to whom I 
mentioned it also somewhere out- 
side India. It is this. Is not the 
position of the Bengalees in our 
province today aptly expressed by 
the phrase -fa* mvgX 
and what is their future in inde- 
pendent India? When Bengal is 
open practically to all aud the 
Bengalees have no place anywhere 
in India, what steps are the Govern- 
ment — even though they are only 
an appendage to the Centre — going 
to take to ensure that the sons ana 
daughters of Bengal do not suffer 
from want of food and shelter and 
are assured of civilized existence 
and that they may spread the cul- 
tural heritage of Bengal not only in 
India but outside. Sir, this will 
ever remain a problem unless and 
until our Government by law 
guarantee work to (‘very able-bodied 
person, introduce unemployment 
insurance and doles in some form, 
enforce regulations under which 
every non- Bengali firm will be 
compelled to employ 90 per cent, of 
the Bengalee staff in all categories 
of service from the highest to the 
lowest, take steps to stop further 
exploitation of the Bengalees by 
outsiders and bring it home to the 
Central Government that to serve 
the needs of d crores of Bengalees, 
control of that portion of foreign 
trade as is necessary to meet their 
essential demands should he made 
over to this Government for 
encouraging and drawing the 
younger generation of Bengalees 
more and more into business. 
These measures with a newly 
oriented educational policy to suit 
the needs of the day may, sir, serve 
to put us on the road to survival.

In conclusion, Sir, I would have 
preferred if His Excellency, instead 
of asking the members of this House 
to be motivated by the lofty spirit 
of the verse that he Quoted from the 
Atharva Veda, would have directed 
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the sacred advice to the persons 
running his administrative machi- 
nery where one finds in many cases 
very little of dedication, less^ of 
knowledge and far less of sacrifice 
and indication of righteousness and 
eternal truth.

SJ. 8yama Bhattaoharyya: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, I wholly associate 
myself with the address pronosed 
to be presented to His Excellency 
the Governor for his most excellent 
speech. The speech, Sir, has been 
highly welcomed by different sec- 
tions of the people in spite of the 
loud denials by the members of the 
Opposition. The speech contains 
among other things the outline of 
careful planning and a reference to 
the prospects of a* number of 


development schemes which are u 
vitally necessary for the building 
of a fiappy and prosperous future. 
Yet, Sir, the honourable membera 
of the Opposition have been very - 
loud in condemning all the different 
aspects of the speech. 

I shall take up only one aspect 
of the speech, namely, the food 
policy of the State, to expose tha 
utter uusouudness of the criticisms 
of the friends opposite. Sir, the 
food policy tliat is now practised 
and that is now followed is butted 
upon \ ears of experience of distri- 
bution and procurement arrange* 
ment. The iood situation in the 
State has been unfortunately 
difficult for some time past, but I 
believe that the Government can 
take legitimate pride in telling the 
people that the food situation hai 
been handled very effectively. I 
do not agree with Sri Churn 
Chandra Bhandari when lie said 
that the toad problem has not been 
properly handled. I hold. Sir, that 
hud not the food situation been 
effectively and properly handled, 
famine conditions which were very 
much sought after and expected by 
certain honourable gentlemen 
would Inm* matenalised in this 
land. Sir. the tood problem in the 
State is not merely a temporary 
equilibrium between demand and 
supply. It is on the other hand a 
manifestation, as has been pointed 
out in the Five-Year Pljjn, of tbe 
growing pressure of population 
upon limited food supply and we 
must have long term measures as 
well as short term measures to 
cope with the food problem and to 
bring about a permanent solution. 

The food problem has various 
aspects. We have, for example, to 
take into account the overall 
requirement of the State to be met, 
our rationing commitment under- 
taken, our internal as well as 
external supplies and also prospects 
of increased production. All these 
different factors have been taken 
into account and have been given 
due weight in evolving the present 
food policy of the State. Our 
present concern, however, is mostly 
with procurement of adequate 
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[Sj. Syama Bhattacharyya. ] 
quantity of rice for 58 lakhs of 
people within rationing. We 
require a minimum quantity of 4 
lakh tons of rice and we must also 
build up a reserve of one lakh tons.

The present food policy is 
certainly a remarkable improve- 
ment upon the old policy. The 
present food policy leaves out 
altogether small cultivators, culti- 
vators who cultivate land them- 
selves, who till the land and 
produce food with the sweat of 
their own brow. In the present 
food policy the restriction with 
regard to movement of paddy and 
rice to which some members made 
a reference is almost non-existent, 
because owing to the permit system 
supply of padd\ can be had on 
demand and for the mere asking. 

Sir, if there is shortage or if 
there is rise in piice, we can 
depend quite correctly upon the 
movement ot paddy and rice from 
low priced areas but we can also 
depend upon the reserve stock to 
bring relic! to the distressed areas. 
It is likely that there has been 
some genuine ease oi mistake m the 
actual application ot the levy 
system. The food prospects which 
appeared ven bright in the begin- 
ning or in the middle ot the crop 
season did not turn out to be true. 
The actual was certainly less than 
what was expected. It is also not 
unlikely that in some cases at least 
notices were served upon persons 
who owned less than d() biglias ot 
land, but these are cases of genuine 
mistake which can be easily recti- 
fied with the co-operation of the 
honourable members and by 
representation to the proper autho- 
rities concerned. Therefore, Sir, 
when one honourable member soys 
that this system is worse than the 
previous system or when Sj. Gauga- 
pada Kuor says that the peasantry 
has been made the victim or when 
Sj. Janardan Sahu says that the 
small farmers have been affected by 
the scheme I think that they are 
giving a wrong impression to the 
House. They may possibly turn 


to Russia for inspiration not only 
because our communist friends 
always swear by the name of 
Russia but Russia has indeed set 
an example to planning. If we 
look at the Soviet country’s 
development since 1917 we find 
this that there have been stages of 
economic development when a more 
rigorous system than the levy 
system had to be imposed and when 
the surplus produce of each farmer 
over his essential needs for susten- 
ance was subjected to compulsory 
requisitioning. I do not under- 
stand why in the face of all these 
facts our friends come forward and 
appear to hold a brief for the land- 
holders whom the levy system is 
intended to bring within its 
purview. These are the persons 
who own large areas of land, who 
do not till the land themselves, 
who have the bind cultivated on 
him i) system, and who are there- 
fore described as persons enjoying 
to some extent other incomes. 
Tlit* levy system i" not intended to 
ailed oi touch tin* small tillers. 
The\ nave been Icit out, and they 
aie not at all a fleeted by the levy 
s,\ stem. 

I shall refer, Sit . in this connec- 
tion to a ven unscrupulous 
propaganda wlixli has been carried 
o i in some villag< > against the 
levy system. I at tuully find that 
the people were told that the levy 
system is intended to bring within 
its operation even a small tiller, 
and Government will certainly 
snatch away paddy from every tiller 
however small mav be the land in 
his possession. In tact, I have to 
answer many anxious enquiries 
from villagers who were told such 
untruths. I believe. Sir, that an 
effective implementation of the levy 
system is essential tor implement- 
ing the Five-Year Plan and for 
safeguarding the interest of the 
people at large. But I may also 
draw the attention of the Govern- 
ment to the fact that forces are at 
work, that unscrupulous elements 
and anti-social elements are at work 
to try their utmost to sabotage the 
present food policy of the State. 
It is a well known fact that 
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[ggling on a considerable scale 
ice and paddy is being carried 
»rom this State to the neigh bour- 
States and also into rationed 
is. I may say that effective 
■^-smuggling measures are very 
feential factors tor securing good 
rocurement. Sir, procurement is 
aly a part of the fond policy. The 
>od problem cannot be solved 
nless there is enough food ; it can 
nly be solved if there is enough 
>od to go round to every person, 
id therefore adequate steps have 
ot to be taken to increase produc- 
on, and we are glad to know that 
eps are being taken and have been 
ikon to work in this direction for 
reducing more food, and we are 
lad to note that in the Five-Year 
lan priority has been given to 
ore production by providing more 
nance towards agricultural and 
rigational schemes.

Dr. 8rikumar Banerjee: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, in the speech of the 
Governor the pride of place has 
been given to the levy procurement 
ay stem. Thereby the importance 
of the new procurement system has 
been emphasized and it has been 
represented as the brightest 
feather in the cap of the Govern- 
ment. The Governor has empha- 
sized the importance of this new' 
policy; and not content with sing- 
ing the praises of this policy which 
remains yet untried, he has held 
out a most undignified threat to all 
who may differ from this policy. 
'Hit, I shall consider the question 
from the standpoint of the basic 
issues involved and also from the 
practical implementation of the 
new policy which has been so 
•extravagantly eulogized. I must 
begin by saying that this lias been 
in certain respects an improvement 
upon the directive system because 
at any rate certain people have 
been left out of the oppressive 
scope of this new policy. The 
methods of the present Government 
are so oppressive and so corrupt 
that it is a boon for all people con- 
cerned to come less and less into 
contact with this Government. 
Therefore, those who have been 
spared the ignominy and the 
humiliation of a contact with this 
Government certainly deserve our 
sympathy and congratulation. But, 
Sir, there my qualified praise must 
end. 

Let us draw the attention of the 
members of the Assembly to the 
historical background that led to 
the reversal of the old system of 
procurement by directive/*" Public 
memory is very short, and the 
memory of the members of the 
Congress side is still shorter. But, 
Sir, I recall the attention of this 
House to the disastrous events that 


took place in last June. While 
there was mounting public indig- 
nation against the futility and the 
inefficiency of the procurement 
system, while famine knocked at 
the gates of certain of the districts 
of Bengal, while there was universal 
indignation against the futility and 
the callousness of the Government 
policy, the Government tried at 
first the methods of repression. It 
promulgated section 144, thus 
following the orthodox bureaucratic 
tradition. Not content with the 
enunciation of this section 144, — 
this much worked section 144 — it 
resorted to lathi charge and 
bayonet charges and converted the 
area round about the Assembly 
House into a howling wilderness of 
wild beasts. Then, Sir. the 
repressive policy of Government 
had a contrary effect from what had 
been expected. The movement 
spread like wild fire; the 
area of the conflict widened; 
people were drawn into the vortex 
of agitation; and after four days of 
experiment the Government realised 
the error of its ways and had to 
stage a climb-down. Then a state- 
ment was made by the Chief 
Minister on the floor of the House 
about co-operation from all sections 
of the Assembly and it was defi- 
nitely given out as a pledge that 
the new policy would be enunciated 
in consultation with the Opposition.

That pledge, Sir, has been 
violated in the letter and in the 
spirit. The Opposition was never 
taken into confidence when the levy 
system was introduced in super- 
session of the directive system. 
Therefore. Sir, the Opposition have 
a legitimate grievance against their 
being left out in enunciation of the 
food policy of the Government 
which the Government contended 
was a national policy, was a policy 
of broad public interest and was 
not hatched in the spirit of partisan- 
ship. Therefore, Sir, our first 
complaint is against the way in 
which this new policy came into 
being. 

Then, Sir, the next point is this. 
Why was a change of policy at all

considered necessary P Why did 
not the Government follow com- 
placently its old worn-out futile 
methods P Why did it think it 
necessary to retrace its steps and 
evolve what was considered to be a 
more satisfactory and more 
adequate policy of procurement P 
Sir, the Central Food Minister was 
drawn to Calcutta by the mounting 
tension of the situation here. He 
watched here in this Assembly the 
course of the debate and. Sir, a 
public statement issued by the 
Central Food Minister and endorsed 
by the Bengal Cabinet laid down 
that the responsibility for feeding 
Calcutta and the industrial areas 
would be completely taken over by 
the Central Government. Sir, 
Shri Kidwai definitely mentioned 
that it was unfair to tax the rural 
people for the maintenance of the 
food front in Calcutta and he held 
out the definite promise that the 
ruial areas would not be affected at 
all, would not be drawn upon for 
feeding Calcutta and the industrial 
aieas. Sir. then followed a series 
of eouiereiiees. Out triend the 
Food Minister marched to those 
conlei cnees m a very joyous and 
eluted lrame ot mind. When he 
returned F do not think lie returned 
as a happier man blit as a sadder 
and a wiser man. But, Sir, the 
public who are unconnected with 
the en meiation oi the Government 
policy but who feel the pinch 
whenever that policy goes wrong, 
realise that all tin* concessions 
promised by the Government of 
India have been gradually with- 
drawn. We do not know, Sii, 
what transpired behind the scenes; 
we followed in vain the public 
speeches of all the Ministers of the 
Central Cabinet and, Sir, they 
provided a melancholy reading, 
they provided a tissue of contra- 
dictions. One Minister spoke in 
one voice; another Minister spoke 
in a contradictory voice, and finally 
ther<> was a Minister in charge of 
Planning who discovered a subtle 
connection betw r een the food pro- 
curement policy and the successful 
functioning of the five-year plan. 


The net result was that our Govern- 
ment yielded step by step to the 
demands of the Central Govern- 
ment and the pledge of the Central 
Government that they would be 
responsible for the feeding of Cal- 
cutta and the industrial areas 
remained unredeemed and our 
Government has complacently 
accepted the situation so far as the 
Central Government is concerned 
because it knows that it can employ 
its engine of oppression, its 
machinery of coercion upon the 
poor village people to wrest from 
them their last grain of corn. Sir, 

1 do not know why the Hon’ble 
Food Minister of the Government 
of West Bengal failed to carry 
conviction, failed to carry his point 
of view r with the Central Govern- 
ment. Perhaps, Sir, he did not 
have his old prestige; perhaps, 
Sir, he was smarting under the 
.sense oi a defeat which had robbed 
him of his old influence. He had 
been decisively rejected by his 
first, wile, 1 mean, his first consti- 
tuency, and consoled himself with 
a morganatic marriage with a 


second wife 

who 

has 

neither 

the 

attraction 

nor 

the 

sphere 

of 

influence of 

his 

first 

wife, 

and 


naturally when be came back he 
brought with him a tale of defeat, 
a tale of frustiation and a tale of 
misery and w T oe for the people, the 
untort unafe people* committed to 
his charge. Sir, the present, food 
situation therefore has been entire- 
ly created by the tail lire of the 
Government, ot this province to 
hold the (Yntiul Government fast 
to its solemn pledge. They have 
allowed the Central Government, to 
wriggle out of their solemn pledge 
and then failure has been laid on 
the heads of the unfortunate people 
of Bengal. 

Now, Sir, comes the third 
< hapter of the story. The story is 
not very pleasant and inspiring in 
its recital. Then the directive 
systi in was given the go-by and the 
levy system was introduced with 
pomp and splendour in its place, 
with flourish of trumpets. What 
do we find, Sir, in the actual 
implementation? There is another 


* 
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question of basic fundamental 
policy that has got to be raised and 
considered in this connection. Sir, 
we are all agreed that an emer- 
gency state does not prevail in this 
province. The Government have 
admitted that there has been a 
bumper crop though later on they 
have tried to modify that 
and resile from that position, but, 
Sir, it will be admitted universally 
that no emergency state prevails at 
present in West Bengal so far as 
food production is concerned and 
Government’s case is not based 
upon continuance of emergency 
condition. Then, Sir, what is the 
justification for this inroad upon 
the freedom of the grower? What 
is the justification as to why a 
grower should be reduced to the 
position of a pensioner upon the 
bounty of the Government? I am 
prepared to concede that to meet 
with a difficult situation, to meet 
with scarcity of food, all growers 
have got a moral responsibility to 
part with a certain portion of their 
produce. So far as that is con- 
cerned, there is no room for any 
difference of opinion, but, Sir, 
when you screw the machine tight 
enough, when you screw it down 
to skin and bone, when you assert 
the position “I shall fix for you 
your requirements; I shall allow 
nothing to you to meet emergencies. 
You will deliver to me your last 
grain of corn.” Sir, I take that to 
be an outrageous violation of the 
fundamental laws of property. Sir, 
I hope this position of the Govern- 
ment will he challenged in a court 
of law and Government will have 
to concede that their right over the 
people of the country does not 
extend to depriving them of their 
last means of sustenance. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Pro- 
vided you are the Judge! 

Dr. 8rikumar Banerjee: When 
I was not the Judge ma^y reversals 
have taken place and the Govern- 
ment have Wen forced to introduce 
supplementary Bills in order to 
cover the flaws in their plans. So no 
use in bantering. 


Then, Sir, that point has got to 
be fought out in a court of law — I 
can assure the Government that 
that point will be fought out. I 
can well accept the position that a 
portion of the superfluity you can 
certainly claim and we shall be 
prepared to concede to you a por- 
tion of the superfluity in order to 
help you to tide over the crisis 
which is a national crisis, but can 
anybody accept the position, the 
very degrading position, the very 
demoralising position that you 
have nothing to do beyond produc- 
ing your corn and making it avail- 
able to the Government, you have 
nothing else to do but to submit to 
exactions, submit to oppression, 
submit to unfairness, submit to be 
fleeced skin and bone, submit to be 
reduced to an automaton, submit to 
be reduced to the sub-human level 
of indignity. That is exactly what 
is taking place now. 

Sir, Government have taken their 
stand upon a very curious position 
that perhaps they have enough 
food grains to last them for the 
present year, but what about the 
future? Well, we have a provider! i 
Government, we have a Government 
that thinks ahead, that plans ahead, 
that looks forward to the morrow, 
that is not contented to meet the 
immediate demands of the day and 
therefore with a masterly pro- 
vidence, with a masterly foresight 
it has laid down a reserve stock for 
the uncertainties and the fluctua- 
tions of the next year. But, Sir, 
is this foresight which is such a 
commendable trait with a Govern- 
ment to be denied to the individual 
cultivators? Do not they require 
some foodstuff to be kept against 
emergency of the next yearP Have 
not they got to be protected 
against the vagaries of the weather, 
against the incursions of those 
insects which my friend the 
Minister for Agriculture could not 
do away with except with the 
„ Providential help of a rare 
boon of seasonal downpour? So, 
Sir, the insects are there, drought 
is there, scarcity is there; many 
are the adverse conditions that 
may retard the proper growth of 
corn. So if you take away the 
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.whole of the produce of the culti- 
|rator, is it fair to leave him with 
an absolutely empty granary? 

[6-30 — to 6-40 p.m.] 

Is it fair to leave nothing to him to 
fall back upon tomorrow ? Is it 
fair to deprive him of the legiti- 
mate means of supporting himself 
in the next year? Sir, what is 
tauce for the gander ought to be 
sauce for the goose. If it is a 
commendable trait for the Govern- 
ment to take forethought for the 
next year, I think Government will 
concede that it is equally commend- 
able on the part of the cultivator to 
take forethought to meet the needs 
of the next season. 

Then, Sir, we come to the actual 
implementation of this masterly 
policy of justice and equity. Sir, 
the depredations of the insects 
have made a wider inroad than is 
believed in Government circle. 
They have spread over many dis- 
tricts and they have created a 
havoc in the actual produce of the 
crop, but when the time tor assess- 
ment comes, the Assessment 
Inspector goes and taxes at a very 
extravagant rate. Sir, Govern- 
ment has a remedy ready for it. 
They have asked the cultivator to 
prefer an appeal within se\en days 
to the District Magistrate. So, 
Sir, for the heinous offence of 
having produced corn and for 
having a store of corn, the peasant 
is driven from post to pillar and 
pillar to post and is driven to 
prefer an appeal to the District 
Magistrate for the manifestly unfair 
and extravagant assessment of the 
junior officers, subordinate officers 
of the Food Department. But, 
Sir, the assessment has already 
made provision for any possible 
reduction on the part of the District 
Magistrate. If there is a growth 
of corn of three maunds per higha 
and if your assessment is at the rate 
of six maunds per higha, the Dis- 
trict Magistrate might perhaps 
make a compromise and take a 
middle course and fix the assess- 
ment at 41 maunds per higha. 
That means the individual 
proprietor would have to purchase 
com in some foreign^field, in some 


extra market in order to meet the 
demand of the Government, Sir, 
was it impossible to arrive at a fair 
system of assessment? Was it 
impossible to appoint local com- 
mittees through whose mediation 
the assessment could be effected? 
Could you not trust the leading 
people of the locality who could 
give you a correct measure of the 
situation and tell you the exact 
amount of corn which represented 
the growth of a particular area? 
You have followed the example of 
the milkman who added so much 
water to his milk that however 
much \ou might reduce the price, 
well the main profit remained 
absolutely untouched. This is the 
method which you have followed. 
You have followed the method of 
dishonest businessmen in placing 
your figures at such an extravagant 
rate of assessment that any reduc- 
tion on the part, of the higher 
authorities would still leave the 
grievances of the producers exactly 
where they are. 

Then, Sir, the next point is 
deceit and oppression in the method 
of procurement. Sir, already 
bribery runs rampant. Already 
extortion has reared its ugly head. 
Already stories about maladminis- 
tration and corruption have begun 
to pour in, hut, Sir, the ears of the 
Government are perhaps not long 
enough to receive these complaints. 
Yesterday my friend Shri Haripada 
Chatterjee recited a sickening 
story of corruption practised in 
Rehabilitation Department —corrup- 
tion practised .under the very nose 
of the Government, corruption in 
which the members associated with 
Government also played their part. 
Therefore, Sir, it is not very diffi- 
cult to imagine how people in 
charge of the Food Department 
would remain absolutely imper- 
vious to the story of extravagant 
and unjust assessment and then 
protect their officers at all costs. 
They would compliment the officer* 
for their overzeal ousness. And, as 
a matter of fact, the officers are 
terrorised in so many words that if 
they cannot procure the amount of 
foodstuff fixed by the Ministry 
whatever may be the actual rate of 
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produce, they will be severely dealt 
with and their job is worth the 
procurement of a certain amount of 
paddy whatever might be the actual 
amount of produce. So, Sir, this 
is the morality that underlies the 
actual procurement of paddy. 

Sir, I shall now speak about the 
depressing effects, unhealthy 
depressing effects upon the rural 
economy. A certain amount of 
surplus is necessary to stimulate 
all productive efforts. You cannot 
persuade a man to launch upon 
some beneficial items of expendi- 
ture unless he has some surplus 
which he can fall back upon. But, 
Sir, if you gather the last grain, if 
you seize the last sheaf of corn, if 
you leave the countryside absolutely 
barren of food, then the stimulus 
of productive enterprises by which 
the agricultural labour may be kept 
going during the part of the season 
when the harvesting is not in 
operation will all have to be 
suspended and this will have a 
disastrous effect upon rural 
economy. You are thinking of 
five-year plan, you are thinking of 
middle class unemployment, you 
are thinking of making the country- 
side a brighter and more attractive 
snot, but your lew system will mean 
the death-warrant of the people of 
the rural areas, and not merely tin 1 
middle class people, not nierel> 
people who have some surplus to 
dispose of, hut those people, those 
labourers who are dependant upon 
them, those labourers who are 
provided with jobs during the dry 
season, those labourers who cannot 
make both ends meet without some 
productive enterprises being under- 
taken by the people who have a 
certain amount of surplus paddy at 
their credit. 

So, Sir, from all points of view 
I would plead for a revision of the 
entire system. I may tell you, 
Sir, that in my own district of Bir- 
bhum voluntary procurement has 
practically filled the qffota demand- 
ed of the district. If you tried the 
method of voluntary procurement, 
if you eliminated blackmarketing, if 
you equalised the rates with the 


neighbouring areas , then this op - 
pressive method of procurement 
would not have been resorted to, 
and you could depend upon the 
people voluntarily contributing to 
the coffers of Government when 
there is no alternative market to 
carry their foodstuff to. I may re- 
mind llie Cabinet of the wise words 
erf one of the noblest orators of the 
world, Edmund Burke: “where 

much is accumulated, much can be 
taken away”. Help the people in 
accumulating wealth. Help the 
people in accumulating grain and the 
Government will have enough to 
acquire from the accumulated pro- 
duce for its own share. No oppres- 
sive measure will be necessary, no 
leg i shit ion, no police force, no pro- 
secution in the Court will be neces- 
sary, if people are allowed to carry 
on their avocation in peace and if 
they have accumulation from which 
the State can draw at the moment 
of need.

Jnanendra Kumar Chau- 
dhury: All right, Sir. 

Dr. Jatindra Nath Basu: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, 1 appreciate very 
much the Governor's reference to 
technical education, primary educa- 
tion, roads, irrigation, etc. I am 
much pleased to see that the Gover- 
nor has referred to the improve- 
ments in higher technical education 
in the two colleges thereby mean- 
ing the college at Sibpur and the 
other college at Jadavpur. The 
prime and crying need is for higher 
technical education and the neces- 
sity to remove the defects notice- 
able in higher grade technical 
training has often been emphasised. 
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We know that in spite of our long- 
standing traditions in technical 
education there are certain funda- 
mental defects for which the techni- 
cal education in this country has not 
been perfected to the extent desir- 
able. We find that the technical 
education imparted in this country 
is defective to such an extent that 
India is not yet in a position to 
produce grade one Engineer, 
neither design and develop- 
ment engineer or engineer 
scientist or engineer adminis- 
trator. Even we are not in a posi- 
tion to produce engineers who take 
interest even in the Legislatures. 
The other day I just calculated 
that in West Bengal the Govern- 
ment actually spent about 75 per 
cent, of its revenue f<y the different 
engineering works but the represen- 
tation of engineers in this Assembly 
is very poor — only two out of 240, I 
believe. Besides that we always 
hear that we have to import engi- 
neering experts and they are called 
from abroad group by group, one 
group coming at one time and the 
next coming after three months. 
This position will always remain 
until and unless we are in a position 
to rectify the defects and to rectify 
them various steps have been sug- 
gested, some also by the University 
Education Commission. I only refer 
to a few that should be done and 1 
draw the attention of the Education 
Minister to take up at least some of 
the items and to introduce the 
improvements suggested in the 
matter of higher grade technical 
education. The main thing that 
should be introduced for the gra- 
duate course should be the subjects 
on General Education, subjects on 
Administration and subjects on 
Humanities. For the post-graduate 
course facilities should be provided 
for research work in engineering 
and technological subjects. There 
is practically nil at the present 
moment and these things should be 
included in the improvements that 
are going to be made in the Jadav- 
pur and Sibpur Engineering Col- 
leges. Much attention should be 

? iven not to improve their quantity 
ut to improve their quality and 


also to increase the facilities ft 
research in the post-gradute stu. 
dies in engineering and technolo 
gical subjects.

Regarding junior grades technical 
personnel, they are needed in quan- 
tity because they are much smallei 
in number in proportion to th« 
number of graduates that we get 
from Sibpur and other colleges. 

Coming to primary education, I 
will give a comparative study of 
West Bengal with Uttar Pradesh. 
Uttar Pradesh is not only the largest 
State in India but it is considered 
to be much advanced in 
so many ways. I would give you 
the ratios. If we compare the area 
of Uttar Pradesh with that of West 
Bengal, the ratio is 8*81 while the 
population ratio is about 2-6. If 
we take the number of primary 
schools the ratio would be 2 -.16. 
We are in a better position with 
regard to primary education. If 
we take the students’ ratio in pri- 
mary schools the ratio is 2'26 
whereas the population ratio is 
about 2 6. We are in a better posi- 
tion. The State expenses ratio on 
primary education is 2 8 while the 
population ratio, as I have said, is 
2 6. Uttar Pradesh spend more 
money on primary education than 
West Bengal do. Now, I give you 
the position about roads com {Miring 
Uttar Pradesh with our State of 
West Bengal. If you take the 
question of roads in Uttar Pradesh 
they have got one mile of metalled 
road for every twelve square mile 
area — the roads are very good and 
are metalled roads. Uttar Pradesh, 
let me say, is advanced in regard to 
roads. While that is the position 
with regard to roads in Uttar Pra- 
desh, the position in West Bengal 
is that we have one mile of road for 
eleven square mile of area. In the 
quality of the roads West Bengal is 
a little deficient and Uttar Pradesh 
is advanced. Compared with West 
Bengal the State of Uttar Pradesh 
is advanced in roads. Their roads 
are better. Of course, if our road 
programme is taken up as stated by 
the Governor and wnen that pro- 
gramme will be- completed, we will 
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% be far behind the State of 
,;tar Pradesh ; rather we will then 
^ in a far better position with 
regard to roads than Uttar Pradesh. 

'Sow, I come to the question of 
irrigation. I would draw the atten- 
tion of the Ministers to this matter. 
Here also I will try to compare 
West. Bengal with the'State of Uttar 
Pradesh. The position of Uttar 
Pradesh is better. One who had 
occasion to see the state of things 
in Uttar Pradesh must be convinc- 
ed about it. Uttar Pradesh is doing 
better in irrigation. West Bengal 
irrigate sixteen per cent, of the area 
under cultivation whereas Uttar 
Pradesh irrigate thirty-one per 
cent, of the area under cultivation. 
As I say, we are very much difi- 
eient in respect of irrigation. Uttar 
Pradesh is better in irrigation. 
Uttar Pradesh lias adopted not only 
the canal irrigation as is done in 
the State of West Bengal but they 
also have lift irrigation. They 
pump water from canals for the 
purpose of irrigation. I would tell 
}o\\ that another very important 
advancement in irrigation in the 
State of Uttar Pradesh is the tube- 
well irrigation. They have sunk 
2,500 tube-wells One tube-well can 
irrigate an area of about five 
hundred acres. They have recently 
made a scheme to have another 
five thousand tube-wells to 
be sunk in different areas and espe- 
cially in the eastern part of Uttar 
Pradesh where the irrigation is not 
go much advanced as the western 
and central pai ts of that State. 
Sir, in Bengal we can improve irri- 
gation not only bv canals as is 
usually done but also by lift irriga- 
tion — by the help of pumps or by 
aome other method as may be found 
convenient to our circumstances. 
We can also, if necessary, take to 
tube-well irrigation. The tube-well 
irrigation has the additional advan- 
tage of giving relief to the water- 
logged areas. If we take to canal 
irrigation in respect of waterlogged 
areas the position will be worse but 
if we take to tube-well irrigation in 
respect of the waterlogged areas it 
will relieve the waterlogged areas 
because by tube-wells the surplus 
water will be well utilised. Canal 


irrigation will bring in more water 
and will make the position worse 
in waterlogged areas. If tube- 
wells are sunk in large numbers the 
waterlogged areas will be greatly 
benefited. 

Besides all these, Uttar Pradesh 
have better electricity supply. 
They are advanced in the matter of 
electricity supply to the rural areas. 
Here I do not want to compare. 

It is very difficult to compare. If 
you take the consumption figure 
that will not do because Calcutta is 
:l very big centre where great power 
is consumed. Calcutta has about a 
quarter of the consumption of 
power of the whole country. Cal- 
cutta. Kanpur and Bombay consume 
more than half of the electricity 
t hat is consumed in the whole 
country. But Uttar Pradesh have 
made much advancement in electri- 
city supph not only in towns but 
also in rural areas to help irrigation 
as well un industries.

Speaker, Sir, every year we are 
presented hy the Governor with the 
hanie old stereotyped story of the 
things undertaken by our Ministers 
without touching any of the basic 
problems of the day. We might 
well anticipate what will be said by 
the Governor and submit our 
amendments quite well in advance. 
The points given in my 
amendment, if taken together, 
will give a connected pic- 
ture about how the people of our 
country — the masses — will be 
touched by the measures under- 
taken or proposed to be undertaken 
by the Government.

an unknown destination and leave 
them uneared for to die peacefully. 
Recently, Sir, we had a report 
about the refugees in one of the 
colonies at Cossipore. According 
io Government’s own report, d(> 
babies died in course of a week and, 
as always, Government become 
alert after the mischief is done and 
when Government cannot bundle 
them oft to any colony or camp 
within the State, they send them 
out to unknown destination. 

[7-10 — 7-20 p.m.] 

If they come back they are deser- 
ters. There are still now one thou- 
sand such people living as deserters 
in the Howrah Station. Govern- 
ment insist that they must go back. 
There is no need tor any enquiry 
about that. May 1 ask : did these 
people, these unfortunate people, 
these homeless people without any 
shelter, without any food desert 
places where they were sent merely 
for the fun of it The refugee 
camp at (’hnrbatiu in Orissa was 
started in 1050. A batch of dis- 
placed persons was *ent. there. From 
there they came back ; they were 
packed oft again and sent back 
there; and recently report has 
come out that within the last two 
months of November and December 
starvation and disease took a heavy 
toll of life. According to the non- 
ofncial report the figure is about 
one hundred. According to the 
reports of the Orissa Government 
themselves, the figure is 41 includ- 
ing 24 children. What is the reason 
for thisK Have the Government 
ever cared to enquire why these un- 
fortunate people are tempted to 
heaveAhe place where they are sent? 
Ihe obvious reason is that they are 
not rehabilitated. They are simply 
sent there to die. There is no plan 
on behalf of the Government to fit 
them into the economy of the State. 

A lot of money has been spent on 


Now, Sir, this refugee problem is 
part of the general problem of un- 
employment. This is a very serious 
problem becoming more and more 
acute day by day; and in the Gov- 
ernor s speech we did not find any 
measure contemplated or under- 
taken to mitigate the evil of grow- 
ing unemployment among the mid- 
dle classes. Let the Ministers look 
at the figures of their own employ- 
ment exchange. Only a fraction of 
the unemployed middle classes go to 
register their names in the employ- 
ment exchange, but even the figures 
recorded there will be illuminating. 

I he story ol the industries is not 
any better. Retrenchment is going 
on in the industries one after an- 
other Recently, there was a heavy 
depression in the tea industry of 
this country. Iheie was a nigh 
labour charge and heavy turnover 
resulting m acute unemployment 
among tin* tea garden labourers. I 
have reahalde knowledge that in 
the northern districts of Julpaiguri, 

( ooeh Rebar and Darjeeling there 
has been an appalling fall of prices 
of the consume] s goods, but in 
spite of the fall in prices goods lie 
'die in the market because the 
people cannot buy. 

I hen about tin* land policy and 
agricultural policy of the State. It 
is encouraging to hear that Gov- 
ernment are going to introduce a 
Bill abolishing the xemimlary sys- 
tem, but let them remember the 
ea.>e of the landless labourers, the 
case of the agricultural labourers, 
and before the final touches are put 
to the draft let them make necessary 
provision that the landless oultiva- 
tors get land for cultivation and re- 
habilitation. 

About levy much has been said, 
and it was so gallant of our friend 
sitting opposite Sj. Svama Bhatta- 
charyya to hold a brief for a lost 
case. I won’t go into the arguments 
but shall add only two. This is 
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[Dr, Atindra Nath Bose.] 
a complicated system which is full 
of possibilities for abuse. The 
Government say that there has been 
a bumper crop this year. Why levy 
if there is bumper ? Then what is 
the estimate, what is the basis on 
which the production is estimated? 
Is there any statistics, has there 
beeu any crop survey ; has there 
been any forecast made? Has 
theie been any eye-estimation of the 
vie d of the croj)P This is the way 
Low our experts according to Sj. 
Bhattacharyya after mature know- 
ledge and experience have develop- 
ed the scheme. I would have sug- 
gested — but it is now too late to 
give this suggestion because we were 
not consulted before when this 
scheme was taken up — that the pro- 
per thing would have been in the 
absence of accurate statistics to set 
up at least a general body consist- 
ing of representatives of" the pro- 
ducers, the consumers and the 
officers of the Government to ascer- 
tain the produce. 

Then again it is the District 
Magistrate who is the ultimate 
deciding authority in case of dis- 
pute. I know, Sir, hundreds of 
cases — in some cases thousands of 
cases are pending with the District 
authorities— cases wf unfair levy. 
Is it possible for them to go round 
the villages 10 or 1 2 miles away 
from their headquarters and take 
necessary evidence and give them 
their considered judgment? Mean- 
while the levy is going on, paddy is 
being seized and what will happen 
if the District Magistrate’s decision 
goes against the levy? Would the 
paddy be restored to the producers? 
All these questions remain untouch- 
ed. 

Next about education, the most 
neglected subject of this Govern- 
ment. We are proud of adult suf- 
frage. But you know. Sir, that 
adult suffrage is a mockery without 
adult education. What has been 
done by the Ministry in this direc- 
tion? What particularly have we 
done to educate the 56 lakhs of the 
depressed classes, Harijans and 
depressed tribes? What have we 
done to educate the Bouris and 
Santala who make up about 56 lakhs 


of people and about one fourth of 
the total population of West 
Bengal, 

Next about industrial expansion 
in the State. The Government has 
given a long catalogue of State un- 
dertakings, five-year plan and 
various other small undertakings. 
But are the Government going to 
expand this sphere of State-owned 
enterprises. It is the policy of every 
progressive Government to increase 
its sphere of public ownership, uti- 
lity and service. What has our Go- 
vernment done or is going to do in 
that respect? We were very much 
encouraged, Sir, when we saw that 
the Government have launched up- 
on State transport scheme. The 
scheme was run at a loss year after 
year. (At this stage the blue light 
was lit.) Sir, I thought I would get 
15 minutes. 

Mr. Speaker: You will get two 
minutes more. 

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Sir, very 
soon this scheme is going to be 
abandoned by the Government and 
going to be handed over to a private 
Corporation. Then this crisis for 
the tea industry might be availed 
of for seizure of big plantations by 
the Government. 

[7-20 — 7-30 p.m.] 

Government might utilise this 
opportunity to take over the tea 
gardens and subsidise them and 
come to the rescue of the unemploy- 
ed labour in the gardens as well as 
to the people of Northern Bengal. 
But, Sir, while I suggest this 
seheme, while I raise this point I 
must frankly confess that I am not 
at all confident that this Govern- 
ment is capable of taking up this 
enterprise. This Government is 
replete with corruption, is full of 
abuses and is not competent to un- 
dertake State enterprise. It is not 
our opinion only. Let them go to 
the people. Let them go through 
the columns of the newspapers. The 
people are diffident about the five- 
year plan and the community pro- 
jects. In every undertaking spon- 
sored by this Government the 
people do not believe that the money 
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be usefully spent on tbe under- 
png and they know that this 
ley will only swell the pockets of 
lew business magnates or traders 
[the favourites of the Ministry, 
lis corruption ranges from top 
bottom. If there is any vacancy, 
wever minor the post, it goes to 
fmiuisterial nominee or a m mis- 
trial candidate. The Ministers get 
it allowances for their travel and 
et, whenever they go on their 
>urs, may I ask, why they put up 
irith the local magnates? When 
Jfchey go to Burnpur they 
fita y at the Directors \s Bunglow. 
f When they go to Burdwan the\ put 
up with the Maharaja. When they 
go to Darjeeling or Conch Dollar or 
Jalpaiguri they stay with the tea 
planters. May 1 ask why they 
accept the hospitality of such local 
magnates if they are the represen- 
tatives of the people as a whole and 
vlien they draw fat allowances for 
their travelling? And last of all 
Sir, I should refer to the words 
cited fiom “Atharva Veda” by our 
(governor “truth, righteousness, 
dedication” and all that. The less 
said about these words in relation 
to the present Government the bet- 
ter and 1 think they sound more 
ITe satiiical comments on the do- 
ings of our Government than a 
genuine appreciation of their 

achievements. Thank you. Sir.

I would remind the members that 
I will strictly observe the rule 
about time-limit in order to see 
that members of all parties can 
take part in tbe debate. Please 
see that there is no repetition of 
the same argument. 

8j. Raipada Das: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, the Governor has at last made 
a reference to education which he 
omitted in the opening session of 
the present Assembly. But there 
is hardly anything in this reference 
to enthuse over. The educational 
policy of the Government shows no 
change whatever. The problem- 
atical opening of a few schools and 
colleges here and there with no 
adequate funds to uphold them 
does not indicate any real progress. 
The fate of the nation-building 
teachers remains as miserable as 
ever. The Governor says in his 
speech that the salaries of primary 
school teachers have been increased. 
And by how much? Why, by a 
laudable and substantial sum of 
Re. 1, their present pay being 
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Bo. 25 to Ra. 55. Does it not bring 
the much-needed relief to the 
famished teachers struggling hard 
to keep body and soul together? 
And what about the teacners of 
colleges and secondary schools ? 
The Governor is significantly 
reticent on this. It would look 
that they are affluent enough to 
live a decent life. Presumably, 
the teacher-Governor thinks that 
Rs. 60 for a graduate teacher is an 
adequate provision. The scanty 
pay of a college teacher is likewise 
regarded by our erstwhile college 
teacher — and for the matter of 
that, by our Government — to be 
sufficient for leading an intellectual 
life, solely and exclusively devoted 
to the teaching of our young hope- 
fuls, the future leaders and stand- 
ard-bearers of our country. For a 
former teacher to be lacking in 
sympathy for the nation-building 
tpacners of today reminds one of 
the well-known Sanskrit story 
“jM.fr?: Wi The simple 

truth that teachers are human 
beings and should at least be pro- 
vided with the bare necessaries of 
life seems to be conveniently 
ignored by our national and demo- 
cratic Government which, instead 
of trying to bridge up the gulf 
between the Government and the 
people, is widening it more and 
more. It would not do away with 
the invidious distinction between a 
government institution and a non- 
government institution, between 
the pays and prospects of govern- 
ment institution teachers and non- 
government institution teachers, 
although as I said in my last 
speech, the quality of teaching in a 
government Institution is in no way 
better than that in a non-govern- 
ment institution, as the University 
results will show. The dearness 
allowance of a college teacher has 
been proposed to be raised from 
Rs. 10 to Rs. 15, that of a second- 
ary school teacher from Rs. 5 to 
Rs. 10 and that of a primary school 
teacher ^rom Rs. 3 to Rs. 5. May 
I ask what earthly reason can there 
be not to treat the teachers of non- 
government institutions equally 
with those of government institu- 
tions regarding at least the dear- 
ness allowance P Have not the 


teachers of non-government institu- 
tions the same right to live as their 
compeers in government institu- 
tions? Have they not their own 
families to maintain and look after, 
their own children to educate ana 
their social demands to meet? 
With as much of high academio 
qualifications, but unfortunately 
not so lucky as the teachers of 
government institutions, should 
ptie teachers of non-government 
institutions be still regarded as non- 
essentials by a Government ot the 
people, by the people and for the 
people? It seems that our Con- 
gress Government has flung to the 
four winds all sense of equity, 
justice and even a good common 
sense. The management of the 
secondary schools has been trans- 
ferred to the Board of Secondary 
Education ; but the fun is that 
even the very modest recommenda- 
tions of the Board have gone un- 
heeded till now. The small pay of 
n secondary school teacher is not 
the only handicap he suffers from.

The Board, which was expected to 
be an active and efficient body, has 
belied nil expectations, moving up 
till now in a lifeless, whimsical 
and autocratic way. The grants- 
in-aid to schools are paid in half- 
yearly instalments which, too, are 
not regular, with the result that 
teachers are to be satisfied with 
part payments and sometimes no 
payments till the fee realisation 
day, i.e., the 1 5th day of the 
month. More often than not, full 
payments cannot be made even on 
the 15th day. The magnitude and 
intensity of the sufferings of the 
poor teachers can better be felt 
than described. When a teacher is 
in need of a loan from his provi- 
dent fund to meet an emergency, 
the sanction for the loan takes 
months and months to come, thus 
defeating the very purpose for 
which the loan is sought.

is that the poor teachers cannot 
have in time even the small 
pittance that has been provided 
for them. I am afraid I am 
digressing a bit. What I want to 
say and urge is that teachers who 
are popularly called builders of the 
nation must not be shut out from 
the amenities of life on the specious 
lea that they should live a life of 
edication and service and must 
not look for lucre. But then, a 
teacher, like any other member of 
the society, has a right to live and 
has human wants just as any other 
human being has. This elemental 
trutli must be kept in view in for- 
mulating any scheme for education. 
The chronic failure in appreciation 
of this human aspect is responsible 
for much of the discontent, many 
of the ills of the present-day world. 
When a State banishes man, 
what is left behind is a pande- 
monium of a set or group of 
individuals fighting among them- 
selves to have the lion’s share and 
thus often ending in mutual 
destruction.

SJkta. Renuka Ray: Mr. Speaker, 
I want to bring a point for your 
consideration. I want to know if 
certain remarks in the member's 
speech fit in with the dignity of 
this House because I thought that 
it was not for any one to refer to 
the Governor’s activities in his per- 
sonal capacity but only to refer to 
the Governor’s address. There are 
certain remarks in the last member’s 
speech which, I would request you, 
to be expunged from the speech. 

8J. Jyoti Basu : What are those 
remarks ? 

8Jkta. Renuka Ray: Those re- 
marks are relating to what took 
place in the Government House. I 
say that a speech on the Governor’s 
address must relate to the policy of 
his Government embodied in that 
address and should not refer to any- 
thing that the Governor may do or 
may not do in his personal capacity 
as Governor outside this House. As 
such the objectionable remarks may 
be expunged from the last member’s 
speech as they referred to the 
cinema and various other things 
that took place there. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: She is not clear 
as to what are the particular sen- 
tences in the speech she wants to 
be expunged from the record, other- 
wise you cannot give your ruling. 
We cannot be satisfied, with her 
observation only. 

Mr. Speaker: But I am quite 
clear, Mr. Jyoti Basu. There 
should be no personal reflection on 
the Governor. 

8]. Jyoti Basu: But what are 
those remarks? 

SJkta. Renuka Ray: The previous 
member referred to the cinema 
that was held in the Government 
House and to the actors,' etc., etc. 
I ask that these words be expunged. 

8}« Jyoti Basu: I do not know 
what your ruling is going to be but 
the remarks, as far as I remember, 


made by the previous speaker had 
nothing to do with the Governor 
personally. 

Mr. Speaker: She says that there 
are such remarks. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: But we must find 
out. Before the records are read out 
I say that no ruling can be given; 
otherwise half the speech will go 
and as such wherever there is a 
reference to the Governor you can- 
not cut out those remarks. 

Mr. 8peaker: The point is that 
the member made reference to the 
Governor holding performances in 
his house with regard to certain 
dances and other things. There 
should be no reflection on what the 
Governor does personally ; it is for 
the Governor to decide. As a matter 
of fact I pulled the hon’ble member 
up at the time as I considered that 
it was a personal reflection on the 
Governor. Anyway 1 shall have it 
examined. No reference to Gover- 
nor personally will be allowed. 

8]. Haripada Chatterjee. There 
is no rule to expunge anything 
from a member’s speech. 

Mr. 8peaker : That is a thing for 
me to consider. 

8]. Jyoti Basu: Now suddenly, 
even before looking into the records, 
you have given a rilling that where- 
ever references are made to the 
Governor that should be expunged. 

Mr. Speaker: I have not given 
that ruling. I shall find out if there 
has been any reference to the 
Governor ’8 personal matters before, 
taking action. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Will you please 
also look into the fact whether the 
remarks were made against the 
person of the Governor or against 
his administration? 

[3-40 — 3-50 p.m.] 

8]. Rameswar Panda: I have 

followed with great care the speech 
of His Excellency the Governor and 
to me it seems to be an utter fail- 
ure. The speech is full of its own 
eulogy for what the Government 
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have done. It lias spoken in high 
.eulogistic words about the change 
in food policy, and the procurement 
operation. It has also spoken in 
glowing terms of the development 
scheme — and of the increased sala- 
ries to teachers and of many such 
other things. 

It is just and natural that they 
will do so, for if they do not blow 
their own trumpet who will blow 
it for them. 

Coining from the things what 
they say they have done to things 
what they are to do — it is a sad 
vacuum. My friends both yesterday 
and the day before haye discussed 
their food policy, rehabilitation 
policy, education policy, separation 
policy of judiciary from the execu- 
tive. The first and foremost of 
all these policies is food and liveli- 
hood — how the illiterate mass of 
the village, the dumb millions may 
have two full meals and a bare live- 
lihood. What provision is made 
there in the speech for themP In 
the opening we find that our benign 
Government has made a very good 
md efficient arrangement for taking 
*way the last grain of crop from 
them. They will usurp the whole 
3roduce, calculating the usufruct 
iccording to their own sweet will 
md leave you the bare mainten- 
mce — -the starving maintenance — as 
the Hindu law allows to an un- 
•haste widow. That has been the 
oval reward of their faithful 
illegiance. 

With regard to their livelihood, 
low there can be an uplift of their 
itatusP We find that they have 
ong held out a hope to the landless 
nass that they are going to abolish 
he zemindary and otner vested 
nterests, so that the poor landless 
abourers will have some lands for 
heir own. They may thereby im- 
prove their own livelihood. They 
agerly look forward for that mille- 
dum. In the last session we heard 
rom the Honourable Revenue 
iinister that the Government is 
►reparing laws for the abolition of 
emindary and other vested 
aterests. More than six months 
massed thereafter. What do we find 


in the speech, only a passing refer* 
ence towards the end — and the law 
is still in the course of preparation. 
Meantime what do we find ? The big 
zemindars and jotedars are parting 
with their khas lands. They are 
busy creating tenancies for large 
and direct selamis — by amalnamat 
-—sometimes antedated. Everybody 
is aware of such instances. What 
formidable difficulty stands in the 
way of making such a lawP It is 
complicated, is the answer in the 
speech. Certainly it is complicated 
—it- is not as easy to pass as check- 
ing smoking in passengers’ vehicles 
or making provisions for detention 
and arrest in the Bengal Public 
Demands Recovery Act. But is the 
Ministry only to pass simple laws 
and not to touch the complicated P 
Who will then do the complicated 
laws? If they are incompetent, I 
say, if they are unable to find out 
a solution — then let them take help 
of others — appoint committee of 
legal experts for the purpose. 

Other neighbouring provinces 
have not found it so difficult as 
Bengal. Bihar, TTttar Pradesh and 
even Orissa have passed laws to 
this effect and they are busy re- 
forming land policy. Hitherto we 
felt proud to say that “What 
Bengal thinks today, the rest of 
India thinks tomorrow”. I still 
hope and believe that there is no 
dearth of real intellect — legal in- 
tellect to cope with a measure like 
this — unless there be inward slack- 
ness on the part of the Government. 
It is this delay, this sluggishness 
on the part of the Government that 
is allowing the vested interests to 
make their interest more vested and 
secure as they are now doing by 
settling tenants — sometimes bona 
fide and often malafide on their 
kha, s- land. When the Government 
will acquire the zemindary, they 
will find it very useful to them, and 
no khas land for the mass. 

They will then realise rent from 
the tenants and will add to their 
own revenue. They will then issue 
certificates even for one year’s due 
and by that procedure ruthlessly 
realise their demands to the last pie. 
This is what will be the net result 
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of this delay . While the Govern- 
ment is busy preparing its own tur- 
ban, the war will be over. 

So it is the first and foremost 
duty of the Government to see that 
the people live and live not like 
beasts, but like men — they have 
food and that they have means 
and property from which they can 
make their own food — 84T3PT9 i Un- 
less and until the Government do 
so, no amount of big constructive 
scheme — no underground railway — 
will save it from the ignominy it 
deserves. Their underground policy 
may save them from public eye but 
not from the public censure.

these were actually realised and 
fulfilled. But I was very much 
sorry not to find therein adequate 
mention of the grave situation that 
has arisen in the country with 
regard to the refugee problem. 1 
did not find in his rather lengthy 
address any reference to the acute 
sufferings of the refugees nor was 
there any suggestion as to how this 
burning problem of the day can be 
radically solved. Sir. I am firm in 
my conviction that of the refugees 
that are here now, on this side of 
Bengal, only 10 per cent, has been 
rehabilitated in the real sense of 
the term. The rest, that is, 90 per 
cent, are roaming about like 
wandering Jews, famished, unclad, 
with no present, with no future. 
I would draw the attention of this 
Assembly to the very dangerous 
potentiality of a condition like this, 
dangerous not only for the refugees 
themselves but also for the country 
itself. Therefore there can be no 
two opinions that this problem 
must be radically solved and with 
the least delay, without any delay 
whatsoever. How can it be solved ? 
Of course it has been said by tin* 
Government side that a lot of 
money has already been spent over 
this rehabilitation matter. I do 
not deny this. It has been but at 
the same time it must, also be 
admitted that, regard being bad to 
the enormity ot the problem, the 
money already up Wit is rather too 
small. It is inadequate and of the 
money that has been spent really 
we ought to know what proportion 
of this money has actually reached 
the needy iefugees themselves. 
And if my reading of the situation 
is right then 1 must say that only 
25 per cent, of the money already 
spent has actually reached the 
actual refugees and even in respect 
of this 25 per cent., Sir, the money 
has not been made to be pro- 
perly utilised with an eye to rehabi- 
litation. The greater part of this 
money has been spent away by tbe 
refugees not for rehabilitation but 
for purchasing their food or for 
purchasing their other necessities 
of life. Therefore the problem is: 
where has this 75 per cent, of the 
money gone? It has apparently 


vanished into thin air in the pro- 
cess of distribution and due to the 
corruption of the officers of the 
machinery of the Rehabilitation 
Department. Could this not be 
checked? 1 would ask tbe Minis- 
ter-m-charge of the Rehabilitation 
Department what steps she has 
taken in order to redress these 
grievances, in order to purge the 
machine! \ of tjie Rehabilitation 
Depaitment of its undesirable 
elements. 1 would, therefore, 
suggest, Sir, that there should be 
appointed at once an Knquiry 
Committee consisting of tbe 
representative members of all the 
different groups and parties of this 
House who will go out and 
enquire about the conduct, 
aboul the allegations against these 
officers and submit u report 
to the Government as tegaids the 
undesirable officers who June been 
found guilty of dereliction ot duty 
and the Government must at once 
act on that recommendation and 
should drive away those reckless 
and corrupt officers.

1 think Bengal is still not so poor 
ot human materials that we cannot 
have at our disposal young and ener- 
getic honest men to man the Rehabi- 
litation Department. 1 must say 
that this must be done. There is 
no plan. There should be a plan. 
Where is the plan? Because of 
want of plan all this money that 
has been spent has gone in vain. 
A plan should he prepared. I ask 
tin* House to appoint a Parlia- 
mentary Commission — a commis- 
sion of this Assembly consisting of 
representative, membeis of the 
different groups and putties who 
will go about, who will meet the 
refugees themselves, who will hear 
their grievances, who will study 
the situation from all points of 
view and who will submit a report 
to this Government giving a defi- 
nite plan which the Ministry will 
have to accept. If this is not done, 
you will not be in a position to 
solve this problem. It is a very 
difficult thing, it has very 
dangerous potentialities. These 
people are roaming aliout; many of 
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them are famished; many of them 
are turning into cirminals; many 
of them are suffering from various 
diseases, T.B. and other 

diseases. The result is a colossal 
waste of human material, unpre- 
cedented in the history of the 
world. This situation cannot he 
tolerated. Future historians and 
the ful me generations will not for- 
give us, and this early chapter in 
the administration of the Con- 
gress Government will be recoid- 
ed by the future historians 
as a great betrayal, as arrant 
cowardice or something like this. 
This cannot be tolerated. We are 
responsible as you are responsible. 
We must lake each other into 
confidence. Jt is not your prob- 
lem alone. Future historians and 
future ge lerations will not forgive 
us as well so far as this problem 
is concerned. 

The problem is all the more 
difficult because it is uncertain — 
because of the unknown X. We 
do not know at what point of time 
we have to taekle how many 
refugees. At this time the 
Ministerial benches are enjoy- 
ing sell-complacency because they 
think that by the introduc- 
tion of the passport system this 
roblem ha.s been solved. We have 
een given no information as to the 
condition in which the minorities 
live in Fast Bengal. For want of 
any data m 1 1 is Excellency’s 
address or Horn the Ministerial 
benches we have to fall back ui>on 
our own information. Our inform- 
ation is that their condition has 
not fared any better after the 
introduction of the passport 
system. The angle of vision so 
far as the Hindu minority is con- 
cerned of the Pakistan Govern- 
ment has not changed in the least. 
This whole race on that side of the 
border and on this side of the 
border is approaching a slow and 
ainful but sure deatji^, death, 
estruction, conversion and so on. 
How can we tolerate all this? 
This must be stopped. 

You have no programme. You 
must have to find a solution, but 


you have no solution. You are 
carrying on your epistolary battle. 
We had information from the 
Hon’ble Mr. C. C. Biswas that he 
vehemently protests to the Govern- 
ment of Pakistan but we know where 
these protests get a place. They find 
a safe corner in the waste paper 
basket. You have no plan of your 
own. We gave you certain plans 
in the best interests of Hindus and 
Muslims here and there. We 
suggested that you should demand 
one- third of the dominion of East 
Pakistan for rehabilitation of East 
Bengal minorities. You rejected 
it as arrant nonsense. We asked for 
exchange of Muslims and Hindu 
brothers — exchange of population 
— living here and there. You say 
it is fantastic. It was submitted 
by all political parties of India 
except the Congress Party and the 
Communist Party that in order to 
bring Pakistan to her senses — so 
that she may do her part of the 
duty towards the East Bengal 
minority — we should for the tim- 1 
being boycott her economically 
— cut” off trade connections with 
her. You said it is communal.

8j. Pannalal Bose: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I crave leave to speak a few 
minutes on the amendments con- 
cerning a particular topic, viz., 
Education, and 1 am glad that the 
amendments could not possibly 
have been seriously proposed but 
only show the general interest that 
is being taken in education. I 
have noted here the particular 
speakers and the points they have 
taken. Classifying them, I find 
there is some enquiry about com- 
pulsory education and certain other 
enquiries concerning primary edu- 
cation, generally speaking, and an 
amendment drawing the attention 
of the Government to what has been 
done for the Backward and Schedul- 
ed Castes and the remuneration of 
teachers and, lastly, there is a 
large question about the re-orienta- 
tion of the educational system. So, 
if I say a few words about primary 
education and what is being done 
and how far it is compnlsory up-to- 
date, that will probably answei 
most of the amendments that have 
been made.

Now, you know that so far as 
primary education is concerned, 
there was really no policy before 
the year 1930 and some of you are 
too young- to know the kind of pri- 
mary schools we read in. Those 
days, of course, are gone — those 
primitive Pnthshalas no longer 
continue to exist. Now, under the 
Primary Education Act, Primary 
education. I may tell you, has been 
extended to the whole of West 
Bengal except two districts, viz., 
Di na.jpur and Cooch Rebar. Now, 
that Act requires that primary edu- 
cation should be supplied or should 
be given within easy reach of 
every child of school-going age. 
That is a proposition tluit has to 
be remembered. Primary education 
must be universal and free and 
within easy reach of every school- 
going child. That being the pro- 
position and that being the duty 
imposed by the Act, the rule says 
that there should be primary schools 
throughout West Bengal — one at 
the centre of a circle having a 
radius of one mile, but geographi- 
cal difficulties might lead to further 
increase of primary schools. Now, 
these primary schools have been 
started and are running and even 
in Midnapou* the\ are running, 
though, a> a matter of fact, I will 
have to ‘-ay one or two things 
about Midnapore presently in view 
ot certain remarks that have been 
made. Now. you know that pri- 
mary education, as it lias been 
imparted, i- not considered the last 
word on the subject or the ideal pri- 
mal y education so that we are going 
to convei t it gradually into what is 
called “basic education”. Now, 
leaving that detail aside, it is pos- 
sible for me to say that no child 
need go without, primary education 
today, provided he can walk a mile 
or so from his home, and there is 
no doubt that the time would be 
soon coming when lesser distance 
will have to he traversed before a 
bov can reach a school. 

Now. in view of a certain provi- 
sion in the Constitution, we have 
tried to convert primary education 
into compulsory education in cer- 
tain unions — in many unions, I may

say — and you will be glad to know 
that one-fifth of West Bengal is 
now covered by compulsory edu- 
cation. I have got the figures but 
1 need not bewilder \ou, hut I may 
tell you that the effective area, 
that is to say, the inhabited ami is 
21,000 square miles and in this area 
primary schools have been estab- 
lished in 924 villages in 203 unions.

Now we shall certainly examine 
the results, but so far as compul- 
sory education is concerned my 
own opiuion is that, of course, com- 
pulsory education will continue, but 
it is hardly necessary, because I 
ha\e been visiting main schools out 
in the villages, and I find that ail 
that is necessary is to place a 
school near a Knit ; and every 
parent is anxious to send his K>y 
or girl there. But 1 may tell you 
that 1 went to visit, a small village 
— not a village hut rather a town. 
To reach there 1 had to go l(i miles 
in a car, and my daughter who tra- 
versed the same route said that they 
had put up some gates in my 
honour, and throughout the road on 
Kdh sides and even along a |)ortion 
of the railway line the people were 
asking for education “We want 
schools; we want schools; we want 
schools.” In fact, the sight of that 
ought to till e\ eryKxl v with emo- 
tion. If therefore we can place 
primary schools at each door — of 
course that is not possible — I think 
no compulsion is necessais. (iirls 
weep if they are taken out of 
schools; and those who live in Cal- 
cutta know that little girls, on 
account of some vicious system, 
carry a great many books along the 
road and delight in doing so. If she 
is asked not txj go to the school she 
weeps. If that is the state in the 
country, I have no fears that there 
will he any serious difficulty in 
arranging for what the statute 
requires, namely, free primary edu- 
cation in this province. Now, in 
order to manage the thing, what 
we have done is that we have com- 
mitted primary education of a 
district to a statutory board called 
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the District School Board — an ex- 
pression with which most of you 
must be familiar. Of course it ope- 
rates in rural areas. No one has 
ever suggested that a school should 
be centrally administered from Cal- 
cutta. I imagine that District 
School Boards are fully representa- 
tive and will be more competent to 
deal with local education than any 
outside authority can possibly be 
expected to do. Now, Sir, the 
District School Board, as far as I 
know, is doing its duty, but it gets 
its money from a new kind of cess 
called the education cess of which 
you must have heard, and its defi- 
cit is met by Government. It 
requires the co-operation between 
Government and District School 
Board and some oo-operation of 
those who collect the cess. If, 
therefore, cess is collected and if 
Government sends the money the 
thing will go on prospering, and 
primary education will continue. 
Of course there are deficiencies so 
far as collection of education tax 
in particular is concerned, but you 
will probably be pleased to hear 
that Government have been sending 
to the District School Boards lakhs 
of rupees. To Midnapore, for 
instance, it has been consistently 
sending Ks. 18 to 19 lakhs and 
even more sometimes to pay the 
rimary teachers, although we 
ave been constantly hearing, for 
reasons not known, that certain 
schools are not being paid. 

The next point is about the re- 
muneration of teachers. We have 
proposed a panacea for it, namely, 
that every primary teacher except 
the last one, that is to say, the 
non-matric teachers whatever it 
may mean— will get an additional 
dearness allowance of Rs. 6, and 
there will be an addition to his 
salary to the extent of Rs. 5, so 
that to their income Rs. II will be 
added. That ought to go some 
way, because as an old man Ivho 
has extensively travelled in the 
mofussil I know that primary 
teachers generally have supplemen- 
tary inoomes — incomes other than 
the salary that they get as teachers. 


They have— all of them — dhan, 
TO <TR WTC* and if they have dhan 
that ought to be enough for their 
hat. (Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: 
Not all.) Then mostly, I am 
afraid to increase the salary of the 
primary teachers to a large figure. 
One piimary teacher suggested that 
in January Rs. 300 should be paid 
to the primary teachers. If that 
system be introduced, then these 
primary teachers must he all Gra- 
duates of Calcutta, and the local 
gentlemen will be deprived. That 
is all that is necessary to answer 
the amendments. 

One word more. We have been 
introducing some text-books com- 
posed by educationists headed, I 
Delieve, by Mr. Atul Chandra 
Gupta, the well-known Advocate. 
The book is known as faro , and 
there is a great deal of agitation 
against the book, because it is 
touching the pocket of «omc book- 
sellers in Calcutta. The whole 
tiling will have to he examined. 
The question of text-books is one 
of the major topics which was dis- 
cussed, and about which we have 
yet to come to a decision. You will 
be surprised to hear. Sir. that 
although fwrc costs 10 annas 
nobody can buy a copy of 
without being compelled to buy a 
key, and that key costs 14 annas. 
This sort of thing ought to be stop- 
ped. We have not come to a deci- 
sion yet, and we shall have to look 
into it. 

All that is about primary educa- 
tion. One admendment says that 
nothing has been said about secon- 
dary teachers; the remuneration of 
teachers lias been mentioned in the 
Governor’s speech but nothing has 
been said about teachers in secon- 
dary schools. The teachers in 
secondary schools are also going to 
have some addition to their salary 
if the proposal is approved in this 
House, and that will not he small, 
because supposing we add Rs. 5 to 
the present dearness allowance 
then they will get Rs. 20. 
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[10-10 — 10-20 a.m.] 

Now I think I can finish by 
adding a few words about Midna- 
pore. Midnapore, as you know, 
was brought under the District 
School Board in the year 1949, that 
is to say, about 4 years ago, and 
the Board’s term will come to an 
end, after the four years term, in 
March. One request that has 
been made to me is that the elec- 
tion should be postponed in order 
that the gentlemen who would be 
elected to the Union Board, I 
mean the new members thereof, 
might vote. I have made enquir- 
ies and I have ascertained that 
these new members, that is to say, 
members of the Union Board who 
would be entitled to vote, will be 
so entitled in August next. Well, 
the term of the Board will come to 
an end in March. There is no 
legal requirement which compels 
me to postpone the election so 
long, so that, as at present advis- 
ed, I am not going to do so. 
Secondly it has been stated, and 
that is the most persistent agita- 
tion going on, that certain schools 
have been struck off the list. On 
that point, however, a few com- 
plicated facts are involved but it is 
enough to say that under the Act 
the Board is bound to pay the 
salary of primary school teachers 
of those schools which are recog- 
nised. You cannot say on a bit of 
paper — “Dear Sir, I have opened 
a primary school”. It will have to 
be inspected whether really 
primary teaching goes on or not or 
it is a fiction, because there is a 
great temptation to open schools 
with some ulterior object. I do 
not say that the temptation is 
yielded to in all cases but there is 
a great temptation to compose 
schools on paper and get money as 
the remuneration of teachers, of 
imaginary teachers. In any case 
the Board has recognised certain 
schools and has sent us the list. 
The list is being examined. I 
have seen that at the time the 
District School Boards came into 
being or even before they came into 
being a number of schools used to 
get grants. Now the* present list 


is not less, even if you omit the un- 
recognised schools, and the num- 
ber of teachers also is not less. 
If, however, really good schools, 
efficient schools or schools entitled 
to the grant have been deliberately 
omitted from the list there is a 
provision for appeal, appeal to the 
Director of Public Instruction and 
if such appeals are made— some 
appeals have been made — the 
Director will certainly hold an 
enquiry and find out the position so 
that the schools which are com- 
plaining might get themselves 
recognised and their teachers also 
get themselves paid. No strin- 
gent action against the present 
Board is necessary because it can- 
not be said without proof that the 
Board has not been doing its duty 
and particularly as tin* Board is 
coming to an end in a very short 
time. This is the whole position 
of Midnapore. Those who are not 
getting their salaries are teachers 
who are in schools which have not 
been recognised. [ cannot say 
from here without going into the 
actual position that these are really 
good schools which ought to have 
been recognised. An enquiring 
officer has to go to nearly 500 
schools in different subdivisions 
and the enquiry regarding this has 
already been started. You will 
not expect me to say from here that 
these schools are good schools and 
can straightaway ask the Board to 
enter their names in the list so 
that they may receive grants.

Sj. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speak'., . 

we have yet two speakers on our 
side. We gave first the name of 
Sj. Ganesli Ghosh — not Sj. Bankiin 
Mukherji. Sj. Ganesh (jhosh will 
now speak and not Sj. Bankim 
Mukherji. He will speak last. 

Mr. Speaker: Is the House to 
be guided according to my order 
or according to your order? 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: According t# 
the arrangement made with thf 
Speaker. 

Mr. Speaker I I have strictly 
kept to tne arrangement. 
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8J. Jyoti Basil: I would like to 
know because we have settled 
amongst ourselves. It is no use 
getting annoyed. We have divid- 
ed up the subject. I have told you 
hundred times about the arrange- 
ments amongst ourselves. We are 
to see how our speakers will speak 
and according to that in that 
paper which jou have supplied to 
us from your office we have given 
the names— 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and so on 
— and in that list comes Sj. Ganesh 
Ghosh’s name. He should speak 
now, otherwise our debate will go 
in the wrong way.^ That is what 
we fear from our side. I do not 
know why you suddenly got 
annoyed when I said that. Pro- 
bably you might have made a 
mistake. You might see the list 
that Sj. Ganesh Ghosh’s name is 
there and therefore he will speak 
now, 

Mr. Speaker: You cannot 
direct me as to who would speak. 

SJ. Jyoti Basu: I am not 

directing you. I do not know 
why you .take this attitude. All 
the time from the last session you 
told me to give you the list of the 
names and the order of the speakers 
according to subjects is there 
before you. If it is not 
followed our subjects will fall 
through and we cannot place them 
in the Assembly. Therefore, why 
do you take it in this light that I 
am ordering you. I have been 
here long enough to understand 
that you can use your discretion 
anyway you like. If we do not 
like your ruling we can walk out. 
I know all this parliamentary pro- 
cedure. Therefore I am not at all 
ordering you; I am just reminding 
you that you please allow our 
speakers to carry on in this order. 

Mr. Speaker: I have kept your 
request in mind. I shall see if 
after Sj. Bankim Mukherji’s 
speech, if there is time^ I can 
accommodate one of your speakers. 
I will do that. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, 
in that case vou keep aside Mr. Mu- 
kherji and allow Mr. Ganesh Ghosh 
to speak now. 


Mr. Speaker: That is a direc- 
tion on me. 

Sj. dyoti Basu: It is not a 

direction; it is a request. 

Mr. Speaker: Are you to settle, 

who is to speak? 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: Subject to the 
arrangement made. Does it mean 
in that case, Mr. Speaker, we give 
you certain names, — does it mean 
that without informing us you 
will decide that so and so is to 
speak and so and so is not to 

speak? You gave us a certain 

number of hours — 3 hours 15 

minutes — and according to that we 
are keeping to the schedule. If 
we have 20 minutes now we shall 
make one of our speakers speak for 
5 minutes and another for 15 
minutes. Mr. Speaker, in view of 
wliat you are saying now and the 
way you are treating me in this 
House — that is at the very 
moment I made a request to 
you, you say I am ordering you — I 
may say it is not for me to order 
you, neither it is for you to order 
us; here everything is to be done 
by arrangement. You definitely 
told us as you told all the other 
party representatives when you 
called us in your chamber, “I 
shall he giving you a number of 
hours and according to that you 
should fix all your speakers.” 
What wrong have we done by fix- 
ing our speakers according to the 
schedule? We are to get 3 hours 
15 minutes. As soon as 20 minutes 
is reached you please light that red 
signal and our speaker will sit 
down. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: The 

point is we had asked that 
Ministers will speak after other 
speakers but you decided that 
Mr. Pannalal Bose will speak. I 
did not object to that. It is your 
discretion. What is there in it? 
After all you have given us certain 
time; you have given the Minister* 
certain amount of time, and it ia 
for you to say who comes first. I 
cannot deny that to you, nor can 
Mr. Jyoti Basu in spite of his 
being the leader of a party. It ia 
up to you to decide who should

come first. Ordinarily I would 
not ask a Minister to speak before 
others. I could have protested, 
but I never complained about it. 
I do not see why Mr. Jyoti Basu 
should object. 

Sj. Jyoti Basil: Mr. Speaker, I 
was addressing you and not the 
Chief Minister. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I am 

not addressing you. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: But you 

mentioned mv name. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: You 

are not so big that I cannot 
mention your name. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: T am not so big 

as yourself. Mr. Speaker, when 
I came 1 was surprised to find the 
Education Minister speaking. I 
thought probably that was also a 
mistake because other speakers 
were left. It is not usually done. 
Therefore my only request to you 
is, instead of wasting any further 
time, let Mr. Ganesh Ghosh speak 
first from our side; then you 
divide the time and give the rest 
of the time to Sj.

Dr. Rafluddin Ahmed: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, I would not have 
intervened in this debate were it 
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not for the fact that there were 
some vague allegations about the 
Agriculture Department thrown in 
this House the other day. A 
member from Burdwan stated on 
the floor of this House that during 
the crop competitions, specially the 
potato crop competition in the case 
of the competitors who won 
prizes, some potatoes from other 
blocks were put in there. This is 
absolutely unfounded. I think, Sir, 
the citizens of the State know what 
the crop competitions have done for 
this State. I may just mention that 
due to this crop competition the 
production has gone up in the com- 
petition areas. Yesterday, we 
heard Mr. Janardan Sahu saying 
that he had in his plots in his dis- 
trict raised about 12J maunds of 
paddy per bigha which, I think, is 
a fair return, but in this very State 
in the crop competition areas we 
had as high as 15 to 20 maunds of 
paddy as return per bigha because 
the agriculturists had gone in and 
vied with each other to improve 
their production. In the potato 
competition, the average production 
in each region lias been about 200 
maunds per acre which, I think, 
is very good. Similarly, in the wheat 
regions, production has gone up 
many times. While the average 
production of wheat is probably 8 
to 10 maunds per bigha, in the 
competition areas it has gone up to 
about 56 maunds. So, crop com- 
petitions have done very good work. 
But I do not think wild allega- 
tions and loose talks of this nature 
should go unchallenged. I would 
not have taken part in the debate 
but for the fact that there are some 
newspapers which publish vague 
and loose talks and it is necessary 
that we should challenge such loose 
and vague statements. 

Sir, I want to mention also 
another point. It has been stated 
that the “Buna Mahotshab” has 
done us no good. I am one of those 
who believe that we mupt look 
facts in the face. In West Bengal 
the forest area is only about 15 per 
cent, and we have got to bring it 
to about 25 per cent, of our total 


area. Therefore, through the 
“Bana Mahotshab” if we have 
Bown some trees and achieved some 
result, I think it is to the credit of 
the people of this State. As a matter 
of fact, in the last ‘‘Bana Mahot- 
shab” competition in New Delhi, 
prizes were given by the Prime 
Minister of India and West Bengal 
carried off two shields — one of these 
was won by the Midnapore Co- 
operative Society and the other by 
the Viswa-Varati. In some of these 
regions we found that out of 19,000 
trees about 1 1 ,000 trees had surviv- 
ed at the end of one year which was 
a record in India so that I say that 
the “Bana Mahotshab” has done us 
good. 

Mr. Bhandari mentioned the other 
day that the Japanese method of rice 
cultivation has not been taken up 
in our State. I beg to state that 
this method of rice cultivation is 
being taken up intensively in all 
our experimental stations. As a 
matter of fact, the Japanese method 
of cultivation will he intensive 
throughout this State in our 
demonstration centres so that we 
can tell our farmers how to increase 
our production. As far as Bombay 
and Hyderabad are concerned, we 
have seen from the results that in 
one bigha of land they have been 
able to produce about 25 to 30 
maunds, but I need not be so 
ambitious. 

1 12-15 — 12-25 p.m. ] 

If we can raise the pro- 
duction of our crop in West 
Bengal from 5 to 0 maunds per 
bigha — so much has been said 
about the levy system — to 10 to 15 
maunds per bigha, I think we will 
succeed in what we are going to do. 
Therefore, Sir, I hope that the 
House will not take seriously the 
wild and loose talks that go on 
sometimes. 

8j. Prafulla Chandra Sen: Sir, 

listening to the speeches in this 
House in the debate on His Excel- 
lency the Governor’s speech, I found 
that there are four categories, four 
groups of people who have examin- 
ed the food problem from four 
different angles of view. The first 
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one is represented by mv friend, I 
do not see him here, Shri Benoy 
Chaudhury of Burdwan. He is for 
absolute control. The second, 
group is represented by my friend, 
my most esteemed friend Shri 
Charu Chandra Bhandari whom also 
I do not see here. The third group 
is represented by Professor B.uier- 
jee — Srikumar Banerjee. And the 
fourth group is represented by the 
Congress Party and the Government. 

Sir, Shri Benoy Chaudhury 
marshalled some facts and figures 
as to whether we are deficit 
or surplus. lie is definitely 
of opinion that we are highly defi- 
cit, not to the extent of five lakh 
tons or six lakh tons or tec. lakh tons 
hut he has got the astounding figure 
of twenty-five lakh tons. Sir, 
If we purchase 25 lakh tons of rice, 
even at Ks. 26 per maund, 
and if we sell the rice at a no-profit 
and no-loss basis, it will require 
more than 174 ciores of rupees. 
Members on the opposite have been 
telling us about the low pur- 
chasing power of the people. 
Suppose Government agrees to im- 
port 2 ) lakh tons of rice for West 
Bengal alone at a cost of Its. 175 
crores of rupees, our friends 
on the opposite wil' then say 
“th is rice must he sold at a subsi- 
dised rate”. Suppose we sell it at 
the present rate, that is to say, at 
Ks. 17-8 per maund, what is the 
amount of subsidy that we will 

require:' 84 crores of rupees 

more than double the reve- 
nue of West Bengal. Suppose 
we are asked to sell it, as 
there has been a demand of that 
kind, at Rs. 15 per maund then the 
amount required will be 57 crores 
of rupees. This again will be more 
than one and a half times our 
revenue. This is an absurd thing. 
Shri Chaudhury believes and he is 
convinced that we are deficit to 
that extent. I will not enter into 
any controversy with him as to what 
are our consumption require- 
ments — whether it should be 15 *3 
ounces as was declared before by the 
Indian Statistical Institute or 
whether it should be 18 *3 ounces 


as has now been suggested bv Pro- 
fessor Pra santa Mahalauolns or 
whether it is lees. I do not want 
to enter into controversy with him; 
I want to place before him and 
before the House facts about the 
absurdity of the thing. 

Sir, the second group, the second 
school ot thought is represented by 
mv friend Shri Charu Chandra 
Bhandari. and he does not 
believe that there is any necessity for 
control He is a believer in de- 
control, absolute decontrol, and 
my noble friend Shri Kumar 
Chandra Jana also believes 
that, there should he decontrol in 
the country, and it is said that the 
father of the nation had also said 
that there should be decontrol. Sir, 
how can we reconcile our friends 
represented la Shri Chaudhun with 
our friends represented hv Shri 
Charu Chandra Bhandari It is an 
impossible task. Sir, we have been 
accused that the Opposition groups 
^ere not taken into confidence, 
that thev were not consulted Sir, 
what is the use of consulting them? 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Did you 

try it Y 

Sj. Prafulla Chandra Sen: What 

is the use of consulting them when 
they hold such conflicting views? 
On flu* one side some claim that 
there is a deficit to the extent of 25 
lakh tons of rice in West Beugnl. 
On the other side m\ friend Shri 
Charu Chandra Blmndan claims 
that the country might la* surplus; 
e\en if it is not surplus, it is self- 
sufficient. How to reconcile these 
two conflicting views and opinions, 

1 do not know. So we have taken 
the middle course. 1 would not 
take \our time b\ repeating the 
views ot Dr. Srikumar Banerjee, 
the learned professor. I do not 
understand what views lie holds — 
whether he is for control or decon- 
trol or both. Let me say what 
policy we have adopted, what we 
have done. We have adopted a 
system of — what should be called 
in the language of our Prime 
Minister, Pandit Tali a rial Nehru- 
strategic control, and in a demo- 
cracy when we cannot reconcile the 
views and opinions of the parties 
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or groups represented by Shri 
Chaudhury and by Shri Cham 
Chandra Bhamlnri, we have got to 
take a middle course, and the 
Congress Party has done that and 
the ( Government has adopted the 
policy ot slrategic control. 

Sir, I would mention here one 
thing which Dr. Srikumar Banerjee 
tried to place here. That is about 
the accumulation of wealth in the 
hands ot the producers. He said 
that Government should allow 
accumulation of wealth and 
allow' them lo sell it at the highest 
market, that K the black market. 
Sir, I cannot agree with him. 

My friend Shri Sudhir Chandra 
l)as of the K. M. I\ (Group re- 
presented by Shri Cham Chandra 
Bhandari. and very ably represent- 
ed by Chain Balm, said that he is 
against procurement. He does not 
want that there should be any pro- 
curement.. He is for removing all 
barriers or restrictions of movement. 
If that happens then all Hie paddy, 
about 25 per cent, of the paddy that 
is prod maul in Contai, would flow 
to Calcutta and industrial areas. 
Shri Sudhir Chandra Das has said 
that all this procurement is made in 
the interests of the urban people. 
Sir, I do not agree with him. All 
this procurement is done in the 
interests of the rural people. Sir, 
Orissa has been a State, a Province 
of 'chronic famine, but since con- 
trols were imposed, since they 
began to procure, you know that 
Orissa has become a surplus State 
and famine has become a thing of 
the past then*. 

[ 12-25 — 12-35 p.m.] 

Therefore if we give up procure- 
ment. in Contai, if w r e abolish all 
restrictions on movements, there 
will be famine in Contai. I may tell 
mv friend Sj. Sudhir Chandra Das, 
who said that we should give 10 
maunds per capita , that H^inaunds 
is not required if it. is IS'-H ounces 
per capita. In Russia, Sir, the 
quantity of cereals consumed by 
them is only 19 ounces and that is 


the highest quantity of cereals con- 
sumed in any country per capita and 
the lowest quantity is in the United 
States of America where it is only 
8 *6 ounces per capita per day. (A 
member: For the whole people, not 
for the cultivator.) All are not 
cultivators; all are not adults; and 
there are children too. 
When I say “per capita” 
it includes the children also. If 
we calculate on the basis of 18*3 
ounces consumed per day it comes 
to 5 maunds and 8 seers of rice, 
which if converted into paddy will 
be a little over 7 maunds, and that 
is the requirement. But for the 
cultivators for whom so much tears 
have been shed in this House, we 
have allowed 10 maunds, and that 
is a very liberal allowance, in place 
of maunds which would have 
been adequate and sufficient. And 
that was allowed because the 
people came and represented that 
they needed something for their 
labour, that ( hey needed some- 
thing for their Thakur and 
that they needed some- 
thing for lliis and that. Sir, we 
allow* an allowance of 12 seers of 
paddy for seeds. 1 hope my friend 
Sj. Kumar Chandra Jana, who was 
a first cla.s> constructive worker 
would pursunde his people to 
take to the Japanese method of 
(*ul ti vat ion which if done would 
require only H seers ot paddy per 
bigha for seed purposes. Sir, of 
the amount that we procure, an 
appreciable quantity is sent back 
to the rural areas as modified ration. 
Last year, Sir. out of a total off- 
take of over 9 lakh tons of foodgrains 
that were supplied by Government, 
270,000 tons went to rural areas at 
controlled rates and the balance was 
consumed in the urban area where 
all people are not rich, and you 
know, Sir, rich people eat less 
cereal than the rural people. So I 
maintain that control and rationing 
are in the interest of the village 
people; they are in the interest of 
the rural people (interruptions). 
I hope my friend Mr. Ghosal will 
not disturb me. 

I will now say a few words about 
the levy system. Sir, the levy 
system was conceived about two 
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years ago by our leader. Dr. B. C. 
Koy. It was not at the instance of 
my friend, ray bosom friend 
Sj. Bankira Mukherji, that the levy 
system was introduced. Sir, as 
early as 18 months ago we prepared 
ourselves to introduce the levy 
system. There were difficulties in 
the way, Sir, because West Bengal 
being a permanently-settled area, 
as you know, there are no reeords- 
of-riglits and no Khatians. So we 
had to prepare our list and our 
records for the last 18 months. I 
dll! very grateful to the Ilon’ble 
Shri Rafi Ahmed Kidwai for agree- 
ing to our proposal to introduce 
this new system, the levy system. 
So, if anybody is to get credit for 
this levy system, it is the West 
Bengal Government and it is our 
Chief Minister, Dr. B. C. Roy. 
Now, Sir, what are the number of 
families affected by t his levy sys- 
tem? We are imposing the levy 
on a family having 80 bighas and 
more of land and the number 
according to the census of 1951 
was a little over one lakh forty 
thousand. When we asked the cul- 
tivators to file their returns, only 
one lakh and seven thousand people 
filed their returns, in which they 
admitted that they had 80 bighas 
or more of land. Sir, the number of 
persons owning land from 0 to 15 
bighas is 14 lakhs. The number of 
families owning 15 to 29-9 bighas of 
land is 289,000 and the number of 
people owning 30 bighas and above, 
as I told you, is 140,000 of whom 
only 107,000 people filed their 
returns. And, Sir, the levy is not im- 
posed on all the 170,000. Why it is 
so? Because, as was mentioned by 
Hon’ble Members on the Opposi- 
tion, the yield varied from area to 
area, from union to union, and 
from village to village. In one 
police-station in 24-Parganas, the 
vield was as low as 2 maunds per 
bigha, whereas in some areas in 
the canal zone of Burdwan the 
yield 1 has been determined to be as 
nigh as 7 maunds. Suppose a 
cultivator owning 60 bighas of 
land lives in Haringhata thana 
where the yield is only 2 maunds 
per bigha and suppose he cultivates 
them himself through hired 


labour, not through Bha<i Chasi, 
then his production will be 50x2 
-100 maunds. Suppose lie lias got 

9 members in his family, for his 
family requirements, lie will be 
given an allowance of 90 maunds 
and he will also be given 
an allowance of over 10 
maunds for seeds, and if he 
hires labour, one maund per bigha 
will he allowed for feeding his 
labour. So nothing will be taken 
from him, and therefore it is not 
a quest iou of there being no 
rational system. My friend Dr. 
Srikumar Banerjee wrote to us 
some time back, lie also wrote to 
the Hon’ble Chief Minister, 
suggesting that the le\y should be 
on a different, basis altogether, 
that a percentage should be 
realised. Suppose a cultivator 
owning 30 bighas of land produces 
100 maunds of paddy and has got 

10 members in Ins family, should 
we impose levy on lmn? That would 
have been tin* case if we had agreed 
to Dr. Buner joe’s proposal. Our 
system is absolutely scientific. Sir, 
there was a suggestion made in this 
House — by whom 1 iorget — that we 
should confine our procurement to 
lev\ on large producers. T do not 
know what they meant by “large 
producers”. If they mean that it 
will be from producers owning more 
than 75 bighas of land, i.e., 25 acres 
of land, then giving all these allow- 
ances, to which I think everyone of 
this House will agree, we could have 
procured only (11,000 tons of rice. 

[12-35—12-45 p.m.] 

rf we had procured from culti- 
vators owning 45 bighas and more 
of land we could have procured only 
85,000 tons of rice. Therefore, we 
feel that this system of levy would 
not be oppressive. As to the deter- 
mination p{ the yield I would point 
out that it has been done very fairly. 
There has been nothing ineouitous 
in it I will read out to you tne dis- 
trict figures gs determined by the 
Committee. I have no time to go 
into the thana or union figures. 
Some members pointed out that I 
said that there was a Union Com- 
mittee. There was no Union Com- 
mittee. There was only one 
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Committee in the subdivision com- 
prising the Suhdivisional Officer, 
the Suhdivisional Agricultural 
Officer, the Inspector of the thana 
concerned, the Circle Officer of the 
thana concerned and, if there was a 
Khasmahal Officer, the Khasmahal 
Officer of the area concerned. There 
was no member from the Food 
Department on this Committee. 
This Committee was appointed by 
the Government to determine the 
yield. It was an eye estimate 
that they made because it was not 
possible at that time to resort to 
crop-cutting experiment. Subse- 
quently the Agriculture Depart- 
ment had crop-cutting estimates 
and here are the results. I will give 
the district figures only. In the 
24-Parganas district the quantity of 
yield estimated by the Committee 
was 12$ maunds of paddy per acre 
and the Agriculture Department 
subsequently informed us that it 
should be 18 maunds per acre. 

SJ. Subodh Banerjee: There was 
no crop-cutting this year. 

8). Prafulla Chandra ten: Yes, 
there was.

prices of some areas there had 
gone down below our procurement 
price. 

(Cries of “no” “no” from 
Opposition benches.) 

SJ. Subodh Banerjee: He is mak- 
ing a wrong statement. 

Mr. Speaker: He has the right 
to give figures — you may not accept 
them. He is giving his reply — you 
need not accept it.

The parlia- 
mentary practice and privilege is 
that when a Government Minister 
replies to a prolonged dehate of the 
Opposition, if any member of the 
Oppositioji does not agree with the 
statement of the Government Min- 
ister, the only parliamentary pro- 
cedure is to shout “Question” to 
show that he does not agree but not 
to shout or make a speech. That is 
the parliamentary procedure. You 
may not accept the statement of 
the Minister— you may question it. 
That certainly is allowed. 

Amendment to the motion of 
Address in reply to Governor’s 
Speech.

speaking about the results of the 
new schemes of procurement, 
rationing and control. T will not 
take much time. I will finish by 
saying how the prices have come 
d6wn and I hope my friends on the 
opposite will listen.

Mr. Speaker: Again you are 
interrupting ?

Burdwan Sadar the price of rice on 
the 28th January, 1958, was 
Rs. 18-12 as against Rs. 20 this 
time last year. (Question.) In 
Asansol the price is Rs. 17-8 this 
year as against Rs. 16-8 last year. 
(Question.) In Katwa the price is 
Rs. 18 this year as against last 
year’s Rs. 25-12. (Question.) If 
we look to the figures of the deficit 
districts, they are amazing. In 
Ranaghat, the price this year is 
Rs. 21-14 as against Rs. 82 last 
year. (Question.) (Sj. ^-Subodh 
Banerjek : The whole figure of 
the Food Department.) (Ques- 
tion.) In Dinhata the price last 
year at this time was Rs. 42-8 
and this year it is Rs. 22-8.

Sir, I think I have replied to all 
the salient points raised by the 
Opposition members. (Question.) 
One word to my friend Sj. Kumar 
Chandra Jana, who was verv sorry 
because I did not reply to him per- 
sonally and he thought that there 
was breach in friendship. I pro- 
mise that henceforth when I hear 
from him, I shall reply to him 
personally. 

Sjkta. Renuka Ray: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in answering the debate on the 
Governor’s address, I do not intend 
to enter into a welter of details. 

(Interruptions.) Sir, I claim the 

privilege of a member of the House 
that when he is speaking, unless he 
gives way, nobody should interrupt 
him. If I do not get that privilege, 

1 will not, he in a position to make 
a speech. Mr. Speaker, I want the 
privilege that is due to any member 
of the House of Parliament that 
while members are speaking, unless 
the\ give way and sit down, none 
should interrupt them. Interrup- 
tions are not to continue if they do 
not give way. If I nni assured of 
that privilege, I am in a jWMtion to 
reply to the debate. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes, you go on. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu : AYo cannot 

guarantee that. 

8jkta. Renuka Ray: As I was 

saving, in replying to the debate on 
the Governor’s address, I do not 
want to enter into a number of 
details which will be more appro- 
priately answered during the right 
time, i.e., during the budget dis- 
cussion. 1 do not want to go into 
them now because in that case I 
will not only take much time but 
that is also not the proper procedure 
of Parliament. 

Sir, the Governor’s speech deals 
mainly with the new lines of policy 
and fresh developments. Since 
this House met last, a new develop- 
ment has taken place of great con- 
sequence and it is to that that I 
shall apply my speech mainly. 

[12-55 — 1-5 p.m,] 

We have seen the grim tragedy 
of exodus from Pakistan started 
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from May when even agricultural 
labour and cultivators were coining 
over due to economic crisis and 
differential treatment. This exo- 
dus gradually gathered momentum 
until in October we had tens oi 
thousands coming over daily till the 
introduction ot the purport system 
on the loth October. When 1 spoke 
in this House last time, 1 told this 
House that there wen* certain great 
problems — problems of re-adjust- 
ment necessary , so that sat Marion 
rehabilitation of refugees might 
take place; but between then and 
now we face a new influx, and all 
our efforts necessarily had to be 
concentrated hist and foremost to 
get shelter and lood for these new- 
comers. Across the border, in Jal- 
paigttri, in Malda, in West Jlinaj- 
pm, in Pooch Behar, 1 29,000 new 
refugees bad ( nine there. When 
there were already refugees waiting 
rehabilitation, another (if>,0fl0 
camo. The (Jovei nmoni had 
always felt that it wa> \er\ defri- 
inenial, ver\ injurious to the refu- 
gees that they should he kept on 
doles for a long petiod while wait- 
ing rehabilitation. With the limi- 
tations that we had of land and 
other limitations about which 1 
shall go into gieater details at a 
distant time, it is not easy to gi\e 
rehabilitation immediately. Some- 
times lehahilitaf ion is long delayed, 
and it is injurious to -elf-respect to 
keep people unoccupied, and there- 
foie a new policy nf work ten Ire 
has been introduced. In flic work 
centre, Sir, at the outset we could 
only provide work of clearing 
water-hyacinth. Even w’ork of that 
nature is better than no wank at 
all. Afterwards we have been able 
to provide other types of work, 
namely, work of road construction 
and irrigation work in irrigation 
projects such as Mavurakshi, and 
we are trying our utmost to get 
more work of this nature. I have 
to acknowledge that not for all the 
refugees w r ho have come over we 
lia\e yet been able to provide work- 
site camps, but we are going ahead 
on this line, and I hope before long 
we shall be able to provide more 
worksite camps. Tha other type of 
13 


camp— they are to he on the site of 
rehabilitation to work for its deve- 
lopment — was started before, and 
this typo of camp colony' we are 
having more and more. 

Sn. one member in this House 
sjndvc i his morning and said — I 
think it was Sj. Hank ini Muklierji 

• hat refugee leliahilitat ion was a 
mailer ot national nnjvortanee. Cer- 
tainly il is. The first priority, the 
Pnine Minister said, must be given 
to refugee lelmbilitat ion. The refu- 
gees, who were coming over for no 
fault of their own because the 
country is divided, must he the first 
chai ge oi the State; and it is the 
( entic that provides funds for refu- 
gee rehabilitation. Sir, it is a prob- 
lem of \ory large magnitude that 
we face, and 1 claim that no country 
in the world including JUussia or 
America oi an\ oilier eountrv 
winch considers herself very pro- 
gressi\e will he able to deal will) 
this problem any quicker Ilian what 
we an* doing. I maintain, Sir, 
fhaf the whole I nifed Nations 
( >rg, m i/at ion ha- not been able to 
deal will) refugee rehabilitation in 
the wav that we are doing for this 
simple reason fhaf 1 hough our 
resources are very limited we have 
sunpalhy. Sympathy goes much 
furl her Ilian even the best of re- 
sources. Even w r ith the limited 
lesounes one can do a groat deal 
if one has the heart to do it. 

I want to say one thing more 
regai ding the picsent |w)sifiou. We 
have heard t he Opposition mem* 
be? s have fold us- -that t here are 
many inadequacies, T admit that 
theic an* inadequacies. I main- 
tain, Sii , that if one tries to do 
something, one makes mistakes. 
I hose who do not do anything 
never make mistakes. But there 
mav he impediments when we want 
to do something, and first time we 
may make mistakes, second time 
we may make mistakes, but later 
we tiy to rectify those mistakes 
and go ahead again. Perhaps there 
have been inadequacies. I do not 
say that things have not gone 
wrong. They have gone wrong. 
But each time when they go 
wrong, we are alert. We try to 
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rectify the wrong that happens. 
Many times it may be due to mis- 
judgment or it may be due to in- 
adequacy of resources, but I main- 
tain this, Sir, that we are going 
ahead all the same. I maintain 
that whatever we have been able to 
do for the refugees one thing is 
clear that on this side of' rehabilita- 
tion in the east we have focussed a 
good deal of attention to the 
children. I know, Sir, that people 
here have talked about one instance 
in one camp. I make no excuse for 
anything. If there is an epidemic 
in any camp — whether it is in the 
city or it is in the bustee or any- 
where, it is always bad, if due to the 
epidemic somebody dies. People 
are complaining about the Cossi- 
pore camp. It is true that an epi- 
demic started there. As soon as 
the epidemic started, the Deputy 
Minister went there, public health 
arrangements were made imme- 
diately, and the epidemic was 
brought under check; and though 
some children died within a fort- 
night, I believe the thing has been 
brought under check completely. I 
may say that the epidemic started 
because nobody tried to induce the 
mothers to lift up the dead children 
with the result that the epidemic 
spread faster than it might other- 
wise have done. As we all know, 
Sir the general level of health of 
children in India is very low. But 
the appalling condition in which 
these children came, it is only those, 
who saw them, know. In -spite of 
what happened in 1 he Dossipore 
camp, I claim, Sir, that in the 
majority of camps and work-site 
centres you will find a general 
improvement in the health of the 
children. One feels that there is a 
bright side to it, that it is not all 
darkness, that there is a silver lin- 
ing behind the cloud when one sees 
that our educational arrangements 
for the refugee children are as good 
as not only in any other Staie hut 
anywhere in India. I challenge 
and say, Sir, that they are as good 
for the refugee children as for the 
rest. In some cases it is even better 


than in the rest of the State or any- 
where in India. (Cries of ‘ Ques- 
tion” from Opposition members.) 
You may question, but that is the 
truth. The children are in primary 
and secondary schools. Vocational 
training centres have been started 
tor young men and women. They 
are in colleges, and the arrange- 
ments are as good as in the rest of 
the State or in the rest of India. 

(Question, Question from Opposi- 
tion Benches.) 

[1-5 — 1-15 p.m.] 

It may be questioned but 
we have facts, I say, and 
not fancy. I have no desire 
for exaggeration. The facts are 
bad enough ; there is no need to 
exaggerate them. Sir, if [ were 
sitting in the Opposition I could 
have also spoken, in the same man- 
ner as one or two members did on 
the subject of refugee rehabilita- 
tion, and what should be done, but 
I would perhaps have been a little 
different and mv speech would have 
been a little different from those 
one or two speeches I refer to, 
which latter were most unhelpful, 
not at all helpful to the Govern- 
ment. Perhaps the Opposition do 
not desire to be helpful to the Gov- 
ernment by their constructive 
suggestions and thereby serve the 
c<i use of the refugees better. This 
brings me to a matter of great 
importance — this is al>o a matter 
of policy — and therefore I may refer 
to it. But before I do so I want to 
touch on one other matter brought 
up by Mr. Jyotisb Joarder regard- 
ing the Taherpur Colony. I told 
tli is House before and I tell them 
again that we are reorganising the 
colonies including this. I have 
myself been to Taherpur and we 
know, perhaps before any Opposi- 
tion member knew it, what had 
gone wrong and steps were taken. 
The officers found guilty were 
sent away or discharged. The 
Taherpur Colony is under re- 
organisation to-day. Reorganisa- 
tion takes time; organisation also 
takes time. You can pass a reso- 
lution easily but it takes me time 
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to implement it. Toherpur is cer- 
tainly one of the colonies under re- 
organisation where production 
centres will be set up, where we had 
realised long ago, I may say even 
before I took on this ministership, 
that certain reorganization was 
necessary. There is the general 
scheme of re-organisation for those 
colonies where we feel that adjust- 
ments have to be made. If out of 
these 203 colonies looking after 
some 14 lakhs of people to whom 
Government has given aid. if 20 
colonies even need reorganisation, if 
there are say even a lakh — it is not 
true that it is one lakh but it is 
much less — out of the 14 lakhs of 
persons who need readjustment, can 
you say that the Government have 
failed to do anything about refugee 
rehabilitation ? If that is the view 
taken then I will say that the prob- 
lem cannot be solved in this way. 
If today we could say that the story 
of the exodus was finished, if we 
could have that faith, then T would 
say with assurance that this prob- 
lem will be solved in a year’s time. 
But I oanuot have that complacence 
and I cannot take an optimistic 
view like that. I know that it may 
be that we shall not see the specta- 
cular figures of thousands and 
thousands coming over daily because 
there is now the passport system 
but the formidable problem of 
rehabilitation will be none the less 
present because in a year from 
now the number may increase even. 
Therefore it is all a question of 
what the future holds for us in this 
matter. 

I will now speak about a matter 
which is uppermost in the minds 
of many of us. There are large 
numbers of refugees at Howrah and 
Sealdah Stations. Some of them 
have come from outside, from States 
outside West Bengal, some of them 
have come from colonies in West 
Bengal and some of them have 
come from one of our worksite 
centres at Salanpur. Now, Sir, I 
am going to announce a Govern- 
ment policy on this matter and I 
want to explain it. Such a policy 
has to be announced in view of the 


fact that a certain number of refu- 
gees in different places are incited 
by interested persons. (A voice from 
the Opposition Benches : Please 
name them.) I do not wish to name 
them hew* and there is no question 
of naming anybody. If it fits 
anybody’s cap 1 cannot help 
it. But the faet is that cer- 
tain persons incite them and 
tell them that “If you have 
difficulties do not try to overcome 
those difficulties and settle down; 
but it is your right to come in pro- 
cessions; it is your right to bring 
resolutions; it is your right to utter 
slogans”. Of course I don’t mind 
these things in so far as they are 
meant to embarrass the Govern- 
ment but T do mind very much the 
effect that it produces, namely, 
that it injures the cause of refugees, 
that it draws uwa\ local sympathy 
from the refugees and therefore I 
do mind them. I have taken a 
charge and a responsibility, not 
because I am a Minister, but 
because, Sir, in the last four years 
I have worked for the refugees, and 
I do mind that anybody should 
injure the cause of the refugees. 
Who are they? They are the refu- 
gees themselves or there are other 
people who are by their actions 
drawing away the sympathy of the 
local people from the refugees, 
among whom there are thousands 
of men and women trying to settle 
down ; there are men and women 
of middle age, of advanced age. 
Can we not imagine what, would be 
the position if one were to become 
a refugee, if one were to come 
across and settle down in a new 
environment, to adapt after middle 
age to a new circumstance P Is ; t 
an easy task ? It is a very difficult 
task. In this, Government can 
help them ; the people can help 
them. But it is a task which 
they have to undertake themselves 
so that their children can live and 
become equal citizens with all 
others in this country. When in 
ibis task they an* trying and they 
are struggling to settle down and 
the Government is trying to help 
them in all possible ways, is it fair 
to them, is it just to them that some 
people — whether they be refugees 
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or not — should try to detract local 
sympathy from these people, that 
they should embarrass their cause 
in this waj ? Sir, I am sure that 
every member of this House, 
whether on this side or that side, 
will agree with me that anything 
that detracts, anything that is inju- 
rious to the refugees’ cause must be 
eliminated and therefore, Sir, it is 
after much thought that Govern- 
ment has come to this conclusion 
that the people, particularly those 
who come away from worksite 
centres and remain on the station 
platforms, do so because they are 
induced to do so, and in support of 
this conclusion I may say, by the 
way, that T have with me — 1 will 
not read them out because there is 
no time to do so — some letters 
given to me by the refugees in 
Salanpur Chimp who had been induc- 
ed to come away from there to 
Sealdah Station. (Interruptions 
from Opposition Benches . ) Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, 1 cannot speak along 
with others; it is not parliamentary. 

8|. Debendra Chandra Dey: On 

a point of order, Sir. I say that 
your ruling is being disobeyed. 

8]kta. Renuka Ray: Well, Sir, 
all I want to say is that there are 
certain letters in my hand which 
are interesting. 1 have many more 
applications and I am trying to 
deal with them also. I am only 
mentioning this because it is inter- 
esting. One such letter says ‘‘that 
Renuka Rav is going to tell us that 
if all the Salanpur worksite people 
come to Seal dab Station then I 
shall he able to make some other 
arrangements for them. So please 
come quickly within five days’ 
time”. There are two postcards 
also with me reading likewise. 
(Shame, Shame, from Government 
Benches.) I certainly do not want, 
to talk about members of an honour- 
able House like this in this - manner 
but I am very sorry that 'there are 
certain people who obviously have 
told them this thing. Therefore I 
am making this announcement to- 
day, after due consideration, that 
if within 15 days, those who have 


come away from worksite centres 
do not return there, the Government, 
I am afraid, will have to presume 
that they do not want rehabilita- 
tion benefits from the Government 
and that thc\ are in a position to 
spend for themselves. This an- 
nouncement I make after consulta- 
tion wiili the Central Government, 
who pays the mone> for refugee 
rehabilitation. 1 also want to tell 
you that the Government is well 
aware of the fact that many colo- 
nies need reorganisation; reorga- 
nisation is taking place. 1 may 
also say that there is a fact-finding 
committee surveying the colonies 
inhabited by the middle-class 
people with a view to reorganisa- 
tion and on their findings further 
developments will also take place. 
But Sealdah and Howrah Stations 
are not the places for people 
coming from the colonies. And 
therefore the Government will pre- 
sume also that if people who are in 
Sealdah or Howrah Station, after a 

f 1 - 1 5 — l-‘2o p.in.] 

month, have not made up their 
mind to go hack, they have been 
persuaded perhaps by their kind 
friends to feel that they do not need 
the benefits of rehabilitation from 
Government sources. 

$j. Jyoti Basil : Whom are you 
threatening ? 

Sjkta. Renuka Ray: I am 

threatening nobody and 1 am not 
going to stand any threat. 

1 am not going to be told that 
people are not behind us. In the 
elections the Congress candidates 
were returned. People are behind 
this Government and the Govern- 
ment have to carry out its respon- 
sibility to the people and work for 
the people. 

Some people seem to think that 
unless there are non-official Com- 
mittees to advise about plans and 
policies we cannot go ahead with 
rehabilitation work. I think in 
this country we have had enough 
of plans and enough of policies — we 
had plans and policies galore. 
What we need is the implementa- 
tion of the plan. It is only through 
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its implementation that we can go 
ahead. It is only with little efforts 
here and there, in every camp, in 
every worksite centre and in every 
colony, that we can expect that 
these refugees will be rehabilitated. 
We can help them as citizens of 
this country but we cannot do so 
by merely passing resolutions. 
We have got the policy and the 
plan. I ask members on either 
side of this House, I ask the public 
outside, every citizen of this 
country to come forward and help 
us in carrying out the constructive 
work for refugee rehabilitation. 

I will end now. I will request 
the Opposition to withdraw the 
amendments and give their full 
co-operation to us in tins great 
work. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, f 
am afraid that vv e have listened to 
debates during the lad tom days 
and il will not In* at all proper oi 
practical for me to delay tin* House 
nnv longer with a long speech I 
confess, howe\er, to be oppressed 
by a sense of unieulitv when I 
listened to the discussions on the 
Governor’s speech. It is true that 
the Governoi has to gi\e a record 
of tlie achievements of the Govern- 
ment and of the policy that the 
Government desire to pursue in 
future. It was not intended that 
in this speech will be recorded 
every detail and even need of the 
country It is not possible* to 
meet every deficit and every draw- 
back in diff erent |>arts of the State. 
Therefore, I cannot possibly reply 
to the various questions that have 
been raised during the last four 
days because I do not tit ink it is 
desirable to do so at this stage. 1 
only pray that in future instead of 
there being more heat there will 
he more light. Instead of our 
temper fraying, we should discuss 
all the difficulties which arc facing 
us — not merely us in the Ministry 
— not merely us in the Congress 
benches — but in the country as a 
whole. It is true that I said the 
other day — which my friend Sj. 
Bankim Mukherji quoted with a 
certain amount of relish— that 


there are some people who revel in 
throwing mud. I did not say that 
they throw mud at me. I only said 
that they feel that by throwing 
such mud there may be some mud 
sticking in the end. Time and 
again I have heard it said by 
various members in concluding 
their speeches — “You be warned”, 
“I warn you”, “the country is not 
behind you”. It is no use giving 
such threats. I do not believe in 
taking a complacent attitude, nor 
do I believe in succumbing to any 
form of threat. As a medical prac- 
titioner I have seen many people 
die. Many people got relief, and 
many died. All are to die. Threats 
will not prevent me from facing 
death when death comes. We 
know we are fared with difficulties 
in this State. There is no doubt 
we have got unemployment. Wo 
have got the re! it gee rehabilitation 
problem We have get deficit in 
food. We have also got various 
oilier problems which have been 
mainly re fei red to |>\ my friend 
Sj Bankim Mukherji. The ditfi- 
cully is that Bengal is a hack num- 
bei at the present lime. We ought 
not to take up anv complacent 
attitude with regard to these. We 
do not think that we nave done 
everything and that vve can rest oil 
on i oars. 1< would he foolish to do 
so. We ought to realise* the 
immense task that lies before us. 
We ought to realise what we have 
got to do in this State. He quoted 
my speeeli and said that 1 want 1o 
make a Bengal which should do 
credit to the great men that we 
produced in this State before. I 
do not detract at all from that state- 
ment. I still believe that this 
State is able to develop in the Way 
in which it should he developed. 
One of the members, I think it was 
Sj. Jyoti Basu, said that we have 
got a development programme but 
w r e have not consulted them. I 
may remind him that we began the 
programme of development since 
1948-49, having spent in 1948-49 
Rs. 9 rrores, in 1949-50 Rs. 10 
crores and for the years 1950-51, 
1951-52 and 1952-53 we have the 
figure of Rs. 10 or Rs. 11 crores 
every year. Every rupee that has 
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been spent has passed through the 
budget in the different sessions of 
the Assembly. My friend Sj. Jyoti 
Basu was a member of the last 
Assembly, and I am surprised to 
find him say that he does not know 
anything about these development 
projects. It is only from the year 
1951-52 that the new Five-Year 
Plan has been started but even 
before that period we had started 
our programme of development in 
this State. The speech es I have 
heard make me feel that people 
think that the development pro- 
gramme began only when the Com- 
munity Projects came into the 
picture. It is not so. We started 
earlier than the time when any 
Community Project was dreamt of. 
It is true we have finished already 
two years of the Five-Year Plan. 
In the year 1951-52 we spent the 
sum of Its. 11 croros in this way — 
Its. 1 crore and 30 lakhs for Edu- 
cation; Its. 1 crore and 90 lakhs for 
Medical — T am talking of deve- 
lopment projects; Its. 51 lakhs for 
Public Health ; Its. 2 crores 97 lakhs 
for roads; Its. 1 crore 45 lakhs for 
other State projects. 

[ 1-25-- 1 -do p.m.] 

Sir, there are scheme* of small 
irrigation which we hu\e taken up 
in this province and T am glad to 
say that during this period 2 crores 
31 lakhs have been spent on these 
small irrigation schemes which have 
helped us in irrigating 11 lakh 
acres of land and have made an 
increased yield of 3 lakhs 24 thou- 
sand tons for the whole of the pro- 
vince. I sometimes wonder how is 
it that we have escaped the miser- 
ies of 1943 when things looked very 
bad so far as Bengal was concerned 
last year, and I am perfectly sure 
that future historians will agree 
with my view that it is these small 
schemes that have helped us in 
irrigation for the purpose of grow- 
ing crops for our people. ^ 

Sir, there is another jxnnt to 
which I will address, that is the 
question of control versus decontrol. 
My friend Shri P. C. Sen mention- 
ed to you the proposition of control 


of food. Sir, this is a matter which 
requires a very cpreful considera- 
tion. Every one will admit that 
control is a thing which should not 
be lightly taken off unless it is in 
the interest of the people as a whole. 
But there is another aspect of the 
control which we have to consider 
when we are thinking in terms of 
development projects. We are pro- 
posing in the whole of India ' to 
throwing 2,000 crores of rupees on 
various development projects. The 
tendency is always, as has been 
found in other countries of the 
world, whenever you throw in large 
sums of money there is a tendency 
of inflation. Large number of 
people get more money and if the 
demand is more than the supply, 
the prices rise. We have got there- 
fore to he very careful that while 
we arc taking steps to produce more, 
while we are undertaking develop- 
ment projects we do not allow the 
prices to rise, particularly the 
prices of those goods which are 
intended for the masses, namely, 
food and clothes. Sir, so far as 
textiles are concerned it is a happy 
thing that we have been able to 
product' enough textile in the 
country for control to be practically 
removed. So far as sugar is con- 
cerned it is the same picture; so far 
as mustard oil is concerned, it is 
also the same picture, and I believe 
very soon on iron and steel and coal 
also control will disappear; hut the 
question of food still remains. 
Therefore, apart from the other 
points that have been raised by 
Shri I\ (\ Sen, control is essential 
if we are to successfully go through 
the period of development and if 
we are to stop inflation arising in 
this country. It has been found by 
experience in the past that when- 
ever there is a large sum of money 
thrown in the country for any pur- 
pose, there is always the tendency 
for inflation. Therefore this is a 
matter — as I have said, the matter 
of control versus decontrol — is one 
which should be very carefully 
considered. If one were to depend 
merely upon one’s desire and incli- 
nation one would like to say, let 
there be no control, let the whole 
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thing be put under decontrol sys- 
tem provided this is in the interest 
of the people. You dare not take 
any steps which would be against 
the poorer classes of the society. 
We know that if we do not think of 
a certain amount of food being col- 
lected it would not be possible to 
feed those people who will be in 
difficulty and deficit at a time when 
there is no food available and we 
cannot even buy. We could help 
the people in 24-Parganas last year 
because we had some food to go 
round among the poorer classes and 
we could give them subsidy for the 
purpose of being able to purchase. 

There is another aspect of the 
question on which I will speak. 
There is the question of unemploy- 
ment — there is no doubt about it. 
Fortunately I will say that un- 
employment in the tea gardens 
show’s signs of a little decrease — I 
do not mean unemployment in that 
sense, but the distress of the tea 
industry shows signs of decrease for 
this reason that the price of tea lias 
gone up by 4 or 5 or G annas a pound 
and perhaps the tea gardens are 
now being able to get necessary 
finance for the tea gardens from 
their usual suppliers of fund and 
the Government of India have 
given some help in this matter and 
the Government of West Bengal hag 
agreed to give them food at Us. 17-8 
the u<ual price for rice, at Siliguri. 
All these matter* have to he taken 
up in order to help the people in 
distress. But the whole thing is 
that unemployment is so vast a 
problem that a little tinkering here 
and a little tinkering there would 
not suffice. 

Sir, it ha-s been suggested in one 
of the resolutions or amendments 
that you should distribute the land 
among the tillers of the soil and all 
unemployment will disappear. I 
do not agree to that proposition. T 
hpve very carefully calculated the 
quantity of land that is now under 
cultivation and the number of 
agriculturists, the number of bar - 
oadars and the number of landless 
labourers' families and I have 
found that if you had the power to 


take away all the land from every- 
one and restore to each family five 
acres, which is probably the econo- 
mic unit, even that would not be 
enough to go round the whole of the 
agriculturists, leave alone the ques- 
tion of those who are bar titulars and 
landless labourers. Therefore we 
must start on some other line. That 
is what the Government is applying 
its mind to, namely, to find out 
more employment, to find out more 
avocation, particularly in the nature 
of small industries and cottage in- 
dustries. How far we can succeed 
we do not know, hut 1 can tell you 
with all seriousnes-s that we are 
serious in this effort, we are earnest 
in our endeavour, because I feel 
that with unemployment it is not 
possible to get back that peace in 
the country which is essential for 
the purpose of development. In 
one country — m America — at one 
time what they did was they start- 
ed a very large scale house-building 
programme. 1 had consulted many 
friends of mine belonging to all 
groups as to whether if the Govern- 
ment were to put in a large building 
programme in and near Calcutta, 
whether my middle-class friends 
will come and take pari in it and 
get employment under the scheme. 

I have not yet been favoured with 
any helpful suggestion in that mat- 
ter, but what I felt was that this 
was a scheme in which w’e could 
employ in the building programme 
a very large number of people for a 
fairly good period of time and 
where the object, the building, 
will remain permanent or more or 
le*s a permanent feature as a result 
of the enterprise of the people. I 
just throw out the suggestion. All 
I can say is that we in the Govern- 
ment are trying our level best in 
various manners which I shall have 
the privilege of placing before the 
House when we will discuss the 
budget in Industries and Commerce 
Department to find out to the best 
of our ability how' to get the earning 
power of our people, particularly of 
the middle-class, increased. 

Sir, I do not want to reply to the 
various points that have been raised 
or various enquiries that have been 
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made by various friends. I can only 
say this that I have taken all those 
points that have been mentioned 
and every one of them k based on 
wrong figures and wrong deduc- 
tions. I can certainly satisfy them 
if they choose to come to me that 
what I say is correct, as it is too 
long to indulge in them at this 
time of the day. Again I appeal to 
every one that it is not in the 
interest of the country as a whole, 
a province which 1 and every one 
have got so much love for, to 
wrangle over things. We cannot 
proceed one step further in any 
form of co-operation unless we start 
with the fundamental premise, 
namely, we trust another person 
unless he is demonstrably found to 
be incorrect. As I feel, the atmos- 
phere here is that 'whatever one 
fiavs the other one disbelieves; 
whatever the other one says the 
other party disbelieves.

In that way wo cannot go ahead. The 
first, thing, the fundamental thing 
in a civilised form or standard of 
society is that we do not expect a 
gentleman to say a thing which is 
not correct. We assume it is cor- 
rect unless it is proved to be incor- 
rect. I hope and trust in the next 
few days’ working in this House we 
shall proceed with this mentality 
and I am perfectly sure that we 
shall be able to do something for 
the country as a whole. 

With these words, Sir, 1 oppose 
all the amendments and support the 
main motion.

— I do not know how many — inside 
this verandah — just where the cards 
are shown. If at the present 
moment he goes down he will find 
them sitting. I want to know 
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whether they have come under your 
orders. If not, let them be turned 
out immediately. 

Mr. Speaker: I will ask the 
Secretary to make an enquiry. Of 
course, there is the usual skeleton 
police staff in the Assembly but 
besides that no special order for 
more police has been given by me. 

GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The West Bengal Security (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1953. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I beg 

to introduce the West Bengal 
Security (Amendment) Bill, 1953. 

(The Secretary then read the 
short title of the Bill.) 

[4-20—4-30 p.m.] 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir. 1 
heg to move that the West Bengal 
Security (Amendment) Bill, 1953, 
he taken into consideration. 

Sir, this is a Bill to amend one 
of the provisions of the West Bengal 
Security Act which was passed in 
1950 and whose term would ordi- 
narily expire this year. Therefore, 
this Bill that I am presenting 
before the House has got two pro- 
visions. The first provision is that 
the period of operation of the ori- 
ginal Act on which this amendment 
is based he increased from three 
years, as originally stipulated in the 
Act, to six years. I am afraid, 
some friends of mine who have 
given notice of amendments have 
not considered the Question as to 
what the meaning of this portion 
of the amendment really is. The 
meaning is that as regards the 
period in the original Act where it 
is said “It shall remain in force 
for a period of three years”, the 
word “three” has been changed to 
the word “six”. Personally, I 
think the amendment should have 
stated that the Act shall continue 
in force for three years more, hut 
you know the Legislative Depart- 
ment have their own method of put- 
ting the case and have advised us 
that it should be like this that the 
word “three” in the original Act 


should be changed to “six”. Some 
friends have given amendments 
that the word “six” be changed 
into “three” which means 

Mr. 8peaker: You oan speak 

about the amendment afterwards. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: All 

right. The other point on which it 
is sought to change the original 
provisions of the Act is with regard 
to section 21 A. In the original 
Act, the provision under section 21 A 
was that (?) a person in respect 
of whom an order is made shall be 
entitled to send a representation to 
the State Government against the 
order so as to reach the State 
Government within three weeks 
of the date of the order; (it) 
every representation under sub- 
section (]) shall, within one 
week of the receipt thereof, be 
placed by the State Government 
before an Advisory Board constitut- 
ed under sub-section (6'); and (tit) 
the Advisory Board, after consi- 
dering the representation under 
sub-section (/) as well as any mate- 
rials placed before if by Ihe State 
Go\ eminent and, if necessary, after 
calling for such further information 
from the State Government or from 
the person in respect of whom the 
order was made, shall report to the 
State Government within one 
month of the date of the order 
whether or not, in its opinion, 
there is sufficient cause for the 
order. 

Sir, this means that the total 
period during which a person, on 
whom an order has been issued, 
can he restricted without an opinion 
being obtained from the Advisory 
Board is one month, the allocation 
being three weeks for the person to 
send his representation, one week for 
the Government to send in mate- 
rials and the remainder two days 
being left over for the Advisory 
Board to come to its own decision. 
The Language in which this section 
is put is that we start from the 
date of the order and within three 
weeks the person on whom the 
order hag been issued should send 
in his representation, within four 
weeks from that date Government 
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\T>x. Bidkau Chandra Roy.] 

; list give the material^ to the 
Advisory Board and within one 
month the Advisory Board must 
give its opinion. But in actual 
(practice it is found that if the 
erson takes three weeks to give in 
is representation, Government 
take one week for supplying mate- 
rials and it leaves only two days for 
the Advisory Board to form its 
opinion. We felt that that was not 
the correct way of approach and, 
therefore, we felt that it was 
necessary to give to the Advisory 
Board a little more time, particu- 
larly because in some cases the 
Advisory Board expressed its opi- 
nion that it would like to call for 
further information. So, in order to 
give facilities to do so, we felt that 
it should be given one week. In that 
case, if the Government take 
seven days to collect the materials 
and send them to the Board, we are 
left over with only 14 days or 15 
days. Therefore, the amendment 
seeks to diminish the period during 
which the person may send in his 
representation from three weeks to 
two weeks. 

Sir, having said that I now come 
to the general question as to why 
we want the prolongation of the 
operation of the Act. Sir, many 
friends here and probably many 
people outside do not realise that 
we have got two Acts which more 
or less work almost together. First, 
there is the Central Act which is 
called the Preventive Detention 
Act — it is not an Act of the local 
legislature but is an Act of the 
Central Legislature — in which, 
again, arrangement for Advisory 
Board has been provided and there 
is a particular method in which 
the operation of that Act is con- 
ducted. Then there is this Secu- 
rity Act. There is only one section, 
vis., section 21, which refers to a 
person being interned in his own 
area or externed from tJTat area. 
The other provisions of the Act 
are with reference to the power of 
the Government to declare a parti- 
cular area or a particular place as a 
protected place. Secondly, there is 


the power of the Government to 
take action with regard to any 
attempt or any subversive act 
which is to be found in the Act it- 
self — any act of sabotage, any un- 
lawful possession or use of arms or 
explosives, imposition of curfews, 
prevention of looting. Sir, in all 
these cases as well as in the matter 
of issuing orders against the publi- 
catiou of articles likely to inflame 
communal disturbances this Act 
provides certain sections, but in 
every one of these cases, it comes 
up before the court and the court 
has, on the basis of such evidence 
as can he produced, to convict the 
person for a period of two years or 
three years according to the parti- 
cular section. There is only one 
section — section 21 — under which 
a person can be kept in his own 
place or externed from his own 
place without trial, which, in a 
form, is a preventive measure. 

Sir, a question has been asked 
that in view of the more or less 
apparent peaceful conditions of the 
city and the State, need we have 
this measure at all? Sir, I will 
recall to the minds of the members 
here that the situation in the State 
is not the only matter with which 
we are concerned here. A situation 
may arise both within India and 
outside India which may require 
such an action to he taken and some 
explosions may take place, — I do 
not mean explosions in the literal 
sense — some explosive commotion 
may take place which may produce 
results that may he harmful to the 
State. All that I ask for is that let 
there he power in the hands of the 
Government so that these things 
can he prevented. There have been 
cases where people from other pro- 
vinces have come to Bengal and 
have created disturbances — cases 
where Fakistan people have come 
here and created difficulties. All 
these cases are supposed to be cover- 
ed by this and in these cases the 
ordinary law of the land cannot 
prevent such disturbances and such 
conditions. But the value of a 
measure or the justice of a mea- 
sure can only be judged by the 
results. Sir, under this Act, up 
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till now we had 9 and 3 — 12 people 
on whom orders were issued — 3 
under the special section and 9 
under the anti-corruption and en- 
forcement section. 

[4-30—4-40 p.m.] 

Of the three, order against one 
was withdrawn by Government 
before it was examined by the Ad- 
visory Board. Of the other two, one 
is still under restriction from 
December, 1952, for six months. 
The time will expire in June, 1953. 
About the other one although ap- 
proved by the Board for restrictive 
order, we have felt it necessary to 
remove that order. Of the nine 
orders issued for anti-corruption 
and enforcement department, six 
were approved by the committee of 
which one only now remains under 
restriction. Therefore, altogether 
it will be seen that although we 
have powers under the Act, the 
exercise of those powers has been 
judicious and under restraint. On 
the other hand, I may even in 
passing refer to the position with 
regard to the Preventive Detention 
Act. On the 31st January, 1952, 
308 persons were under deten- 
tion. Today we have six under 
detention and of ihe six one is 
under detention tor anti-Indian 
activities, three for anti-State acti- 
vities and two for black-marketing. 
These are the six people that are 
under detention under the Preven- 
tive Detention Act. As I said before 
the procedure so far a-s restriction 
and detention are concerned is the 
same, namely, that tire Board has 
to consider the materials put before 
it, and ask for any further 
materials which it desires to have 
and then give its opinion. With 
regard to these 9 j Dus 3, that is 12 
people, only two are now under res- 
triant and within two or three 
months they will go out automati- 
cally. Under the Preventive Deten- 
tion Act which is a Central Act 
only six remain under detention, 
because we find that the political 
party in India now have made up 
their mind to act constitutionally. 
Sir, I do not want to take the time 
©(jthe House any further except to 


say that so far as the amending 
Bill is concerned, the two objec- 
tives are firstly to increase the 
period of the operation of the Act 
from three to six years, and second- 
ly to have the period between the 
issue of the order and the issue of 
the judgment of the Board timed 
and to redistribute the period of 
time as between different parties. 

With these words, Sir, I reaueat 
the Assembly to consider the Bill.

Demonstration outside the Assembly 
Compound and Mr. Speaker’s 
observation thereon. 

8J. Hemanta Kumar Basu: Sir, 
I would like to draw your attention 
to one thing, A very large num- 
ber of people have come before the 
Assembly to demonstrate their feel- 
ing about the Security Bill. I, 
therefore, request the Chief Minis- 
ter through you, Sir, to meet the 
demonstrators and to have a dis- 
cussion with them on the Security 
Bill, so that the demonstrators who 
are practically coming from the 
people of this country, their opi- 
nion is given proper respect^. So 
X would request through you to the 
Chief Minister to receive a deputa- 
tion of the demonstrators and to 
jj^ve their views on the Security 


Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I may 

inform you that Shris Hemanta 
Bose, Biren Banerjee, Narayan 
Bose, Nepal Bhattacharjee, Sham- 
bhu Bose, Niranjan Sen, Bibhuti 
Ghose and Ganesh Ghose have been 
marching with this procession. 
So Mr. Bose can give us the opi- 
nion of the processionists here. 
What is the use of my going there 
and meeting them? 

8j. Hemanta Kumar Basu: Yes, 
Sir. We are always here and we 
always have our opportunities to 
give our views in the Assembly. 
But there are others, public outside 
and they also want to place their 
views before the Chief Minister, and 
the Chief Minister is not only the. 
Chief Minister of this House or 
Government, but also the Chief 
Minister of the people outside, and 
I say, Sir, that he should meet 
them. Sir, I am one of them no 
doubt, but still those who have 
come to this House have come 
from different constituencies. Of 
them there are many who have 
come from the Congress consti- 
tuencies. So once again I request 
1 he Chief Minister through you to 
meet them. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Notices were issued about the 
bringing in of this Bill. If these 
gentlemen were really organised, 
they could ha\e come to me in time 
last week to consider this. This is 
not the time to do that. T do not 
like to go and meet them now. 

8j. Jyoti Basu; Probably the 
Chief Minister does not know that 
there has been a tradition in this 
House. Long before he came into 
power, on many occasions the 
Ministers have gone out to meet 
the depu Unionists who had come 
from different parts of West 
Bengal. Therefore in meet- 
ing the depu unionists he would be 
only acting up to the old tradition. 
I remember before the Chittagong 
Armoury Raid prisoners' release 
eveii Mr. Suhrawardy, the then 
Chief Minister, met 10,000 deputa- 
tionists who came here and he went 
and spoke to them and after that in 
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about one month's time the Chitta- 
gong Armoury Raid prisoners were 
released. Therefore, I say that the 
Chief Minister even now should 
request you, Sir, to adjourn the 
Assembly for sometime, so that all 
of us can go out, meet them for 
about 15 or 20 minutes and the 
Chief Minister can speak there for 
five minutes. Then he can come 
away and we can have this discus- 
sion on this Bill. I think the 
Chief Minister who is also the 
Home Minister should go out and 
explain the thing to the people 
outside. 

Dr. Bidhah Chandra Roy: I 

won’t follow the tradition of any- 
body created in the past. Let us 
create new traditions. We have got 
to follow our own traditions. This 
Bill was notified to be brought here 
today, that is, Monday. If there 
wa.s any organised public opinion, 
people could come to me and speak 
before. I was always available 
from half past eight in the morning 
to half past eight in the evening. 
This is to try to stop and delay the 
progress of this Bill simplv by say- 
ing that thousands of people have 
been waiting outside. Sir, I do not 
want to go and see them.

8j. Jyoti Basu: Do I under- 
stand, Sir, that he is not going out 
and that he will act according to 
his own lights. 

8j. Debendra Chandra Dey: Cer- 
tainly. Always. 

Mr. 8peaker: 1 think I ought to 
say something on this question 
which has been raised as the 
Speaker is confronted with an 
embarrassing position. This ques- 
tion of the adjournment of the 
House when there are demonstra- 
tion* outside was also raised during 
the last session. 1 as the custodian 
of the rights and privileges of the 
House and of each and every indi- 
vidual member thereof have given 
very anxious consideration to this 
question. I find that in the Rules 
of Business of the House you have 
given me power to conduct the deli- 
berations of this House, and the 
rules also give ample, powers to 
each and every member of this 
House and also prescribe what are 
their parliamentary rights with 
regard to ventilating in the House 
public grievances and public peti- 
tions. I would invite the attention 
of the members to rules 87, 88, 89 
and 90 of the Assembly proce- 
dure Rules. Under these rule* 
ample powers are given to 
members to place before this House 
a petition with regard to public 
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grievances and public petitions, 
end such petition or petitions will 
be referred to the Committee of 
Petitions which is appointed at the 
beginning of every session. The 
Petition Committee of this House is 
functioning, consisting of three 
learned honourable members of the 
Opposition. The main function of 
that committee is to consider any 
petitions by the public in regard 
to any Bill which is before the 
House. So I would respectfully 
request the honourable members, 
in the interest of parliamentary eti- 
quette and the rights and privileges 
of this House, to resort to those pro- 
visions. I find that this regular 
procedure for bringing the grie- 
vances of the public with regard to 
any pending Bill of the House by 
way of petition to the Assembly 
has been provided in these rules. 
A petition may be presented 
through any member of the House 
and if such a petition had been 
made and presented to the Secretary 
according to the rules in proper 
time it could have been considered 
by the Committee of Petitions first 
and then by the House thereafter 
with the report of the said com- 
mittee' on it. The right of peti- 
tioning the House for redress of 
grievances is a very valued right 
under the Constitution and is a 
fundamental constitutional right 
and members should follow the 
parliamentary procedure to enforce 
those rights. The procedure is as 
follows: — The inherent right which 
the House of Commons has to 
receive petitions from the public 
has been given to this House also 
by the rules I have already refer- 
red to. A petition with regard to 
a Bill may contain the approval or 
criticism of the Bill (to any mea- 
sure initiated in this House itself). 
A petition may be presented 
through any member, and after it is 
presented it is to be referred to the 
Committee of Petitions constituted 
bv the Speaker. As I have already 
told you, there is the standing Peti- 
tion Committee set up at the begin- 
% ning of each session to look after 
such petitions. This is the proper 


forum. The Committee of Petitions 
after examining the petition report 
to the House as to the contents of 
the petition and the number of peti- 
tioners and may direct that the peti- 
tion be circulated as a paper to the 
Bill to which it relates. The 
Speaker has no power to direct any 
member, whether he be a Minister 
or an ordinary member, to go out- 
side and to meet anybody. I can- 
not direct like that and it is not, my 
function to direct a Minister to 
control his executive action with 
regard to a department nor can I 
direct any member to act in such 
and such a manner outside the 
House. What I am concerned with 
inside the House is to protect the 
rights and privileges of the mem- 
bers inside the House under the 
powers given to me by the House 
under its rules. So my humble 
advice to the members in this 
regard, namely, in the matter of 
public grievances, would be that 
they should draw up petitions and 
present them to the Secretary so 
that they might he placed before 
the House and heard. Even the 
Forms of the petitions are given in 
the rule* It is then that I can 
ask the Committee of Petitions to 
sit and consider such petitions and 
arising out of their consideration and 
report I might if necessary direct 
postponement of the consideration 
of the Bill. Therefore I do request 
members to take to enforce their 
parliamentary rights and privileges 
according to the rules that are 
there. So far as I am concerned I 
am helpless and I cannot adjourn 
the normal business of the House 
even if some members object to 
such adjournment except in accord- 
ance with the rules laid down by 
the House. In these circumstances 
I think the work of the House must 
proceed. 

8J. Jyoti Basil* You heard just 
now, despite the valuable observa- 
tions which you made, that the 
Chief Minister as the Leader* of the 
House told us that he will create 
new traditions and not be guided 
by any old traditions (Sj. Deben- 
dea Chandra Dey : Certainly). 
One member even says “certainly”. 
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So I think that we too on this side 
of the House feel that if the Chief 
Minister is going to talk in this 
language it is extremely difficult 
for us to follow the parliamentary 
procedure and even if you quote to 
us hundreds of times from May’s 
Parliamentary Practice, that would 
not much help either u-s or the 
Chief Minister who says that he 
will create traditions. I do not 
know whether he has even read 
May’s Parliamentary Practice or 
seen that book. Therefore, Sir, it 
will be difficult for us if the Leader 
of the House goes in this manner. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Ap- 
parently my friend Sj. Jyoti Basu 
does not understand the difference 
between “Kule” and “tradition”. 
What you quoted just now are the 
rules to which we are all bound 
down and so long as the rules exist 
I as a member of the House shall 
have to follow those rules. But 
“tradition” is something quite 
different. I hope Mr. Jyoti Basu 
with his infinite and great know- 
ledge of English will understand 
the difference between “tradition” 
and “rule”.

The West Bengal Security (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1953. 

[ 4 - 50 — 5 p.m.] 

SJ. Tarapada Bandopadhyay : 

Mr. * Speaker, Sir. I propose that 
the Bill be circulated for eliciting 
public opinion by a certain date. 

I have given six months’ time. 

Sir, this cursed West Bengal 
Security Act has been*eought to be 


given a fresh lease of life for 
another three years. Of oourse 
while extending its life, the Gov- 
ernment have proposed certain 
amendments which they would 
parade as having the effect of 
minimizing the chances of undue 
detention in case eventually the 
Advisory Board orders or finds that 
the detention has been illegal. 
That is a very small thing and 
that is no real relief. 

Now, the question is whether the 
Security Act should be given a fresh 
lease of life or not. I must say 
that it has already outlived its uti- 
lity if it had ever any utility. It 
should ne\er have been on the 
legislative anvil and it should never 
have been passed. Of course, the 
bad thing was done and its 
lease of life lias expired. Why 
should we extend its life? I op- 
pose this Bill on principle. It oan- 
not be tolerated in this sixth decade 
of the twentieth century in free 
India under the Congress Govern- 
ment which swears by the name of 
the Father of the Nation, which 
swears by the name of eternal Indian 
culture, that they would try to res- 
trict the liberty of the eitizens of 
India, without any public trial in 
a court of law. They say there are 
many safeguards. The detenus or 
persons whose liberty is to be res- 
tricted have got a right of repre- 
sentation to the Government or to 
the Advisory Board. The Govern- 
ment have also to submit under the 
law their grounds of detention. 
These will he placed before an 
Advisory Board. And the Advisory 
Board will, in the absence of the 
person against whom the restriction 
has been made — without hearing 
him — without hearing any argu- 
ment — without hearing any evi- 
dence, exammat ion-in-chief or cross- 
examination — determine that in this 
particular case the order has been 
legal or proper or that in this case 
the order has been wrong. This 
cannot be the idea that should 
guide the people of India — the ad- 
ministration of justice in free India. 
That is my case. Although there 
is no bad condition in the country 
at present, you are apprehending

that sometime in future an exigency 
may come up when the provisions 
of this Bill would be required for 
the safety of the State. This is a 
distant possibility and I submit 
that to meet this distent possibility 
this Bill cannot be supported. 
Therefore, I propose to oppose this 
Bill — every word of it, every sen- 
tence of it. There is no necessity 
now in India to extend the lease of 
life of this Bill. The atmosphere 
is peaceful and cool as the Chief 
Minister had to admit himself. All 
parties, all Opposition groups, all 
the different political parties are 
carrying on agitation under the 
Constitution within the constitu- 
tional limits and their only purpose 
is to secure for the toiling and 
hungry masses two square meals a 
day, a small house and the mini- 
mum cloth required by them. This 
is the object that is guiding the 
thoughts of every party, every 
right-thinking gentleman of our 
country. How, therefore, within 
this perspective the necessity of a 
Bill like this can be thought of? 
There is no necessity for it. I must 
say that in the garb of preventing 
something they will create that 
very thing. Therefore, this Bill 
should not he passed. This Bill 
must he dropped. The power that 
has been envisaged in the Bill can- 
not he entrusted to the Congress 
Government. We cannot place any 
reliance upon the Congress Govern- 
ment. AVe have been seeing their 
action from day to day and this 
would indeed he supplying a very 
dangerous weapon in the hands of 
the Congress Ministry which would 
he misused and which has no 
chance of being used properly. The 
stalwarts of the Congress party 
themselves in British days carried 
on relentless agitation against such 
Bills which they characterised as 
lawless laws and cried down 
with chosen invectives. Now, 
Sir, the same Congressmen, 
after the British have gone out, lifter 
wejhave got our liberty, after we 
haye drawn our Constitution — one of 
•tithe best Constitutions in the world 
-—this Congress party would say, 


'’well, the lawless laws which we 
decried like anything in the British 
days must be required by us this 
time to prevent breach of the peace 
in the country”. That is not the 
thing. The real thing is that the 
Congress Ministry know very well 
that their position is tottering, and 
it is to keep them on the gadi that 
they are proposing Bills like this. 
My apprehension is that if the power 
envisaged in the Bill is given to 
them, then it will restrict the 
liberty of the members of the Op- 
position. They will thwart the 

growth of legitimate poli- 
tical movements and, there- 
fore, they will thwart the 

progress of the State of Bengal as 
a wdiole. Sir, this Government are 
suffering from many diseases. 

Although I am not a doctor, I can 
categorise them as Hindu-phoebia, 
as Ijebour-phcebia, as Peasant- 

phcphia and their counter- 

parts, Muslim-mania, Pakistan- 
mania, Capitalist-mania, and 

vested-interest-mania. Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, you have to see whether 

such dangerous weapons and 
powers can he entrusted to a 
maniac Government like this. This 
cannot he done. This Bill should 
be dropped. It has already lost its 
lease of life and it should not be 
revived. The original Act was 
passed long before the introduction 
ot the present Constitution. It was 
passed long before the first 
democratic elections took place in 
India. Therefore, at this time we 
cannot submit to the passage of 
such a Bill without consulting our 
electorate — without consulting the 
people at large.

Sir, many people have come there. 
There were suggestions to the Chief 
Minister to see them and come into 
contact with them but he has 
neglectfully refused to do that. 
It is just like what he is. He wishes 
to use some dictatorial powers, and 
he has said that be would not be 
guided by any precedent; he would 
be creating precedents of his own. 
Although he just now supported 
this Bill by some Act of a like 
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nature passed by the Central Gov- 
ernment, although in certain cases 
be would follow precedents in cases 
like this where the liberty of the 
citizen is involved he would not be 
guided by any previous ruling or 
iny previous precedent. This is 
fery much regrettable. Therefore, 
ii order to give the electorate an 
opportunity to have their say in 
he matter, how they view this pro- 
xi^ed amendment, how they look 
at it, from what angle of vision 
they look at it, this should he refer- 
red to them for six months, so 
that in the meantime they may 
express their opinion through the 
phi t form, through the press, 
through oorrespon deuce with the 
Government, so that after being 
apprised of their views in the matter 
we may calmly and safely and 
securely go on with the considera- 
tion of this Bill. 

Therefore what I was submitting 
to this House is that this Bill 
should be submitted to the public 
for something like a referendum.

8J. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, may 
I hope, before T begin, that you 
would please not light that blue 
light, because I really do not like 
it and specially at a time on a Bill 
when we should get sufficient time. 

Mr. 8peaker: Of course. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, the 
West Bengal Government having 
already extended the life of the 
West Bengal Security Act through 
an Ordinance when the Assembly 
was not in session have come before 
us so that we might give our votes 
to this act of infamy of this Gov- 
ernment. This Government, which 
time and again we have pointed out 
from this side of the House, are a 
Government of landlords, big capi- 
talists who are subservient to the 
British and American Imperialists, 
seek our approval today as they 
sought our approval in the past 
since 1948. But it is impossible 
as you can well realise, Sir, for us 
on this side of the House who 
represent the democratic sections of 
public opinion (Laughter and 
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cries of “question ' * from Govern- 
ment benches.) (Sj. Hemanta Kf- 
mar Ghoshal: You shut up.) 

SJ. Debendra Chandra Day: On 

a point of privilege. Can he say 
“shut up”? Is it parliamentary? 

Mr. Speaker: I can only say it 
is unparliamentary. 

SJ, Jyoti Basu : I think they 
should have a little more forbear- 
ance for I have just started. They 
will get many more opportunities to 
behave in that fashion. I tell the 
members of the Government side, 
you will please hear me out and 
then, if necessary, towards the end 
start your shoutings. 

[f, .10— 5-20 p.m.] 

As I was saying, it is impossible 
for us on this side of the House to 
help this Government in its crimi- 
nal act of subverting democracy in 
this manner and encouraging law- 
lessness in the State. Sir, we shall 
today, even while beginning to 
oppose this Bill, pay our respectful 
homage tc Si«ir Mandol, the first 
victim of ^he West, Bengal Security 
Act. You will remember, Sir, that 
when this Bill was being discussed 
in this House, Sisir Mandol had to 
give his life, because there were 
thousands of people protesting out- 
side, and he was their representa- 
tive. He fell bv the bullet of the 
Congress regime. We shall by 
opposing this Bill pay our respect- 
ful homage to Latika, Prativa, Gita, 
Kabita, Ahalya and innumerable 
other martyrs who fell victims of 
this West Bengal Security Act. 
When I say this I also include in 
this list of martyrs who during the 
old regime, i.e., the British regime, 
people belonging to the Congress 
Par*;/ who also in order to fight 
against such lawless laws gave 
their lives and their all in order 
that democracy may survive and 
autocracy may be wiped out from 
the face of India. But unfortu- 
nately we find that today people 
who have been tyrannical, people 
who have .sided with the imperia- 
lists, it is for them that the

Congress Government mourn today 
and that it is not for such martyrs 
that the Congress Government 
mourns. (Cries of “Question, ques- 
tion" from the Government 
Benches.) It is no use question- 
ing. That is the thing we have 
seen time and again taking place 
in this House. In the past when 
we were only a few in the House 
sitting in the Opposition Benches, 
even then we opposed this Bill 
tooth and nail at every stage. To- 
day we are not few; we are many. 
At that time the Congress Govern- 
ment both inside the legislature 
and outside represented 90 per cent, 
of the people, if not more, but to- 
day that majority within the course 
of five years and through such law- 
less laws has been reduced to 39 
per cent, and not more. Therefore 
we are a powerful united opposition. 
The people who support us are in 
the majority in the countryside, 
and a section of them is waiting 
outside the Assembly. They want 
to meet the Chief Minister, the per- 
petrator of this lawlessness, the 
slayer of democracy in West Bengal, 
but he does not have the courage 
to go and meet them, and, on the 
contrary, sitting there smugly he 
says.- ^I shall create new tradi- 
tions.’ Yet these are no new tra- 
ditions. These traditions have 
already been created for our Chief 
Minister, by the nitlers and Mus- 
solinis and Chiang Kaisheks who 
no longer strut about the stage 
of history. When the ruling 
clique resorts to such measures, it 
shows not its strength but its 
weakness. If the ruling authorities 
thought that they were powerful, 
that the people were behind them, 
would they have asked the Assemb- 
ly to vote such autocratic laws for 
them? If they had this influence 
and authority for any danger that 
might overtake this* State, they 
would appeal to the Tribune of the 
people, but can these gentlemen 
sitting opposite occupying Ministe- 
rial Benches appeal to the people 
and use this House as the Tribune 
of the people? No, they cannot. It 
is impossible for them to do so. 
Therefore, because they represent

► the minority, in fear and panic 
they come before the country, they 
come before us, so that special 
powers might be given to them. 
Because they have no influence, 
because they know that their 
influence is waning, therefore they 
come to us and say: “We must 
guard ourselves by means of law- 
less laws. There is no other way 
by which we can save ourselves— 
our Ministers and our Govern- 
ment.” In 1947 the people did 
not know, but at least the Congress 
Government knew what had taken 
place. They knew what the 
Mountbatten Award was. They 
knew what a great tragic betrayal 
had taken place in India. There- 
fore soon after they had been put 
into power by the British authori- 
ties, they took upon themselves the 
laws which we used to call lawless 
laws from the British Government, 
because they knew that sooner or 
later, sooner rather than later they 
would have to resort to these very 
law's in order to suppress the people. 
They knew that not for long will the 
people glory in the new liberty 
which they were supposed to have 
won. The Congress Government 
knew- that the people would under- 
stand within a few- months prob- 
ably what has taken place, and 
the people would understand that 
here was a Government w-hich we 
thought was our Government, but 
this Government is a Government 
of landlords and big financiers and 
black-marketeers. Therefore, this 
Government thought that they would 
have to suppress the people. But 
how to suppress the people without 
such lawless laws, without stifling 
their liberty? Therefore soon after 
the Congress Government came to 
power, they brought forward such 
Bills and such Acts. The Chief 
Minister today in placing this Bill 
before us tells us casually that 
today the situation is not as bad as 
it used to be. He tells us that poli- 
tical parties have today made up 
their mind to act constitutionally. 
Sir, this sort of hypocritical speech 
I have heard hundreds of times from 
the Congress Ministry. I would 
like the Chief Minister to state when 
was it, at what point, in 1947 or in 
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1948, the political parties attacked 
the Congress Government to which 
4fe is referring? When was it that the 
other political parties took upon 
themselves to act unconstitutionally 
and illegally? In 1947 and 1948 
before the West Bengal Security Act 
was passed in the true tradition of 
Anderson and Tegnrt, will the Chief 
Minister give me a single instance of 
any political party including the 
Communist Party of India, to 
which he often refers, having used 
force towards the Government or 
having used violence against the 
Government ? It is the Government 
which provoked Lawlessness, it is 
the Government which provoked 
anarchy, it is the Government which 
provoked violence in the State of 
West Bengal. If the Chief 
Minister can give me a single ins- 
tance before the West Bengal Secu- 
rity Act was passed when political 
parties took some other stand or 
acted in some other manner I do 
not say even leaders of political 
parties, hut political parties as such 
— even a single member of any 
political party having acted in the 
manner that the Chief Minister 
claims we acted, and therefore such 
powers became necessary, then I 
shall give him those powers. The 
Chief Minister, if he did not speak in 
these terms, in these hvpocritical 
terms, then, as I said, be would 
not have told us that the political 
parties have changed. I say, Sir, 
that such powers were never neces- 
sary. There was no point of time 
when such powers were necessary. 
And why? I shall go into that later. 
But I do not agree that it was ever 
necessary, and that is our main 
contention. But we know that 
there is a reason why this Act is 
being brought forward. Dt. Roy 
tells us “We have acted judicial- 
ly.” The atmosphere is peaceful 
and quiet in the State of West 
Bengal, both in the city and in the 
villages and in the countryside. 
People therefore sometimes ask 
us “Why is it necessary? 
Why do you people think 
that the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment by bringing forward such 
a Bill is trying to extend the life 
of this Act?” There is a reason, and 
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that is what I would like to plao^ 
before you. 

[5-20 — 5-45 p.m.] 

This reason at no time was 
placed before the people. Some of 
us from this side of the House 
tried to argue, tried to convince 
members sitting opposite, that the 
reason was someth mg else, that the 
reality was something else, for the 
promulgation of such lawless laws. 
But we could not convince the 
members sitting opposite. 

In the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons of this small Bill, which is 
before us, it is most surprising to 
find, Sir, if you read it, that 
nothing has been mentioned. No 
reason has been given in print as 
to why this Bill is being brought 
before the House. Usually in the 
Statement of Objects and Reasons, 
reasons are given, howeveT small 
those reasons be, or however big 
those reasons be. But this a Bill in 
which I do not find 
anywhere mentioned as to why this 
Bill is necessary. The Chief 
Minister, Dr. B. C. Roy, merely 
tells us from his olympian heights 
that it is necessary and because the 
Chief Minister says so the people 
must accept it. I ask the Chief 
Minister to treat the people and 
the Opposition a little more decent- 
ly and not in the manner, in the 
high-handed manner to which he is 
used, no should remember that 
he is not to treat us as he treats 
with some people who like 
to hear his voice and not protest 
about anything on the face of the 
earth. Sir, if there was any such 
reason then I would have under- 
stood. The West Bengal’s case is 
extremely weak and therefore no 
reason is adduced. I thought over 
the reasons and I was jotting down 
a few* points, and I thought that if 
the Statement of Objects and 
Reasons were to be truthful, then 
it would be worded somewhat like 
this. The Congress Goffrrnment 
having come to power 4 through 
betrayal of the people and being 
pledged to the protection of British 
and other vested interests needed 
special lawless acts for suppressing 


democracy and the movement of 
the people. Now in order to 
buttress its rule and to impose 
heavier burdens on the people, to 
enhance taxes, to despoil our 
national industries, to help in 
spreading unemployment, to pre- 
serve the profits of the British and 
other foreign and Indian mono- 
polists, such a legislation is urgent. 
Last but not least, American loans 
being meant for suppressing com- 
munism, undemocratic legislation 
is the basic condition for the grant 
of such loans. Therefore, now 
that only 39 per cent, of the people 
have voted for the Congress Gov- 
ernment (Question from Govern- 
ment Benches) such powers are 
needed more than ever. If this 
was written in the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons it would have 
been a fairly faithful (Dr. Bidhan 
Chandra Roy: Funny!) reason 

for bringing this Bill and we 
would have understood, the demo- 
cratic people outside would have 
understood. Sir, w r hat I say is 
true and I shall go into a few facts 
to show that what I ain saying now 
is true. Before I do so, I shall 
remind you, Sir, that in 1948 
when this Bill was brought before 
us, I, from this side of the House, 
on behalf of my party, with all the 
emphasis at my command, tried to 
oint, out that this Bill w r as being 
rought to suppress the Opposition 
Parties, to suppress the peoples’ 
democratic movements, the peoples’ 
movements for bread and liberty. 
But at that time I could not make 
anybody sitting opposite understand 
this factor. We were told at 
that time by the Ministers 
and the Irovemment that 
there was some other reason and 
they raised the bogey of com- 
munalism. They said it was not 
even to suppress communism that 
such a Bill was being brought but 
communalism. When they brought 
forward that, then the second 
argument they gave was that 
during the war a lot of unauthoris- 
ed arms had been taken possession 
of by goondm and anti-social 
elements. Therefore, in order to 
suppress those goondas and anti- 
social elements such powers were 
necessary and they also, together 
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with that, told us that the move- 
ment of certain essential goods was 
necessary for the safety of the 
people of the State. We tried to 
point out that there was at that 
time already an Act by which 
goondas could be suppressed. We 
told them that there was already an 
Act, the Arms Act, under which 
such people could be prosecuted. 
We told them that there were 
other legislations, no end of 
legislations left over by the 
British, which could be utilised by 
+he Congress Government. But 
then they would not listen. But 
as three or four years’ experience 
has shown us we were right and 
the,\ were wrong. We were speak- 
ing the truth and they were trying 
to hoodwink the people, trying to 
mislead them. Sir, since 1948 till 
today I would like to know on how’ 
many occasions has this Act, the 
West Bengal Security Act, as it 
then stood, on how many occasions 
was it used against goondas? On 
a previous occasion I remember I 
told the Congress Government that 
if they wanted to suppress goondas, 
then they would be behaving 
differently because we know' that in 
certain cases which came up before 
the High Court, there were certain 
influential people inside the Gov- 
ernment, i ertain Ministers also 
who look after these goondas , who 
are connected with these people who 
are in possession of arms. I know 
that such arms have also been used 
against the democratic people as 
they have l>een used to loot banks, 
as they have been used for other 
purposes. But when these goondas 
served the purposes of the West 
Bengal Government and the 
Ministers, then nothing happened 
— nobody rounded them up. We 
know when arms were found, an 
arms dump was found, even near 
Dr. Roy’s house in Wellington 
Street, nothing happened to these 
people — nothing could have happen- 
ed bepause there could not be any 
evidence against people who are 
being kept on the pay given to 
them by the Ministers and other 
influential peonle in the Congress 
Government. Sir, we also tried to 
point out that if you* wanted to 
suppress goondas, if you wanted to 
16 


suppress people who are using 
arms, to loot banks and other 
institutions like these, then the 
Congress Government and its police 
force would act differently. The 
other day when a question was put 
to Dr. B. C. Roy as the Home 
Minister whether he was aware that 
the Communist Party’s office w r as 
being watched day and night, 
whether he was uwure that some of 
us were even now being followed up 
by people belonging to the Intelli- 
gence Branch and Special Branch 

Mr. Speaker: Well, Mr. Basu, 
do you want to continue ? If so, 
you may continue after the 
adjournment . 

8j. Jyoti Basu: All right. Sir. 

(At this stage the House was ad- 
journed for lb minutes.) 

(After adjournment.) 

f5-4b— -b-bb p.m. ) 

8J. Jyoti Basu: Sir, the mover 
of the Bill is not here it seems. 

Mr. 8peaker: Is there any 
Deputy Minister here? 

8j. Debendra Chandra Day: 

The Chief Whip is here. Tne 
Chief Minister is coming. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: I want the 
Chief Mi n inter. 

Mr, Speaker: He is coming. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: r t is difficult to 
speak in his absence, especially 
when the Chief Minister holds 
almost all the portfolios of this 
Government. Since you have sent 
for him and he is coming I shall 
speak . 

I was trying to give examjiles. 
If really they wanted to suppress 
dacoitn and robbers, then the Gov- 
ernment would not have acted in 
the manner that it has. I had 
given the example of the Police 
force, the Intelligence Branch and 
other departments being busy with 
Communists and other Leftists who 
are against the Congress Govern- 
ment instead of looking after the 
dacoits and robbers. About three 
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weeks or so back when the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party 
was meeting in session in Calcutta 
there were about a hundred or more 
C.I.D. people standing there, 
watching people coming in and 
going out, day after day. It went 
on for ten days. We thought at 
that time that if these people were 
really employed in looking after 
the safety of society and the 
stability of the State, as the Gov- 
ernment says, then it would have 
been better, and if the Government 
bad proved its bona fidrs in this 
manner, we would have given 
Government such power because 
daeoities are taking place. But 
then we say you do not need power 
to stop them. You need a proper 
approach. 1 am told that this 
morning there was a police parade 
in which TTis Excellency the 
Governor spoke — I suppose, on 
behalf of the Government — and in 
making that speech — Sir, the Chief 
Minister is not here still — His 
Excellency said that certain 
measures were being passed by the 
West Bengal Government. He 
told the Policemen that there are 
certain people who are opposed to 
such special measures and he warn- 
ed those' people who are opposed to 
the special measures that if they 
are violent then the Police will also 
use violence against them. I 
wonder if the head of the State 
speaks in that manner as 
a represent alive of the West 
Bengal Government, then what 
would happen to law and order in 
this State of West Bengal. M\ 
point is, as I was saying, that it is 
the Government which provokes. 
It is not the people who resort to 
violence in the first instance. But 
sometimes T admit that it does 
happen that when the Government 
uses leonine violence, the people in 
self-defence do have to prevent the 
Police from killing people 
and then the Government reports 
an incident has taken - place 
I can give you dozens of instances 
where our people have been shot 
down; within the last five years in 
West Bengal 45 women have been 
lhot down by the West Bengal 


Government. I ask you, Sir, if we 
have used violence, how many 
policemen have been killed? How 
many people have people killed? 
You will hardly get a few T instances. 
Therefore, violence always comes 
from the side of the Government. 
Lawlessness comes from the side of 
the Government, not from the side 
of the struggling people. Second- 
ly, day before yesterday we were 
surprised to get a report that in 
Writers’ Buildings itself money 
was looted from their treasury in 
peculiar circumstances, but the 
West Bengal Government cannot 
do anything about it. They could 
not trace who has done it. Banks 
are looted in broad daylight. From 
the Treasury or secret places money 
is taken away and nobody knows 
who has taken it. This is the sort 
of safety and stability of the people 
of ihc State which the West Bengal 
Government is ensuring. There- 
fore, 1 say that it is hypocritical to 
sav that they need this legislation 
in order to stop dacoits and 
robbers. 

[5-55 — G-5 p.m.] 

Secondly, Sir, with regard to 
black-marketeers, the Chief Minis- 
ter has told us that action has been 
taken against two or three black- 
marketeers in the State of West 
Bengal. It is an extremely serious 
statement that the Chief Minister 
has made because we know as well 
as the Chief Minister does that 
around him and near him there are 
hundreds of black-marketeers, 
hundreds of people lio evade taxes 
of tbe Government. It is not what 
I am saying, it is what the India 
Government has told us, the West 
Bengal Governmeut has told us, 
but not even their names are pub- 
lished because they are big people 
occupying big position. When 
have you used your powers against 
them, I ask, against people who 
evade taxes — income-tax, sales tax 
and all sorts of taxes? I am sure 
if we go into the history of these 
people, two or three people who are 
there in the prison, we shall see 
they arc not topmost black- 
marketeers hut some people lower 
down. The West Bengal Govern- 
ment in order to hoodwink the 
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people, to delude the people, have 
arrested them as black-marketeers 
and have put them in prison or have 
restricted their movements. 

I found in one place in the 
principal Act which we are asked 
to extend today that there is a pro- 
vision whereby if black-marketeers 
store some essential goods — food or 
some such thing — and do not give 
them to the Government, then the 
Government have the power to 
prosecute them under this Act — in 
an explanation it is there which 1 
shall refer to later. But T remem- 
ber when the Central Minister 
Mr. Kidwai was here (I 
believe he is here today also) 
we had a discussion in 
Dr. Boy's house and when I told 
the Chief Minister that there were 
hundreds of such big hoarders and 
profiteers who uero hoarding 
people’s food “why can’t you go 
and get that hoard out”, the Chief 
Minister said, “Have I the 
powers?” There was an l.C.S. 
officer there whose name we did not 
know. He said, “Yes, Sir, you 
have the powers.” I told the 
Chief Minister “You will never 
exercise this power. How can 
you ? They are your friends; you 
eat and drink with them, you sit 
with them in one fable; how can 
>on arrest them, how can you 
dehoard their goods?” The 
Hon’ble Mr. Kidwai said “If you 
do not have powers I shall give 
ou powers”. The Chief Minister 
ad not fling to say. But mv 
point is never have I seen this 
West Bengal Security Act being 
used against the enemies of the 
people, enemies of the State who 
board jieople’s food, the big jote- 
dars, the big landlords. When I 
was in the Presidency Jail I had 
seen women who were jailed, 
women who had two or three seeis 
of rice were jailed because they were 
told, these poor women who knew 
nothing about these law's were told 
that they were black-marketeers, 
that they were contravening 
certain sections of certain laws. I 
have seen that but never against 
the bigger ones. Therefore I say, 
Sir, that such Acts are not necessary 
at least for this purpose which the 
Government said it is necessary 


BiU 

for. On the other hand, Sir, the 
point which we have been making 
out time and again, year after year, 
whenever this Act has come for 
extension (of course in 1950 I was 
not here because the Chief Minister 
thought it fit to keep me in deten- 
tion without trial and therefore I 
could not participate in the discus- 
sions which were going on on the 
extension of the West, Bengal 
Security Act). Later fortunately of 
course the High Court Judge 
released mo, but still at that 
time I could not discuss this 
thing, but foda\ again 1 repeat 
these powers are necessary by this 
Government of West Bengal to be 
1,s!< *fl against us, against parties 
which are against thq Government, 
against democrats and the parties 
ot the left who have made it their 
business to see that this Govern- 
ment ‘'hall be defeated before the 
people. We have seen, Sir, 
because this legislation was there, 
when Congress came before the 
people it, was through such legisla- 
tion the Chief Minister lias refer- 
red to the Preventive Detention 
Act also — it, was through such 
legislation— Preventive Detention 
Act and the Security Act, —that 
they came before the people when 
we, fheir opponents, were in jail 
detained without trial, and if the 
t liief Minister has bis list — lie will 
set* that it is a long list where these 
powers were used against political 
parties, against their opponents, 
against people in the opposition to 
the Government, opposition to the 
Congress. Therefore T say, Sir, it 
is with some other objective in view 
and not the objective which the 
Chief Minister makes out that this 
Bill is brought. 

Mr. Speaker: How long will 
you take? 

8j. Jyoti Basu: I shall take 
half an hour more. 

Mr, 8peaker: You have already 
taken half an hour. Please try to 
be short. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: It is impossible. 
You know these powers are going 
to be used against us. So at least 
in this matter you should let u* 
speak. 
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Mr. Speaker: I have given you 
already half an hour. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: I tell you this 
as 1 told the previous gentleman 
who brought this Bill for the first 
time that it will be used against us 
as it was used against us because 
despite all the assurances that we 
one fine morning at 4 a.m. I 
was pulled out from my bed, I do 
not know why up to today. I saw 
the ex-Chief Minister walk- 
ing about Gariahata Road 
when 1 was taken away in the 
police jeep to be detained without 
trial for three months until the 
High Court Judge who is now the 
Chief Justice released me. So I 
have a right to speak as long as I 
want to speak; you will forbear 
with me and give me this time. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes, I have given 
you. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: In any case you 
are not finishing this Bill today; 
so why cut down the time today? 
And we have to speak for long 
because T had expected that the 
Chief Minister even today while he 
got up would have the courage to 
luce the people truthfully, people 
who aie standing outside and 
throughout West Bengal, who are 
watching what we are doing here, 
and tell them, as he should tell us, 
why be needed those powers. He 
did not. Tf be had told us plainly 
and simply one would have under- 
stood. Therefore, Sir, as I have 
said, we have to explain all points 
of view with regard to this Act. 

Now, Sir, the alleged purpose of 
this Act is very clearly stated in 
the Preamble of the Act. T shall 
go through tins for a little while. 
It says, “Prevention of illegal 
acquisition, possession or use of 
arms, the suppression of subversive 
movemeuts endangering communal 
harmony or the safety or stability 
of the State and the suppression of 
goondua and for maintaining 
supplies and services essential to 
the life of the community . 99 Now, 
Sir, I have proved that for the pre- 
vention of illegal acquisition and 
use and possession of arms such 
powers are not needed. If this 
Act was Teally meant for that,

then the Government would have 
acted under this Act to prevent 
such things. Have they done itP 
On the contrary all these goondas 
seem to be friends of policemen and 
people high up in the Government 
and of the Ministers also. Second- 
ly, Sir, in 1 950 there was a riot in 
West Bengal. I ask the West 
Bengal Chief Minister, how many 
times did he use these powers in 
order to bring about communal 
harmony? He will not give me 
many figures because he knows that 
there are no figures for that. Com- 
munal harmony can be brought 
about not by laws but by going to 
the people — Hindus and Mussal- 
mans, sending out the Ministers to 
go and meet the people so that the 
people themselves will preserve 
communal harmony. 

[6-5 — 6-15 p.m.] 

It is not by legislation, it is not by 
policemen that you can maintain 
communal harmony. 

Thirdly, “for maintenance of sup- 
plies and services essential to the 
life of the community. ” I ask on 
how many occasions has really this 
power been used for this purpose — 
maintenance of supplies and services 
essential to the life of the com- 
munity. Therefore I have given 
an amendment. I do not know 
whether you will allow me, 
to move it. but if the pur- 
pose was really so they would 
not have talked of the safety 
and stability of the State. Then the 
Government would not have talked 
about maintenance of supplies and 
services essential to the life of the 
community. They could have 
stopped at communal harmony and 
brought forward such an Act. 
Why talk about the safety and 
stability of the State? The Chief 
Minister himself talks about certain 
mysterious things which I have 
not been able to understand. The 
Chief Minister said : “There is 
peace and quiet inside West 
Bengal” as well as outside, I 
suppose, but he felt that at some 
future date something might 
happen. What is it? Take ns 
into confidence and tell ns. If the 
Chief Minister thinks that the 
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State is going to be attacked from 
anywhere then such powers will 
not help him, he would just have 
to ring up the President of the 
Indian Republic to proclaim an 
emergency and call upon the 
people to defend the State of West 
Bengal or India, and the patriotic 
section of West Bengal and India 
will answer that call. Therefore 
1 say that it is sheer mockery, it is 
hypocrisy to sav that such an Act 
is necessary in order to preserve 
the safety and stability of the 
State. On the contrary, I find 
that by including the words 
“safety and stability of the State” 
or “maintenance of supplies and 
services essential to the life of the 
community” everything under tlw 
sun has been covered. Through 
this as I have pointed out on an 
earlier occasion in an earlier House 
it would be the easiest thing to 
suppress trade union movements, 
kififiu movement, movements of the 
students, teachers and exploited 
people in general; and. Sir, that 
what 1 say is true can be proved. 

I won't give many examples, but 
it cun be proved from the working 
of the Act since 1 1148 till today or 
till the end of HK>2; and with this 
Act therefore is associated the tears 
and sighs of many of our jieople 
and hungry millions. We have 
seen in the 24-Parganas, in Midna- 
pore the homes and hearths of 
remans being broken up by the 
police, their mothers and sisters 
insulted and dishonoured under 
this Aet. Therefore, never can we 
on this side of the House vote for 
such an infamous Act. Sir. in one 
place to which the Chief Minister 
referred one of the purposes of the 
Act is to declare an area a protect- 
ed area. I remember, Sir, with 
indignation only a few days back 
when the Chief Minister was asked 
by somebody on this side of the 
House why was it and for what 
purpose the Chittaranjan Work- 
shop area was declared a protected 
area, the Chief Minister in his 
usual way from his usual height 
and contempt of the people and 
members of this side of the House 
replied : “in order to prevent 
foreign agents from committing 
acts of sabotage and for some other 


reasons.’ * To the Chief Minister I 
say that if this is really true, then 
how is it that we find in Chitta- 
ranjan American engineers, British 
engineers, given the fullest liberty to 
work and walk about the streets of 
Chittaranjan. But we do not find the 
same liberty being given to the work- 
ers at Chittaranjan, our fellowmen, 
Indians. How is it that they can- 
not even carry on their normal 
trade union aeti\itios in Chitta- 
ranjan area? The Chief Minister, 
in order to buttress his point, even 
came out with what was not a fact 
that in Kharagpur and Knnchra* 
para the workshops there were also 
protected areas. I may tell you 
that e\en in those workshop areas 
sin*h restrictions are not there. 
1 beret ore. Sir, as I was saying, 
this Act is not necessary in order 
to prevent sabotage. The Congress 
(ioxernment speak of sabotage by 
toi eign agents. What is the secret 
which is still there and which 
belongs to the Congress (lovern- 
meiit, whirl) the British and 
Americans do not know. Your 
mmy , youi navy, everything is 
dominated by the British. Even 
the Intelligence Branch work which 
is earned on in the Army and Navy 
is done by the Biitish, and these 
gentlemen yet talk about secrets 
being preserved. Sir, I sav if there 
is si n \ area which is a military 
area, protect it by all means. T)o 
not let anybody enter that area. 
Do not let people take photograph*. 
One can understand that. Does 
this Act provide for that? Does 
this Act speak about the military 
area? It, only says “(Jovernment 
will declare any area it wishes to be 
protected area” and of course the 
words of Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy 
is law and will be law. This is 
the Act. Therefore, I sav, Sir, 
that these provisions are absolutely 
unnecessary. I sav, on the con- 
trary, that these provisions are 
there in order to suppress the demo- 
cratic movements, in order to 
suppress the trade union rights and 
liberties of the Indian working 
classes, of the working classes of 
West Bengal. Sir, today I shall 
only mention another general thing 
which has come to my mind, which 
I have of course mentioned earlier, 
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but received no reply on earlier 
occasions. Therefore, I would 
refer you to the definition in this 
Act of “subversive act”. As in 
the preamble I have stated that it 
is so comprehensive that it covers 
everything. The word “subversive 
act” covers everything under the 
suu. Under it communal harmony 
comes, safety and stability of the 
State comes, corrosive substances, 
further the activities of the 
goonda. s‘, prejudice the recruiting 
of, etc., everything comes. Any- 
thing is covered by this. If tne 
purpose of this Bill was really 
what the Chief Minister makes out 
its purpose to be, then I would 
have thought that the definition of 
“subversive act” would not be so 
comprehensive. On the contrary, 
if anybody was to lie prosecuted 
under this Act under the present 
definition of the word “subversive 
Act,” to further the activities of 
ff oo7k 1 as, then some of the Ministers 
should by now have been prosecut- 
ed. But this has not been done. 
Yes, wc know the case of Sri Ram 
Chatlerjee. We know the case was 
oing on and how the Ministers 
elped him when he was with the 
Ministers, hut I do not want to go 
into details of those examples. I 
can only cite this case. The 
Hon’ble Minister Kalipada 
Mukherjee knows how the people 
from his locality shot at the youth 
who were attending the youth con- 
ference which was taking place in 
Calcutta and killed one of our 
fellow comrades. But, Sir, T do 
not want to go into those details. 
What I say is this that if tlies^ 
powers are necessary, why talk 
about safety and stability of the 
State, why talk about impede, 
delay or restrict any means of 
transport or locomotion necessary 
for the supply or distribution of any 
essential commodity. Under the 
Act the trade union activities 
have been stopped and we 
know will be stopped in future. 
We know that a section which 
deals with the externment of people 
or internment of people has been 
used against the electrical workers 
and others. If the Chief Minister 


looks up bis file, be will 
find it was tbe electric 
workers, some of tbe gas 
workers and others who bave been 
externed from Calcutta and not the 
black-marketeers and people like 
them. Tbe political people, tbe 
trade union people — it is those 
people against whom those sections 
have been used. Therefore, Sir, 
my general point is that every 
section of this Act so far has been 
used against tbe political opponents 
of tbe Congress regime. And at 
that time four year* back when he 
talked about these things, people 
could not have understood them 
properly, because some of them 
stilt bad illusions about the 
Congress Government. At least 
some people used to think that the 
Congress Ministers at least would 
not talk about things which they 
did not mean. But today for- 
tunately for us and unfortunately 
for the Ministers, the people have 
understood the working of the Act 
— as to against whom this Act will 
he used. Therefore, Sir. 1 once 
again ask those who have brought 
forward this Act to he placed 
before the Assembly to hear the 
voice of the people. T once again 
ask them to hear the marching feet 
of the people.

Neither the despotic rulers nor 
their jack-hooted minions who with 
arms in hand have stopped the 
procession which has come outside, 
can stop democracy’s onward 
march. Sir, we on this side of the 
House shall never, for any tradi- 
tion. shed tears for the traitors and 
tyrants in our country, he they 
British, be they Indian. We shall 
never respect and pay them 
homage, dead or alive. These 
tyrants are to us the Mirzafars and 
Oomichands of the old days and 
they will always remain so. But, 
Sir, if there is any tear to he spar- 
ed, if there is any sigh to he spared, 
it shall he spared for our country- 
men ami women and children in 
the cities, towns and villages of 
West Bengal, who have been shot 
down by the orders of ladies and 
gentlemen occupying Ministerial 
benches. (Shame, shame from 
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Opposition Benches.) Therefore, 
Sir, I say that, as long* as we are 
here, it would be impossible for us 
to give our vote for this foul Act of 
the Congress Government. Sir, I 
know the Chief Minister will not 
listen to reason; he does not under- 
stand reason. Tyrants and despots 
throughout the world have acted in 
this manner before, and tyrants and 
despots will continue to act in this 
manner. But the people also are 
on the move. I ask him to read the 
signs on the wall. I tell him that 
the saint 1 fate that befell all tyrants 
and despots will befall him 
and these foot-liekers, who are 
around him and support him. J 
know that in his own party there 
are some people who, tiiough they 
have to vote with the party, are 
thinking along these lines. 
Already the Congress has seen what 
a mess they have made of their 
vi hole regime. We aLo heard 
recently from even Pandit 
Jawaharlal Nehru, the President of 
the Congress, during its last 
session, how they the Congressmen 
even falsified their own votes, 
falsified votes to the extent of 20 
lakhs in our State. I have never 
heard of such a thing about any 
party. I have never heard of any 
such thirur of a party carrying on the 
Government. What morals do they 
have!' But I shall not speak 
of morality to people who 
will not accept morality. Those 
ladies and gentlemen are complete- 
ly devoid of all morality. There- 
fore I sav : Listen to the voice of 
reason. 1 speak to you in terms of 
reality. Therefore 1 say, Sir, to-day 
is your fiist defeat. It shows your 
panic. It shows the spectre of demo- 
cracy that is haunting you. They are 
the }>eople, the democrats who are 
sitting there outside, and it will be 
they who will have the last word — 
not these gentlemen, and the 
nasty smile on their face will be 
wiped out for ever. Sir, he who 
laughs last will laugh the best, I 
am sure of that. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes, Mr, Charu 
Chandra Bhandari. But I will tell 
you one thing. As you know, it is 
the privilege of the Opposition to 
initiate the debate and the Leader 


of the Opposition has already 
spoken at length. As the time at 
our disposal is short and as there 
are other speakers who want to 
speak, I hope you will be as short 
as possible covering new T ground 
and not repeat what the previous 
members had already said.

Dr. 8rikumar Banerjee: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, before 1 enter into 
the <li*iciis<ion of this Bill, T should 
like to make au apj>eal to you. This, 
Sir, is an exceptional measure 
which has been flunt» upon this 
House without any desire on the 
part of the preat mass of the people. 
This has brought violent com- 
motion into what has been a peace- 
ful, serene atmosphere. This has 
interrupted the equable flow of the 
debate. This has introduced a 
passion into the minds of the 
speakers which must have an outlet. 
Sir, this is not a normal measure 
which oufrht to be regulated accord- 
ing to the ordinary canons of con- 
ducting business here. When pas- 
sions are running high, when winds 
blow loud, when the normal barriers 
are transcended, then, *Sir, you 


require to guide the deliberations 
of the House with a certain atten- 
tion to the feelings of the members 
who have a grievance against the 
measure. I should, therefore, 
appeal to you that you should not 
measure events ot histoiy by the 
nanow \ardstick that measuie.s our 
petty domestic concerns and you 
should allow a greater latitude in 
point of time to those speakcis who 
leel that the i undo meat a 1 rights of 
tile people are being violated b\ the 
introduetion of this uncalled for, 
obnoxious measure. 

Mr. Speaker .* That lias been done. 
During these two days 1(> members 
have spoken and today aUo they are 
speaking. I think i lia\e leiipro- 
eated it — you ought to have realis- 
ed it. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: May 1 

lemind you. Sir, what imidents 
took place in otliei places v May I 
lemind \ou that when icpiosive 
measures were introduced in the 
Central Leg islatuie, Mr. Satvamurti 
of the Congress Party spoke tor 
eight lion is (A von i i hum thk 
Com, ius.s IlkMHis: That was a 
foreign rule.) Thai is .ill the more 
reason Thai is .in example for us 
to follow that in the Central Legis- 
lature when a repress! \ c measure 
was on the anvil, Mi. Sat\amurti of 
the Congres.s Party was allowed to 
speak for eight hours without any 
break. 

Mr. Speaker: You goon with vour 
speech. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: There- 
fore, I say that \ou ought to relax 
the rigidity of the rule in this parti- 
cular case and the delay is entirely 
the responsibility of the tb>\ moment 
who brought up a measure which is 
not wanted by the countless millions 
of people. 

Mr. Speaker: Dr. Banerjee, you 
have referred to Mr. Satvamurti. 
You ought to know that this House 
is more lenient compared to the 
Centre. There is definitely a time 
allocation in the Central Parlia- 
ment. If I enforce that in this 
House, I think there will be an end 
of unlimited speeches. 
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Dr* Srikumar Banerjee: I fully 
appreciate your kindness. At the 
same time, I should crave your in- 
dulgence to regulate the debate in 
such a way that the feelings of the 
members find proper outlet. 

Mr. 8peaker: Certainly. 

Or. Srikumar Banerjee: Then I 

have got. to make an appeal to the 
friends of the Opposition groups, 
This is a very serious and grave 
crisis in the history of the nation 
and this is not an occasion for cheap 
ebullition of feelings. Sir, 
excitement is not the proper 
attitude with which we ought 
to greet this measure. We ought to 
greet this measure with a grim 
seriousness of purpose. (Interrup- 
tions.) Sir, let my friends of the 
Congress I'aity enjoy their self- 
coni f dace icv by indulging in cheap 
sneers, hut 1 should appeal to my 
friends <d the Opposition not to 
reciprocate them. 1 should, there- 
fore, like to sav and I should appeal 
to my friends of the Opposition 
groups that we must deal with this 
mattei in a spirit of becoming* 
gravity. We must fully realise that 
we have got to fight this to the last 
point and let ns not exhaust our 
feelings, let us not exhaust our 
capacity tor action by throwing 
challenge^ and counter-challenges 
on the tioor of the House which do 
not affect the real matter. After all. 
Sir, we have got a tremendous 
responsibility to the people of this 
country for if the truth has got to 
he told, it is we who have put 
the Congress in power — not the 
people of the State. The people of 
the Ki.itc ga\e an unequivocal 
verdict that they did not want the 
Congress rule to be perpetuated, 
but, Sir, it is we who have placed 
the Congress in power — we by our 
division, we by our failure to com- 
pose our differences, it is we who 
have put them in power. We, 
therefore, have got to make the 
necessary penance, we have got to 
go through the necessary ^elf-puri- 
fication We have made .ourselves 
the viol inis and the targets of this 
kind of legislation through our fail- 
ure to present a united front. Sir, 
let us oimose them with the onlv 


kind of argument which they can 
appreciate — the argument of a deci- 
sive defeat at the polls, the argu- 
ment which will wrest power from 
them, the argument with which we 
can mobilise public opinion and 
present a united front and make it 
impossible for them to scheme into 
power, to sneak into power, taking 
advantage of the division of the 
Opposition parties. Sir, the four 
blocks of the Opposition are the four 
solid pillars on which the stability 
of the Congress Ministry depends 
today. As soon as these four pillars 
will come together, the whole edifice 
will tumble down. (Interruption.) 
Let us wait and see. (Interruption.) 

Mr. Speaker: You go on. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: I am 

addressing through you the friends 
of the Opposition groups and it is no 
business of the Oongicss members to 
interrupt. 1 would gne them the 
monopoly of creating disturbance in 
this House so far as this issue is 
concerned . 

[4.40—4-50 p.m.] 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I shall now 
pioeeed with the consideration of the 
Hill. I had not flu* advantage of 
being piesent when the llon'hle 
Chief Minister presented this Bill 
and wanted 1o give it a three years’ 
longer lease of life. I read the sub- 
stance of his speech in the news- 
papers and there I scrutinised care- 
fully the new grounds on which 
thif> Bill is again presented to us. 
Sir, 1 am bound to say that 
the grounds advanced by 
the Chief Minister are very 
meagre and very disappointing. The 
Chief Minister has himself stated 
that only a very few ea*es have 
come under the purview of this new 
Act which is proposed to be extend- 
ed. He mentioned nine cases of 
which three were not approved by 
tlie Advisory Board. So, only six 
cases have come within the purview 
of this Act which is being rushed 
through in this House in defiance of 
public opinion and at the risk of 
precipitating a serious political 
crisis in the affairs of the State. If 
only six cases are covered by this 
Act. I would rather not proceed with 
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this Act, because there are many 
other Acts by which this handful 
of cases may be tackled. But in 
spite of everything we are told that 
it is absolutely necessary for the Act 
to be continued for a further lease 
of life. We have been told that 
every time such an Act comes before 
the House. Before we can be per- 
suaded about the reasonableness and 
about the absolute necessity for an 
Act like this we should be told 
exactly if the ordinary law of the 
land fails to deal with the kind of 
rases contemplated. We should be 
told definitely about the inadequacy 
of tlie ordinary provisions of law, 
and we should be given concrete 
examples and not mere hypothetical 
assumptions. We should be told 
how certain cases were defeated, 
because they were sought to be 
carried on through the machinery 
of the normal law. But we have 
been called upon to proceed only 
upon apprehension, upon ground- 
less fear. We have been told on the 
last occasion tjiat the promulgation 
of the Act would not be necessary, 
because by that time peace will 
return, for by that time the normal 
condition would be restored, that 
this was an Act really for an ab- 
normal occasion, and bv the time 
the normal condition came to he 
restored the perpetuation of such 
an Act would be absolutely un- 
necessary. But, Sir, it seems that 
abnormal times will always conti- 
nue, so far as the necessity for such 
an Act is concerned. The Govern- 
ment will not be lacking in excuse 
to plead that the situation is 
abnormal, and this kind of Act 
should be perpetuated. Sir, may I 
ask through you in all humility and 
in all seriousness how have the 
ordinary provisions of the law fail- 
ed to meet the position? What is the 
exceptional crisis that has arisen 
that the sentiments of the people are 
to be given a deep affront, that 
democracy is to be given a decent 
burial, that the feelings of the 
people are to be trampled rough- 
shod? A certain amount of passion 
has gathered round this Act. What- 
ever might have been th.8 necessity 


for its inauguration in the past, to- 
day there is not the faintest reason 
why the Act should be prolonged. 
Passions have gathered round this 
Act, deep emotions have followed 
the passage of this Bill and actual 
execution of this Bill. People have 
got to associate tills Bill with 
tyiauny, with lawle^ne^, with 
riding rough-shod over their 
feelings, and urn have seen un 
eloquent demonstration ot the tem- 
per ot the people that came to the 
Assembly House last evening. You 
cun very well say that that was a 
got-up organisation but, Sir, it 
requires a certain amount of feel- 
ing, a certain sense < > I grievance, 
a certain depth of affront, a con- 
sciousness ot insult, and a conscious- 
ness of danger before you can 
summon people to leave their peace* 
iul occupations, before \ou can call 
upon Jliem to conic to thi^ Assembly 
and remain there tor hunts together 
and brave all the ineoin eiuenees of 
a long wait. That, Sit. is a conclu- 
sive proof that the feelings of the 
peojde had been dceplx aroused. 
Such a law might have been neees- 
saiy on the part of an alien bureau- 
cracy, because. Sir, thus were an 
alien people in the midst of a 
hostile population. Thus had no 
means of judging of the line temper 
ot the people. They could not feed 
the pulse ot the people. Their 
attention was limited to the actual 
places where they lesided. They 
had no means of information, except 
what, was provided to them by their 
own tainted and interested agencies. 
But, Sir, after freedom has been 
attained, after we have got a Gov- 
ernment which is supposed to 
to represent the people it cannot 
be said that they are out of touch 
with popular feeling, they can- 
not fed the pulse of the 
people, they do not know what 
the people want; they do not know 
w hat danger confronts the State; 
they do not know what sort of 
remedy will be good enough for the 
distemper of the State. So, Sir, 
what might be necessary in the day 
of an alien bureaucracy is absolute- 
ly unnecessary in these days when 
we have a thousand and one sources 
of information, when you claim 
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[Dr. Srikumar Banerjee.] 
that you represent the people, when 
you know every secret of the under- 
ground movement that is being 
organised, when you have many 
sources of information open 
to you. Sir, over and 
above the police force of the (lov- 
ernnmnt. we have a large army of 
Depul.v Ministers and Parliamen- 
tary Secretaries; and the Chief 
Miniver in his apologia when 
introducing the Bill for the payment 
of salaries to this great and gallant 
army told us that they were for 
establishing mass contact, that they 
were for visiting the people and 
coining in contact with them, that 
they were for supervising the 
development plans. Sir, have any 
members of this large array of 
Deputy Ministers and Parlia- 
neiitaiy Secretaries brought any 
luthentie information to you that 
the Ktato is in a state* of turmoil ? 
[lave they brought any news that 
.hey expect a revolution Y Have 
bey communicated to you any dark 
md dismal tidings which you have 
rot to prevent even by trampling 
lown the cherished rights of 
lemocracy ? If no such information 
s available, why hurl this gratui- 
ou*> insult upon the people of the 
dater 1 Aftei all, they are your kith 
ml kin; after all \ou have been 
bulged with the duty of looking 
fter their interest and their wel- 
iire; and. Sir, you know that mv 
riemls believe that they are dis- 
h urging their obligation to you 
nd the people of the State’ by 
ringing in this kind of repressive 
•gislation which is not at all neces- 
ir\ tor safeguarding the interests 
the State* but would simply eon- 
ulsc the society, would cause 
riou> dislocation and would pro- 
ibly result in causing panic and 
rror to the countless millions, the 
'oph' of this State. Sir, the Chief 
inislcr interrupted a previous 
eakei in order to assure the House 
at this Art was not a legacy from 
►48. that this was a veritable 
fant having only three short years 
life behind it and proposing 
live only three years 
ore. He laid down 1950 as the 
rtk date of this Act. He took 


shelter under legal quibbles when 
he said that this Act had no legal 
precedent. It is perfectly true that 
this Act virtually was in existence 
in 1948. I here might be some minor 
change, there might be some change 
on minor provision, there might be 
some alteration here and there, there 
might have been new clauses and 
new safeguards, there might have 
been changes in drafting, but the 
spirit is there — eternal, immutable, 
dating back to the days of the alien 
bureaucracy. Therefore you have 
learnt nothing and ‘ forgotten 
nothing. As a proof of what I am 
sa>ing, r can show that the preamble 
is exactly identical with the Act 
which was passed in 1948. It is per- 
fectly true that a kind of division 
was effected between the Preventive 
Detention Act and the new Security 
Act. j he Preventive Detention Act 
was transferred to the Central 
sphere, but the persistence of the 
preamble is exactly in the same 
language making it abundantly 
clear beyond any possibility of 
falsification, beyond any legal 
quibble that it is the same Act the 
same cursed Act which has been 
dogging our footsteps since the days 
of the alien bureaucracy. 

[4-50 — 5 p.m.] 

Ami the present members of the 
Cabinet are the worthy descendants 
of f he bureaucracy which has left 
our shores It won’t do to say that 
the name has been changed or cer- 
tain provisions have been changed. 
Deeper than the name, deeper than 
the provisions, deeper than the 
verbal changes lies the eternal spirit 
of repression, the eternal spirit of 
distrust and suspicion of the people, 
the eternal desire to crush the 
spirit of liberty and to make the 
a uf hoi itarian influence felt all over 
the State. That is a truth which 
you can never deny. That is a truth 
which I would challenge any 
member of the other party to deny. 
Sir, let us submit the provisions of 
the Act to a more detailed survey. 
After all, there might be lurking 
dangers where we are not sufficient- 
ly alert. After all the members of 
the Cabinet are farsighted, have 
keener and sharper vision than flu* 
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members of the Opposition who are 
simply out to thwart the Govern- 
ment" who are out to obstruct the 
rijrht to govern on the part of the 
majority. Sir, to prevent the pos- 
sibility" of any such misapprehen- 
sion I should like to subject the 
provisions of the measure to a little 
more detailed scrutiny. The first 
point is prevention of subversive 
acts. Sir, may I enquire what sub- 
versive acts have been actually 
prevented ? May I enquire of the 
practical efficacy of the Act? Will 
the Thief Minister let ib know in 
course <d his reply to the debate how 
many intended acts of sabotage, 
how many intended subversive acts 
have been prevented by the magic 
application of this measure? Sir, it 
has pro\ed its absolute lack of 
efticae\ . It has proved singularly 
futile and intruct nous, lias it pre- 
vented any of the numerous 
robberies and daemties which have 
been pel petrated, which are being 
committed right in the citadel of the 
huream racy, right in the heart of 
the seat of the executive 
authority, right in the build- 
ings of the Secretariat? Has 
this Act enabled you to get hold 
of the ynonda* and to prevent the 
commission of such offences? I 
should like to leave, Sir, a catalogue 
from the Thief Minister as to the 
intended acts of subversive activities 
which have been prevented by the 
timely application of this measure. 

Then, Sir, the next is public 
safety and order. Here, Sir, we 
stand nn an entirely different foot- 
ing. I < an hold out an assurance, 
Sir, to the members of the Toneless 
Party that if public safety really 
comes to he in danger, if we are 
threatened by a foreign invasion, if 
a revolutionary movement is afoot, 
we shall be the first persons to 
suppoit any measure which will be 
calculated to preserve the integrity 
and safety of the State. (Sj. Ananda 
Gopal Mckhmubk: Thank you 
very mudt ) Sir, Bengal and India 
is as much my country as the 
country of my friends opposite and 
I am ashamed to think of such 
possibility where there may be a 
clash of interest so far as patriotic 
activities for the safety of the 


State are concerned between 
them and us (Sj. Ananda Gopal 
Mvkhkkjkf: because there are 

instances of that!. T would like to 
hear from the Chief Minister — not 
interjections from an irresponsible 
member. Irresponsible interjections 
in such matters may be avoided. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Is the 

member m order. Sir, in referring 
to another member of the House as 
an “irresponsible member"? 

Mr. Speaker: All members are 
responsible members and one 
member should not refer to another 
member as “an irresponsible 
member". 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: All right. 
Sir. But lie is not a member of 
the Cabinet and he is not supposed 
to have inside information. I 
should like to know, Sir, from any 
person who has the necessary in- 
formation — I forgot that he is a 
potential member of the Cabinet; 
he may have inside information. I 
withdraw my observations. He is 
<7 ww /-responsible if not fully res- 
ponsible. I would like to have from 
the Chief Minister a definite state- 
ment as to what acts have been 
avoided by the application of this 
measure. I was going to say, Sir, 
that we shall he the first persons to 
support any measure that may be 
necessary to preserve the safety of 
the State if a war comes to our 
doors, if an invasion threatens us, 
if a revolution is on its way, if 
internal security is seriously 
threatened. But, Sir, can you lay 
down a law in anticipation of such 
a catastrophe? Can you perpetuate 
the war atmosphere even in times 
of peace? It would la* time enough 
to pass an ordinance on the part of 
the Government when war threatens 
us, or when a serious commotion 
threatens us, but, Sir, it would be 
losing all sense of perspective, it 
would be losing all sense of propor- 
tion to perpetuate war atmosphere 
in a time of peaee, when you ought 
to be bent upon constructive efforts, 
when you ought to concentrate on 
efforts to improve the condition of 
the State, when you ought not to 
antagonise any party or group if it 
has legitimate grievances against 
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[Dr. Srikumar Banerjee.] 
the Government. Therefore, Sir, it 
is absolutely premature to bring 
forward an Act of this nature, an 
Act which is deeply resented, which 
has roused great provocation, 
which has roused explosive feel- 
ings in the minds of the people, in 
anticipation of the possibility of the 
outbreak of war when we shall all 
sail in the same boat and where per- 
haps party distinctions might be 
obliterated as they were obliterated 
in England and Europe. So, Sir, 
don’t take extra precautions. I 
should like to tell my friends of the 
opposite party not to take extra 
precaution. 

Then, Sir, about the control 
of processions and meetings, 
it is of the nature of an anti-climax 
from the revolutionary turmoils, 
from foreign wars, from menace 
of invasions. To talk of the control 
of processions and meetings sounds 
very much as an anti-climax 
and I am quite sure that that law 
must be bad which goes to such 
extremes, [f a law is necessary both 
for killing an elephant and for kil- 
ling a mosquito 1 doubt the efficacy 
of that law. If you really want a 
law to be in operation, a law to be 
justified, reserve it for the really 
serious activities. l)o not drag it 
down to ordinary levels, to ridiculous 
levels by abusing it for banning 
processions and meetings for which 
you have a thousand and one reme- 
dies. That very combination, Sir, 
is a proof that the law is not serious- 
ly meant. The law does not Berve 
tne purpose which it is intended to 
serve. But behind all its Preambles, 
behiud all its provisions, behind all 
its sanctimonious anxieties there is 
a deeper, a more sinister purpose 
which they would not like to see the 
light of the day. Then, Sir, access 
to certain places of military import- 
ance, that is also a part and parcel 
of the precautions which have to be 
taken during military outbreaks or 
during revolutionary turmoils and 
I don’t tliiuk that there would be 
any opposition on the • part 
of any responsible member from 
any Bide of the House.

Sir, every 
responsible political party must 
weigh and balauce the gains and 
losses.

What are your gains Sir? A 
possible protection agaiiM a prob- 
lematic danger which may or may 
not arise; a possible temptation to 
abuse the law — to run down your 
political opponents which may or 
may not be operative. These are 
the only gains that you propose. 
To counterbalance these gains, 
what are the losses? Sir, don’t 
you realise that you go down 
inestimably in the minds and the 
opinions of the people? Don’t 
you realise that it will make you un- 
popular for all time to come? Don’t 
you realise that your access to 
preventive measures — an extra- 
ordinary legislation in denial of the 
spirit of democracy — proves the 
weak and tottering hold you have 
on the affection of your people? 
Don’t you realise that a kind of 
evil odour — a kind of sinister odour 
—has gathered round this repres- 
sive Act, that this will dog you 
all the rest of your life? For a

great party like the Congress to 
indulge in such a short-sighted 
measure — to indulge in a measure 
which you can get passed 
today but which will be record- 
ed tomorrow as a measure 
to mortgage the future for the 
petty gain at the present moment ! 
Don't you realise that you will pay 
too heavy a price for passing this 
piece of legislation? Don't you 
realise that with the very pen with 
which you sign this infamous piece 
of law you are signing the death 
warrant of your party? I would 
appeal, particularly to' all those 
members of the Congress Party 
who have still a future before 
them — who still look forward 
bevond their petty present term ot 
five years— who feel that the affec- 
tion ot‘ the people and confidence 
in the people are much moie 
important than a petty victory on 
the floor of this Assembly— who 
realise that the destinies of milli- 
ons of people are entrusted to 
their care — who feel that the eyes 
of the civilised world are upon them 
to see how they act — how they are 
responsible to the people, to the 
people of the land — how they are 
carrying the cherished treasures of 
democracy. Don’t they realise 
that they are out to win a Pyrrhic 
victory? If they win this victory, 
they will certainly lose their soul; 
they will certainly mortgage the 
chances of their future; they will 
not certainly have the privilege of 
ruling over the State after the exhi- 
bition that they make of their 
attachment to the people, of their 
sense of responsibility. 

I have subjected the measure to 
a detailed analysis. I have tried 
to find out the potential dangers 
against which the measure seeks 
to safeguard the country. 1 have 
referred again and again to the 
assurances given by the sponsors 
of this measure that it was intend- 
ed to be a temporary Act; it was 
intended to tide over a temporary 
crisis. But, Sir, too many tempo- 
raries joined together make one 
eternal. If you go on extending the 
lease of life of this Act for three 
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years and again for the next three 
years, then it may he extended dowu 
to perpetuity. So you cannot plead 
that there is any imminent danger 
that threatens the State just now. 
On the conti ary the danger to the 
State has been precipitated by your 
bringing forward this measure. 
What was peaceful — what was 

serene — what was tranquil — 
has been deeply stirred, has 

been deeply moved. And if 
there is any discontent, if there is 
any outbreak, the responsibility 
will lie entirely on you. You have 
deliberately disturbed the peaoeful 
atmosphere prevailing in the State, 
and if there is any disturbance 
which this Act is supposed to pre- 
vent, the credit of bringing that 
disturbance into being will be 
yours — the responsibility will be 
jourv Again, 1 should appeal to 
the Chief Minister to make it 
perfectly clear to the Opposition us 
to why it i> ncressan tor him to 
proceed with tins Bill which, on 
his appio\ed showing, has not 
trauTsed much ground, has not 
done much good, has not prevented 
much crime, lias not stifled the 
potential seeds of danger. We 
shall come now to the record on 
which he relics. It lias done very 
little to deal with the real distem- 
pers of the country; it, simply 
provokes the people; it simply 
goads them to violence — it excites 
mob feelings. Why should you 
persist with this Bill? What gain 
do you get? What self-compla- 
cency should drive you to this 
criminal folly, 1 do not know. I 
hope, Sir, better sense will pre- 
vail. You will take the Opposition 
into your confidence. You will 
drop this measure. I can assure 
on the side of the Opposition that 
any measures that may he neces- 
sary for dealing with u real crisis 
and not a fancied crisis will have 
the unanimous support of all the 
members of the House who have 
the interest of the State at heart.

Speaker, Sir, with malice to none 
and regard for those who have 
logic in them I do support the 
resolution moved by the members 
on this side of the House for the 
circulation of this Bill. The Bill 
which should be called a black 
Bill suppresses the civil liberties 
and the fundamental rights which 
have been guaranteed by Consti- 
tution of India. Unfortunately, 
there is some provision in the Con- 
stitution whereby the State Legis- 
latures have been specially 
empowered to make such a law 
according to their sweet will for 
the perpetuation of tibeir rule^ in

their respective States. I would 
remind, Sir, that during the 


British regime we people including 
those who are now occupants of the 
Ministerial ga&i today had to 
face such sort of black Bills and 
even during war time we had to 
face in the name of defence of 
India the Defence of India Rules. 
At that time these leaders who are 
now in Government today opposed it 
tooth and nail and at the top of their 
voice guaranteed freedom to the 
people after attainment of Swaraj, 
but strange enough thodgh we 
have come down from white skin 
rule to white cap rule they are 
following the same principle as 
worthy successors of the British 
Imperialists. They are enacting 
such laws which were once hated 
b> them, which were once opposed 
by them. 

Mr. Speaker, I would welcome 
this legislation if I could see any 
reason for it. When it is said by 
tlie Government that there is no 
emergency, what is the necessity 
of introducing such laws. Today 
the Congress Party in the legisla- 
ture are in an overwhelming 
majority and if any emergency 
occurs in future, certainly they 
can do it any time they like, but 
when there is no such emergeuev 
prevailing in the country any 
sane man should not support this 
Bill but oppose it tooth and nail. 
Secondly every right has been 
curbed dowm by this Bill. Section 
21 of this West Bengal Security 
(Amendment) Act is more disas- 
trous and dangerous to the public 
at large. Once I was a victim of 
this Act and on the strength of 
section 21 I was once externed 
from the district for two months 
on unjustifiable grounds. For the 
externment order I had to move the 
Ilon’ble High Court under Article 
226. The pleader appearing on 
the Government side had to take 
time after time day in day out for 
he could not justify the restriction 
but I had to suffer for it and when 
the period of two months wa# 
nearing completion the order wai 
withdrawn by the Government. 
So there is every chance on the 
part of the Government of mis- 
using it for the purpose of their 
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own ends. That is why 
every man having some love for 
democracy should oppose this Bill 
tooth and nail and that is why as 
a democratic country should do 
we want that this Bill be circulat- 
ed for eliciting public opinion. 
We shall have still time left and 
the Assembly will be in session 
and will not be closed by the time 
the public opinion is elicited. Let 
our Government face the public, 
let them have the verdict of the 
people whether they are in favour 
or not. Why should they not 
accept the challenge? Simply 
because they are in majority, 
simply because by raising their 
hands they will be able to do and 
undo whatever they like, demo- 
cracy does not call for this tiling. 
That is why we should oppose it 
and I challenge the Government if 
they are so definite about the 
verdict of the people, instead of 
the Assembly House let them go 
to the public at large, let them 
have people’s verdict. 

Furthermore, Sir, I would sub- 
mit that processions have been 
banned, curfew order lias been 
imposed, newspapers’ liberties have 
been curtailed; even the use of 
microphones and megaphones at 
the time of necessity can be stop- 
ped. Furthermore, wide powers 
have been given even to the 
Head Constable and it is well 
known how the police behave — 
for their personal jealousy and for 
many other things they can use it. 
Though the District Magistrate is 
the highest authority of the 
district so far as externment orders 
are concerned, he has got to get 
the opinion of the police, he is to 
believe in the report of the D.I.B. 
officer. He will simply sign the 
warrant which will be served on a 
person and which will be the 
ground to put him in jail without 
any offence. The laws which are 
already in the armoury of Govern- 
ment, ,1 think they are sufficient 
for any emergency which may be 
prevalent in the qountry. There 
is no emergency in the country and 
this emergency law cannot be 
passed and should not he passed 


That is why with all the emphasis 
I can command I do oppose the 
consideration and passing of this 
Bill and I think those who are in 
support of the Government good 
sense will prevail on them and they 
will consider and reconsider the 
outcome of it and they will with- 
draw this Bill us it is unnecessary 
and not at all called for.

But in this case that 
has not been done because nobody 
knows how mau,> speakers are 
there but the ’ Thief Minister 
suddenly said that the Speaker is 
not allowing his purty members to 
speak. I do not know whether 
they gave in their names and you 
have not permitted them to speak. 
But we would have welcomed 
( ongress Members to speak but 
tlie Chief Minister probably does 
not want them to speak on this 
matter. Anyhow as far as they 
are concerned 1 cannot say 
anything. But as far as we 
are concerned we are not yet satis- 
fied that we have discussed this 
Bill sufficiently. Sir, you will 
understand that this is not a new 
Bill. Since 1948 this kind of Bill 
is in existence and certain opera- 
tions have taken place under this 
amending Bill. Therefore no 
speech actually has been a repeti- 
tion generally, as I have found 
people have given examples, 
people have stated, facta to show 
now this Bill has worked in order 
to make their point as to why the 
Bill is not necessary. Therefore as 
far as we are concerned — I do not 
know about the others — we have 
still three speakers on this side to 
speak on the first reading. There- 
fore I would request you to allow 
these three members belonging to 
the Communist Benches. Of 
course you can set a time limit as 
to how long they can speak and 
that is another matter but at least 
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[Sj. Jyoti BiwwuJ, >* 
they must be able to express them- 
selves on the first reading.

Dr. Biclhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
before I proceed to reply to the 
debate, I want to make one or two 
observations. In the first place the 
statement that has been attributed 
to my colleague, Mr. 1\ C. Sen, 
is absolutely untrue. There has 
never been a more untrue state- 
ment made by any one in the open. 
He cannot do it outside because he 
will be liable for damages. But here 
within the precincts of the Assembly 
he makes a charge for which there 
is no foundation. (Question, 
Question, from Opposition Benches.) 
To the second point raised by my 
friend over there 1 have said and I 
say that I am not afraid of anybody. 
What I said I repeat ujrain that I 
am not afraid of the opposition 
which is based upon mis-informa- 
tion, wrong information and mis- 
statement. (Question, Question, 
from Opposition Benches.) It is not 
posable for anybody simply bv 
quoting precedents to go about and 
say that this is the best method of 
having an opposition. Sir, opposi- 
tion to be effective, I repeat again, 
must not be based upon false state- 
ments or mis-statements. (Question, 
Question from Opposition Benches.) 
If there is any question on any 
particular point, let them give me 
those points and I will answer them. 
Now, the first thing that I would 
say is this that this is a motion for 
circulation to get public opinion. 
Sir, my friends on the other side in 
season and out of season 
tell me that they represent 
the public, that they move with the 
public. Wliat is it that they want 
to refer this Bill for, I do not 
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understand. My people on this side 
of the House , they also represent 
the public and they know their con- 
stituencies. (Question, Question, 
from Opposition Benches.) (Fproar 
from Congress Benches.) Long 
before, in 1948 the Security Act 
was passed. In 1950 the Central 
Detention Act was passed. On the 
basis of that there were elections 
held, not in one place but over 2*10 
Constituencies. There were people 
belonging to the different groups 
and parties who must have known 
what the Security Act was. They 
must have placed before the public 
what their ideas were. They must 
have felt that that was an oppor- 
tunity to down the Congress. Have 
they succeeded? (Yes, Yes, from the 
Opposition Benches) It is no use 
simply shouting; by shouting you 
cannot reduce 100 to a minority. 
They are there. ((’beers from 
Congress Benches!! Mv next point 
is two arguments have been put for- 
ward. The first argument is that 
this is the same Act as the 1948 Act. 
1 do sympathize with my friends 
on the left who were imprisoned 
under the Preventive Detention 
Act. It was I who on my own res- 
ponsibility got them released last 
\ ear. (No, No, from Opposition 
bunches !)

The second point is that 
it has been suggested by my 
friends opposite that this Bill which 
is before you today requires refer- 
ence to the public. Sir, this Act was 
passed in 1950. It has been suggest- 
ed that the provisions of this Act 
are not necessary because every- 
thing is quiet in the country. One 
of mv friends opposite said that I 
have no fear of God. Sir, the fear 
of law is the beginning of wisdom. 
(Interruption.) Because this Act 
was on the statute book that I have 
been able to get a little more peace 
in this country. Remove that, I do 
not know what would happen. My 
friends opposite have tried to show 
that this Act is the same as the Act 
of the Central Legislature which is 
the Preventive Detention, Act. One 
friend tried to show that it is the 


same Act. Sir, let me quote 
the language of the Act of 
the Central and the language of this 
Act. The Central Act is an Act to 
provide for preventive detention in 
certain cases and matters connected 
therewith. This State Act says, “An 
Act to make special provision for 
the maintenance of public order by 
the prevention of illegal acquisition, 
possession or use of arms, the sup- 
pression of subversive movement 
endangering communal harmony or 
the safety or stability of the 
S* ate and the suppression of 
t/otw/ias .iml for maintaining 
supplies and services essential 
to the life of the community”. 

I shall show just now that there is 
a provision here that anybody who 
is found in possession of unlicensed 
arms and ammunition would come 
under the provisions of this Act. 

I am told, why not go under the 
ordiuan Arms Act. Sir, the ordi- 
nary Arms Act is for a particular 
purpose. Supposing 1 have an arm ; 

1 possess a licence and 1 have not 
been able to renew the licence for 
some reason or other or 1 have lost 
the licence. Then I come under the 
provisions of the Arms Act and I 
may be punished. But in this case 
the possession of anus must be for 
a particular purpose. Both Tn this 
case and in other cases the posses- 
sion of arms alone does not convict 
the person. The person will be tried 
in an open court, and the prosecutor 
has to prove not merely that, he 
possesses arms but that he has arms 
for the particular purpose mention- 
ed in the Act. 


Sir, next it has been suggested 
that we have prohibited processions 
and other things. The gentleman 
who read that did not read out the 
whole paragraph. It says about 
such processions as are likely to 
disturb the communal peace or to 
endanger the safety or stability of 
the State. Section 144 cannot take 
cognizance of the “communal 
peace”. Sir, it is obvious that the 
Legislature or the statute cannot 
provide for two Acts almost over- 
riding one another. This Act, I 
repeat, is for a particular purpose. 
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[Dr. Bidhan Chandra Boy.] 

Sir, various friends hare tried to 
make out that sections 11, 12 and 
13 which refer to printing, publica- 
tion and other tilings have been 
prohibited. Probably ray friends 
did not know or knowing did not 
wish to mention tlr»t after this Act 
was passed in I lie year 1950 the Cen- 
tral Parliament passed a Press 
Objectionable Matters Act, 1951, by 
which Act they have repealed sec- 
tions, 11, 12 and Id of this Act. 
Therefore although they were there 
(interruption) they have been en- 
acted because of the Central \ct. 
Any particular action tok'-m »u ler 
any section of the Act is rot a,* if 
the action is taken then and th*rt. 
One gentleman told me that 1 have 
got friendship with the gotmdas 
(interruption). In this particular 
Act, barring section 21 — and I 
repeat that barring section 2i of the 
Act — the provisions of the other sec- 
tions are liable to be challenged in 
a court of law and no punishment 
can be given to any one under any 
section of the Act except section 21 
where the case is not tried by an 
open court. Where is the statute 
anywhere in the world which gives 
that power to the public wno is 
affected by any provision of the Act 
to test the facts in a court of Jaw? 
It has been described as a lawless 
law. I admit section 21 is there but 
it haR been governed by the provi- 
sion that cases should be put before 
a group of three Judges; the Judges 
can express their opinion in a 
particular manner. If they are 
against the order issued by the 
Government the man is releas- 
ed from restriction;. but if, 
on the other hand, the order 
has been for restriction, then the 
order has to be respected. Even so 
in many cases there has been release 
by the Government even though the 
Judges might have considered the 
detention or externment desirable. 

[6-45 — 6-55 p.m.] 

For this reason the Judges look at 
the papers and looking at the 
papers of a particular case under 
particular circumstances may find 
that there was a condition when 


the detention or externment was 
necessary and they might have 
ordered it. On the other hand the 
Government has to find out if a 
situation has improved there is no 
point in continuing the detention 
of these people. 

Sir, much has been talked about 
how the Act has been worked for 
the last three years. I am free to 
confess that the language and the 
sections are not important so much 
as how the provisions of the Act 
have been worked by the Govern- 
ment. It has been an established 
practice in every democracy that the 
Legislature legislates and the Gov- 
ernment has got to follow the 
instructions of the Legislature. If 
the Government does not do so, 
there is ail open method to arraign 
and have a vote of no-confidence 
against the Ministry. If any oppo- 
sition group gets the majority it 
is bound to come in and it can take 
power; but simply shouting and 
saying “so and so must go and so 
and so must go because I want to 
step in” is no argument on which 
either any Ministry or any legis- 
lature can work. 

Sir, I want to tell you that under 
the various provisions following 
actions have been taken within the 
last three years. 

One was declaring a place or a 
class of places as protected for pre- 
venting entry of unauthorised per- 
son therein to guard against 
sabotage in essential installations. 
One hundred and twenty-one such 
places have been declared as protect- 
ed places. Sir, if a place is 
declared protected place what 
happens? If a man transgresses the 
provision of this section, then the 
man has to be placed before a court 
and the court has got to pronounce 
a judgment whether the man has 
actually done something wrong and 
it is only then that you get some 
conviction of the person. 

Declaring any area as prttected 
for regulating entry of a person 
into the area to guard against 
sabotage in essential installations — 
nine such places have been declared 
as protected places.

Provision prohibiting prejudicial 
report : Out of three cases in which 
the publishers were prosecuted — no 
newspaper publishers were prosecut- 
ed — two ended in acquittal and one 
in conviction- 

Provision for proscription of 
documents containing prejudicial 
report — not Swadhimrta , six publi- 
cations have been proscribed. 

Provision for imposing censorship 
or other restrictions in respect of 
publications likely to undermine the 
security of the State. This was done 
in the case of two but as I have 
told you just now, sections 11(7) (6), 
12 and 13 have now been deleted 
by the Central Act. 

Provision empowering the Com- 
missioner of Police or the District 
Magistrate in the district to issue 
curfew orders under certain circum- 
stances whenever there is a fear of 
communal disturbance. Once a 
night curfew was imposed in certain 
border districts within a belt of five 
miles along the border according to 
the suggestion of the military 
authorities in September 1951 and 
withdrawn on the 1st December 
1951. 

Provision for making orders 
restricting movements or actions of 
persons for preventing subversive 
act. As I mentioned the other day, 
12 orders were issued of whom 8 
were accepted by the Board of 
whom 2 are only now remaining 
under this section. I can tell you 
who they are but it is no use deal- 
ing with it. 

These are all the provisions that 
I am asking you to accept. My 
proposition is that no case has been 
made out for the circulation of this 
Bill. I say that this Bill has been 
discussed over and over again 
and not only discussed in 

the legislature but its provi- 
sions have been challenged over 

and over again outside during 

the days of elections that have 
taken place. Therefore, Sir, I do 
not se£ any use for circulating this 
for public opinion. I do feel 

rather sympathy, it is a pitiful 
sense of helplessness that makes a 
person* in order to delay the passing 
of a Bill, say “let it go4or public 


opinion”. What are we hew forP 
Do we not represent the public P Do 
we not come in with tne votes— 
overwhelming votes — from our own 
constituencies P If so, so far as 
our own constituencies are concern- 
ed we represent them. That is the 
only tiling which is possible in a 
democracy; we should be able to 
give our opinion in favour of the 
people whom we represent. If I 
sav something or do something 
which is against the wishes of the 
people, when I go again to get their 
votes, they are the forum, they are 
the people to say whether we have 
done right or wrong in supporting 
or opposing the measure of the 
Government. I do realise there is 
no other way for the Opposition 
but to oppose, but, Sir, mere 
language and bombast will not 
replace arguments. If you repeat 
tin* same thing over and over again 
it cannot carry conviction, it may 
carry conviction with some who do 
wishful thinking but it does not 
carry conviction with the people 
outside. While my friends say 
that there are so manv people who 
think that the Act is t)ad there are 
thousands of people who have come 
and told me that but for these 
actions which have been taken by 
the Government of Bengal would 
have been in the midst of anarchy 
and chaos. 

With these words I oppose the 
amendments.

to consider the clauses. When you 
come to the amendment you raise 
that matter. 

8j. Subodh Banerjee: Before 
that I want to be clarified as to the 
feasibility and advisability of mov- 
ing amendments. 

8j. ilyoti Basu: The submission 

of Sj. Subodh Banerjee which I 
would support is this. The point 
is that even before you reach the 
amendments to the principal Act 
we want to get your ruling as to 
whether those amendments will be 
allowed or not because in that case 
supposing you say that those are 
out of order then it may be neces- 
sary for us to propose certain short 
notice amendments even now to the 
clauses of the present Bill. It may 
also be necessary for me specially 
not to move a certain amendment 
which I have suggested to clause 3 
of the present Bill. Therefore un- 
less we get your ruling it is impos- 
sible for us to proceed with the 
clauses of the present Bill. 

Mr. Speaker: That will come 
later when that amendment is 
considered. 

SJ. Jyoti Basu: Suppose you come 
to clause 3 — I have an amendment 
that the Act instead of being extend- 
ed for three years more should be 
extended for one year. It would all 
depend upon whether you will per- 
mit me to move my amendment to 
the principal Act, as to whether I 
will move that amendment or pro- 
pose another short notice amend- 
ment.

§J. Jyoti Batu ; Sir, before I 
move this amendment I would like 
to know whether on the principal 
Act the amendments which I have 
suggested would be permitted. If 
you permit them then I shall move 
this amendment. If you do not 
permit then I shall not move. I 
•hall move another amendment 
standing in somebody else’s name 
or I shall move a short notice 
amendment. 

Mr. Speaker: Short notice on this 
clause? Very well, what is your 
point ? 

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Sir I 

was assured that you would allow 
me to speak on my amendment. 

Mr. 8peaker: Yours is a negative 
motion. In the third reading of the 
Bill you can speak. 

8J. 8ubodh Baiterjee: Sir, my 
point of order relates to the scope 
and principle of the Act itself and 
the admissibility of moving amend- 
ments to the principal Act. 

Mr. 8peaker: I am surprised to 
see that before I have declared your 
amendment out of order, you want 
to rise on a point of order. A point 
of order arises out of something 
which I may have said. 

8J. 8ubodh Banerjee: Sj. Jyoti 
Basu has said something and you 
have given your ruling. 

Mr. 8p0iker; He won’t move that 
amendment. He will move a short 
notice amendments after I give my 
ruling on clause 3. But you are rais- 
ing the question. Mr. Basu, you 
better raise your point. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
first I would like to know your rul- 
ing. It is a very simple point. 
Supposing I can move my amend- 
ments to the principal Act — I have 
suggested 10 or 12 amendments — 
and if two or three are accepted by 
Government, then even though I 
have made the earlier speech I may 
•ay that for a certain number of 
months or one year the Act can be 
extended.

I have not given my decision 
on that. You may either move your 
amendment or may not move your 
amendment, or you can move a 
short notice amendment. 

Jyeti Basu: Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
suppose we vote on clause 3 and 
pass on. Then what is the point in 
your then admitting my amendment 
because the clause would already 
have been passed?

Mr. Speaker: The object of Si. 
Suhrid Kumar Mullick Chowdhury \ 
proposed short notice amendment is 
best served by Sj. Bibhuti Bhushon 
Ghose’s amendment where he has 
mentioned the period as “three 
years and three months”. 

SJ. Taraparfa Bandopadhyay: 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, after failing to 
provide for a shock treatment or 
radical treatment of the evil pro- 
osed by the Government side, I 
ave no other alternative but to take 
recourse to a make-shift treatment 
or a palliative treatment. 
Therefore, Sir, I propose that 
instead of extending the life of the 
Bill for another three years, let 
it be kept alive for one year 
only. Now, Sir, I have very many 
valid reasons for moving this 
amendment. According to the frank 
confession of our Hon’ble Chief 
Minister, at present in Bengal there 
are no extraordinary circumstances 
or there is no commotion or any state 
of war or any state of insurrection 
which would necessitate at present 
any application of any section or 
provision of this proposed Bill. But 
perhaps on the principle “to be 
fore-armed is to be fore-warned,” 
our Ifon’hle Chief Minister pro- 
poses to keep this Bill alive for 
»ome time. Now if we are to take 
him at his words he says that the 
situation outside India is very 
explosive. Perhaps he had in mind 
recalling of the Seventh Fleet from 
the Formosan waters or he had 
perhaps in his mind and under 
serious contemplation the efforts 
made by Pakistan to join the 
Middle East Defence and therefore, 
as our Prime Minister thought, 
he also thinks that by 
these facts and circumstances 
war is coming nearer to the precincts 
of India. Therefore, perhaps in 
that light, in that context, in that 
perspective, our Chief Minister 
proposes to be fore-armed. There- 
fore he says that the situation is 
explosive. If the situation is so very 
explosive that it would warrant the 


enacting of a provision like this, 
a law like this, although there is 
for the present, at this particular 
time, there is no necessity for the 
application of any provision of this 
Bill, then it would not be difficult 
to follow that, the explosive 
situation would come up very soon 
and the provisions of this Act would 
have to be applied very soon. So in 
this context I would beg to submit 
to this House that one year’s time 
is not a very small period of time. 
If the situation is so very explosive, 
if at any time danger may come or 
invasion of our zone, of our country 
takes place, then Sir, it may accord- 
ing to the reading of the situation 
by our Hon’ble Chief Minister, 
according to his prognosis, may 
come, may appear within one 
month, within two months or with- 
in three mouths. Therefore I would 
in this context beg to submit to this 
House, let the Bill be kept alive 
only for one year. And also from 
another point of view, Sir, the 
public feeling that has been raised 
to such a high pitch over this Bill 
may be attenuated, may subside to 
some extent and people outside and 
the members of this Assembly may 
think that at last some sense has 
dawned upon the Ministry and they 
have come down to the popular will. 

[7-> r ) — 8-o p.m.] 

I have tried to limit it only to one 
year. Therefore, in this view of the 
thing I would submit that this 
amendment of mine should be 
accepted. This is an extraordinary 
Bill. This is an obnoxious Bill. 
This is a lawless law. For some 
reasons of their own which must be 
known to those who are at the helm 
of affairs in West Bengal they say 
this Bill should be passed. Let us 
see how it works within this period 
of one year. How mam times the 
application of any provision of this 
Bill inay be necessary? Let us ex- 
periment. Let this Bill be accepted 
m a tentative way for one year 
only. Many persons, though not all, 
will be satisfied to some extent. 

I propose this amendment and 1 
hope that the Ministerial Benches 
will accept this in the spirit ill 
which it has been moved.

GOVERNMENT BILL 

The West Bengal Security (Amend* 
ment) Bill, 1953. 

Clause 3. 

13-10 — 3-‘20 p.m.J 

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, our Constitution, the 
Constitution of the free Indian 
Republic, has the unique distinction 
of providing for preventive deten- 
tion in its fundamental rights. In 
other words, we, the Indian citi- 
zens, have the fundamental right 
to he preventively detained. The 
Preventive Detention Act and the 
Security Act of West Bengal 
between themselves provide for us 
the right, to he arrested and search- 
ed without warrant, the right to be 
restrained or imprisoned without 
even a semblance of trial, the right 
to be prosecuted without opportuni- 
ties being ottered for defence 
where the prosecutor himself is the 
Judge. 

Mr. 8peaker : Are you speaking 
on amendment to clause 3? Why 
are you referring to the Judged 

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Sir, I 
am speaking against clause 3 
generally. You have ruled out the 
amendment. In other words, I 
oppose the extension of the term of 
the Act from three years to six 
years. The whole Act bristles with 
threat and restraint. It is no use 
criticising different clauses, the 
whole Act clause by clause, with 
protected areas and places, public 
safety and order, subversive acts, 
restraint on loud speakers, mega- 
phones, etc., restraint on collective 
physical exerc ises of any sort. It is 
no use going into the details of 
these clauses. If they provide for 
anything, if ihe Security Act pro- 
vides for anything, it provides for 
the perpetual insecurity of the citi- 
zens of West Bengal. The ques- 
tion is who is to apply this Act? 
Who is to exercise the extensive 
rights and powers conferred by this 
Act? Of course, it is the Police, 
the ubiquitous Police along with the 
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[Dr* Atindra Nath Boae,] 
Intelligence Branch — the omnis- 
cient, omnipresent and omnipotent 
Police and the Intelligence Branch. 
We have knowledge of the Tegart 
regime in Bengal. We Lave 
knowledge of the terrors of Dalanda 
House in Elysium Row, but this 
Police regime which has been 
foisted upon us at present beats all 
past reoords. Even Sir Charles 
Tegart and Lowman — even they 
had much to learn from the achieve- 
ments of the present police regime. 
I have scores of cases with me 
where men in the educational ser- 
vice have lost their jobs owing 
to police report. I doubt whether 
gentlemen opposite know what it 
means for a man of the lower 
middle class to lose a job, and this 
is what the police has been doing 
in our Stat e. Then, Sir, to whom 
is this Act to apply? Who are the 
targets, who are the possible vic- 
tims of this Act? Is it those who 
bled this State of West Bengal 
white ? Is it those who like leeches 
sucked the blood of West Bengal? 
Sir, I crave your indulgence to go 
into repetition. We have to repeat 
because we know that these blocks 
of stones and steel sitting over 
there are impervious to reasons. 
That is why we have to repeat. I 
ask them : How many black- 
marketeers, how many profiteers, 
bow many tax-dodgers have been 
brought to book under the Secu- 
rity Act? How many corrupt 
officers have been brought within 
the arms of the Security Act? How 
many spies of foreign agents who 
like rats are ferreting into 
the society of West Bengal and 
Bend reports of vital importance to 
the foreign countries — now many 
such rats have been brought to book 
under the Security Act? How many 
racketeers who played with the 
virtue of women have been brought 
to book under the provisions of the 
Security Act? How many cheats 
and imposters who by floating joint 
stock companies have been respon- 
sible for the loss of so many jpoor 
men’s money have been brought to 
book under the provisions of the 
Security Act? And above all has 


the Security Act brought to book 
the monstrous police officers and 
executive officers, responsible for 
the Cooch Behar firing on boys and 
girls in their teens without the 
least provocation for the simple 
fault that they tried to beg for 
food. Have those monstrous offi- 
cers been brought to book under 
this Security Act? Far from that. 
We have not even found the report 
of the Enquiry Committee set up 
by the Government, and I know 
lots of questions were put to the 
Minister concerned, through you, 
but those questions have been 
shelved. This is the way how the 
Government is run and these are 
the people who will be responsible 
for the application and execution 
of the Security Act! It is not to 
be applied against the anti-social 
elements, against the black- 
marketeers, profiteers, corrupt offi- 
cers, against the cheats and impos- 
ters who sucked the blood of West 
Bengal like leeches. It will be 
directed against us who today echo 
the voice of the people. AVe are not 
afraid that the Security Act may be 
applied against the members of 
the Opposition in this House. Pos- 
sibly the Government may be more 
sober and considerate this time, 
but we are afraid, genuinely afraid 
that this Act m ill be utilised to 
smother the voice of the masses of 
which we are only an echo in this 
House. 

[3-20—3-30 p.m.] 

Sir, it is long ago that we have left 
off terrorist and anti-constitutional 
methods. AVe have learnt that or- 
ganized mass action is an instru- 
ment of much more potency, of an 
instrument of infinite potency 
which has to be applied against re- 
action, against mal-administration, 
against autocracy but we find, Sir, 
this Act is designed to smother the 
voice of the masses. It is to destroy 
the forces that stand behind us to- 
day, Sir, if I could gather any- 
thing from the Chief Minister’s 
observations yesterday he said that 
it was his kindheartedness which led 
to the release of the detenues of 
West Bengal. He also observed that 
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the Security Act has so far had very 
lenient application in West Bengal. 
He also added that conditions are 
improving, that the State is now in 
peace. Then why. Sir, does he 
not take oourage in his two hands 
and do away with the Act ol to- 
gether? If he had the courage in 
worse times to release the detenuB 
and if he frankly confesses that the 
provisions of the Act have very few 
applications today, that the atmos- 
phere of West Bengal is not today 
threatened with any major distur- 
bances, then what is the necessity 
of renewing the life of this Act? 
In conclusion, Sir, I shall ask my 
friends opposite to take their les- 
sons from history, to learn from 
history that repression is not the 
remedy against disturbances. One 
does not need stretch his memory 
very far to learn this lesson. An 
Indian may take this lesson even 
from the history of India during 
the last ten or twelve years. It 
has conclusively shown that repres- 
sion is no remedy against public 
resentment. Let them descend from 
their Olympian heights, let them 
listen to the voice of the people, let 
them go into the fundamental 
causes, the primary causes of pub- 
lic resentment and discontent and 
let them hear the rumblings of 
social revolution that are in the air. 
The atmosphere is surcharged with 
grave portents. I frankly admit 
that the atmosphere is not quite 
normal. It cannot be normal when 
corruption, when black-marketing, 
when want and penury, when social 
disparity are so rampant — and there 
cannot be calmness, there cannot be 
peace. But we want peace. We 
on the Opposition side do want 
peace. We want to avoid revolu- 
tion. We want that this pace of 
revolution, this pace of social dis- 
content and social disparity should 
be arrested and we are ready to 
offer our hands of co-operation to 
the Government. But if they 
hasten the disturbances, if they do 
not listen to the voice of reason, if 
they do not listen to the rumblings 
of revolt that are gathering strength 
outside, they will be hastening the 
pace end we will be helpless. We, 


Sir, are not afraid that the Secu- 
rity Bill may be directed against 
us, that we may be imprisoned, we 
may be restrained. But we are 
genuinely afraid, Sir, that all ave- 
nues of peaceful remedy, of a gra- 
dual healthy growth of our State 
are being arrested and destroyed 
once for all and that is why, Sir, I 
request them once more to come to 
their senses and to face the present 
situation in a realistic manner, to 
try and see whether the laws 
which are already in execution 
can be applied to remedy the 
basic evils and thereby to cure the 
malady which now eats into the, 
vitals of our body politio. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes. Mr. Jyoti 
Basu. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: There are also 
other speakers from our side, Sir. 

Mr. 8peaker: Let the members 
first move their amendments. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, 1 had originally moved an 
amendment that instead of extend- 
ing the Act for “three years or 
more” it should bo extended for 
“one year more”. But that was 
dependent, as I tried to make out 
yesterday, on whether I could move 
certain amendments to the princi- 
pal Act and whether some of them 
would be accepted by the Govern- 
ment. But it seemed to me from 
the speech made by the Chief 
Minister, at the consideration stage, 
that even if I were allowed to move 
amendments to the principal Act 
nothing would be accepted by the 
Government, and the Chief Minis- 
ter in no unmistakable terms made 
it clear to the House and to the 
people. Therefore I moved another 
short notice amendment which was 
allowed by you and that is that this 
Act may be extended not for “more 
than a month”. I do so because 
Parliamentary rules and procedure 
have left me no other alternative 
but to make such an amendment in 
order really to oppose the extension 
of this Act. Mr. Speaker, Sir, wo 
had made out a case from this side 
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of the House — and I had thought 
at one time that members sitting 
. opposite were also agreed with that 
case basically — that this is an unde- 
mocratic piece of legislation which 
is from time to time brought for- 
ward by the Government Both at 
the Centre and in the provinces 
because the situation is such that 
they require to some extent to 
suppress democracy, even though it 
be for a short time. But on hear- 
ing the Chief Minister it seemed to 
me, something came to me, as a 
revelation, that this was not un- 
democratic, this legislation was not 
undemocratic, in fact that it was 
democratic. It also came to me as 
a revelation when the Chief Minis- 
ter said that this was the issue, 
this West Bengal Security Act, and 
the Preventive Detention Act 
which has been taken over by the 
Centre now, these have been the 
issues on which the election was 
fought and the electorate gave its 
verdict as to what they wanted: 
And therefore from that the Chief 
Minister concluded that this Act- 
being of a democratic nature, this 
Act being voted upon by the people 
of West Bengal, he was duty 
bound to extend this Act and to 
preserve it on the Statute Book. 
This was the kind of argument we 
had heard yesterday from the Chief 
Minister and he said (it was 
another revelation which came 
before us, of which we had never 
heard before) it does not matter 
what a particular law provides for, 
what the language of the law is. 

It all depends on how that law is 
administered. That is to say, a 
law may be bad, it may be tyran- 
nical, it may be autocratic, undemo- 
cratic, against the interests of the 
majority of the people, but it does 
not matter as long as it is well- 
administered. Sir, I have repeated 
in this House more than once that 
our Chief Minister of West Bengal, 
having not been brought up in 
democratic traditions, do^ not 
know what democracy is eVen to- 
day, and has not learnt for the last 
few years that he has entered the 
Government. 


[3*30 — 3-40 p.m.] 

It is not absolutely 
fault. I have found out tl 
too. Because I have seen ma 
members on the Congress Bend 
fawning upon him, kowtowing hi 
— ^-not speaking up their minds \ 
different issues, different bill 
different subjects. I have seen tl 
way they behave with him. Tl 
Chief Minister, West Bengal, ca 
not he educated in this manne 
Therefore, to some extent the fau 
also lies with members on the Coi 
gress side. But I shall not go in 
that today. All I say is that we ha 
thought at one time that whe 
circumstances are such that 
particular law is necessary the 
that law is made. When thos 
circumstances disappear that la 
disappears also. But the Chi< 
Minister lias told us that though th 
circumstances have changed, yet h 
has some future foreboding, nobod 
knows what it is, and for som 
future danger that may envelop 
the State of West Bengal lie need 
power. Never have I heard anj 
body asking for special legislation 
for autocratic powers on such 
surmise. Therefore, our contentioi 
has been and it is even today an< 
shall be that this law must not b 
extended for one day. But, on th' 
contrary, we find tlie West Benga 
Government extending it for threi 
years. The Chief Minister has toll 
us— I shall quote him — that “fea: 
of law is the beginning of wisdom’ 
and, therefore* the argument, 1 
suppose, is that if you hold th< 
people in terror through laws 
through police measures or if yoi 
build up a police State, then ‘the 
eople will understand how to he- 
ave. Yes, that is just it. That if 
how Hitler and Mussolini had talk- 
ed earlier. The Chief Minister if 
one of those little Hitlers or little 
Mussolinis — those gauliters of 
Hitler and Mussolini who at that 
time under the aegis of those 
Fascist leaders surrounded Europe 
but to-day they are no more. 

Nr. Speaker: There was an iden- 
tical argument in your opening 
speech. Please avoid repetition. 
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8|. Jyoti Baftu: When the 

Leader of the House repeated 
certain things you did not pull him 
«p and I have to answer him. I 
answer him on clause 3. When I 
made that statement about Hitlers 
and Mussolinis I neither got any 
reply from the Chief Minister nor 
did I get any new argument. He 
repeated his old argument on demo- 
cracy. Therefore, I have to teach 
him. 

(Interruption from Government 
Benches. ) 

Sj. Hemanta Kumar Chosal: 

Shut up. 

Mr. 8peaker: That expression 
is unparliamentary. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: Sir, if you call 

anybody to order, please stand up 
and I will sit down. 

Sir, did you pull the Chief 
Minister up when he was making 
those old arguments ? 

Mr. 8peaker: I had stopped 
him on occasions. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: It you had 

pulled him up then I am sorry. 
Anyhow, I have to teach him 
democracy and. therefore, some 
repetition will be there. 

As I have said here it i 9 a 
serious admission on the part of the 
Chief Minister to say that it is 
only with such undemocratic laws 
that the Congress regime can be 
carried on — that is exactly what 
he said. He said that the people 
will know’ how to behave just 
because such Laws are there — such 
undemocratic laws. Since 1948, 
the Congress regime is being 
carried on through such laws and 
he says till 1956 the Congress 
regime will be carried on by such 
laws end thereafter, I suppose, 
again such a Bill extending this 
Act will be brought forward. Sir, 

I have not heard from the Chief 
Minister’s reply as to why, when 
they promise to the people that 
through their marvellous Five-Year 
Plan and all the other Development 
Projects jrreat improvement# are 
80 


going to come abont in the life of 
the people — why even then the 
people need to be suppressed — why 
the people yet then must be 
afraid of laws end thereby behave 
themselves, I do not understand. 
If democracy is to advanoe, if the 
people are to advance, then I 
suppose the Chief Minister and his 
other Ministers oould have relied 
on people’s goodwill in order to 
behave properly but, as I said, the 
Chief Minister is afraid of the 
majority of the people and that is 
why he has to suppress them — that 
is win lie has to enact such legis- 
lation. Sir, Dr. Boy has also 
informed us that the majority of 
the people are in favour of the 
Preventive Detention Act and the 
West Bengal Security Act. Now 
let me go into that argument. If 
that argument was correct then 
Dr. Boy’s speech yesterday would 
have been accepted by us but that 
is absolutely an incorrect state of 
affairs. I was surprised when the 
Chief Minister got up, the first 
thing, he said, w r as that he blamed 
the ( Ipjjosition for misinforming 
everybody making mistatements 
and, he said, false statement. I 
shall today show to you — 1 do not 
know as yet of the other members 
sitting on the Congress side 
because they dare not speak and 
they have not spoken on this Bill 
— but 1 shall talk about the Chief 
Minister. If the Leader of the 
House talks in this manner about 
the Opposition then I shall also 
have to show by facts that all those 
things fit the Chief Minister and 
not the Opposition. Sir, the Chief 
Minister said firstly that the 
majority of the people (inter- 

ruption). As I was saying, Sir, the 
Chief Minister ought to get his 
arithmetic corrected, if he has 
forgotten his arithmetic. We 
went to the polls — yes. Despite 
all the terror condition that was 
created by the Chief Minister— 
despite the fact that for months 
before the election vast numbers of 
the leaders of the Communist Party 
and of other parties were in deten- 
tion without trial — despite the fact 
that for 2 \ years the Co mmunis t 
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Party was illegally declared an un- 
lawful organisation, we went to 
polla—ye*, under those conditions. 
Hut then what happened? Suppose 
we take it for grunted that it is on 
these two Acts, the West Bengal 
Security Act end the Preventive 
Detention Act, that we went to the 
poll, what was the verdict of the 
people? How many people voted 
for the Congress? How many 
people voted for those people who 
want such Acts to continue? 39 
per cent, in the State of West 
Bengal. Now how many people 
voted against these two Acts — how 
many people voted against the Con- 
gress? 61 per cent. Those figures 
are, I suppose, even Government 
figures and they cannot be challeng- 
ed. From the Central Elec- 
tion Commissioner we have got 
these figures. These cannot be 
challenged. Therefore, is the Chief 
Minister giving false information to 
the House or are we to be charged 
of that? Again I repeat 61 per 
cent, of the people — all those who 
voted in the State of West Bengal 
— gave their verdict against the 
Congress nnd, therefore, against the 
West Bengal Security Act and the 
Preventive Detention Act. Only 
39 per cent, of the people voted, if 
I may take it that way, for those 
two Acts for the Congress. 

[3-40 — 3-60 p.m.] 

Secondly, Sir, even the 39^ per 
cent, of the people who I am say- 
ing may have voted for the Preven- 
tive Detention Act or the Security 
Act, even they were hoodwinked by 
the Congress members and the 
Congress Government, because when 
these ladies and gentlemen went to 
the electorate did they tell them, 
I ask, every one of them — did they 
tell the electorate that for innumer- 
able number of years these lawless 
laws were going to continue? I have 
not at least seen that in the news- 
papers nor have 1 heard anywhere 
in any statement. 

(At this stage the blue light was 
lit.) 

fbat blue light won’t help me. I 

have to apeak. 


Mr. Speaker: Ton speak for three 
minutes. 

8j. Jyoti Besu : 1 have to speak 
for more than three minutes. There- 
fore I say that light should be put 
out. There should be proper discus- 
sion. 

Mr. Speaker: Whether there if 
proper discussion or not, that dofcs 
not depend on you ; that is for me 
to decide. 

8). Jyoti Basu: I have my own 
opinion. If you want to stop me you 
can stop me; that is always your 
authority. I cannot finish in three 
minutes. I have not finished half 
even. 

Mr. 8peaker: For an amendment 
I have given you the maximum 
time of 15 minutes. I have allowed 
the leader of the chief Opposition 
Party sufficient time. 

8]. Jyoti Basu: I do not know 

what is maximum time. 

Mr. Speaker: By this time you 
ought to know as a leader. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Sir, as it was 
pointed out to you yesterday by 
I)r. Srikumar Banerjee, there was 
a time even under foreign domina- 
tion when on such lawless laws 
Indians were allowed to speak for 
8 hours at a stretch. We are not 
asking for that advantage. 

Mr. Speaker: I had then and 
there pointed out the fallacy of his 
arguments. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: I do not know 

what the fallacy is. 

Mr. Speaker: Yery well, go on. 
I will give you another three- 
minutes. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: I shall continue 
and then you stop me. 

Mr. Speaker: I have got to do it. 

S]« Jyoti Basu: I do not know 
whether you have got to do it or 
not. 

Mr. Speaker : You have taken au 
obstructive attitude. 
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8J. Jyoti BflSU: I object to that 
word; I have never obstructed. You 
are taking advantage of the situa- 
tion where I cannot ask you to with- 
draw it. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: On a 

point of order. I want to know 
whether any member of the House 
can take that threatening attitude 
to the Speaker. We object to it 
most strongly. 

8J. Jyoti Basil: You go on object- 
ing till doomsday; that won't help 
you. 

Mr. Speaker: I am surprised to 
hear that the leader of the chief 
Opposition Party takes exception to 
the word “obstructive”. Chapter 
after chapter, rules after rules say 
that it is the Speaker’s elementary 
and fundamental function in the 
House to see that for delaying the 
passage of a Bill obstructive atti- 
tude is not taken. This word has 
found place in every Parliament of 
the civilised world. I am 
surprised that the leader of 
the chief Opposition Party takes 
exception to the word “obstruc- 
tive”.

fortunately in our country there is 
no such thing — hud there been pro- 
portional representation in our so- 
called democracy, then, Sir, they 
would not have formed the Govern- 
ment but the Opposition if they 
could have united could have form- 
ed the Government and not they who 
represent 39 per cent., yet they 
talk about majority. Sir, people 
from that side in their ignorance 
are talking about Russia; that is 
the only thing that they know, but 
people like them are no longer 
the rulers. They have been wiped 
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fSj. Jyoti Basu.] 

out from the stage of history. 
There the workers and the peasants 
and the people who work are in 
power — not idlers, black-marketeers 
and profiteers. So we do not take 
the name of .Russia in this House 
all the time like those gentlemen 
when there is no other argument. 
I am talking about France, Italy 
and other places where there is 
bourgeois democracy. Even there 
there is such a thing called propor- 
tional representation, but many of 
them would not know in their ig- 
norance, hut I shall tell them, if 
they want to know, later on. 

As I was saying, despite all this 
we find in clause *1 for three years 
this Act is being extended. Why 
nobody has yet understood. One 
could have understood things even 
if it was done in the way it was 
done in Parliament. Even there 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru and the 
other Ministers who spoke on the 
Preventive Detention Act made it 
quite clear that that was an un- 
democratic piece of legislation un- 
like Dr. B. C. Roy, but they said 
it was necessary — whether we 
agreed with that or not that is 
another matter.

Mr, Speaker: Next we come to 
amendments Nos. 20 to 31 which 
all relate to amendments to sec- 
tions of the principal Act. I have 
held that all these amendments are 
out of order, but I will hear Mr. 
Banerjee on the question of point 
of order that he has raised. 

Ruling of Mr. 8peaker on a point 
of order— Whether amend- 

ments can be moved to other 
sections of the principal Act 
not sought to be amended by 
an amending Bill. 

8j. 8ubodh Banerjee: My point 
of order relates to the feasibility 
and admissibility of amendments 
so as to enable the House to consi- 
der the entire Act; in other words, 
whether a member would be com- 
petent enough to move amendments 
to those sections of the principal 
Act which have not been sought 
to be amended by the present Bill. 
Before you give your ruling, I 
want to make certain observations. 
The ruling was given by the 
Speaker Mr. Azizul Haque in the 
year 1^37 on a Bill on the Bengal 
Tenancy (Amendment) Act. 
There it has been said — I quote it: 
“If a Bill has an ‘open' 
preamble 99 

Mr. 8peaker: It is part of the 
proceedings. Why waste time on 
reading it? 

8j. 8ubodh Banerjee: I shall 

counteract it with logic — that ia 
why I am reading. 

Mr. 8peaker: I have got this. 

Sj. Subedh Banerjee: I think 

all the members do not know it. 

Mr. Speaker. You have got to 
convince me. So, you develop 
your points. 
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fj. Bukodh Barter jee: Some 

other members may speak on the 
point of order. That is why I want 
to read. Please give me some time. 
“If a Bill has an ‘open preamble’, 
i.e», if it amends an Act without 
any reservation, amendments to all 
the sections of the Act will be 
generally within the scope of the 
Bill. It would throw the whole 
law into the crucible, expose to 
amendment, not merely the parti- 
cular provisions which the intro- 
ducer of the Bill desires to alter, 
but all other provisions of the law 
which appear to be in any way 
open to criticism. On the other 
hand, if a Bill has a ‘closed 
preamble', viz., the Bill seeks to 
amend only certain sections of an 
Act or an Act in any particular 
manner, amendments to other sec- 
tions of the Act, due regard being 
paid to the preamble, the State- 
ment of Objects and Reasons, the 
citations of the Bill, will be out of 
order”. 

Mr. Speaker : That is against 
you. 

8J. 8ubodh Banerjee: No, that 

won't go against me. In this 
particular case, it may he argued 
that the Bill has a “closed 
preamble’ . But if you read the 
ruling given at page 1U42, you will 
see that the general principle is that 
“amendments must be relevant to 
the question upon which they are 
moved. It follows from the nature 
of an amendment that its contents 
ought to have some bearing upon 
the subject introduced by the 
principal motion. Further, every 
amendment must be diawn up so 
as to leave the question, if altered 
in accordance therewith, in an 
intelligible form. The require- 
ment of relevancy extends to an 
insistence upon each amendment 
being related to the particular 
clause in connection with which it 
is moved”. This shows that if 
particular amendments moved be 
relevant to those clauses and even 
if those amendments do not relate 
to the clauses that have been sought 
to be amended in the Bill, the 
mover of the amendments has the 
right to move. 


Next, this ruling of Mr. Asiml 
Hcque does not apply to (his sort 
of Bill because when Mr. Asisul 
Haque gave this ruling, he had in 
view the nature of a Bui which waa 
not aimed at extending the life of 
that particular Bill. In this case, 
the life of the Bill has been sought 
to be extended. Therefore, the rul- 
iug of that particular case does not 
apply here. 

Again, it may be argued that it 
is in the nature of an Expiring 
Laws Continuance Bill. If it be so, 
then the scope of amendments 
would he strictly limited. In 
May s Parliamentary Practice 
Fourteenth Edit ion, at pnge 523, 
we find that the amendments to an 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill 
are subject to the following limi- 
tations. An amendment is outside 
the scope of the Bill if it, seeks to 
urnend the provisions of the Act 
proposed to be continued or to make 
permanent such Acts or to include 
in the Bill a statute which has 
already ceased to have effect. But, 
Sir, the present Bill is not an 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill 
because for an Expiring Laws 
Continuance Bill, w t * have the 
following conditions. I read from 
TTmf H Parliamentary Practice: 

The operative clause of an Expir- 
ing Law^s Continuance Bill pres- 
cribes that the Acts mentioned in 
the schedule or schedules shall be 
continued until a specific date. 
Here in this case not only the life 
of the principal Act has been sought 
to be extended — in which respect 
it is in the nature of an Expiring 
Laws Continuance Bill— but also it 
is aimed at altering some of the pro- 
visions of the principal Act which 
an Expiring Laws Continuance 
Bill canpot do. Therefore, this 
Bill cannot he considered in any 
way as an Expiring Laws Conti- 
nuance Bill. Therefore, we are in 
no way prevented from moving 
amendments to the principal Act. 


In this particular Bill, you see, 
Sir, in clause 4, section 21 has 
been sought to be amended. Those 
amendments are of substantial 
character and not minor ones. But 
even if I take for granted that the 
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Bill are of minor nature, it 
doe / ? not matter because the point 
is whether the amending Bill now 
before the House is different at 
least in some material particulars 
from the Act the life of which the 
present Bill seeks to extend. 
Undoubtedly it is and so it cannot 
be an Expiring Laws Continuance 
Bill, pure and simple. The 
Hon’ble Speaker of the House of 
the People in a similar case gave 
the following ruling. I am read- 
ing from Parliamentary Debates, 
Volume III, No. 13, dated the 21st 
July, 1952, pages 4211 and 
4213 

Mr. 8peaker: What is that Bill P 

Sj. 8ubodh Banerjee: Preven- 
tive Detention (Second Amend- 
ment) Bill. “Looking to the 
provisions of the Bill, it is obvious 
that it is not an Expiring Laws 
Continuance Bill pure and simple 
and it follows that it has to be 
treated as a category by itself. 
In the view that I am taking of 
the peculiar nature of this Bill and 
its provisions, I do not think it 
necessary to discuss the position as 
of an Expiring Law’s Continuance 
Bill.” Therefore, if we follow this 
ruling of the Speaker of the 
House of the People, we find that 
this Bill — this amending Bill — 
which has been brought before us 
in the House is similar in nature to 
the Preventive Detention (Amend- 
ment) Bill and, following the rul- 
ing of the Speaker of the House 
of the People, we come to the 
conclusion that it is not an 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill. 

[5.10 — 5.20 p.m.] 

And since it is not a Bill of that 
nature we are not prevented from 
moving an amendment to the princi- 
pal Act. Seoondly, it may be 
argued that it is just an amending 
Bill. No, Sir, it is not. In case of 
an amending Bill, we are premitted 
to move amendments only to those 
clauses which have been sought to 
be amended in the Bill. But in this 


case we find that the Bill not only 
amends section 21A of the princi- 
pal Act, but also aims at extend- 
ing the life of the principal Act. 
Therefore the rule applicable to 
ordinary amending Bills is not 
applicable in this particular case. 
And in that case also we are 
permitted to move amendments to 
the principal Act. Sir, I am again 
reading the conclusion of the rul- 
ing given by the Speaker of the 
House of People: “In view of 
the peculiar and mixed form in 
which the Bill is coming before the 
House, one can say that the soope 
of amendments to a particular 
section need not necessarily be 
restricted to the provisions and 
sections specified in the clauses of 
the amending Bill, but the admis- 
sibility has to be determined in the 
light of the entire new scheme of 
the Act and as sought to be 
amended by the amending Bill. 
Amendments relating to matters 
outside the particular scheme had 
to be amended, but closely related 
to the new scheme of the Act and 
arising from the section sought to 
be amended they may be permis- 
sible if they are otherwise compe- 
tent.” 

My conclusion is that if the 
amendments that have been moved 
to the sections of the principal Act 
which are not included in the Bill 
be relevant, then we are not 
debarred from moving these 
amendments, and those amendments 
cannot be ruled to be out of 
ordeu. I therefore pray that the 
amendments that have been moved 
by different honourable members 
should be considered in the light 
of the ruling given by the Speaker 
of the House of People, and on the 
merit of those individual amend- 
ments it should be considered 
whether it would be competent for 
us to move those amendments or 
not. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, I may be permitted 
to offer certain complementary 
observations in support of the con- 
tention made by Sj. Banerjee 
about the admissibility of amend- 
ments to the original Act. 
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Sir, a Bill, whan it is passed 
into an Act, becomes the public 
property of all sections of the 
House and of the State as a whole; 
and it is not open to the official 
benches to take up the Bill only 
for the purpose of incorporating 
Kuch amendments as are considered 
justifiable in the interest of that 
particular party. Sir, us soon as 
the Bill is taken up again, the 
whole question should be re-open- 
ed . If the Government exercises 
the right to amend certain provi- 
sions of the Bill, the Opposition 
mould be given t He corresponding 
tight to move amendments to the 
principal Act, because that would 
lie an unfair discrimination to the 
advantage of a particular party. 

In the second place, the amend- 
ments incorporated by the Govern- 
ment may vitally alter the com- 
plexion of the Bill ;\s a whole. It 
may, for example, destroy the 
balance and equipoise on which the 
rtcceplabihty of the Bill depends, 
h may lay the colours too thick 
, it certain respects and too thin in 
certain others, and the Bill may be 
altered out of recognition by the 
piecemeal way of dealing with it 
.uni by the amendments which are 
introduced arbitrarily from a cer- 
tain point oi view bv the Govern- 
ment. Therefore, the contention 
<>f the Opposition is that the Bill 
i> an entity, and indivisible 
entity. The Bill has a certain 
appeal to the State as a whole, and 
tie Opposition has a right to 
■demand that the entire complexion 
ot the Bill may not be altered by 
ihe amendment which is proposed 
bv Government to meet its own 
narrow point of view. 

Then, Sir, in the third place the 
Bill appears to me to be what, in the 
absence of a better language, I 
'Call a “multi-purpose” Bill. This 
Bill is at the same time an Expir- 
ing Acts Continuance Bill, then 
*n amending Bill, then also a Bill 
intended to introduce certain vital 
new clauses. Therefore, Sir 

Mr* 8p*iktr: Not clauses. One 
clause. 
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Dr. frikMRtr Baser J«t: Yea, 
Sir, one clause. But that clause 
is so vital that it may alter the 
whole Bill. As it is a multi-purpose 
Bill, I do not think the Govern- 
ment may claim exemption from 
re-opening the entire Bill by 
taking shelter under a particular 
purpose for which the Bill is 
sought to be amended, I would 
therefore support the contention of 
my friend the mover that in the 
interest of justice, in the interest 
of fair play, in the maintenance of 
balance and equipoise which this 
Bill is expected to provide as a safe- 
guard against an utter change of 
the complexion of the Bill, the 
entire Bill should be thrown open 
to the consideration of the House, 
and we have as much right to 
bring in amendments to the 
original Bill as the Government has, 
because it is no more the property 
of the Government than of the 
Opposition. In fact, it is a Bill, 
in which the entire public of the 
State is interested, and which does 
not allow* the principle of mono- 
poly to Government iu respect of 
the right to alter the provisions of 
the Bill. 

8j. ilyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I have been trying to find out 
whether there art* any parallels to 
this kind of Bill. But unfortu- 
nately 1 could not find a parallel. 
There have been Bills in this House 
where other Acts have been sought 
to be amended, ami rulings have 
been given. I have also looked up 
not the whole proceedings but part 
of the proceedings of Parliament 
when the Preventive Detention Act 
was being debated there. 1 have 
tried to follow' May’s Parliamentary 
Practice, and it seems to me that I 
am in agreement w’ith what Sj. 
Subodh Danerjee has just now stat- 
ed before you, i.e., firstly* that 
Azizul Haque’s ruling which is a 
very important pronouncement does 
not hold good here, because the 
thing is exactly not similar. 
Similarly, in May’s Parliamentary 
Practice, at page 5-32 of the 15th 
Edition which is before you the 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill is 
mentioned. That too to soma 
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[8j. Jyoti Bare.] 

extent of course goes against us, 
but in this particular case this can- 
not be called technically an 
Expiring Lawn Continuance Bill , 
because an you find — of course that 
might be a matter of opinion — but 
according to ine a very important 
amendment has been made by the 
Government, by the Minister in 
bringing forward this Bill to con- 
tinue tne West Bengal Security 
Act. It is not an ordinary change 
of language or something like 
that. Tt is very vital change 
according to us who think that our 
civil liberties are still further be- 
ing affected. Now, therefore, it 
is like the Preventive Detention 
Act. I would agree with the 
Hon’ble Speaker of Parliament 
when he said that it is of a mixed 
nature, and when the debates 
ensued on this matter you will find 
in the proceedings which have been 
placed before you that at the begin- 
ning the Minister took objection to 
moving amendments to the princi- 
pal Act, and later on the ruling was 
given by the Speaker that amend- 
ments could he moved and amend- 
ments were moved to certain sec- 
tions, but of course they had to be 
relevant to the sections concerned. 
That is my first point. 

[5-20 — 6-10 p.m.] 

My secoud point is that it may 
be said that it is in the nature of 
an Expiring Laws Continuance 
Bill. Here tot) I find that when 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bills 
are placed before Parliament, 
it is the usual practice that, in 
the Schedule or Schedules, the Acts 
which are sought to be extended 
are mentioned, and the right is 
giveu to the members to move 
amendments either to the whole 
Act or to particular sections of an 
Act or Acts. That is very clear 
at page 533 of May’s Parliamentary 
Practice, loth Edition, where it 
•ays “that the continuance of any 
Act or part thereof must be dis- 
cussed on the Schedule of the Bill 
when that Act is reached there, and 
not on clauses of the Bill. Thus 
an amendment may be moved to the 


Schedule to exclude from continu- 
ance any Act or distinct provisions 
of any Act and conversely it is also 
in order to move to include in the 
Schedule an Act or distinct provi- 
sions of an. Act****”. Therefore 
my point is that, since it is at least 
partly though not wholly in the 
nature of an Expiring Laws Conti- 
nuance Bill which seeks to extend 
an Act, it is my right to move 
amendments. If it had been 
brought in the proper form, then 
in the Schedule this Act would 
have been mentioned and as such I 
would have had the right, and any 
and every member of this House 
would have had the right to move 
amendments to particular sections 
of this particular Act which is 
being sought to be extended. But 
I find I cannot hold that this is 
absolutely in the nature of an 
Expiring Laws Continuance Bill. 

W hat I say is it is of a mixed 
naturp . Since it is partly in the 
nature of an Expiring Laws Conti- 
nuance Bill. therefore, even 
there, the proper form, if it 
had been observed, would have 
been for the Government to place 
the Act before us through a 
Schedule, and the thing should 
have been not as it is but other- 
wise, that is. it should be said 
that through this Bill the Act as 
mentioned in the Schedule is 
being extended. And if you read 
the Statement ot Objects and 
Reasons of this Bill the main 
purposes of the Bill are two. One 
is to extend the Act and, secondly, 
equally important I should say, is 
an amendment to a particular pro- 
vision of the Act which affects 
adversely our civil liberties still 
further. Therefore in the nature 
of things 1 hold that Sir Azixul 
Haque’s ruling does not help us. 
And since it is of this mixed 
nature you would have to go into 
the facts oi the case and give your 
ruling. Mv main contention is 
that, instead of taking the letter 
of the law in this case, because it 
is of a mixed nature, we have to 
see what in substance is being 
done or suggested by the Govern- 
ment or is sought to be done by 
the Government. The main point 
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that the Government is trying to 
do is (a) to extend an Act and also 
(b\ to amend this Act in a particular 
•action. Therefore, Sir, I think 
that, in the nature of things, as 
they are, you would have to give 
your own ruling, and that would 
set a tradition for the future and 
that will guide us in the future. 
Now my third point is that the 
result will he dangerous, if your 
ruling is as it is at the moment 
before hearing us, that we cannot 
move amendments to the principal 
Act. Sir, if such a thing 
lappened, then the Government 
will be at liberty for any number of 
vears, without limit, to pass any 
Art, extending any Act without 
bringing it before the Legislature, 
with slight amendments now and 
again. Every one or two months 
they can come with slight amend- 
ments. I claim, Sir, that, the Gov- 
ernment lias no such authority. 
They cannot do it. And, Sir, the 
Thief Minister was wrong when he 
said that this Act had been discus- 
sed in the House and outside times 
without number It i.s absolutely 
wrong. As one member from this 
Hide of the House pointed out, this 
is the first time that the West 
Bengal Security Act which was 
passed in 1950 is being brought 
before the House, and in an 
indirect manner we are being pre- 
vented from suggesting amend- 
ments to the principal Act. That 
was probably the purpose and there- 
fore it has been brought along 
these lines. But my point is that 
this is the first time that the West 
Bengal Security Act has come up 
before this House. Therefore l 
think that the members should be 

f iven the fullest opportunity to 
iscuss, not only to discuss the 
principal Act but also to suggest 
amendments, because, otherwise, 
if we are merely permitted to dis- 
cuss the principal Act and not move 
amendments, then the whole pur- 
pose of the Opposition is spoiled. 
Therefore* Sir, I shall not waste 
much more time but I should 
request you to consider these 
points very seriously, because it 
will affect us and the future Houses 
as well. Before you gjye your 


ruling I maintain that my amend* 
ments and the other amendments 
which have been suggested are to 
the point, they are relevant and 
they should not be ruled out of 
order. 

Mr. Speaker: The House will 
stand adjourned till (> o'clock 
today as 1 will consider my ruling 
in the meantime. 

(At this stage the House was 
adjourned till b p.m.). 

( After adjournment.) 

Mr. 8peaker: Ladies and gentle* 
men, I have very carefully con- 
sidered the arguments advauced by 
Sj. Subodh Banerjee, Dr. Srikumar 
Banerjee and Sj. Jyoti Basu who 
raised the point of order on the 
admissibility of amendments Nos. 
20 to 31 which relate to amend- 
ments to clauses of a statute which 
is not before the House for consi- 
deration. 

On the identical question of 
udm inability the point was very 
elaborately considered by a previ- 
mi*> Speaker, S r Azizul Haque, 
ntlv Proceedings of the Assembly — 
Volume Id. No, 4, page 1039. I 
fi ml that all the three members 
accept the argument therein given 
as correct and have nothing to com- 
plain against the ruling. 

The} have urged, however, that 
the present Bill can be differentiat- 
ed therefrom, because it seeks to 
extend the life of the Act in addi- 
tion to amending one clause, viz., 
••Iniisp 21 . 

Fhe scope of a Bill cannot be out- 
side its three branches, viz., (1) 
Preamble, (2) Statement of 
Objects and Reasons, and (3) Pro- 
visions of Glauses. Considering all 
the three parts of the present Bill 
it is found that the Bill has no 
open Preamble but has a closed 
Preamble. Sir Azizul Haque has 
also discussed that aspect of the 
matter thoroughly in his ruling, 
and I entirely agree with his deci- 
sion. 
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T\v;a Bill being also in the 
nature of an Expiring Laws Con- 
tinuance Bill amendments to main 
clauses are clearly out of order, 
vide IS 74; House of Commons 
Debate, 2^* I , Chapter 1018; 1887, 
House of Commons Debate, 321, 
Chapter 109 ; 1925, House of Com- 
mons Debate, 188, Chapter 242 ; 
1948-49, House of Commons Debate, 
188, Chapter 242. 

Il has also been clearly laid 
down that when a Bill sought to 
mod if \ certain sections in their 
application to particulai circum- 
stances, amendments to other set- 
lions of the main Act not before the 
House ure out of order, vide May, 
15th Edition, page 583; Jjomlon 
Education Bill, 1 903 , House of 
Commons Debate, 122, Chapter 
1886; Air Force Bill. 1917, House

Amendments.— It has always 
been clearly stated in the Procedure 
of Parliament that amendments 
must be rele\ant to and within the 
scope of the question to which it is 
proposed. There is no question 
before the House with regard to 
the clauses of the main Bill. 

Sj. Subodh Banerjee has refer- 
red me to the cases of rulings sup- 
posed to be given by the Speaker 
of the Parliament in connection 
with the debate on Ixmdon Educa- 
tion Bill. 

My attention has been drawn to a 
statement made by the Speaker of 
the House of the People which, it 
is contended, ruled that umed- 
meuts to sections of an Act other 
than . those sought to be amended 
would be in order. In the first 
place, I do not find anv such rul- 
ing given by the Speaker in the 
House of the People. He did not 
give any such ruling. On the 
other hand he stated that unless a 
“specific amendment to sections of 
the principal Act, not touched by 
the amending Bill, is brought before 
me and its affinity or relation to 
provision* of the amending Bill are 
examined, it would be difficult to 


say as to what particular amend- 
ment is or is not in order/* So 
that it cannot be said that 
Mr. Speaker Mavlankar definitely 
ruled that such amendments would 
be in order. He also stated that it 
was unnecessary for him to decide 
the question at that stage. In the 
circumstances, therefore, I am un- 
able to bold that there is any rul- 
ing of the Parliament to the effect 
us contended by Sj. Subodh 
Banerjee. In view of tile definite 
ruling of this House. 1 have to rule 
that the amendments to sections of 
the principal Act not touched by 
the amending Bill are out of order.

Therefore, I have reduced it 
from seven to three. It is stated 
in the Bill 4 ‘or where no such repre- 
sentation is received within the 
period referred to in that sub- 
section, within twenty-one days’’. 
The Bill, as at present stands, states 
that the man will get 14 days’ time 
It further states that the Govern- 
ment will get seven days' time. 
Therefore, they compute it as 21 
days in case where no representa- 
tion is made by the particular 
detenu.

1 think 
that this is an unusually long period 
ol time. Supposing in ease a 
particular detenu submits repre- 
sentation within three days of the 
order being passed upon him, and 
according to my amendment within 
six days from the service of the 
order.

Subodh Hanerjee. The reason why 
v\e had kepi the total period before 
the judgment of the Advisory Board 
was pronounced to a month wae 
that we felt that the person against 
whom an order has been issued 
•diould get the judgment of the 
Advisory Board at the earliest 
opportunity. I am aware that in 
the (Yntral Preventive Detention 
Act they have allowed ten 
weeks’ time to the Advisory Board 
to give its opinion. What Mr. 
Subodh Banerjee has asked for — a 
month and a half — ; s less than ten 
weeks provided for in the Central 
Detention Act. We felt that while 
it was true that perhaps 21 days 
would be better for the restricted 
person to get time to write out his 
own representation, there was not 
enough time given to the Advisory 
Board to make such enquiries as it 
desires to make — particularly what 
I felt was that it should be allowed 
the opportunity, if necessary, of 
calling for further information.. 
Therefore, we felt that two or three 
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4*y« thaf it fce** ordinarily was not 
enough for the purpose and so we 
wanted to give it seven days. 

■ Non , Sir, the other suggestion 
that has been made is that three days 
should lie given to the Government 
tor sending theii note. .It is per- 
hups not known to most members ot 
the House that very often the 
representation that is* made 1>\ the 
person on whom the order has* been 
issued is considered by the Govern- 
ment and in some cases orders for 
release from restrictions have been 
given before the papers have been 
sent up to the Advisory Board 
because tile Government felt that 
the circumstances under which the 
original order was issued had 
changed so far as that particular 
area was concerned. Therefore, 
Government would like to have 
seven days' time, but if the total 
period be extended to n month 
ami a half, I think that gives three 
weeks to the person concerned, one 
week to the Go\ eminent and the 
remaining period to the Advisory 
Board to come to its own decision. 

It not perhaps always the case 
that the person concerned takes the 
maximum period— perhaps the per- 
son might be sending hi h repre- 
sentation earlier Government also 
might be sending their papers 
eaihei than a week But it is 
better perhaps to accept Mr. Subodh

Sj. Jyoti Basu. Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
as I have already stated and other 
speakers on this side of the House 
have stated this section, namely, 
section IMA of the principal Act 
is the most dangerous section which, 
m some respects, is sought to be 
amended by the present Bill, 
because, ns you see, orders under 
this section shall not be railed in 
ijuestion in any court of law. 

Mr. 8peaker: On what are you 
speaking? 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: 1 am speaking 
on clause 4 as well as on my own 
amendment. Therefore, Sir, as we 
have stated, by no stretch of our 
imagination can we call this Act, 
the West Bengal Security Act, a 
democratic piece of legislation. It 
seems urn have not understood the 
implication of this law being un- 
democratic. 

(Interruptions from Congress 
Benches. ) 

Gentlemen sitting complacently 
on tlie other side can shout in this 
ntuiutei , because they know that 
such legislation will not affect 
them. But our experience has been 
different. The experience of the 
workers and the hsatit and other 
sections of our toiling people has 
been different. People, who prac- 
tice law, can come here in their 
spare time and play, but they will 
not understand the implication ; but 
there are other people who ought to 
understand and will understand. I- 
know it was under this section that 
(‘ertain workers belonging to the 
Electric Company, because of tbeii 
trade union activities, were externed 
from Calcutta. Certain other 
Workers were interned, and it took 
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qaite a let of time before those ex- 
icmment orders were withdrawn by 
the Government. I do not know 
how many goondas were externed or 
interned under this section, but 1 
know that the electric workers for 
fighting for trade union activities 
were externed under this section. 
Under this section an Advisory 
Hoard is constituted, and we have 
been discussing certain time t actors 
;»s to when the order will be given, 
and in how many days the whole 
process will be completed. 1 do 
put think it is of very much mi|>or- 
tame. 1 do not know why sud- 
denly this amendment has been 
brought ioiward. Whatever amend- 
ment has been brought forward bv 
the Government, as I have said, 
a fleets us adversely and not in the 
manner a> Dr. lioy stated it affect- 
ed us. We have not seen 
any accommodating spirit as far as 
the West Bengal Government is 
lamented. Now suddenly out ot 
context and taking or d amend- 
imne oi S| Subodh Banerjee, leav- 
ing the last amendment, the Chief 
Minister suddenly says “1 accept 
it.*' If it was done because it is 
helpful for those who will he affect- 
ed* 1 a this oidei, then I would have 
s.i.d that the intention is good, but 
heie again what 1 said on the last 
occasion lias been proved to the hilt 
that whenever there is any amend- 
ment or any implication in any 
amendment that it will go against 
the citizens. Dr. Boy does not take 
much time to accept. Even before 
bis time comes, he leaps up and says 
”1 accept it”. Usually, the Chief 
Minister or the Minitaer who speaks 
in reply, sjieaks last, T think that 
is the procedure. Of course you 
may change the procedure. Sir. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

What is the meaning of his saying 
before the time comes”? 

Mf. Speakar: No question of 
changing the procedure. It is 
allowed .under the procedure. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Why 

does he feel so uncomfortable ?

8). Jyoti Basu: As 1 was say- 
ing, Sir, an Advisory Board is 
formed. Now' we know the 
difficulty when such an order 
affects a particular individual. I 
do not know what happened. 
Supposing that an order is made 
upon a particular person restricting 
his movements under this section, 
how many times will the Advisory 
Board go into the merits of the 
case? It is not clear. Supjyosing 
the cases go up to the Advisory 
Board only once, and thereafter 
the orders are renewed from time 
to time as I believe was done in 
when we were detained under 
another section of another Act. 
Whenever the time for expiry came 
or when the law was declared ultra 
viri’M , suddenly at miduight fresh 
orders were served upon us when we 
were in jail. When you intern or 
extern a person you go to the Advi- 
sory Board for whatever it is worth 
— I won’t go into details at this 
stage — you go to the Advisory 
Board, and for once only you get 
their opinion. If the opinion is in 
favour of the Government and 
against that particular person, this 
will be reviewed. So, I have 
suggested that at least if it is for 
more than three months that the 
Government wishes to have such 
restriction otder against any 
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person, that should again be 
reviewed by the Advisory Board. 
Fnless such a thing is done, unless 
time and again the Advisory 
Board reviews, one does not know 
if circumstances have changed. 
The whole authority lies with the 
Government — some particular 

officer, police officer or other 
officer of the Government to see 
whether fresh orders will be served 
or not and whether the whole pro- 
cess will be repeated or not. 
Therefore I have moved a simple 
amendment to that effect. 

Lastly, while I am on clause 4 
and on the amendment of Sj. 
Subodh Banerjee No. 47, with 
regard to the constitution of the 
Advisory Board, whilst supporting 
that amendment, I should bring to 
your notice that before this there 
were certain cases under the Pre- 
ventive Detention Act, of which I 
have personal experience, placed 
before the Advisory Board. Now, 
Sir, in the Advisory Board there 
are certain Judges, and they are 
placed in a very awkward position. 

[7.20—7-30 p.m.] 

As far as I am concerned, all that I 
have learnt of law and of jurispru- 
dence, of the principles of equity 
and justice, is that no judge must 
decide a case without hearing the 
accused, without letting the accus- 
ed cross-examine the prosecutors 
or people who give evidence 
against the accused. But in our 
country unfortunately, judges, 
anti High Court Judges at that, 
are placed in a position where the 
Government goes and tells them 
with regard to these cases that 
they are to judge them ; the defence 
las no authority to cross-examine 
police witnesses or any other 
witnesses who will appear or give 
evidence against such a person, — 
ividence in writing it may be, — it 
nay be that police reports are plac- 
id before the judges. But"* the 
K>or individual against whom an 
>rder has been passed, he would be 
old very vaguely that you are do- 
ng such and such prejudicial acts 


affecting communal harmony and 
so on and so forth and therefore 
your movements are restricted. 
This individual will not know 
further details. He would not 
know how to answer. Sir, I say 
this with the fullest responsibility 
because such were the orders 
against us, and when we were 
given such orders we could not 
make head or tail out of these 
orders. We did not know how to 
reply to these orders because this 
u- S l Government’s orders 

which were served on us contained 
all sorts of lies from beginning to 
end. I can prove to the hilt that 
yO per cent, of these charge-sheets 
were lies from beginning to end 

, \^ n pkce them before the 
Chief Minister Dr. B. C. Roy, a 
very truthful Minister, and he 
says that we have been making 
talse statements in this House. I 
shall show him my personal case 
and other cases which will show 
that orders under such sections are 
made out on police reports, the 
Intelligence Branch watchers the 
Special Branch watchers and so on 
and so forth. These are the people 
who collect reports and who may 
«ay for instance, that such and 
such persons have been preparing 
bombs. A judge would not know 
the man who is accused of preparing 
bombs. In fact the man might not 
even know the formula to prepare 
bombs, let alone prepare them. But 
how cun the judge know of this 
taetr On the other hand, the Gov- 
ernment, the prosecuting side will 
prepare a full document, a pamph- 
let., if necessary, to show that this 
accused knows everything and 
therefore the restriction order is 
valid. It is impossible for him to 
reply. We have seen through our 
experience that sometimes and on 
more occasions than one, since the 
time of the so-called transfer of 
power and independence that it is 
the High Court Judges who have, 
to a large extent, tried to preserve 
the liberty of the subject. They 
have on innumerable occasions 
both in West Bengal and in the 
Centre upheld the cause of justice. 

In Delhi the Supreme u Court hat

declared certain Caaciat laws, law- 
less laws of the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment and of other Governments 
as invalid, as ultra vires of the 
Constitution and it was because the 
.fudges did such a thing that the 
Preventive Detention Act came into 
existence because on a certain 
night all the detenus were to be 
produced in court and released. 
Within 24 hours a gentleman goes 
from the West Bengal Government 
to the Centre and gets the Preven- 
tive Detention Act passed. There- 
fore we have seen that, amidst all 
this gloom and darkness and 
amidst the terror which is being 
created by the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment and by other Provincial 
Governments, it is the High Court 
Judges who have on many an 
occasion fought against such 
orders, such legislation and tried 
to release the citizens of West 
Bengal and all other subjects. 
Therefore if they are reallv sitting 
as High Court Judges then to some 
extent one may say that we can 
give our cases to them. Even 
then I do not know how the High 
Court Judges feel when they 
review such cases. It is for them 
to decide, but I know that I should 
be prostituting my profession — and 
anybody who is a lawyer would be 
prostituting his profession— if 
he were to judge an accused without 
letting him appear before him and 
without letting him cross-examine 
the prosecutor and their witnesses 
and sift their evidence and 
materials which are placed before 
the judges. Therefore, Sir,

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
before I pass on to the merit* of 
the amendments 1 desire at least 
once to reply to the thrice lepealed 
charge which nn friend Mi J\oti 
Basil has made with repaid to the 
so-called interference of the Thief 
Minister with the judgment of the 
Higdi (Vmrt. Sir, the position was 
this. My lawyer who i\ns jirose- 
cutin^ reported to me that when 
the ease was being heard the Judge 
was good enough to ask who was 
the prosecuting officer. He 
happened to be a Deputy Magis- 
trate who was then the Deputy 
Secretary of the Government and 
he asked him whether he was a 
member of the I.C.S. or Superior 
Civil Service. The officer said he 
was a Deputy Magistrate and the 
Judge remarked “All Deputy 
Magistrates are imbeciles’’. Sir, I 
had to protest and the only way I 
could protest was to write a confi- 
dential letter to the Chief Justice 
because I felt that no such observa- 
tion should be made or passed 
against a good officer and after 
enquiry the Chief Justice told me 
that the Judge had not made that, 
statement. There it ended. 

Now, Sir, I want to tell the 
House that there is no purpose 
behind accepting the amendment* 
of Shri Subodh Banerjee. I am 
told that I should have accepted 
all his amendments. Sir, I am 
exercising my little individual 
judgment; I am not to be dictated 
as to what I should accept and what 
I should not accept. Even tha 
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[Dr. Bidhan Chandra Boy.] 

biggest dictator in the world can- 
not wish another person who has 
a free judgment of his own to say 
“you must do this, you must not 
do this”. I may tell you why I 
cannot accept his other amend- 
ment. Firstly, there is the consti- 
tutional bar. My friend over 
there had raised this question, not 
as a point of order but as a matter 
of opinion. According to the 
Constitution — it states — any person 
who for the time being is an enemy, 
alien or any person who is arrest- 
ed or detained under any law 
providing for preventive detention. 
Then the Constitution goes on to 
say — “No law providing for pre- 
ventive detention shall authorise 
the detention of a person for a 
longer period than three months 
unless an Advisory Board consist- 
ing of persons who are, or have 
been, or are qualified to be appoint- 
ed as Judges of a High Court has 
reported before the expiration of 
the said period of three months 
that there is in its opinion sufficient 
cause for such detention”. 

That is the Constitution; it may 
be good, it may be bad, but no law 
which we can pass here can go 
against the Constitution as such. 
Therefore, Sir, we had to introduce 
the same language as is put in the 
Constitution. 

Sir, the next point is a matter of 
convenience. Sir, according to 
the Preventive Detention Act — I 
again repeat and I ask my friends 
not to confuse Preventive Detention 
Act which is a Central Act with 
the Security Act which we are 
considering here — there is an 
Advisory Board being provided and 
it says the Central Government and 
each State Government shall consti- 
tute one or more Advisory Boards 
for the purpose of this Act. Now, 
Sir, here, apart from the fact that 
we cannot go against the Consti- 
tution, supposing we accept Shri 
Sulvodh Banerjee’s recommendation 
that they should he Judges of the 
High Court, that will mean we 
shall have two Advisory Boards, 
one for the Preventive Detention 
Act for oases happening in this 
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State and the other for cases under 
the Security Act. It is not possible 
to have two Boards of similar type. 
You will observe that the period 
of 2\ months which has been pro- 
vided in the Central Detention Act 
is again in conformity with the 
Constitution that no person shall 
be detained for more than three 
months without the Advisory 
Board commenting upon the case. 
The Central Parliament evidently 
have taken ten weeks as the mini- 
mum period before any opinion can 
be given, but in this case Shri 
Subodh Banerjee says that they 
should be Judges of the High 
Court. 

There is another difficulty which 
is a practical difficulty again. 
Assuming for the lime being that 
we have Judges of the High Court, 
we have a limited number of High 
Court, Judges again which is 
limited by the Constitution; we 
have got the maximum number of 
High Court Judges. They have 
already got enough cases in their 
files and the Chief Justice always 
reminds us to say that the cases 
are mounting up and therefore the 
twenty Judges that have been 
allowed under the Constitution are 
not enough. Supposing we had 
three Judges set apart — and we 
cannot say that these Judges 
would be doing the work of the 
Detention Act as well as sitting in 
the High Court — it is not possible 
because the number of cases and 
the time to be given to those cases 
would not allow them to do any 
work in the High Court. There- 
fore it is not possible to accept Shri 
Subodh Banerjee’s recommendation. 
If the Constitution were to give me 
three extra Judges, nothing would 
please me more; but my difficulty 
is that under the Constitution a 
State can get only the maximum 
number of Judges — not more than 
20 under the Constitution. We 
have twenty and these twenty are 
not enough to cope with the cases 
that are already pending in the 
High Court and the cases are 
mounting up for which purpose my 
friend the Judicial Minister is 
going to start City Civil Courts. 
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Therefore from the constitutional 
point of view, from the practical 
administrative point of view and 
from the point of view of the fact 
that we cannot get High Court 
Judges even if we wish to, we 
cannot accept the amendment. It 
is not for any particular purpose 
that I accept one and I do not 
accept the other. I must give my 
reasons for accepting certain 
amendments and not -others. 

With regard to the amendment 
of Sj. Jyoti Basu about making a 
review every three months, let me 
inform the House over again — I 
have said that two or three times 
— that the maximum period of 
restriction is six months. Now, 
after one and a half months is 
already allowed to the Advisory 
Board to give its opinion, there is 
only tour and a half months left. 
There is no purpose in reviewing 
it every three months. The mover 
of the amendment probably thought 
that the order would be in opera- 
tion for a longer period. It is 
limited to six months. Therefore, 
it is not likely that the Judges, 
after giving their opinion six weeks 
after the service of the order, will 
again review it three months after 
because they will not be able to get 
out of the effect of the order 
within another month and a half. 
Therefore, I cannot accept hie 
amendment. 

[7-50 — 8 p.m.] 

With regard to Dr. Srikumar 
Banerjee he says the words "of the 
service” should be omitted and the 
original words of the Act should 
be retained. I will tell you the 
reason why we find difficulty and 
why we have put in this amend- 
ment. The difficulty is there is 
difference between the issue of the 
order and the service of the order, 
because the man may be absconding 
at the time when the order is 
issued. Therefore, it is only fair 
that we should start calculating the 
date under which the whole Act 
will be worked and the period to b$ 
given to every group of people — 
the person himself, the Govern- 
ment and the Advisory Board — 


counting from the date of the 
service of the order. I could not 
follow, I could not understand Dr. 
Srikumar Banerjee mentioning this 
amendment of his referring to those 
cases in which persons made no 
representation, I do not think 
that the amendment made in our 
proposal has anything to do with 
the person. It only means that 
instead of the words "the order” 
the words "the service of the order” 
should be introduced in order to 
make it more definite. 

With these words. Sir, I oppose 
all the amendments except the 
amendments that I have accepted, 
viz., Nos. 35, 37 and 41. There is 
uo purpose behind it. T said that 
I shall restrict the period during 
which a restrictee can come to the 
Government and give his case. I 
can understand the force of the 
arguments of my friends opposite 
that they may not be able to get 
their case drawn up in 14 days 
possibly, but we thought that we 
will rather restrict that period than 
extend the period beyond one 
month. As 1 said we feel that it 
will be better if we give him three 
weeks, Government seven days and 
another 14 days to the Advisory 
Board. 

8j. Subodh Banerjee: Sir, T beg 
leave of the House to withdraw my 
amendments. 

(Cries of "No, no” from the 
Government Benches.) 

Mr. 8peaker: Before I ask the 
House whether the House will 
allow that, there are cries of 
"No no”. There cannot be any 
withdrawal. Withdrawal can be 
allowed only when the House will 
grant you leave. 

8). Nepal Chandra Roy: Sir, 
allow him to withdraw. You have 
got the power. 

Mr. 8peaker: How can I? I shall 
now put the amendments.

Tarapada 
Bandopadhyay that in clause 4(a), 
in the proposed sub-section ( 2 ) of 
section 21 A of the principal Act, 
line (>, for the word “twenty-one” 
the word “twenty-four” be subs- 
tituted, was then put and lost.

Sir, the more we think of this 
Bill, the more we read its provi- 
sions, the more we consider the 
arguments advanced by the Leader 
of the HouRe, the less we like it. 
With every reading, the obnoxious 
provisions of the Bill stand out in 
blacker and blacker letters. Sir, we 
have made an honest effort to probe 
into the psychology of the Treasury 
Benches; we have tried to find out 
what were the reasons that actuated 
the Government to bring forward 
this measure at a time when com- 
parative peace and quiet reign in 
the State, and when we should all 
concentrate all our efforts on the 
great constructive task that lies 
ahead. W T e have repeatedly asked 
for the motives for the introduction 
of the Bill. To those queries, we 
have received no answers, very un- 
satisfactory answers, haughty 
answers, evasive answers and quali- 
fied answers. Sir, all our arguments 
have been exhausted ; all our 
appeals have been made over and 
over again; all our ingenuity to 
devise new meth(»ds have been ex- 
hausted. But, Sir. the obduracy 
of the Government still persists and 
the penalty of that obduracy will 
have to he paid.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Sir, 1 beg to move that the West 
Bengal Security (Amendment) Bill, 
195d, as settled' in the Assembly, be 
passed. 

Dr, $rikumar Banerjee: 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the third heading 
of this Bill has provided the House 
with a last opportunity to persuade 
the Government to see the error of 
its ways, and to arrest the wheels 


The first point which I shall 
notice about the spirit of the Bill 
and its obnoxious provisions is that 
no case has been made out for the 
prolongation of a measure which is 
nt best an emergency measure, 
which is based upon an admittedly 
insecure state prevailing in the 
country, and the duration of which 
should be strictly limited by the 
existence of the state of emergency. 
The Leader of the House has 
assumed that emergency should be 
a normal feature of the life of the 
State. He has not been conscious 
of the great and humiliating con- 
fession of weakness that underlies 
such assumptions. What will a 
country that is wedded to demo- 
cracy, w’hat will the civilised world 
that likes democratic ways of lfe, 
think of a State which has just 
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emerged out of subjection into 
sovereignty but which cannot carry 
on its ordinary administration 
without reference to extraordinary 
legislation, without arming itself 
with powers which are resented by 
all the civilised world.

1 should again. Sir, appeal to 
the Chief Minister to consider the 
implications of the policy that he 
has been pursuing and not to make 
Bengal a bv-word of contempt 
amongst the civilized nations of 
the world who believe in democra- 
tic methods of administration and 
in trusting the people. Sir, the 
Chief Minister has not cared to give 
us a detailed account of the appli- 
cations of this measure. He has 
merely given us a general state- 
ment that but for this Act Bengal 
would have been plunged into 
anarchy and chaos. That, Sir, is 
too unqualified a statement for us 
to swallow without any proofs and 
tacts and figures. He has merely 
stated a meagre number of cases 
which have been covered by this 
Act. And, Sir, a large percentage 
of tin* cases which came under the 
purview of this Act have been turn- 
ed down by the very Advisory 
Boards which had been set up by 
the Government for their considera- 
tion. Sir, we have already com- 
mented on the unsatisfactory nature 
of the constitution of these Advisory 
Boards. It is going to be composed 
of people who have the qualifica- 
tions to be a Judge of the High 
Court. Sir, every blooming law- 
yer who has just begun his 
practice has theoretical qualifica- 
tion to be a Judge of the High 
Court. Therefore, Sir, by the very 
provisions of the Act we are denied 
that kind of mature judgment, we 
are denied that kind of impartiality 
and independence which we require 
in the Judges and in the members 
of the Advisory Board, Sir, even 
such an imperfectly constituted 
Advisory Board turned down many 
of the recommendations of the Gov- 
ernment and pronounced many of 
the cases to be absolutely without 
any foundation. That, Sir, ought to 


make us pause in our mud career. 
That, Sir, ought to make us think 
twice before plunging the country 
iuto a vortex of agitation. That, 
Sir, ought to make us think and 
reconsider the whole situation before 
it is too late, before the forces of 
disorder are unleashed, before the 
country is plunged into that very 
chaos and confusion which it is the 
ostensible object of the Bill to save 
the State from l hope, Sir, my 
appeal will not fall upon deaf and 
unwilling ears. 

Sir, this is a hotch-potch measure. 
This consists of a number of provi- 
sions, a number of enactments 
which are as wide apart as the poles. 
They refer to matters of the greatest 
moment. They refer to the out- 
break of revolutionary violence* 
they refer to the prospect of foreign 
invasion and on the other hand 
they refer to petty parochial 
offences for which police court 
power is quite adequate. No steps 
have been taken by the Govern- 
ment to bridge the gulf between 
the different kinds of offences which 
come under the purview of this 
Act. I would appeal to the Gov- 
ernment, Sir, to withdraw this Bill 
and to present a fresh Bill to the 
Assembly, which would be confined 
exclusnely to providing measures- 
for the defence of the country in a 
state of emergency or in a state of 
war. Then Sir, we on this side of 
the Opposition will be prepared to* 
give the Bill our most serious con- 
sideration and to think how far we- 
can go in our support of a measure* 
which may be considered necessary, 
if the last extremity to which the 
State can be reduced is reached. 
But, Sir, we can be no party to ban- 
ning processions, to banning public 
meetings, because we do not believe 
that by merely banning processions 
and public meetings, you can 
ensure the security of the* 
State. Sir, it is a weak- 
kneed policy: it is a policy of 
despair; it is a policy of cowardice 
that feels that the State cannot he 
run without this extraordinary 
legislation, without the banning of 
simple meetings and processions, 
without special precautions against 
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very minor offences for which the 
ordinary povisions of the law are 
quite enough. Sir, I do not presume 
to give advice to the Hon’ble Chief 
Minister as to the way in which he 
should proceed. The interest of the 
country and the interest of his party 
are in his hands and neither the 
country nor the party will forgne 
him it he leads the ship of State 
to shipwreck, not upon a hidden 
rock, hut upou a rock which is too 
palpable and too clear. But, Sir, 
1 should ask him to consider very 
seriously what has been the practi- 
cal utility of the measure that he 
forces dowui the throats of the un- 
willing House, Sir, his sup- 
porters have supported him only 
with silent votes. He did not find 
u single one among the 1G0 or 150 
members of the Congress Party to 
come forward with their vocal sup- 
port of the Bill. He has not been 
able to find a single newspaper 
which lias a kind word to say about 
this exceptional and unwarranted 
measure. Sir, public opinion is not 
the monopoly of the Chief Minister 
nor, 1 should say, of the members 
of the Congress Party. We know , 
Sir, how* the elections have . been 
won. We know. Sir, how the gulli- 
ble people have been led by the 
nose by misrepresentations. And, 
Sir, to come forward in this House 
and to say that we represent the 
public to such an extent that no 
reference to public opinion is neces- 
sary seems to me, Sir, to be the 
height of effrontery. Sir, the 
public has a memory ; it may forget 
for a moment ; it may forgive for a 
while but you cannot depend upon 
misleadiug the people for all time 
to come. Therefore, Sir, it has been 
very unfortunate that the Chief 
Minister has absolutely repudiated 
the suggestion of the Opposition 
that the matter might be referred 
to the public for a brief while. Sir, 
already there are unmistakable in- 
dications about the depth of public 
feeling against the Bill. Meetings 
have been held all over the country. 
Reports of those meetings have 
been pouring forth and are finding 
a place even in the newspapers sub- 
sidised by the Government and 


which are in league with the Gov- 
ernment. Even they could not 
keep out the countrywide agitation. 
1 can well anticipate the objection 
of the Chief Minister that these 
are got-up agitations. I should res- 
pectfully appeal to him to stage a 
counter-demonstration. Let it be a 
got-up counter-demonstration. I do 
not' challenge him because I do not 
believe in challenges and counter 
challenges on the door of the House. 
But 1 would respectfully submit to 
him that if he wants to characterise 
our agitation as not genuine, as 
spurious, as got-up, as manufactur- 
ed. 1 shall appeal to him to stage a 
counter-demonstration in any place 
in Calcutta and let that place send 
its seal of approval to this black 
measure. Sir, opinion in the country 
is so strong, is so overwhelming 
against this measure that you will 
not get a single supporter outside 
the charmed circle of the Congress 
Tarty, outside the artificial protec- 
tion that you enjoy within this 
Chamber, within the privilege that 
is given to you to record your votes 
here silently. That, Sir, is a state 
of things which ought not to he 
tolerated and ought not to he 
acquiesced in. 

Sir, I won't, take much of the 
time of the House. I would appeal 
to the Chief Minister to prove to us 
that the ordinary laws of the 
country are inadequate to deal with 
the situation. It is only on a de- 
monstration of the inadequacy of 
the ordinary laws of the land, it is 
only on placing before us convinc- 
ing facts and figures, it is only by 
show ing that there has been a 'mis- 
carriage of justice in the case of 
ordinary prosecution, it is only by 
showing that judges have been 
terrorised and the legal procedure 
has become too cumbrous to be 
applied, it is only by showing 
that there has been substantial 
failure of justice and the country 
is passing through a grave menace 
and the criminals cannot be 
brought to book, it is only by this 
sort of proof that you can disarm 
the intensity of the opposition to 
this measure. That, Sir, he has not 
cared to do because he feels that for 
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the time being he enjoys an im- 
pregnable position, because he feels 
that he is protected by the silent 
votes of the 150 followers who troop 
with him to every lobby where he 
conducts them. Sir, he ought to 
realise that he is leaning upon a 
broken reed if he always depends 
upon artificial agreement among 
the members of his own party. 
After all, Sir, facts cannot lie. It 
is true that the accidents of the 
ballot box have sent you, the 
Congress Members, to seats of 
power. It is true that for the next 
five years you have acquired the 
right to rule the country. But, 
Sir, there is a lesson behind the 
verdict of the ballot box. That 
lesson you ought not to forget and 
you should not forget. That lesson 
is you profited by the disunity 
among the different groups of the 
Opposition. The fact remains that 
you have been returned on a 
minority vole. That fact you can 
never explain away. You may deny 
it vociferously by your tumultuous 
conduct but tacts will be stronger 
than any tumultuous conduct, than 
anv theatrical denial which you in- 
dulge in on the floor of this House.

There 
might have been justification for 
such an ext inordinary measure in 
the past. But, Sir, situation 
changes from day to day — new 
factors come into play — new' situa- 
tions develop — and it is the duty of 
a wise and statesmanlike Govern- 
ment not to place its reliance only 
upon the past but to assess care- 
fully the present trend of feeling in 
the country — the present state of 
things in the country and not to 
renew' an old Act simply because 
your predecessors in office had put 
it into your armoury. You have got 
to take n<Me of the changing situa- 
tion — you have got to take note of 
the aspirations of the people — you 
have got to take note of the new 
spirit that now seizes the mind of 
the nation. Do not be guilty of urn 


anachronism by recording a 
measure which has outlived its 
utility — which will brand you w'ith 
a black mark which no one of your 
achievements will be able to efface. 

I shall make a last appeal to the 
members of the Congress Party. 
We are all at one with you in 
desiring that the integrity of the 
State should be maintained — we are 
all at one with you in your desire 
to resist foreign aggression with the 
last drop of our blood — we are at 
one with you in resisting any kind 
of internal convulsion that may Bet 
in endangering the safety and tran- 
quillity of the State. But you have 
got to convince us that such a situa- 
tion has arisen — you have got to 
convince us that other method* 
have been tried and failed — you 
have got to convince us that this 
is the only way that is open to you 
to keep the country fresh and strong 
— to save the country against anar- 
chy and disintegration. That, you 
have miserably failed to do. You did 
not care to convince the Opposition 
on these points. You wanted to 
ride roughshod over the feelings 
of the Opposition and you thought 
that you need not convince the 
Oppos.t ion by facts and figures — 
by definite proofs which cannot be 
controverted. Sir, I therefore, 
through you, make a final appeal — 
not merely to the Chief of the 
House — nflt merely to the members 
on the Ministerial benches — but to 
the average member of the Congress 
Party. Let them realise what they 
are doing today — the price they will 
have to pay for this piece of legis- 
lation. Let them put their hands 
on tlicir hearts and honestly answer 
how they can justify it to their 
constituency that such a black 
measure is to he perpetuated and 
made an eternal feature of the 
Legislative programme of this 
State. Sir, conscience is the final 
guide. Party discipline is good 
and I do not want to decry that. 
But there is a higher thing than 
party discipline — the appeal of con- 
science — the appeal of patriotism — 
t lie appeal of the real interests of 
the country — the appeal of the 
future generation — the appeal 
of the J-nlised humanity. Those 
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who merely follow the party whip 
— those who do not go deep-— are 
guiltv of a woeful piece of miscal- 
culation — and the result of that 
will be that the country will be 
plunged into that anarchy from 
which you try to save it — you wdll 
precipitate the crisis by your awk- 
ward attempt to delay it. I repeat 
that you isolate one particular 
measure from all the other enact- 
ments — you base your Act only 
on emergency legislation — you take 
into account only the conditions 
which will be necessary to be ful- 
filled — steps which will have to be 
taken in order to save the country 
from foreign aggression and from 
internal anarchy — and you will 
carry the whole House with you. 
If you fail to do that, the conse- 
quences rest with you. Let God be 
the arbiter of your action tonight 
and the punishment of God may be 
belated but it is inevitable. 

With that final word of warn- 
ing and with that final word of 

appeal, I take my seat.

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•J. Jyotish Joarder: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I had been waiting these few 
days patiently expecting that I 
should get enough of time, as pro- 
mised, and every time reading the 
Bill, reading after reading, I wait- 
ed and I expected you will have 
plenty of patience to give me the 
time, llial is, 15 minutes. Before I 
begin to speak, I pray for that. 

Mr. Speaker: All right. 

8J. Jyotish Joarder: Sir, I had 
an amendment and I gave notice of 
it but that u as ruled out of order. 
Sir, i do not like to raise any point 
of controversy. The real issue was 
that I wanted the Bill by that 
amendment to be the West Bengal 
Suppression Bill. That was the only 
thing 1 lint was left out of it. In my 
thought process, I found that that 
would he the appropriate name for 
the Bill that has been brought up- 
on this country and this House now. 
Soon it will be enacted — I know it 
will he enacted. But the argument 
that has been put forward in 
opposition to all the reason that was 
put forward by your left. We 
found, Sir. that the only argument 
here on behalf of "the Gov- 
ernment was that they have 
got enough of number — 
they are in the majority. The 
only argument for them was — it is 
something like— might is right. 
In this House if there is any spirit 
behind this debate to reach a cer- 
tain decision, then it should not be 
taken for granted that people to 
your right or people to your left 
will stick to one particular point 
simply because they are to your 
right or to your left. They should 
look to the real point — merits of 
the argument, reason and all that. 

I found and I was very sorry to see 
that to your right instead of argu- 
ment they put passion to oppose 
reason— -it was passion and passion 
alone. This was pre-determined. 
Sir. if argument has no value here, 
why thi*« costly debate? Once 
they are elected in the majority, he 
rest of the business would be to fchut 
the door against the Opposition. 
They should not come here to per- 
form a part in a drama, as it were, 


to talk democracy and work dicta- 
torship in predetermined lines. 
They are so many automatons — 
they have no idea about the 
country, they have no thought 
about the reason or unreason of 
any subject-matter, their only point 
is that they have got a majority. 
Still hoping against hope, democrat 
as I am, I would even now believe 
in the spirit of persuasion — I am 
ready to be persuaded myself at 
this late hour. T believe this House 
is not full of that typical kind of 
people who have lost all sense of 
reason only for a party label. I 
believe still reason shall have its 
sway here and with this very expec- 
tation 1 am putting forward my 
view-point tegardiiig this ill -fa tell 
Bill. As icuard its nature and its 
scope, the country is quite familiar 
and as regards its black achieve- 
ments, the whole country is simply 
terrorised. Still we beiic\e, still 
Bengal believes that there must be 
something to come forward to 
redeem them from this reign of

terror. Not only that, I am speak- 
ing about Bengal as a whole. 
In fact the scope of the bill is un- 
limited. Not only does it peivude 
the entire bounds of the State of 
West. Bengal, but also it tiaUM-ends 
beyond; it presumes lo coxei v\tn 
the field of international iclations, 
as if, foreign affairs of the Republic 
of India have become the care of 
the State. The Bill in question 
claims to cover the behaviour of an 
individual towards a foreign 
country, as if “foreign affairs” 
is not the subject-matter of 
tiit‘ Centre. This has also come 
within this emergency law. On the 
other hand under this Act any con- 
stable can shoot at any person if, in 
his opiuion, there is reasonable 
ground of apprehension. His con- 
duct will not be called in to ques- 
tion ; lie will not have to explain 
his conduct. So under the provi- 
sions of this Bill if passed into law 
a constable will be entitled to kill 
a man, for the mere power so to do. 
This is where progressive stiffening 
of its claims have lead to. As 
regards its nature I muM say that 
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it is coercive, terroristic, and sup- 
pressive, it is corruptive and above 
all deceptive. For furthering the 
activities of the goondas and all 
other bad characters it is only a 
camouflage. Really under this 
camouflage they want to stifle the 
real rights and spirit of the people 
of Bengal. They want to finish by 
this Act the freedom-loving spirit 
of Bengal. They want to create the 
cremation ground of Bengal’s 
prowess by this measure. By this 
coercive Act the youth of our 
country, the right-spirited, the 
freedom-loving youth of the 
country shall be put to prison, their 
activities will be summarily banned 
and they shall be terrorised. And 
why are they actuated by this 
spirit? If we ask this question to 
ourselves, we find no answer. At 
first when the Act was placed in the 
Statute we thought that Bengal was 
experimenting with this new law. 
Progressive release of detenus with- 
out trial has given rise to no law- 
lessness. But then why the life of 
this Act was extended by an Ordi- 
nance, and now in order to extend 
the life of the Act further, this Bill 
has been brought before the House? 
The Government of the State can- 
not deny the fact that the whole 
country is agitating over this Bill. 
In spite of that they are rushing 
through this Bill, because they are 
blinded by greed for more power, 
vthev are intoxicated by tbeir greed 
for powers and that is why they do 
not see the desire of the people for 
whom they are supposed to stand 
here. They have said about emer- 
gency. If any emergency comes, I 
believe that this country belongs as 
much to the Opposition groups as 
to the people in power. They must 
not venture to question the pat- 
riotism of the Opposition. If ever 
any emergency comes, then the 
Opposition shall stand shoulder to 
shoulder with the men in power. 
True patriots as they are, they are 
ready to face any emergency that 
may bring trouble to Bengal either 
inside or from outside. They will 
face it squarely. 


From the demonstration of the 
last few days, if you have got eyes 
to see and hearts to feel, you must 
have understood the spirit behind 
this demonstration. They came here 
in defiance of the order under 
section 144 and you did not shoot 
them. What happened formerly? 
Then they used to shoot; Formerly, 
they did tear-gassing and lathi- 
charging und all that. Now what 
do we see? People come, they tell 
you that they have come to see you 
and talk to you. They do not dis- 
turb the peace of the Assembly, 
they do not rush at the policemen, 
they do not pelt stones. Are you 
not convinced that if you do not 
suppress the people, the liberty- 
loving people of Bengal, you will 
find that they will behave in a very 
right manner? So this demonstra- 
tion has belied all your arguments 
that mere shooting and shooting 
alone can keep down these people 
of Bengal. \ ou think that nil of 
them are dacoits and goondas, they 
are so many trouble-makers. So 
many times you shot them. Don’t 
you repent for that now? i think 
this Government should rejient 
now. They should feel that they 
killed them for nothing. They 
must have understood by now and 
I say Government must take a 
lesson from these demonstrators 
that it they become reasonable, 
they would find Bengal reasonable 
If they go to suppress them by 
force, they will sow the wind and 
consequently reap the whirlwiud. 
Sir, there is an old saying “power 
corrupts, and absolute power cor- 
rupts absolutely”. Intoxicated and 
power-maddened as they are, this- 
Government are to drive the whole 
of Bengal mad. If that mad 
fury is allowed to go on in this 
way, you will burn yourself and 
there will be an explosion. After 
the explosion what will he left out 
I do not know. This country 
belongs to us and for the whole of 
Bengal we must put forward our 
reason, our words, our brain and 
all these things in favour of giving 
Bengal a long lease of life and not 
a lease of this lawless law in order 
to suppress Bengal and bring about 
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[ S j . Jyotish Joarder.] 
an undesirable explosion and dis- 
order. And if any disorder now 
breaks out, if people go mad, 
driven to desperation as they are, 
I think those who are bringing this 
lawless law shall be responsible for 
their undoing and we will find what 
will happen. We do not want that 
disturbances should break out, we 
do not want that a revolution 
should break out in Bengal. But 
the oppressive bills of the type are 
apt to kindle the fire in which the 
protagonists of the Bill will burn 
themselves as well as the country. 
So I submit and 1 appeal to you — 
this is the time to decide — to ponder 
deeply before you decide one way 
or the other.

And I expect even now that all 
our persuasions would have effect 
on them and that they would come 
forward with boldness, and, in con- 
sonance with Ihe need of the hour, 
declare that this Bill is rejected 
or rather that this Bill is withdrawn. 
If they themselves do not withdraw 
this measure, — as I think that they 
would not- then t oppose this Bill 
and hope that future course of 
events, ominous as they are, will 
prove the truth of mv assertion. 
Jai Hind ! 

SJ. Sankar Prasad Mitra: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, while our friends 
opposite were addressing the House 
on the provisions of this Bill, I tried 
my very host to appreciate their 
point of view. It is difficult to see, 
Sir, why so much time of this 
Assembly is being taken over the 
discussion of a measure, which it is 
agreed, has no rpplication what- 
soever to my friends opposite, or to 
any of their parties or groups, hav- 
ing regard to the (onditions prevail- 
ing in the State today. The Chief 
Minister while moving the Bill 
stated that the situation which 
necessitated the passing of the Act 
no longer existed. But contin- 
gencies may arise when the Govern- 
ment may have to use the p&wers 
conferred on them by this Act. 

Sir, for the last few days we had 
been hearing curious arguments 
being advanced by the Opposition 


Benches. It has been argued, Sir, 
that since you have the Indian 
Arms Act, why should you have 
similar provisions in this Act? Sir, 
with my limited knowledge of 
Indian statutes, I know that the 
Indian Arms Act is applicable to 
persons in possession of unlicensed 
arms. I know that the Indian 
Arms Act is applicable to export 
^P 01 *^ or sale of unlicensed 
arms. But I did not know, Sir, that 
the Indian Arms Act applied to 
cases of organizing, furthering, or 
helping the illegal acquisition, 
possession, or use of arms, ammuni- 
tions, or military stores, as defined 
m the Indian Arms Act of 1878. 

Sir, the next argument was that 
you have section 144 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code. Why then should 
you have section 19 of the present 
Act? I would reaped fully submit, 
Sir, that section 144 of the Criminal 
Procedure Code and section 19 of 
the present Act are not of the same 
ambit. So far as section 144 of the 
Criminal Procedure Code is con- 
cerned, the opinion or satisfaction 
of* the District Magistrate, the Chief 
Presidency Magistrate, the Sub- 
di visional Magistrate or any other 
magistrate with thiid class powers, 
especially empowered for this pur- 
pose is final and binding. The legis- 
lature which passed this enactment 
thought it fit that in cases which 
were likely to disturb communal 
peace or to endanger the safety or 
stability of the State, the opinion 
of the State Government might he 
necessary and indeed essential. It 
cannot be argued that since section 
144 is there, section 19 of the 
Security Act becomes unnecessary. 
And further. Sir- if you will see the 
operative part of this section you 
will find that it is justiciable in any 
court of law. The next argument 
was, Sir. by my friend Sri Charu 
Chandra Bhaudari, who argued 
that by reason of section 25 of the 
Security Act he could not use a 
loud speaker to announce the 
change of venue of his meeting in 
connection with the Bhudan 
Yagna. Sir, as I read section 23, I 
find that under that section the 
Government have power to control 
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ike use of loudspeakers and mega- 
phones for prevention or sup- 
pression of subversive acts only. I 
did not know. Sir, that the 
Bhmlan Yagna of Mr. Bhandari 
was a subversive act, within the 
meaning of section 2 sub-section (#) 
of this Act. The next argument 
was that there could be restrictions 
on physical culture by reason of 
section 24 of the Act. Sir, section 
24 provides for prohibition of exer- 
cise, movement, or drill of a mili- 
tary nature. How has it any con- 
nection with prohibition of physical 
culture is difficult to follow. By the 
way I ought to say that so far as 
section 19 is concerned regarding 
orders prohibiting processions and 
meetings, I am informed that no 
such oi ders have been made ever 
since the pacing of the Act. No 
procession, no meeting lias been 
prohibited under section 19 of the 
West Bengal Security Act of 1950 
(cheers horn Government Benches!) 
(A member — why don’t you ex- 
puuge that?) 

Sir, the next argument over which 
a considerable time was taken by 
our fiiends opposite was over the 
discussion of t lie provisions in this 
Act relating to the press, in com- 
plete ignorance ot the fact that 
these pro\ Lions have now been 
repealed by a Central Act. 

Sir. there was another argument 
wlr.ch was advanced, viz., that there 
was Ai tide 052 of the Constitution 
which empowered the President to 
proclaim an emergency in certain 
circumstances. Why then should we 
have the provisions of this Act? 
Sir, the maintenance and preserva- 
tion of public order are the duty 
and the responsibility of the State 
<io\ eminent and the Constitution 
gives powers to the State legisla- 
tures to make law's in this behalf. 
What c onnection it can have to that 
grave emergency existing, which 
threatens the security of India or 
any part ‘thereof, by way of ex- 
ternal aggression or internal dis- 
turbances as is contemplated by 
Article 252, is beyond comprehen- 
sion. Sir, I fully appreciate the 
passion and the emotion with, which 


my friend Sj. Jyoti Basu spoke of 
the day when he was pulled out of 
his bed at 4 o’clock in the morning 
for purposes of Preventive Deten- 
tion. 

[0-55 — 7-5 p.m.] 

But, Sir, it is well known to my 
friends that the Preventive Deten- 
tion Act was applied in their cases 
having regard to the policies of the 
parties to which they owed alle- 
giance. I do not kuow why 
Sj. Jyoti Basu referred to these 
facts because this Security Act has 
nothing whatever to do w r ith 
Preventive Detention. Preventive 
Detention is now a Central subject 
under a Central Act. But, Sir, the 
Chief Minister has already stated 
that alter the change of policy was 
announced by the Communist Party 
and the other parties imolvod, their 
leaders were released, and I believe 
practically all the compatriots of 
Sj. Jyoti Basu arc today out of 
prison. No impediment was placed 
m the way of the Communists or the 
socnlled Leftists in contesting the 
last General Election. Sj Jyoti 
Basu and his friends are now enjoy- 
ing -complete freedom of speech and 
movement. They can not only take 
part in the delibeiat ions of this 
House; they can address public 
meetings; they can hold processions 
and demonstrations. 1 do not 
believe that there can be any ques- 
tion of the Security Act being 
applied to any of them so long as 
they adhere to their policy of attain- 
ing their objectives by peaceful, 
legitimate and constitutional means. 
(I have further no hesitation in 
stating before this Assembly that 
should this Government try to 
apply the provisions ot the Security 
Act to our friends opposite or to 
any of their parties or groups in 
spite of their faith in parliamentary 
democracy, this Government would 
lose the support of this side of the 
House. But, Sir, even in my 
wildest dream I cannot conceive of 
such a contingency arising when we 
may have to take the unpleasant 
decision. ) We have been referred to 
the cannons of British jurispru- 
dence and to security measures in 
Great Britain and in the United 
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States of America. I do not pro- 
pose to deal with those measures 
Decause the very mentioning of the 
names of those countries irritate 
our friends opposite. I would 
merely mention the security 
measures in force in the Soviet 
Union — which is the ideal of many 
of our friends of the Opposition. In 
the last session of the House Sj. 
Jyoti Basu advised me to read 
Soviet Communism by Sidney and 
Beatrice Webb as if I had not read 
that book before. But let me quote 
two passages from that book dealing 
with Soviet security measures: 
“The primary function of the 

00 PIT is to maintain the revolution 
by suppressing all counter-revolu- 
tionary activities including not 
only what we should call treason 
and sedition but also espionage and 
any sort of conspiracy with the ene- 
mies of the Soviet; any form of 
banditry; any riot or serious public 
disorder; and the destruction or 
misappropriation of any form of 

public property by sabotage or 

otherwise. An invidious feature is 
the looseness of the definition 
which enables anything to he 

thought counter-revolutionary, that 
is of the nature of resistance to the 
policy of the Government for the 
time being. It is, we believe, very 
largely the manner in which the 
OOPU carries on its work even 
more than the ruthlessness of its 
sentences or any actual injustice in 
its operation that creates such an 
impression on the public. There is 
something ghastly in its inveterate 
secretiveness, even down to the 
detail by making nearly all its 
arrests in the dead of night. The 
public hears nothing until a brief 
notice in the newspapers informs it 
that a death sentence has been 
carried out.” 

Sir, we may or may not agree 
with the Soviet methods of oppres- 
sion or repression, hut the fact 
remains that every country in this 
world has its security measures, 
either temporary or permanent for 
the safety, stability and the security 
of the State. 


Sir, my friend Sj. Subodk 
Banerjee invited our attention to a 
dissentient judgment delivered in 
the Supreme Court dealing with 
personal liberties under the Consti- 
tution. May I humbly and respect- 
fully invite the attention of 
Sj. Subodh Banerjee to a decision 
of the Calcutta High Court which 
was approved by the Supreme 
Court. In delivering his judgment 
in the case of Kshitindra Narayan 
Hoy Choudhuri and others versus 
the Chief Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of West Bengal and another, 
His Lordship Mr. Justice Prasanta 
Behari Mukherji of the Calcutta 
High Court observed as follows: — 
“Liberty is the gift of the law 
and our purpose is to 
define the scope of that 
liberty which the people 
of India have thought fit 
to grant themselves and no 
more. The conception of 
liberty is not static hut is 
always changing from time 
to time and is determined 
and conditioned by its 
relation to the time, place 
and circumstances. The 
Constitution is a fabric 
that is woven on the roar- 
ing looms ot time. The 
content of liberty must be 
determined by the social 
dynamics of the time and 
ot the place to w hich it 
relates. Its sanctity lies 
not on any paralysing 
abstraction nor on any 
lyrical ecstasies. The need 
for compromise and 
sobriety is nowhere so 
immediate and insistent as 
on our ideas ot liberty 
which misguided will 
destroy all vestige of 
liberty. Liberty is the 
balance between an egoism 
too narrow to he endured 
and an altruism too broad 
to be attained. Liberty is 
always a calculus of diver- 
gent competing and some- 
times antithetical loyalties 
and interests. Liberty 
like property requires 
chastening and it has been 
thought that some of its 
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traditionally cherished 
immunities are more 
relative than absolute. 
The old rival logics today 
are heard in Court, one 
contending lor authority, 
the other for liberty. In 
a world ol compensations 
there is no liberty without 
restriction.” 

Mr. Speaker: You need not read 
it tu e-rtenso. 

Sj. Sankar Prasad Mitra: Sir, 1 
will read only two or three sentences 
more — 

“Many an appeal to freedom is 
the masquerade of a parti- 
cular brand of social or 
political or economic 
philosophy seeking to 
entrench itself behind the 
catchwords of the principle 
of liberty. It i> essential 
for this Court in the 
prevailing mental climate 
not to surrender itself to a 
mere slogan in its justified 
devotion to freedom. The 
horizon of liberty is to be 
found within the vault of 
our Constitution and not 
within our own mind.” 

[7-o — 7-1 o p.m.] 

Sir, the last point that I propose 
io deal with is the point raised 
today by Mr. Bhandari, namely, 
with regard to the provisions of 
protected areas and protected places 
in the Act. Sir, if Mr. Bhandari 
would kindly apply bis mind to the 
list of places which have been 
declared as protected areas under 
the Act, I have no doubt, Sir, that 
Mr. Bhandari will agree that his 
apprehensions are groundless. Sir, 
I give some of the names of the 
protected areas — it is not possible 
to go through the whole list: 

E.S.B. and military units of tbe 
Panagarb base with the exception 
of the Grand Trunk Road passing 
through the base. 

Ordnance Depot and other units 
of the Panagarh base with the 
exception of the Grand Trunk 
Road passing through the base. 


Indian nauway Locomotive 
Works, Ohittaranjan, in the dis- 
trict of Burdwun. 

So far as Mayurakshi projects are 
concerned, Tilaiyu area, Kamalapur 
barrage and the runway therein ure 
the places which have been declared 
to be protected areas. And 
I would respectfully invite 
Mr. Bhandari to consider whether 
it was at all justified to declare 
sucli places as protected aTeas parti- 
cularly having regard to the fact 
that West Bengal is a border State 
with a town like tbe city of Calcutta 
and its commercial and industrial 
importance. 

With these words, Sir, I support 
the Bill. 

8j. Mrigendra Bhattacharjya: I 

want to speak. 

8j. Canesh Ghosh: I want to 
speak. 

(Sj. Tarapada Doy: Rose to 

speak.) 

Mr. 8peaker: There cannot be 
any number of speeches. Mr. Basu. 

8]. Jyoti Basu: Sj. Tarapoda Dcy 

would speak first. 

Mr. Speaker: Yes, Sj. Tarapada 
Dev. Five minutes. 

Sj. Tarapada Dey: It is impos- 
sible. 

Mr. Speaker: Sj. Dasarathi Tah. 
(Both Sj. Dasarathi Tab and 
Sj. Tarapada Dey were standing.) 

Mr. Speaker: You said “it is 

impossible”. Y r ou sit down. 

Sj. Dasarathi Tah. 

Sj. ilyoti Basu: Mr. Speaker, 
let us first understand what is the 
position. How many speakers will 
you allow and for how long? 

Otherwise it is impossible for us to 
fix up who will speak. We had 
fixed up four or five speakers for the 
third reading. 

Mr. Speaker: You never fixed 

up. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: You at the very 
beginning on the first day told us 
that for a Bill names are not 
required to be submitted. We had 
prepared a list; then we took it 
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away from you. Mr. Biren Baner- 
jee presented you a list on the very 
first day. 

Mr. Speaker: But that list is 
exhausted. 

SJ. Jyoti Basil : Then you said 
the list is not mjuiml on a Bill; 
so today we did not submit any 
list. 

Mr. Speaker: No, no; you have 
forgotten, you are making a confu- 
sion with the Governor’s debate. 

SJ. ilyoti Basil : I am not mak- 
ing any confusion because on the 
paper which has been supplied to 
us from the office we made a list 
and I myself sent Mr. Biren Baner- 
jee to you. He went to your room 
and he presented that list and you 
■aid “no list is required because I 
will see how many speakers can be 
allowed”. 

Mr. Speaker: Forty-nine amend- 
ments have been moved and all the 
members have spoken. Now I 
will have to call the names. 

SJ. Jyoti Basil : Are they only 
to speak or others would speak 
also P 

Mr. Speaker: Twelve members 
■poke today on the third reading. 
Who else are to speak? 

SJ. Jyoti Basu: This is the third 
reading. We have five or six 
speakers. 

(Si. Taropada Dey was still 
■landing.) 

Mr. Speaker: You sit down; 
when I called your name you said 
“it is impossible”. You sit down. 

SJ. Jyoti Basu: He said “in 5 
minutes I cannot”. 

Mr. Speaker: Mr. Tah. 

SJ. Jyoti Basu: Let us under- 
stand the position. 

Mr. Speaker: I will decide that 
position. I will call the next 
speaker. Sj. Dasarathi Tah. 

(While Mr. Speaker was on his legs 
Sj. Tarapada Dey was also 
standing.) 

You sit down. (Noise and 
interruption.) 


Order please. Mr. Dey, you must 
know the elementary rules. While 
I am on my legs you must sit 
down. Your leader asked you to sit 
down. You did not obey your 
leader. There are ways of doing 
things. There is a limit to my in- 
dulgence. 

Yes, Mr. Dasarathi Tah.

Mr. 8petker: Sj. Jyoti Basu. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Am I to Speak 
now ? 

Mr. 8peaker: Yes. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: But are you 

allowing others to speak or not? 

Mr. Speaker: Now the leaders 
will speak. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: No question 
of leaders speaking. We have 
heard the leaders enough, but 
there are others specially on this 
side who want to speak. One 
person has been found by l)r. Hoy, 
who has spoken on his side, but 
here there are many persons. 1 
shall speak now, but 1 will request 
you, I will urge upon you very 
seriously that you will allow others 
on this side to speak. 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I have thought 
that I would speak if necessary at 
the last stages, and I was waiting 
to see whether a single Congress 
M.L.A. would speak on this Bill 
brought forward by Dr. Bidhan 
Chandra Roy. At last it seems 
that Dr. Roy has found one person 
in the person of Sj. Sankar Prosad 
Mitra. Sir, there is a saying 
9TO *^ TCT, and no sooner has 
the old Niharendu Dutt-Mazumdar 
left than another has been found by 
Dr. Roy. 

(Cries of “Hear, hear” from Oppo- 
sition Benches.) 

It will enliven the discussions in 
U>ia House. The gentleman who 


spoke before me — tried to answer 
some of the legal points raised 
today by Sj. Charu Chandra 
Bhandari, and what a miserable 
mess he made of his ow r n arguments. 
Sir, he read out certain provisions 
of the old Arms Act, and he tried 
to tell us, show us that by means 
of this old Arms Act the illegal 
acquisition and possession of arms 
could not be prevented. I could 
not follow his argument, because 
in the past we have seen, and 
probably he knows, that innumer- 
able cuses involving acquisition and 
possession of illegal arms have come 
up before the courts under the 
present Arms Act. If there is any 
lacunae, if there is any new situa- 
tion which has been created which 
was not here for the 150 years of 
British rule, and if the Congress 
(internment requires more powers 
under the Anns Act for some 
special reasons, then I say amend 
the Arms Act ami bring it before 
us. We shall see if it is necessary, 
and then we shall pass that amend- 
ment. But in order to amend the 
Arms Act to a certain extent why 
was it necessary to bring in a 
thoroughly reactionary and un- 
democratic piece of legislation? 
That is the first point. 

His second point was funnier 
still. He said that section 10 of 
the present Act is necessary because 
for the powers which the State seeks 
from us, section 144, Cr. P. C., is 
not enough to deal with a particular 
situation, and that was the reason. 
The reason w r as, he said, that the 
State Government in case of section 
10 can decide whether a situation 
has arisen wherein section 19 will 
be applied. In the other cases 
Magistrates and people like that, 
Magistrates with third class pow r ers 
and some other officers of the Gov- 
ernment will decide whether such a 
situation has arisen under section 
144. I do not understand this fine 
distinction. If a situation has 
arisen wherein meetings and proces- 
sions have got to be stopped, then 
why is it that under section 144 it 
cannot be done. I do not under- 
stand that. Then Sj. Sankar 
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Mitra lias himself said that since 
the inception, since the passage of 
the West Bengal Security Act in 
not a single instance section 19 has 
been used. First of all, he is not 
telling the truth. Secondly, if 
that is so, all the arguments are in 
our favour. Why is it that they 
need this power? Certainly, legis- 
lation comes in when a situation 
arises when you need those powers. 
If you do not need these powers, 
why in advance pass this legisla- 
tion? That has been our argument 
from this side. It seems that he is 
only supporting our argument. I 
still maintain that if there is any 
need for stopping processions and 
demonstrations, then section 144, 
Cr. 1\ C., left to the Congress Gov- 
ernment by the Britishers is enough 
for them. 

His third reply to Sj. Charu 
Bhaudari was that he was surprised 
how Charu Babu said that his 
Bhoodan Yagna announcement was 
stopped under this Act, because he 
said that it could never come under 
the purview of this Act. But that is 
exactly what Charu Bahu asked 
them, that was exactly his question; 
and our eminent Barrister friend 
rises and flings back the same 
question: “I am surprised. I do not 
know how it happened,” he said. It 
is not possible to understand such 
arguments. That is exactly the 
point. Probably, this gentleman 
is either hiding the facts, or he 
does not know the facts. I do not 
think he says that since the incep- 
tion of this Act, in order to stop 
loud speakers this section has been 
utilised. I do not know what 
answer he will give. Every day 
we hold meetings or demonstrations 
with loud speakers we have to take 
the permission of the Police Com- 
missioner or proper authorities, 
because under this section a perman- 
ent ban has been placed in the 
State in Calcutta especially under 
this law, and he asks us ho^ this 
Act is used. We do not know. It 
is for his boss, the Chief Minister 
of West Bengal, to tell us. It is 
no use asking us. The point which 
was being made, as far as I oould 


understand Charu Babu, was that 
the powers are being misused. 
That was his point, but that has 
not been answered by Sj. Sankar 
Mitra. Then , Sir, * Sj. Sankar 
Mitra pointing to the Indian 
Constitution lias said that the State 
has the authority and the right to 
maintain public order. Who ever 
questioned that? We know’ the 
Constitution. We know how' far it 
is democratic or undemocratic. 
But the point was whether a situa- 
tion has arisen wdicre such special 
powers are necessary for the State 
of West Bengal. That question 
has not been answered, or if it has 
been answered by Sj. Sankar Mitra 
that has been answered in our 
favour. There is no emergency 
even to maintain public order, 
because public order has never been 
threatened, and it has not been 
threatened even today as admitted 
by the Chief Minister. I myself 
raised this point about grave 
emergency from external aggres- 
sion or internal commotion. I 
raised it because the Chief Minister 
very vaguely said on t he first day 
when bringing this Bill before the 
House that people were coming 
over from Pakistan . There is 
something there. He did not make 
it clear but left it vague and 
mysterious. I asked: “Are you 
fearing external aggression from 
any quarter? Then tell us.” and 
I tola him to call upon the people 
of West Bengal if there is any 
danger, and you will not need any 
special powers. The people, the 
men and women of West Bengal, 
wdll stand by their country, because 
they love their country much more 
than Dr. Roy ever loved his 
country or loves even today. 

[7-25 — 7-35 p.m.] 

But we got no answer to that 
query. Then, Sir, Mr. Sankar 
Prasad Mitra had a fling on us. 
Again, Sir, I remind him that when 
I mentioned the Preventive Deten- 
tion Act I mentioned it because it 
was mentioned by the Chief 
Minister. Otherwise I would not 
have brought in the mention of that 
Aot in my speech at the very 
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beginning. Mr. Sankar Prasad 
Ifitra spoke as if he was one of the 
Deputy Ministers when he gave us 
an assurance. I do not know who 
he is to give an assurance. We have 
heard enough of Deputy Ministers 
giving us assurances. But what 
value has his assurance I do not 
know. But still he told us that 
since the day the Communist Party 
changed its policy the West Bengal 
Government also changed its policy 
with regard to that party and 
released everybody. But he forgot 
to tell us — although he practises in 
the Calcutta High Court — that it 
was not the West Bengal Govern- 
ment which declared the Communist 
Parts a legal party. On the other 
hand it was the West Bengal 
Government which declared the 
Communist Party to be an illegal 
party and that illegal Act of the 
West Bengal Government was 
declared ultra vires of the Consti- 
tution. He did not tell us that. 
The West Bengal Government in 
order to keep our party an illegal 
party went to the Supreme Court 
with its appeal but that appeal of 
the West Bengal State Government 
and of the Madras State Government 
were dismissed by the Supremo 
Court in our favour. That is how 
just before the Elections it became 
a legal party. 

Tl/en he told me that I was free, 
my friends were free and that we 
could speak and even participate in 
the deliberations of this House. I 
was surprised that he should in this 
rhetorical manner talk to me as if 
it was his boss the Chief Minister or 
he himself who has given me this 
authority to come and take part in 
the deliberations here. Sii , I have 
come here not because Mr. Sankar 
Prasad Mitra willed it hut because 
the people of my constituency , a sec- 
tion of the people of West Bengal, 
wanted me to be here and that by 
defeating one of their Ministers, 
their ex-Education Minister, the 
favourite of Dr. B. C. Hoy, 

(Cheers from the Opposition 
Benches) 

and I urge upon him to compare 
also by the kind of vojes which 


that Minister got and which I got. 
Therefore, Sir, I have come here on 
my own authority, on the authority 
of my people, the people of West 
Bengal, not because Dr. B. C. Roy 
wanted me to be here or because Mr. 
Sankar Prasad Mitra, his latest 
follower, wanted me to be here. 
Therefore, Sir, I again remind hinou 
that it was not his Chief Minister 
who released me from jail. Twioo 
this gentleman tried to put me in 
prison without trial. 1 do not 
know what my party policy was 
then which we have changed now. 

I say that twice he tried this but 
twice fortunately for me the High 
Court Judges released me and 
Dr. B. C. Roy knows it. He did 
not release me on a single occasion. 
Therefore, Sir, oil both the occa- 
sions the only fact was 1 was lucky. 
(A Mkmhkk from thk Government 
hunches : He did not re-arrest you.) 

J am glad that l)r. B. C. Hoy has 
got such people around him who 
could talk in this manner tlmt after 
1 was released by the High Court 
Judges 1 was not re-arrested by 
l)r. B. C. Roy. I tell them to 
arrest me if you can and again the 
people of West Bengal and other 
authorities will release me if not 
today, tomorrow, if not tomorrow, 
after two years. We are not afraid 
of going to jail for service to the 
people But I ask Sri Sankar 
Prasad Mitra if he does not know 
already and Dr. B. C. Roy what 
lines he mean when he says that 
Hie Communist Party has ehanged 
its policy? 1 had put a question to 
him in my first speech wherein 1 
had said, “will he give me a single 
instance before the Security Act 
was passed in the State of West 
Bengal where the Communist Party 
resorted to violence? Will he give 
me any such instance before the 
Security Act was passed and the 
Communist Party was declared an 
illegal organisation, before our press 
was under lock and key put by the 
Chief Minister? Before all this, 
will he give me a single instance 
where any acid bulb was thrown by 
any member of the Communist 
Party,” will he even today give me 
a single instance. Then he talks 
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about illegal acquisition of arms. 
Even tbe late Sri Kiron Sankar Roy 
when he was the Home Minister at 
that time said that the Communist 
Party was collecting arms. I asked 
him to give me a single instance 
where arms had been collected by 
us and if he had found out those 
arms. Therefore, Sir, as I said at 
the very beginning, it was through 
such lying propaganda that the 
Communist Party was made an 
illegal organisation in the State of 
West Bengal. I do admit, after 
that, I mean after the Congress 
Government took up an attitude of 
violence and when violence was 
actually directed on us, when our 
men and women were shot down and 
when they saw their children even 
bayoneted by the police of the 
Congress regime it was then that in 
self-defence certain people in some 
places, without their leaders, stood 
up and faced their bullets and their 
policemen. And, if necessary, I 
think they will do it again if we are 
attacked in this manner. Because 
what philosophy is it that the 
Congress Government has the right 
to perpetrate a one-sided attack in 
this manner illegally, Mr. Speaker? 
Illegally 1 say because it was under 
an Act which was later on declared 
ultra vires of the Indian Constitu- 
tion. Therefore, Sir, I say that it 
was not Dr. Roy who released us. It 
is just before the elections, it was a 
mighty movement of the peoples or 
the parties who are sitting here in 
the Opposition who united and who 
demonstrated before Pandit 
Jawalmrlal Nehru when the 
Congress Session was taking place 
in Calcutta. It was soon after that 
that the remaining detenus were 
released. Therefore, Sir, I say it 
was the movement of the people, 
it was a democratic section of the 
people who got our release. Sri 
Sankar Prasad Mitra in his com- 
placent mood said that if the Com- 
munist Party or other parties 
pursue their means peacefully and 
if the Chief Minister or any other 
Minister of the 'West Bengal 
Government or the West Bengal 
Government uses its powers despite 


that against these parties or their 
people then this Government will 
lose the support of the Congress 
Members. Laughable indeed, Sir. 
I know that there are Congress 
Members who even today do not 
support the Congress Government. 
But, that is a different matter. 

(Question, question, from 
Government Benches.) 

They have not yet walked over t-o 
any other Party. But in their heart 
of hearts, in their minds I know 
they are critical of the West Bengal 
Government. They do not like 
their Chief Minister and his ways. 

I know that there are members who 
if they were free to vote they would 
vote against I>. B. C. Roy and his 
Government. As yet they are not 
vocal but I know that surely they 
will come out in time. 

Then, Sir, Sri Sankar Prasad 
Mitra talked about “protected 
area” and out of, I think, 121 places 
which have been declared as 
“protected areas” he mentioned 
only four or five, and from that ht 
came to the general conclusion. He 
mentioned two of them are military 
units and after saying so he justified 
it under this Act? Who asked 
them not to do this? 1 myself 
proposed an amendment that if for 
such military areas you need to 
protect them, do protect them. 
Come to us for these powers ; you 
will he given those powers. But 
my only objection would be that 
when their friends, the Britishers 
and the American spies, know 
everything about their secrets for 
whom are they declaring these areas 
“protected areas”? But that is 
another matter. And then he 
talked about Chittaranjan. Chitta- 
rnnjan is a railway workshop as any 
other railway workshop but in no 
other railway workshop area in 
West Bengal has thif> legislation 
been used, but only in Chittaranjan. 
There too against whom? Against 
the workers who work in that 
workshop — not against the Ameri- 
cans, not against the Britishers who 
are working there as technical 
experts but, really speaking, there 
are many people amongst them who 
are spying for their own Imperialist 
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Governments. Therefore, I said 
that it is through declaring such 
areas “protected areas” you are 
drowning (that was Charu Babu’s 
point also) the voice of the workers 
and their movement and thereby 
preventing them from carrying on 
their trade union activities. 

[7-35 — 7-45 p.m.] 

I am told that even Birlas’ 
Hindusthan Motor Works has been 
declared a protected area under this 
Act. I do not want to go into 
further arguments with the 
gentleman of the Congress who 
spoke before me because remaining 
answers will be given to him by his 
electorate. I would urge upon him 
that for the next two or three 
days — they lare holidays — he goes 
to his constituency from where he 
has been elected by a majority of 
nine or ten votes. T would ask tin 1 
jhon’blp member to go there and 
face his electorate. If he invites 
me I shall come there. If he does 
not have the courage I can organise 
a meeting there. Let him go there 
and bring along witli him his boss, 
the Chief Minister and let them see 
what is the verdict of the people 
there. 

Sj. Ananda Copal Mukherjee: 

We accept the challenge to do it 
within a mouth. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu ■ I say a month is 
not necessary. We can go 
tomorrow. Another point I wanted 
to make wa.s with regard to clause 
3. You said my time was up and 
that I was obstructing the business 
of the House. You did not let me 
proceed but I thought that that was 
a very important point. So today 
on this occasion, tne last occasion, 
when w'e are discussing this Bill, 

I thought that I w T ould bring it up 
once again. I am doing my duty 
to the people and I hope you would 
not think that I am obstructing the 
business of the House. My duty 
to the people is far greater than 
anything else and I am not in the 
hat )it of obstructing the business 
of the House. 


Mr. Speakers I never said that 
you “obstructed” the business of 
the House. You can look up the 
proceedings. 

Sj. Jyoti Basu: I shall look up. 
The Chief Minister made a point to 
which I want to make a short 
reference. Finding no other argu- 
ment he said that this wms a 
democratic Act because under 
certain sections thereof people 
could go to court. If he was not 
the Chief Minister or the Home 
Minister I would not have l>othered 
to point out where he W'as wrong. 
Sir, a law is not a democratic law 
merely because under certain sec- 
tions of it you are permitted to 
go to court. Take for instance the 
Preventive Detention Act. Under 
it w'e have the right to apply for 
ha f was corpus in the High Court. 
But does that mean that the 
Preventive Detention Acl is a 
democratic Act .h No. 

Mr. 8poaker S You are not argu- 
ing on the Preventive Detention 
Act. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Sir, I give an 
example from this Act. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 1 
never used the word “democratic” 
in my speech. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: 1 withdraw that 
w ord because lie cannot have uttered 
that word. He said, is there in the 
world anywhere any other statute 
of a like nature which provides that 
a person is permitted to go to court 
under all sections except under sec- 
tion 21 A? Those were the words he 
used. So I was giving an example 
from the Preventive Detention Act. 
In the Courts the Judges have told 
us that they cannot go into the 
truthfulness or otherwise of a 
charge brought by the Government 
or the police. But they were to see 
whether the technicalities had been 
observed. Similarly, Sir, in this 
Act, as Charu Babu pointed out, if 
the Government first under certain 
sections declares any areas to be 
protected areas, if thereby it 
prevents trade union activities and 
then if it is said after you break 
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this order of the Government you 
can go to court — so it is a very good 
Act, then it has no meaning. Then 
it has no argument. That is what 
I wanted to point out. About the 
preamble of this Act even at this 
fast stage the Chief Minister has 
not understood or willingly he 
would not understand what I told 
him that the nature of the Act is 
such — it is clear from the preamble 
of the Act— that the Judges would 
be bound to adjudge within the 
four corners of this Act. They 
cannot question whether this Act 
is good or bad. They would have 
to act according to this particular 
objective. Therefore? when the Act 
is circumscribed, when it takes away 
the liberties of the subject in the 
very first instance and then under 
certain sections they are permitted 
to go to court, that has no meaning. 
The Judges will decide whether we 
shall get six months’ or five years’ 
imprisonment. That is about all. 
As there are other speakers I do not 
wish to waste much more of your 
time but before 1 sit down I do not 
know whether there is any good by 
appealing to the Chief Minister, 
and the other Ministers, or members 
on that side but I would all the 
same generally appeal to them to 
realise that no amount of repressive 
laws, no amount of terrorising the 
people will help either this Gov- 
ernment or the members who today 
support that Government. The 
Chief Minister is wrong. He is 
forgetting history, if he thinks 
that merely by repressive laws, by 
recourse to such measures 
he will teach the people 
how to behave. This is how the 
Britishers also talked — but despite 
all their repressive legislation, 
despite all the terror which they 
perpetrated on the people for the 
last 150 years — where are they 
today ? Therefore, the Congress 
Government should take their lesson 
from the British Government If 
they think that repression is the 
only lasting philosophy of life, then 
the people too will have an answer 
for that. If yon drive the people 
underground by means of snob 


measures then they will go under- 
ground. If you compel them to go 
against you they will go against 
you and no amount of Dr. B. C. 
Hoy’s measures or his henchmen’s 
will be of any avail. No amount of 
Dr. Roy’s saying that I fear God 
will help him. No God will help 
l)r. Roy. Because ultimately it is 
the people who will win — it is the 
people’s wrath which will wipe out 
Dr. Roy and his men — I know that 
from the study of history. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I 
have no intention of making any 
lengthy speecdi at this stage.

Mr. 8peaker: 1 cannot allow you 
to speak at this stage. Your leader 
has spoken.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I 
had no intention of taking any part 
in this debate at this time of the 
hour. But I think 1 ought to point 
out a few mistakes which my 
friends committed. In the first 
place I should say that this is 
neither Oehtcrloney Monument nor 
Wellington Square and we are not 
accustomed to hear in this House 
the type of speeches that are made 
at those places although today w T e 
had to hear such sjieeches in this 
House. Of course 1 have had the 
pleasure of listening to inv friends’ 
speeches delivered in \\ ellington 
Square sometimes through loud- 
speakers. I feel I must point out 
to every one that this is not 
Wellington Square nor Oehterloney 
Mo nument. So, rhetorical language 
is no argument ; it does not carry 
any conviction. The more a person 
begins to abuse, the more I begin 
to feel that he has no other argu- 
ment to put forward. Let me say 
again that throughout the period of 
the speeches of the Opposition, I 
have not listened to any argument 
which can be convincing to a person 
like me. 

Now, Sir, the next point that I 
want to point out is that liberty is 
not licence. This is an act against 
licence, not against liberty, I repeat 
again. If anybody chooses to forget 
that he is in a civilized society and 
does any act which is against the 
liberty of other subjects, then it is 
imperative on the part of any 
0ovemment in the world to take to 
the use of such powers *# would put 


an end to such acts, acts directed 
against the liberty of others. I may 
also point out that the Preventive 
Detention Act and the Security Act 
are distinct Acts. It is true that in 
1948 there was only one Act which 
contained provisions for detention 
as also provisions for the mainten- 
ance of the security of the State. 
But in 1950 the whole Act was 
changed and a Central Act which 
had application throughout the 
country came into being. (Inter- 
ruptions.) ] am not going to yield 
to such interruptions. 

Sj. Jyoti Basil: (hi a point of 
order. Sir. When 1 was speaking, 
you pulled me up once saying that 
1 was repeating. Is not the Thief 
Minister repeating? He uttered 
those very words which he spoke 
just now also on the first day. 
Why don’t you stop such repetition, 
Sir ? 

Mr. 8peaker; That is not a Point 
of Order. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 1 may 

also say that m the Press there is a 
confusion yet between the Preven- 
tive Detention Act and the Security 
Act. I think if is my duty to point 
out to the people whom we are to 
serve the difference between the 
two. One is meant for detention 
and the other is meant for restric- 
tion of certain movements. Sir, 
amidst, interruptions I do not want 
to proceed further except to say that 
throughout this discussion, although 
we have listened to the speeches on 
the other side of (he House, we have 
only had abuses and we have beard 
no argument which can convince me 
that the Act is wrong and is not 
necessary. ( Interruptions.) Sir, 

I am not accustomed to these 
interruptions. May 1 also tell that 
my friend Sri Sankar Prasad Mitra 
made a mistake in saying that there 
are only a few protected places. 
My friends do not know that there 
are two sections in the Act; one 
is regarding “Protected Area” 
and the other is regarding “Pro- 
tected Place”. Mr. Sankar Prasad 
Mitra in his speech apparently 
referred to “Protected Areas” and 
not to “Protected Places”. I am 
sorry that my friends opposite who 
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tried to point it out as a mistake do 
not read the Act, and yet they com- 
ment. With these words I support 
the measure that I have moved in 
this Assembly and ask that it be 
passed. 

8J. jyoti Basil. Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, may I draw your attention to 
Rule 16 of the Assembly Procedure 
Rules which reads as follows; — 

4 ‘The Speaker, after having 
called the attention of the 
Assembly to the conduct of 
a member who persists in 
irrelevance or in tedious 
repetition either of his own 
arguments or of the 
arguments used by other 
members in debate, may 
direct him to discontinue 
his speech.” 

Therefore it is on a Point of Order 
that 1 draw your attention to the 
fact, that the CJiief Minister was 
making a tedious rej>etition of his 
earlier arguments. 

Mr. 8peaker : I repeat Mr. Jyoti 
Basu that it is not a Point of Order. 
It is the Speaker who will control 
the debate and draw the attention 
of the members when repetitions 
are made. The debate is now closed 
and I will put the motion. 

The motion of Dr. Bidhan Chandra 
Roy that the West Bengal Security 
(Amendment) Bill, IDoM, as settled 
in the Assembly, be passed, was 
tflien put and a division called. 

(When the Division bell was 
ringing there was shouting and 
utterances of slogans.) 

Mr. Speaker: Y ou must not 
behave like that. You are all 
respectable members and you should 
maintain discipline in and dignity 
of the House. 

(There were again uproars and 
shouting of slogans.) 

Mr. Speaker. This House is^not 
meant for shouting of slogfans. 
I must warn them not to do so and 
I may add that there is no such 
precedent in any civilised Parlia- 
ment.

BUDGET FOR 1953-54. 
Statement by the Finance Minister. 

[ 3-40 — 4-36 p.m.] 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
before T begin to speak let me 
express my sorrow over the death of 
my erstwhile colleague and prede- 
cessor-in-office Shri N. It. Sarker. 
He rendered unique service to the 
State. The financial set-up of the 
State before and after Partition 
bears the impress of his knowledge 
and insight into the financial 
problems of the State. His grasp of 
financial principles was remarkable 
and I cannot but acknowledge my 
debt of gratitude to him. 

I rise to present the Budget 
Estimates of the State of West 
Bengal for the financial year 
1953-54, and also the Revised 
Estimates for the current year 
(1952-53). 

Together with the Civil Esti- 
mates and the Explanatory Memo- 
randum thereon, commonly known 


as the Red Book , I have had 
circulated to the honourable 
members three other booklets, 
viz. — 

(1) Statement showing the 

progress of Development 
Schemes and otliej new 
schemes included in the 
Revised Kstinmle for 
1952-53 and Budget Esti- 
mate for 1953-54; 

(2) The West Bengal Rupee — 

From where it comes and 
where is goes; and 

(3) Statement showing the 

results of some commer- 
cial and semi-commercial 
schemes undertaken by 
Government. 

f J hese three booklets, it is hoped, 
will be helpful to the honourable 
members in studying the Budget. 

In presenting to the House the 
Budget Estimates for 1952-53 I 
stated' last year: “As 1 look back 
to the immediate past and then to 
the future, I have a feeling that 
we have turned round the corner”. 

1 thank Providence that this state- 
ment has proved correct. 

In the year just gone by, infla- 
tion w-as completely checked. 
After a long time the prices started 
moving in favour of the consumer. 
The general wholesale price index 
issued by the Economic Adviser 
to the Government of India, which 
stood at 457 '5 in April, 1951, 
dropped to 3(17-1 in May, 1952. It 
rose again to 389-0 in September, 
1952, but has again come down to 
372-7 in December, 1952. Tho 
working classes’ cost of living 
index issued by our Labour Com- 
missioner, which stood at 387 in 
August, 1951, dropped to 339 in 
April, 1952, and was 346 in Decem- 
ber, 1952. 

A satisfactory feature of the 
year is that this fall in prices did 
not have any adverse effect on 
production which went on increas- 
ing. Thus during the year we 
have had more food, more cloth, 
more sugar, more steel, more coal, 
more cement, more matches, more 
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paper , more fertilisers and more 
of many other things. Good 
weather, good relations between 
the industry and the labour, 
easier position in regard to indus- 
trial raw materials — all contribut- 
ed to this increased production. 
Lower prices and increased pro- 
duction are evidence that transi- 
tion from the high price economy 
to a low price economy was being 
effected in a smooth way and this 
enable Government to remove 
controls and return to normalcy in 
several spheres without repeating 
the sad experience of earlier years. 
Cloth, sugar and several other 
commodities are now' cheaper and 
easily available to the great satis- 
faction of the masses. 

Food position is also easier 
to-day. All restrictions on the 
movement of foodgrains within a 
district or between districts have 
been removed. The only cordons 
that remain are those along the 
State border and round the statu- 
torily rationed areas. In the non- 
rationed areas rice mills are now- 
free to purchase paddy on condi- 
tion that they will sell to Govern- 
ment one-third of their output at 
the Government procurement price, 
the remaining two-thirds being left 
to them for sale in the open 
market. In the statutorily ration- 
ed areas the rice component of the 
per capita ration has been 
increased from 4J oz. to 6 oz. per 
adult per day and an additional 
quantity of rice continues to be 
made available through economic 
price rice shops. 

Tea is an important industry in 
this State, In this industry the 
transition from the high price 
economy to a low price economy 
has not been as smooth as it has 
been in some other industries. 
The international agreement for 
limiting production introduced an 
element of protection to the indus- 
try as far back as 1933. JDuring 
the war and the immediate post- 
war period the disappearance of 
the Indonesian supply and the 
bulk purchase system of Great 
Britain made it possible for the 


tohufttoy to Bett almost whatever 
coufd be produced and whatever 
be the quality and costs. These 
advantageous factors have now 
disappeared but by long existence 
they have left deep marks on the 
industry which are making the 
transition to normalcy rather diffi- 
cult. I am sure the resourceful- 
ness of the industry and the 
enlightened self-interest of labour, 
aided by the Central and the State 
Governments , where necessary, 
will be able to surmount all diffi- 
culties successfully. 

In 1952, the jute industry came 
out of a period of anxiety which 
began with Partition. The posi- 
tion of raw materials is easier 
to-day, the export duty has been 
reduced and greater attention is 
being paid to the market. It is 
increasingly being realised that 
greater attention to the market and 
greater efficiency in production 
are now essential to the prosperity 
of the industry. While the prob- 
lem of raw material to the industry 
is now solved, the problem of good 
prices to the growler of the raw 
material has appeared. Being the 
biggest producer of jute goods in 
the world, we are undoubtedly 
interested in low prices of raw 
jute. But the grower must have 
a fair price if lie must grow raw 
jute for the industry. In this 
matter the jute-growers, the jute- 
mill owners, and the Government 
will co-operate to ensure a reason- 
able return to the grower. 

In the year 1952 the volume of 
trade increased appreciably. 
During the period January to 

October, 1952, the volume of 
exports which passed through the 
Port of Calcutta was 5,273,000 tons 
as against 4,099,000 tons during 
the corresponding period of 1951. 
During the same period the 

imports to the Calcutta Port 

amounted to 3,343,000 tons as 
against 3,190,000 tons of the 
corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year. Of the exports, the 
largest increases occurred under 
coal, ores and scrap. Coal 

increased from 2,112,000 tons to 
3,186,000 ton#; ores increased from 
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284 000 tons to 628,000 tons ; scrap 
increased from 40,000 tons to 

222.000 tons. Of the imports, the 
largest increase was under petro- 
leum which increased from 599,000 
tons to 777,000 tons. Salt increas- 
ed from 419,000 tons to 425,000 
tons and foodgrains increased from 

1.247.000 tons to 1,277,000 tous. 

During 1952 the Five Year Plan 
was finalised. The Plan contem- 
plates an expenditure of 2,009 
crores by Central and State Gov- 
ernments in the five-x ear period, 
productive activities outside this 
Government Sector being left to 
private enterprise. Of the total 
expenditure of 2,009 crores in the 
Government Sector, 24 per cent, is 
on transport and communications, 
21 per cent, is on irrigation includ- 
ing multi-purpose irrigation and 
power projects, 17*5 per cent, is on 
agriculture and community deve- 
lopment, 10 4 per cent, is on social 
services, S 4 per cent, is on indus- 
try, 0 1 per cent, is on power, 
4 1 per cent, is on rehabilitation 
and 2 5 per cent, is on miscel- 
laneous items. Excluding the 
Damodar Valley Project, the 
Community Development Projects, 
etc., which come within the 
Central Sector ot the Plan, the 
Plan for the Go\ennneni o! West 
Bengal contemplates an expendi- 
ture of 09 crores in fhe \ears. Of 
this expenditure 09 crores, 50 9 
per cent, is on social services 
including education, medical, 
public health, etc., 23*3 per 
cent. is on major irrigation 
and power projects, 22*9 per 
cent, is on communication and 
transport, 15*2 per cent, is on agri- 
culture and rural development and 
F7 per cent, is on industry. It 
will appear that the greatest 
emphasis in the West Bengal Plan 
is on social services, irrigation- 
cum-power projects and communi- 
cation and transport taking the 
second and the third places, res- 
pectively. 

That the Plan is a move in the 
right direction and that the finali* 
sation of the Plan is a historical 
•vent of great significance nobody 

n 


can deny. A great merit of the 
Plan Js that it clearly demarcates 
the Government Sector and the 
private Sector so that private enter- 
prise also can go ahead on the path 
of productive activity without any 
confusion or misgiving. The 
critics of the Plan can be broadly 
divided into four categories. 
Some critics are of the opinion that 
the Plan is too ambitious and can- 
not be successfully executed with- 
out causing inflation arid conse- 
quential hardship to the people. 
Others have said that the Plan 
seeks to achieve too little. The 
third group of critics find fault 
with the distribution of expendi- 
ture otver the various services in 
the Plan. Almost each possible 
manner of different distribution has 
its exponent in this group. The 
critics of the fourth category are 
of the opinion that the reliance on 
foreign capital has been rather too 
great. 

This country is poor and ours is 
a backward economy. It is 
natural that poverty makes us 
impatient and induces a wish for a 
quick change. Our financial defi- 
ciency, however, severely limits 
our capacity to go forward. This 
disparity between needs and capa- 
city is the great tragedy. Those 
who are of the opinion that the 
Plan is too ambitious are only 
thinking about our poor capacity 
for performance. Those who state 
that the Plan seeks to achieve too 
little are only thinking about our 
gieat deficits in all directions and 
the uigency for betterment. Those 
who criticise the distribution of 
expenditure are mostly looking at 
the deficiency in particular sectors 
only. The solution of the problem 
of disparity between needs and 
capacity must lie not in emphasis- 
ing one in disregard of another 
but in finding a method of bring- 
ing about an all-round development. 
This is what the Plan seeks to do. 
It is not claimed that another 
manner of distribution of the 
expenditure is impossible. All 
that is claimed is that the manner 
adopted in the Plan is quite 
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reasonable. Further, all the 
details of the Plan are not immu- 
table. It would be a bad Plan, if 
it were so. Ah we go forward, we 
must bring to bear on the Plan all 
the le.Hsons of our experience and 
all the requirements of a develop- 
ing and changing situation. At 
this stage I appeal to all to go 
forward with all the enthusiasm 
which the Plan rightly calls forth 
from all of us. 

Regarding the fourth type of 
criticism, the figures will tell their 
own tale. Of the resources pro- 
vided for in Hie Plan, the largest 
item is public savings from current 
revenues and amounts to 738 crores. 
The next biggest item is private 
savings amounting to 520 crores. 
The external assistant received 
is only 150 crores. In a Plan 
of over 2,000 crores this is a paltry 
sum. A par ft from the figures, 
there is nothing wrong in this 
loan. If it is necessary to take the 
help of foreign aid so that we can 
accelerate the rate of our progress 
and consequently the rate of 
improvement in the standard of 
living of the masses, there can be 
nothing wrong in it. The United 
States of America, Canada and 
Russia were developed with the 
help of foreign loans. China also 
is going in for foreign loans to 
accelerate the rate of her progress. 
If with a loan from the World 
Bank we can complete in two to 
three years the Damodar Valley 
Project which without it we could 
not complete at all or would take 
ten years more to complete and if 
such aid is available without affect- 
ing our dignity as a free country 
and with no loss of self-respect as a 
nation, we would take it, because 
the masses are benefited by it. 
On the resources side of the Plan 
small savings of the poorer people 
have been estimated to yield 270 
crores out of a total private 
savings of 520 crores, Th^re has 
recently been a shift in the income 
structure of our economy and 
money incomes have been better 
distributed and have trickled down 
to the masses in a quite appreciable 


measure. The masses have, there- 
fore, to be persuaded to acquire 
the habit of saving which will give 
them freedom from wants and a 
confidence in the future. By pro- 
viding for the largest amount of 
saving from these classes, the Plan 
not only secures funds for develop- 
ment but also seeks to improve 
the position of the masses by 
winning them away from the path 
of improvidence to the path of 
thrift and thereby making them 
better citizens in a democracy. 

The above criticism only helps 
to bring into relief the realistic 
character of the Plan. Honourable 
members will notice that during 
the next year we shall he spending 
nearly 14 crores on development 
schemes in West Bengal. This is 
nearly the annual average of the 
estimated expenditure of the five- 
year period. In the Plan the 
target of extra production of jute 
fixed for est Bengal at the end 
of the five-year period is 10 lakh 
hales over the production of 1950- 
ol which was 14*90 lakh bales. 
The production already aeheived 
during 1952-53 has been 24*13 lakh 
hales. Thus both in the annual 
average rate of expenditure for 
development as well as in raw jute 
production we have almost reached 
t he target fixed for us in the Plan. 
With determination we do hope to 
succeed in the execution of the 
Plan. 

During the year 1952-53 the first 
Finance Commission appointed 
under Article 280(1) of the Con- 
stitution completed its work and 
submitted its report. The report 
has been accepted by the Presi- 
dent. It was laid before Parlia- 
ment on the 13th of this month 
and is now public property. We 
had been looking forward to the 
report of the Commission for the 
rectification of the grave injustice 
done to this State in the past, in 
the matter of distribution of the 
net proceeds of income-tax and in 
fixing the grant in lieu of the 
share in the net proceeds of the 
export duty on jute and jute pro- 
ducts. We confess we have been

disappointed. Under the Desh- 
mukh Award, Government of India 
u®ed to retain 1 per cent, of the 
net proceeds of income-tax as 
anributable to Part C States and 
of the balance, 50 per cent, was 
retained by the Government of 
India and 50 per cent, was distri- 
buted among the Part A States. 
Under the recommendations of the 
Finance Commission, Government 
of India would retain 2*75 per cent, 
of the net proceeds as attri- 
butable to Part C States and of 
the balance 45 per cent, would be 
retained by the Government of 
India and 55 per cent, would be 
distributed among the Part A and 
Part II States. Of the amount 
divisible among the States, West 
Bengal used to get KU per cent, 
under the Deshmukh Award but 
would get only 11} per cent, under 
the recommendations of the Finance 
Commission. 

The grant-in-aid of the revenues 
of this State in lieu of assignment 
of a share of the net proceeds of 
flit* export, duty on jute and jute 
products lias been fixed by the 
Finance Commission at 1 erore 50 
lakb> instead of 1 crore 5 lakhs 
under the Deshmukh Award. 

The third recommendation of the 
Finance Commission is that under 
Article 272 of the Constitution 40 
per cent, of the net proceeds of 
Union duties of excise on tobacco, 
matches and vegetable products 
should be distributed among Part 
A and Part B States. The share of 
West Bengal in the amount distri- 
butable to the States has been 
fixed at 7*16 per cent. 

The fourth recommendation of 
the Finance Commission is that a 
sum of 80 lakhs should be paid 
each year to this State under the 
substantive portion of Article 
275(1) of the Constitution. 

In these recommend atiofcis the 
net proceeds of the income-tax are 
distributed among the States part- 
ly on the basis of population and 
partly on the basis of collection, 

80 per cent, being distributed on 
tbe basis of population and 20 per 
cent, on tbe basis of collection. 


The net proceeds of Union duties 
of excise are distributed among 
the States on the basis of popula* 
tion only. The grant-in-aid of 80 
lakhs is said to he fixed on the 
basis of needs. The grant-inJhid 
in lieu of a share in the net pro- 
ceeds of the export duty on jute 
and jute products is fixed on the 
basis of the revenue of 1949-50. 
02 J per cent, of the revenue of that 
year is reduced in the ratio which 
the jute grown in West Bengal, 
Bihar, Orissa and Assam in that 
year bore to the total quantity of 
raw jute which was either directly 
exported in that year or was 
required to manufacture tlu* jut.© 
goods exported in that year. The 
amount so reduced is distributed 
amongst the four jute-growing 
States in tbe ratio of jute grown in 
each of these Slates in that year. 
The net result is that the four jute- 
growing States will now get 82$ 
per cent, instead of 02} per cent, 
as under the Niemeyer Award and 
that on the revenue of 1919-50 and 
not of subsequent years when the 
revenue increased tremendously. 

The revenue gap grant which this 
State has been receiving in respect 
oi Conch Bebar h to be disconti- 
nued. 

All the recommendations take 
effect as from this year. The 
Revised Estimate of the current 
year and the Budget Estimate of 
the next year have accordingly 
been based on these recommenda- 
tions. 

I will refrain from making any 
detailed comments on the report of 
the Finance Commission at this 
stuge. In several respects th© 
report is an improvement on th© 
present position. Thus it recom- 
mends distribution for the first tim© 
of a portion of the Det proceed© 
of some Union duties of excise and 
thereby brings into use Article 272 
of the Constitution which has been 
a dead letter so long. Secondly, 
it recommends grants to State 
Governments in need of assistance 
under the substantive portion of 
Article 275(1). Thirdly, the 
distribution of the net proceeds of 
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both income-tax and Union duties 
of excise is based on a concrete 
formula uniformly applied to all 
States. On the other hand, the 
fixation of the grant in lieu of a 
share of the export duty on jute 
and jute goods is at best unrealis- 
tic, heing fixed on the figures of 
1949-31). The calculation by winch 
the grant to this State under the 
substantive portion of Article 
275(1) has been fixed at 80 lakhs 
has not been made clear. But by 
any reckoning our needs are much 
greater. Our greatest grievance 
about the recommendations, how- 
ever, is that in distributing pro- 
ceeds of income-tax, contribution 
or derivation is given as low a 
weightage as 1 to 4 and Union 
duties of excise is distributed on 
the basis of population only and 
not on the basis of consumption. 
In the latter case the Commission 
recognise that consumption is a 
better basis of distribution but 
desists from adopting it on the 
ground of lack of data and suggests 
that data in this respect should be 
collected so that the next 1 i nance 
Commission may base its recoin-* 
mendation in this respect on a 
sounder basis. We must also hope 
that the next Finance Commission 
will give adequate weightage to 
contribution or derivation in the 
matter of distribution of the pro- 
ceeds of income-tax. Till then we 
have to reconcile ourselves to^ the 
position under which the State 
Government will receive credit, not 
for increasing industrial and busi- 
ness activity' in their respective 
territories, nor for raising the 
standard of living of their people 
’which also helps such increase in 
production, but for simply the 
number of their population. I am 
sure students of economics and 
public finance would in the mean- 
time carry on intensive study of 
the subject so that the next Finance 
Commission may get the full bene- 
fit of such scientific studies. 

I will now discuss seriatim the 
Revised Estimates for the current 
and the Budget Estimates for 
coming year. 


The year 1952-53 actually open- 
ed with a balance of 7 crores 28 
lakhs instead of 2 crores 68 lakhs 
as anticipated at the Budget stage. 
This represents an improvement of 
4 crores 60 lakhs and is mainly 
due to slower clearance of food 
debits from the Central Govern- 
ment during the year 1951-52 
The amount of food debit left out- 
standing at the end of 1951-52 was 
greater by 3 crores 96 lakhs than 
what was anticipated at the 
Budget stage. The balance of the 
improvement was due to small 
variations under other heads. 

The total revenue receipts have 
improved from 36 crores 37 lakhs 
to 38 crores 30 lakhs, i.e., hy 1 
crore 93 lakhs. Out of this, 1 
crore 26 lakhs represents the share 
of this State in the net proceeds 
of Union Excise Duties which, 
according to the recommendations 
of the Finance Commission, are 
being shared with the States as 
from this year under the provisions 
of Article 272 of the Constitution. 
There is an improvement of 24 
lakhs under Other Taxes and 
Duties consisting of 10 lakhs under 
Betting Tax, 9 lakhs under Sales 
Tax and 5 lakhs under Electricity 
Duties. There is aki increase of 
46 lakhs under Miscellaneous and 
this is due mainly to larger credits 
of unclaimed deposits lapsed to 
Government and reimbursement by 
the Government of India of the 
charges incurred by the State Gov- 
ernment in previous years on 
account of the relief and rehabi- 
litation of displaced persons which 
were not adjusted in reduction of 
expenditure during those years. 
On the basis of tne recommenda- 
tion of the Finance Commission 
the grant in lieu of the share in 
the net proceeds of export duty on 
jute and jute products has been 
increased from 1 crore 5 lakhs to 
1 crore 50 lakhs, the grant under 
the substantive portion of Article 
275(1) of the Constitution of 
India has been taken at 80 lakhs 
instead of nil and the grant to 
cover the revenue gap in Cooch 
Behar has been taken at nil instead 
of 12 lakhs. A provision for a 
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grant of 6 lakhs has been included 
in the Revised for welfare of 
Tribal people. The net results is 
an improvement of 1 crore 19 
lakhs under Grants-inlaid from 
Union Government. 

The increases are partly offset by 
decreases of 19 lakhs under State 
Excise Duties due mainly to diver- 
sion of consumption of country 
spirit from licit to illicit channel 
on account of the present economic 
recession, 13 lakhs under Agricul- 
ture on account of smaller sub- 
vention from Government of India 
in respect of intensive food produc- 
tion schemes. 22 lakhs under 
Industries due mainly to smaller 
sale of Cinchona products, 15 lakhs 
under Multi-puiprwe , River Schemes 
(Mayurakshi Project) due to 
absence of demand for canal watei 
for irrigation as a result of unusual 
rains this year, 14 lakhs under 
Road Transport Scheme and 25 
lakhs under Extraordinary Receipts 
due to smaller receipt ot grant 
from the Government of India on 
the basis of the progress of 
expenditure on Community Deve- 
lopment Projects. 

The total revenue expenditure 
for the year 1952-53 is 42 crores 
13 lakhs according to the Revised 
Estimate as against 42 crores 4 
lakhs according to the Budget 
Estimate. The variations under 
separate heads almost cancel one 
another and as a result there is 
little over-all variation. The 
largest increase is under Extra- 
ordinary Charges in India amount- 
ing to 91 lakhs mainly on account 
of adjustment during the current 
year ot arrear loss for supply of 
foodstuff to certain classes of Gov- 
ernment servants at concession 
rates. The other appreciable 
increases are 34 lakhs under 
Famine due to prevalence of dis- 
tress in 24-Parganas and other 
districts, 17 lakhs under Civil 
Works due mainly to larger 
expenditure on certain building 
schemes relating to the Develop- 
ment Programme and maintenance 
of certain additional roads and 
buildings taken over by* the Works 


and Buildings Department and 10 
lakhs under Superannuation Allow* 
ances and Pensions due to inclu- 
sion of provision for death and 
retiring gratuities admissible under 
the New Pension Rules. 

The increase is partly offset by^ 
decrease of expenditure of 31 lakhs 
under Police mainly on account of 
non-implementation in full of the 
new set-up of the Presidency 
Police and 29 lakhs under Commu- 
nity Development Projects due to 
the work being started later than 
anticipated. Smaller expenditure 
on Health Centres mainly accounts 
lor decrease of 22 lakhs under 
Medical and smaller payment of 
Pi (‘-part it ion claims passed by the 
Application Committee due to stop 
coders issued by courts m certain 
cases causes a decrease of 14 lakhs 
under Pre-partition Payments. A 
large-scale release of detenues and 
abolition of the Buxa Special Jail 
has resulted in a decrease of 
expenditure of 12 lakhs under Jails 
and Convict Settlements. The 
decrease of 12 lakhs under Public 
Health is mainly attributable to 
smaller purchase of quinine during 
the Mirrcnt year on account of a 
larjjei outstanding stock of the 
preMous year. Slower progress of 
work on ceilain food production 
schemes and non-utilisation in full 
of the provision for the schemes 
for the introduction of compulusory 
primary and basic education 
mainly account for tin* decrease of 
11 lakhs under Irrigation and II 
lakhs under Education, respec- 
tively. 

The provision for capital expendi- 
ture during the year is Hi crores 
90 lakhs according to Revised 
Estimate as against 23 crores 68 
lakhs in the Budget Estimate. 
Out of' this total decrease of 6 
crores 78 lakhs, decrease of 3 
crores 68 lakhs is under Expendi- 
ture on Displaced Persons and is 
due mainly to smaller expenditure 
on cost of acquisition and develop- 
ment of lands for rehabilitation 
purposes. Smaller expenditure on 
Durnodar Valley Project accounts 
for a decrease of 1 crore 55 lakhs 
under Multi-purpose River 
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58 lakhs under Community Deve- 
lopment Projects and this is due 
to the work not being started as 
early as anticipated while smaller 
expenditure on development of 
State roads accounts for a decrease 
of 27 lakhs under Capital Account 
of Civil Works outside the Revenue 
Account. Adjustment of arrear 
losses in the supply of foodstuff at 
concession rates to certain classes 
of Government employees in reduc- 
tion of expenditure by correspond- 
ing debit to the revenue head 
Extraordinary Charges in India 
mainly accounts for the decrease 
of 40 lakhs under Capital Outlay 
on Schemes of State Trading part- 
ly counterbalanced by a net 
increase in other transactions. The 
other decreases are 16 lakhs under 
Road Transport Schemes and 14 
lakhs under other schemes. 

Under Debt heads are recorded 
the transactions in regard to the 
loans taken by the State Govern- 
ment, the State provident funds, 
contingency fund, sinking funds, 
deposits and advances of various 
natue including deposits of the civil, 
revenue and criminal courts, depo- 
sits of the local bodies, loans and 
advances by the State Government, 
etc. Temporary investments of the 
surplus cash balance in treasury 
bills are also accounted for under 
this head. 

The receipts and expenditure in 
the Re vised Estimate under these 
heads almost balance each other, 
excluding investments in treasury 
bills, cash credit advances from 
the Imperial Bank of India for 
tlnancing purchase of foodgrains, 
toans from Union Government, 
loans raised in the open market and 
loans and advances by the State 
Government. 

The Revised Estimate for loans 
Irom Union Government^ is 19 
-orores 23 lakhs against 2o crores 
22 lakhs provided for in the Budget 
Estimate. The decrease is due to 
reduction by 3 crores 42 lakhs in 
~th* amount of loan for relief and 
rehabilitation of displaced persons, 


as we)) as to ourta))meot jf loan 
Vv \ CTOTe lakta in the case o 
the Damodar Valley Project , 5 

lakhs in the case of the Intensive 
Food Production Schemes, 47 
lakhs in the case of Community 
Development Projects and 4 lakhs 
in the case of the Jute Develop- 
ment Scheme. 

The Revised Estimate includes 
provision for a loan of 2 crores 
xaised by the State Government in 
the market for financing some 
development schemes involving 
capital expenditure, as provided in 
the Budget. 

On the expenditure side, the 
Revised Estimate under Loans and 
Advances by the State Govern- 
ments stands at 6 crores 23 lakhs 
as against f) crores 26 lakhs in the 
Budget. The increase of 97 lakhs 
n due to increased provision of 71 
lakhs for loans to displaced 
persons and 15 lakhs for advances 
to cultivators in distressed areas. 
The balance of the increase is due 
to inclusion of a provision of 11 
lakhs for loans for Community 
Development Projects. 

The year 1952-53 ends with a 
revenue deficit of 3 crores 84 lakhs. 
The deficit outside the revenue 
account amounts to 1 crore 42 
lakhs. The total deficit is, there- 
fore, of the order of 5 erores. As 
a result the opening balance of the 
year amounting to 7 crores 
dwindles down to 2 crores with 
which the year 1953-54 opens. 

The Budget Estimate of revenue 
receipt for the year 1953-54 stands 
at 38 erores 1 (i lakhs as against 
the Revised Estimate of 38 chores 
30 lakhs for the current year. 
There is a fall of 20 lakhs under 
Taxes on Income, 12 lakhs under 
State Excise Duties, 13 lakhs 
under Civil Works and 25 lakhs 
under Miscellaneous. There is, on 
the other hand, an improvement of 
11 lakhs under Interest, 14 lakhs 
under Multi-purpose River Schemes 
and 30 lakhs under Extraordinary 
Receipts. 

The estimates under Taxes on 
Income consist of the estimate of 
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receipts under Agricultural 
Income-tax and estimate of the 
share of the State Government in 
the net proceeds of the Central 
income-tax. The former shows an 
increase of 3 lakhs over the Revised 
Estimate of the current year. The 
latter which shows a decrease of 
23 lakhs is based on the forecast 
communicated by the Government 
of India following the recom- 
mendation ot the Finance Commis- 
sion. The decrease under State 
Excise Duties is due mainly to pro- 
gressive reduction in the supply of 
opium by the Government of India 
according to the ten-year pro- 
gramme of complete prohibition of 
consumption of opium except for 
scientific and medicinal purposes. 
Smaller provision for receipts from 
the Central Road Fund on account 
of smaller programme of Road Fund 
works accounts for the decrease 
under Civil Works. The absence 
of provision tor arrear recovery 
from the Government of India of 
expenditure on displaced persons 
mainly causes decrease under 
Miscellaneous. 

The increase under Interest is 
due to provision for receipt of 
interest from the Calcutta Corpo- 
ration on account of outstanding 
loans according to the programme 
of repayment. The anticipated 
receipt ot water-rates from the 
completed portion of the Alayu- 
rakslii Project contributes to the 
improvement of the Estimates 
under Multi-purpose River 
Schemes. The increase under 
Extraordinary Receipts is due to 
larger amount of contribution 
receivable from the Government of 
India on account of larger expendi- 
ture on the Community Develop- 
ment Projects. 

The Budget Estimate of revenue 
expenditure for the year 1933-54 
is 43 crores 27 lakhs as against the 
Revised Estimate of 42 crores 13 
lakhs for 1952-53. Thus the total 
reventie expenditure has increased 
by 1 crore and 14 lakhs. The 
largest increase is that under 
Education, being of the order of 
64 lakhs. The second largest 


increase is under Civil Works and 
amounts to 56 lakhs. Community 
Development Projects account for 
an increase of 44 lakhs and Public 
Health for 17 lakhs. Besides this 
there is an increase of 11 lakhs 
under Forest, 14 lakhs under 
Appropriation for Reduction or 
Avoidance of Debt, 15 lakhs under 
Police, 14 lakhs under Interest on 
Capital Outlay on Multi-purpose 
River Schemes, and 17 lakhs under 
Pre-partition Payments. The 

increase is offset by a decrease of 
65 lakhs under Famine, 37 lakhs 
under Extraordinary Charges in 
India, and 36 lakhs under Irriga- 
tion. 

Additional provision for new 
schemes including the scheme for 
enhancement of the dearness allow- 
ance of the teachers and other 
staff of the non-Government 
Primary and Secondary Schools 
und Colleges and enhancement of 
Hit* pay of primary school teachers 
mainly contributes to the increase 
under Education. The increase 
under Forest is due mainly to 
provision for compensation for 
waste lands under acquisition in 
connection with the afforestation 
programme. The increase under 
Appropriation for Reduction or 
Avoidance of Debt is due to inclu- 
sion of provision for contribution 
to the sinking and depreciation 
funds in respect of the open market 
loan of 2 crores raised in the 
current year. The inclusion of a 
lull year’s provision for some posts 
lying vacant for a part, of the 
current year in the new set-up 
under Presidency Police mainly 
accounts for the increase under 
Police. Additional provision for 
new building projects contributes 
to the increase under Civil Works. 
Increase under Community Deve- 
lopment Projects is due to a larger 
programme of work. Larger pro- 
vision for control of malaria under 
the development programme main- 
ly accounts for increase under 
head Public Health. The increase 
under Interest on Capital Outlay 
on Multi-purpose River Schemes is 
due to inclusion of interest charges 
on the progressively higher outlay 
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on Mayurakshi Project. Anti- 
cipated withdrawal of stop orders 
by Courts and consequential larger 
payment of outstanding bills of 
contractors passed by the Applica- 
tion Committee account for the 
increase under the head Pre-parti- 
tion Payments. 

The decrease under Irrigation is 
due mainly to smaller expenditure 
in connection with intensive food 
production schemes while that 
under Famine is due to omission 
of additional provision for relief 
operations in the areas affected by 
distress during the current year. 
The decrease under Extraordinary 
('barges is due mainly to smaller 
provision for adjustment of loss in 
respect of supply of foodstuff to 
certain classes of Government 
servants. 

The total capital expenditure in 
the Budget Estimate for 1 953-54 is 
21 crores 2 lakliN as against Hi 
crores 90 lakhs in the Revised 
Estimate of 1952-53. The provi- 
sion includes 10 crores 3 lakhs on 
account of this Government’s 
share of expenditure on Damodar 
Valley Project, 3 crores 95 lakhs 
for Mayurakshi Project, 2 crores 
95 lakhs for development of State 
roads, l erore 14 lakhs for the 
Kanchrapara Area Development 
Scheme, 12 lakhs for building 
residential flats at Kuraiya Road, 
2 crores SO lakhs on Rehabilitation 
of Displaced Persons, 1 erore d 
lakhs for Gommunity Development 
Projects, 28 lakhs on account of 
Road Transport Scheme, Id lakhs 
for North Calcutta Rural Electri- 
fication Scheme and Cooch Behar 
Electricity Extension Scheme and 
(> lakhs for certain small agricul- 
tural and industrial development 
projects. Under State Trading 
Schemes, the result is a net receipt 
of 1 erore 47 lakhs.

Excluding loans from Union 
Government and the loan raised in 
the open market and loans and 
advances by the State Government, 


the receipts and disbursements 
under the debt heads almost balance 
each other. 

The provision for loans from 
Union Government is 22 crores 23 
lakhs against 19 crores 23 lakhs 
in the Revised. The provision 
includes 10 crores 3 lakhs on 
account of this Government’s 
share of expenditure on the Damo- 
dar Valley Project, 3 crores 95 
lakhs for the Mayurakshi Project, 
(> crores 38 lakhs for various 
schemes of capital expenditure for 
relief and rehabilitation of dis- 
placed persons as well as grant of 
advances to them, 42 lakhs for 
Intensive Food Production 
Schemes, 4 lakhs for improvement 
ot the Sihpur Engineering College 
and 1 erore 41 lakhs for capital 
expenditure on Community Deve- 
lopment Projects. 

We propose to raise a loan of 2 
crores next year to finance certain 
development schemes involving 
capital expenditure. 


On the expenditure side, provi- 
sion has been made under loans 
and advances hv flit 1 State Govern- 
ment for 45 lakhs for advance** to 
cultivators, 14 lakhs for loans to 
owners ot heel fisheries and tank 
fisheries and to growers of agri- 
cultural produce, 22 lakhs for 
cattle purchase loan, 10 lakhs for 
advances to the Provincial Co- 
operative Bank in terms of the 
Government guarantee in respect 
of non-realisation of investments in 
East Bengal and for financing the 
land mortgage hanks, 3 lakhs for 
giving aid to industries under the 
State Aid to Industries Act and 3 
crores 58 lakhs for loans to dis- 
placed persons for house-building, 
cultivation, etc., 38 lakhs for loans 
for Community Development Pro- 
jects, 14 lakhs for loans to local 
bodies, 2 lakhs for loans to arti- 
sans and 4 lakhs for loans to Gov- 
ernment servants for house-build- 
ing and other purposes. 
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The revenue deficit for the year 
1953-54 is 5 crores 11 lakhs. The 
deficit outside the revenue account 
is 1 crore 3 lakhs. The total defi- 
cit for the next year therefore 
amounts to G crores. Setting oft' 
against it the opening balance of 2 
crores the year is expected to close 
with a negative balance of 4 
crores. The State has a public 
lebt of 3 crores 75 lakhs at present. 
At the end of the next year, the 
jublic debt will amount to 5 crores 
T5 lakhs. Our total debt to the 
Fnion Government at the end of 
1952-53 stands at 55 crores 94 lakhs 
ind will increase to 77 crores 79 
akhs at the end of 1953-54. This 
debt includes an advance of 2 crores 
50 lakhs granted by the Union 
Government to help us clear half 
the debit balance with the Reserve 
Bank left by the Government of 
Undivided Bengal, t lie other half 
of which was cleared by the Gov- 
ernment of East, Bengal. The 
balance of 75 crores 29 lakhs con- 
sists of 24 crores 40 lakhs on 
account of rehabilitation of dis- 
placed persons, 33 crores 0 lakhs 
on account of Damodar Valley 
Project, 13 crores 34 lakhs on 
account of Mavurakshi and other 
development projects, 1 crore 04 
lakhs tor Grow More Food or 
Intensive Food Production 
Schemes, 80 lakhs for schemes of 
dispersal of displaced college 
students from Ualeutta, 14 lakhs 
for development of Sibpur Engi- 
neering College, 3 lakhs for Jute 
Development Schemes and 1 crore 
88 lakhs for Community Develop- 
ment Projects. 

The unsettling effects of Parti- 
tion and Plan under execution 
dominate the economic situation in 
the State. With determination we 
are going forward steadily. Our 
revenue receipt which was 31 crores 
77 lakhs in 1948-49 has gone up to 
38 crores 1G lakhs in 1953-54. 
Our revenue expenditure which was 
29 chores 10 lakhs in 1948-49 has 
increased to 43 crores 27 lakhs in 
1953-54. Our capital expenditure 
which was a negative sum in 
1948-49 has risen to 21 crores 2 


lakhs in 1953-64. The total out- 
lay on displaced persons in this 
State under revenue, capital and 
debt heads covering the shares of 
the Union and the State Govern- 
ments amounts to 38 crores to the 
end of 1952-53 and would amount 
to 48 crores to the end of 1953-54, 
As stated before, in 1953-54. that 
is, the third year of the Plan, our 
expenditure on development 
schemes will amount to nearly 14 
crores which is nearly the annual 
average of the estimated expendi- 
ture of the Five Year Plan. As 
from the date of the Partition up 
to the end of 1953-54 we shall be 
spending 24 crores G3 lakhs on 
development schemes on the reve- 
nue side of the Budget, 31 crores 
84 lakhs on productive development 
schemes on the capital side of the 
Budget, aud 33 crores li lakhs on 
the Damodar Valiev Project. The 
total expenditure is thus nearly 99 
crores. Of this, the expenditure 
in the current year and the last 
year together with the expendi- 
ture in the coming vear amounts 
to 12 crores 89 lakhs on the revenue 
side, 2G crores 15 lakhs on the 
Damodai Valley Project and 20 
emios 74 lakhs on other productive 
development schemes on the capi- 
tal side. Thu- tin 1 total expendi- 
ture is neatly 00 crores dining 
these three years. How our 
expenditure on education, medical, 
public health, roads and irrigation 
is increasing from year to year will 
he seen from the Statements given 
in the booklet called the West 
Bengal Jtupeo — from where it 
comes and where it goes. It will 
be evident that under revenue 
expenditure the greatest emphasis 
is being given to social services as 
contemplated in the Plan. The 
expenditure under Education has 
increased from 2 crores 50 lakhs in 
1948-49 to 4 crores 52 lakhs in 
1953-54 and that under Medical has 
increased from 2 crores 77 lakhs 
in 1948-49 to 3 crores 53 lakhs in 
1953-54. Between 31st March, 
1948, and 31st March, 1953, i.e., 
in a period of five years mileage of 
Government roads has increased 
from 1,347 to 2,027, i.e., by 1,280 
miles. Thus we have constructed 
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roads at the rate of 7 miles in 
every 10 days. The number of 
scholars in primary institutions has 
increased from about 13 lakhs in 
1949-50 to about 15 lakhs in 1951- 
52 and tlie number of teachers in 
these institutions has increased 
from about 41,000 to nearly 44,000 
over the same period. The number 
of technical institutions teaching 
certificate and diploma courses has 
increased from 3 in 1949-50 to 12 
in 1951-52 and the number of 
scholars in these institutions has 
increased from 300 to 2,020 over 
this period. Between March, 1948, 
and December, 1952, the number 
of our hospitals including Health 
Centres and Auxiliary Govern- 
ment and Famine Relief Emer- 
gency Hospitals but excluding 
special hospitals increased from 330 
to 441. Over the same period the 
number of tuberculosis beds 
increased from 981 to 1,823 and 
that of leprosy beds increased from 
044 to 908. During the current 
year we started an Agricultural 
College and thereby repaired a 
serious gap in our system of agri- 
cultural education caused by Parti- 
tion. Since the date of Partition 
the irrigated area has increased 
from about 15*5 per cent, to about 
23 per cent, of the net cropped area 
in the State, and Government have 
sanctioned loans of 3 crores 
75 lakhs to agriculturists in the 
forms of cattle purchase loan, 
agriculturists’ loan, land improve- 
ment loan and crop loan. The 
llaringhata milk distribution 
centres in (5ilcutta which number- 
ed 20 a year ago have increased to 
41 and 3 or 4 additional centres 
are being opened every month, 
llaringhata has now a herd of 
1,444 of which as many us 970 are 
calves. As these calves attain 
maturity the milk production will 
increase and as more calves are 
born the herd will reach its full 
strength of 2,000 in abouKu year 
and a half. The llaringhata farm 
has also begun distributing farm- 
born bulls in certain concentrated 
areas with a view to improve the 
stock m the localities and it is 


hoped that we shall be able to do 
away with the need for importing 
better bulls in two to three years. 
Next year we are taking up a new 
programme of provincialisation of 
veterinary hospitals in the district 
headquarters and shall be starting 
four new veterinary hospitals out- 
side district headquarters. 

I need hardly mention more 
instances. Evidence of steady 
progress will he found as the 
honourable members go through the 
Budget papers themselves. 

In spite of all this activity and 
steady progress unemployment, 
particularly among the middle 
class, persists. According to the 
theory of unemployment accepted 
in the Western countries, ivest- 
ment is a remedy of unemployment 
and inflation begins only when 
investment is pushed beyond the 
level of full employment. In a 
backward economy like ours this 
theory apparently does not hold 
good. In this country, inflation 
begins long before the level of full 
employment is reached and stands 
in the way of further investment. 
This again makes the problem of 
unemployment peculiarly difficult 
of solution. The Western theory 
assumes that the unemployed 
people are all employable accord- 
ing to the requirement of industry 
and trade and that the industries 
and trades in which they are em- 
ployable are fully equipped. "When 
on account of a recession or other 
reasons, people become unemployed 
and the equipments become idle, 
any agency willing and able to 
make adequate investment can 
forthwith bring them together till 
the level of full employment is 
reached. This assumption is (quite 
valid under Western conditions but 
is quite inapplicable to our eco- 
nomy. We find from our experi- 
ence that unemployment is most 
prevalent among the people of the 
middle class. They are willing to 
accept employment or are capable 
of being employed, only in certain 
restricted spheres and to a limited 
extent. Any scheme to cover 
unemployment, therefore, can be 
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of a restricted scope for them. 
The members of the middle class 
are often unwilling to accept 
employment or are unemployable 
in those lines of trade, industry 
and construction which it is possi- 
ble to expand by more investment 
to the benefit of the people. This 
disparity between employability 
and expansibility is thus a stand- 
ing* hindrance to our solution of 
the problem of unemployment. 
Our young: men must be willing: 
and able to use their limbs and try 
their talents in more and more 
diversified channels. Until they 
are able to minimise, if not to eli- 
minate the disparity referred to 
above, it will be difficult to solve 
this problem. It is the experience 
of all of us that this diversification 
of vocation is taking* place under 
the stress of cireuumstancos and 
we do hope to see the time when 
expansion and unemployment do 
not exist in this country side by 
side, when our people will be 
employable in all spheres of acti- 
vity in full strength. 

Then again the very pattern of 
the agricultural sector of our 
economy is based on a short period 
of intensive activity alternating 
with a long period of idleness. 
When land was plentiful and popu- 
lation sparse little difficulty was 
felt. But in the long unequal race 
between population and resources, 
the villager is being, gradually 
impoverished and be finds this 
deteriorating position so much 
beyond him that to-day in many 
places lie is suffering from a sense 
of complete frustration. In many 
villages to-day there is not enough 
internal strength to stabilise any 
improvement introduced by outside 
efforts. Small industries have long 
been advocated for keeping the 
villager employed during the idle 
season. While small industries 
may undoubtedly prove beneficial, 
the villager requires to be rehabi- 
litated to-day not only economically 
but morally and psychologically as 
well. All his problems are to be 
attacked simultaneously in a right 
ly co-ordinated fashion. His agri- 
culture and his industry*, his health 


and his education, his social and 
organising capacity have to he 
simultaneously helped to develop 
so that he may once again come 
back to his own self which he once 
was. This rehabilitation must 
take place on the basis of balance 
between agriculture and local small 
industries, so that all can find 
employment and all can exchange 
his product. Thi«* is the only way 
to generate enough confidence and 
enough internal strength in the 
village which will enable it not 
only to stabilise the improvement 
now being introduced by the State 
Government but also to go forward 
on its own and to play its part in 
the moral and material life of the 
country. Our community develop- 
ment projects an* experiments in 
such concentrated efforts and we 
look forward to their success as a 
radical cure of unemployment 

Ours is a backward economy. 
Wo are a |>oor people. We want 
many things and are in urgent need 
nl them. Our resources and our 
capacity to produce them are, how- 
ever, extremely limited. We have, 
therefore, to march steadily for- 
ward with extreme caution and 
care and with whatever aid w r e can 
get on fair and honourable terms 
from others. While we have 
achieved much and are maintain- 
ing a steady rate of progress, we 
are quite conscious that much more 
remains to lx* done. We are 
struggling hard against scarcity of 
resources and technical personnel. 
Our struggle so far has borne 
fruit. But this should not lull us 
to complacency but should 
encourage us to greater effort and 
hauler struggle. Mistakes there 
are bound to be some; but these 
mistakes and failures, instead of 
clamping our enthusiasm, will be 
the pillars of our success. In this 
hard struggle against poverty, 
disease and ignorance, 1 crave for 
the support of the House and, I 
am sure, I shall have it in the 
fullest measure.

position. Sir, in section 11 of the 
Assets and Liabilities Order, the 
arrangement was that all pensioners 
who reside in East Pakistan will 
draw their pension from East 
Pakistan but those who rame to 
West Bengal and remain here will 
draw their pension from West 
Bengal. Under this heading the 
pensioners continue to take their 
pension in East Bengal, I mean, 
those who stay in East Bengal. 
Sir, I am not referring to the 
pensioners that have become 
pensioners after the loth August, 
1947, for which there is no provi- 
sion made yet. With regard to 
those pre-partition pensioners we 
wrote to the Government of India 
in 1948 that some of these 
pensioners did not desire to continue 
to stay in East Pakistan. There- 
fore an option was gi\en to the 
pensioners to remain m East 
Pakistan and to draw their pension 
there or come to West Bengal and 
we were given the opportunity of 
paying pension to those who came 
to West Bengal up to With Septem- 
ber, 1948. To all those applicants 
whose applications were received 
before that date we began paying 
their pensions in West Bengal 
although their pension papers had 
not arrived yet and every six 
months we have obtained permis- 
sion from the Government ol India 
to pay pensions in West Bengal to 
those pensioners who had applied 
before With September, 1948. Sir, 
the original scheme was that the 
pensions of these pensioners who 
stayed in East Pakistan would be 
paid in East Pakistan. But in view 
of the difficulty which was felt by 
some pensioners and which made 
them to come away to West Bengal 
this arrangement was made and is 
being continued. On our represen- 
tation the applications of other 
applicants who also wan led to take 
advantage of this arrangement were 
allowed to be received up to 30th 
December, 1949.

made as soon as the pension papers 
had arrived. The answer to the 
question I have given is that of the 
498 such cases we have been able 
to get the East Pakistan Govern- 
ment give us 491 transfer case® 
and their papers have arrived. 
That is satisfactory. But the 
progress of transferring these 
pension papers has beeu very slow 
so tar as East Pakistan is concerned. 
Bepcated reminders directly to the 
East Bengal Government as also 
through our (Vutral Government 
have not evoked much i espouse. 
As far back as Kith March, 1950, 
wc asked the Central Government 
to permit us to pay provisionally 
pensions up to 8lst December, 
19’»0. The Government of India 
referred the case to the Pakistan 
Government. There was a question 
asked in the Central Assembly the 
other day and the Finance Minister 
said that other States had made 
some arrangement, e.g.. arrange- 
ment has been made tor payment in 
the ease of a pensioner who 1ms 
gone to Madhya Pradesh from East 
Pakistan. But unfortunately no 
arrangement has beeu made with 
regal d either to East Bengal or 
Punjab. We have repeatedly put 
the matter before the Government 
of India. The latest, position is 
that the Pakistan Government say 
that they would be prepared to pay 
the pension provided the pensioners 
personally go and take tin* pension 
from the treasury in East Pakistan, 
which many of them are either 
unable or unwilling to do. The 
present position is that tin* Central 
Go\ eminent have inhumed us that 
vcjy soon then* will be a discussion 
with the Pakistan Government and 
a decision will be arrived at. The 
real trouble is that according to ihc 
assets and liabilities order, the first 
payment has to be made by East 
Pakistan, and we would pay after- 
wards. But East Pakistan Govern- 
ment lias not shown any tendency 
to pay. Thereto! e we have tried 
and are trying to arrange for pay- 
ment nf pensions to these people, 
and I hope and trust that these 200 
men will be helped as soon a® 
possible.

Point of procedure. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Sir. 
may 1 seek your clarification on a 
point of procedure with respect to 
Bills which had been circulated to 
the members of the Assembly and 
about which amendments have been 
sent by members of the Assembly. 
Vo u will find that three Bills have 
been withdrawn from the considera- 
tion of the House, viz., the Nurses 
Bill, the West Bengal Legislature 
(Salaries and Allowances of Mem- 
bers) Bill and the (-art Registration 
Bill. These Bills were circulated 
to the members of the House and 
amendments have been sent in by 
the members. It is difficult to 
understand why the Bills should 
have been withdrawn without the 
permission of the House. If it 
show’s a divided mind on the part 
of the Government, 1 do not think 
it is doing justice to the members 
of the Assembly. 1 should seek 
your ruling on the point as to 
whether the Bills which have been 
circulated to the House and about 
which amendments have been sought 
could be withdrawn at the sweet 
will of the Government; and who is 
responsible for the waste of money 


and the waste of energy on the part 
of the members of the House for 
having sent in amendments? Will 
you, Sir, give us an idea? Will 
you ask the Chief Minister to give 
us an idea of the inside workings 
which necessitated the withdrawal 
of these Bills, which had been 
presented to Die House and which 
were to have come up for discussion 
and which have been included in the 
agenda papers circulated to the 
members of the House? You, Sir, 
as the custodian ot the rights and 
dignity of the House, are requested 
to inform us as to what happened 
inside the party meetings that 
necessitated a sudden change of 
front on the part of the Govern- 
ment and a sudden revision of the 
progiammc which had been circu- 
lated for consideration. 

Sj. Jogesh Chandra Gupta: Sir, 
on a point ot order. M\ friend 
J)r. Srikumar Banerjee has asked 
the Chief Minister to make a state- 
ment regarding what transpired in 
the party meeting. A statement 
cannot he peimittcd to he made in 
respect of party meetings, or even 
in respect of what transpired in the 
Select Committee. 

Mr. Speaker: 1 have not given 
my ruling. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Sir, I 
did not ask \ou to let us know 
what 'happened at the party meet- 
ing. 1 only said that sufficient 
courtesN should L»» shown to the 
members of the Assembly and a 
statement should he made as to 
what is the reason for the w’ith- 
drnwal of these Bills. 

Mr. Speaker: The question 
raised by Dr. Banerjee is not at all 
a point of order. I w’ould request 
the members to thoroughly acquaint 
themselves with the rules of the 
House.

GOVERNMENT BILLS. 

The Bengal Tenancy (Amendment) 
Bill, 1953.

(The Secret an then read the 
short title of the Bill.) 

8j. Satyendra Kumar Basu: Sir,

Sir, this Bill *>eeks to amend two 
sections of the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, viz., sections To and 111*. In 
1988 an Act was passed, Act VI oi 
1988, which suspended I hi* provi- 
sions relating to the enhancement 
ot rent oi raiyats and under-ranats 
tor a period ot ten years. The 
period expired in 1917 and the 
period was extended for five years 
again from the 27th August, 1947. 
Tne embargo has continued and the 
five years' period expired in August, 
1952, with the result that, as the 
Assembly was not sitting, an 
Ordinance had to be promulgated 
and the embargo has been 
continued. It is sought to amend 
section 75A so as to continue the 
embargo for a period of two years.

The second amendment is with 
regard to section 116. Honourable 
members are aware that this section 
bars the accrual of occupancy and 
other* rights in respect of lands 
acquired under the Land Acqui- 
sition Act. Various Acts have been 
passed providing for compulsory 
acquisition of lands.

Acts in section 116 so that in respect 
of lands acquired under other Acta 
there will be no accrual of occupancy 
and other rights.

SJ. Tarapada Bandopadhyay: 

Sir, I very much appreciate the 
spirit of this amendment as proposed 
by the Government. Well, Sir, it 
must not be misunderstood that the 
scope of this amendment is very 
limited. The genesis is this. 
According to the Bengal Tenancy 
Act, as it was framed. Sir, the 
landlord was given the right to 
enhance the rent of his tenants from 
time to time under certain specific 
circumstances and on some specific 
grounds as, for example, the rise 
m the price of staple crops and so 
on and so forth, (if course, accord- 
ing to the amendment of Bengal 
Tenancy Act, which took place five 
years ago, it was found out by the 
Government that this right should 
not be given to the landlord and 
that was a right decision. Because, 
Sir, I must say thut it was on the 
basis of some wrong ideas as To land 
laws that the zeminder had been 
given that right originally. The 
zeminder has to pay a limited and 
fixed quota to the Government and 


why should it be that because of the 
rise in the price of the staple crops 
and such other allied circumstances 
he should be given the right to raise 
the rental? It was certainly not 
according to the principles of 
jurisprudence; it was not proper. 
Therefore, under the previous 
amendment, this right was taken 
away from the zeminder and it was 
enacted that since the last amend- 
ment for five years the zeminder 
would not have the right to enhance 
the rent under those circumstances. 
Nov , the life of that amendment 
has already been spent and there- 
fore an Ordinance has had to be 
resorted to, and in order to validate 
the Ordinance*, Sir, this amendment 
has been brought into this 
Assembly. I appreciate the spirit, 
of this. But, Sir, 1 say that this 
amendment would he of more effect 
it instead of extending its life for 
only two > ears it be extended for 
another five \ears. I have very 
valid teasons ms regards this 
important amendment. Well, Sir, 
when landlordism would he 
abolished, then certainly no such 
law perhaps would he required, or 
if it would he required, then cer- 
tainly this law would have to he 
ie-writton. Nobodx knows what 
final shape the land laws of Bengal 
would take on the abolition ot land- 
lordism.

But I have a very shrewd suspi- 
cion that regard being had to the 
tardy and half-hearted wa\ in 
which the present Government is 
proceeding in tin* matter of aboli- 
tion of landlordism, the abolition of 
landlordism would take perhaps 
nearly five years from this time. 
Therefore, I say that at least for 
these five years clause To A as 
already amended should be kept 
alive so that within the period of 
five years — and according to my 
view of the case until the time 
landlordism is abolished — the tenant 
may not be again taxed with further 
rent under those specific circum- 
stances as contemplated by the 
original Bengal Tenancy Act. The 
forebodings are such that it strikes 
my mind that the landlord will 
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take too long a time to sing his swan 
song and it would take a good deal 
of time to save Bengal from the 
anomaly and anachronism of land- 
lordism. In this view of things I 
propose that for the word “seven” 
the word “ten” should be substi- 
tuted; instead of extending the life 
for two years it should be extended 
for another five years.

Bargadars (Amendment) Bill, 

1953. 

(The Secretary then read the 
tdi«»rt title of the Bill*) 

Sj. Satyendra Kumar Basu: Sir, 

I beg to move that the W est 
Bengal Bargadars (Amendment) 
Bill, 1953, be taken into considera- 
tion. 

Sir, by this Bill I am seeking to 
extend the life of the Act^up to 
the 31st day of March, 1955, as 
the Act of 1950 will expire at the 
end of March of this year. Then, 
Sir, it also seeks to enact the Ordi- 
nance which introduces certain 
amendments and the Bill also intro- 
duces certain other amendments. 
The amendments which have been 
introduced by the Bill are as 
follows : — 

Under section 5(1) of the Act 
the owner was entitled to take 


possession of the land if he express- 
ed a desire to cultivate. That was 
amended by the Ordinance which 
provided that the owner would he 
entitled to take possession if he 
required the land bomi ft(h for 
cultivation by himself or by 
members ot his family or by 
servants or labourers. Sir, the 
words “or labourers” are being 
omitted by the amendment which 
is being introduced by this Bill. 
Then, Sir, there is an amendment 
which provides for payment of 
compensation to the hartjadar who 
has been dispossessed of the land 
during the five-year period if 
dining t ho said period the land is 
allowed to be cultivated by 
another bnvf^uhir. Ill those cases, 
Sir, lie will he entitled not only to 
restoration of possession hut will 
also be on tit led to compensation 
during tin* period of break in his 
cultivation 

Then there is an amendment in 
clause b which provides that the 
Board would decide and incorporate 
in the Award the money value of 
the compensation. Then in clause 
b there is also a provision that the 
Board will have power to decide 
summarily who is the owner and 
who is t he (>a rf/arfur subject to the 
question of title being decided in 
a competent court.

Mr. Speaker, Sir, I may be mis- 
understood as I make this propo- 
sal. Somebody may even dub me 
as a reactionary but 1 am far from 
that, Sir. Well, Sir, this law, the 
orgirial one, the West Bengal 
Bargadars Act whose term would 
expire shortly and which has been 
kept alive by the oxygen of Ordi- 
nance, well, Sir, that was not pro- 
perty fcramled. Everybody would 
admit' that the relationship 
between the bargadar and the 
owner of land is a vexed one and it 
has not been satisfactorily solved 
as yet. But everybody who has in 
his heart the good of the country, 
the good of the Nation, the good 
of the middle class and the good 
of the peasantry, Sir, wishes it 
very much that this law regulat- 
ing the relationship between the 
owner and the bargadar should be 
settled once for all on a permanent 
and on a sound basis with an over- 
all eye to the good of the country, 
to the good of the Nation. But 
can this be said about the law that 
is already there ? Sir, 1 mean the 
main Act which by this amendment 
is virtually being given a fresh 
lease of life with some small 
amendments here and there. Now. 
Sir, the purpose of the original 
Bill is to regulate the share that 
is to be had by the owner of the 
laud and also the bargadar of the 
land. Now the provision m the 
original law is that when there is 
a contract — in the present amend- 
ing Bill the contract is sought to 
be made in writing compulsorily — 
the relationship or rather the res- 
pective shares that are due to the 
bargadar and the owner are to be 
regulated by that contract. But 
where there is no contract there is 
the rule of thumb, there is the 
make-shift law and there is the 
crude principle that, in all cases, 
without any re>gard to the different 
amount of labour, the different 
amount of energy and costs that is 
to bo given to a particular crop or 
to different crops or to the same 
orop at different places, always, 
when there is no contract, or when 
there is no written contract, the 
bargadar is to get 2/3rds and the 


owner is to get 1 / 3rd. I must say, 
Sir, that if this rule of thumb is 
to be followed then on some parti- 
cular occasions it will react 
against the interests of the owner 
of land and in some other cases it 
will be very hard upon the 
bargadars. We are here to regu- 
late the relationship between the 
two parties concerned. We are to 
see that we are not unduly lenient 
to one party or unduly hard upon 
the other party. We are not here 
to rob Peter to pay Paul or to rob 
Paul to pay Peter. We are to see 
that everybody gets his just dues. 

I would seriously ask this House 
— is it proper, is it legal," is it 
consistent with the principle of 
equity that in all cases where 
there is no contract or for the 
matter of that where there is no 
written contract, the bargadar is 
to get jjrds of the crops and the 
owner is to get Jrd of the crop? I 
must say. Sir. that this is not a 
thing which is desirable and this, 
instead of solving the confusion, 
would make the confusion worse 
confounded, that instead ot 
smoothening or straightening the 
points ot dispute between tbe 
bargadar on the one hand and the 
owner of the land on the other this 
would further complicate the 
matter. Now, Sir. the status of the 
bargadar also has to be finally 
settled. If it was correctly reported 
in the newspapers, Sir, our Chief 
Minister before his departure for 
Europe said something like this, 
viz., the bargadar is to be given 
some tenancy right. Now, Sir, 
neither in the original Act nor in 
tin* proposed Bill there is any refer- 
ence to that. Therefore I was say- 
ing that when the land laws of 
Bengal are going to he settled once 
for all these laws are going to be 
moulded into a new shape, a perma- 
nent shape, this sort of law, this 
make-shift law, the rule of thumb 
should not be allowed to persist or 
should not be allowed to have its 
way. Therefore my submission was 
that this Bill be circulated for 
eliciting public opinion so that with- 
in 5 months or 6 months when we 
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are armed, when we have in our pos- 
session the different views of the res- 
pective parties as also the considered 
opinions of third parties, we may 
feel that we are in a position to en- 
act a broadbased law on this par- 
ticular subject on a more perma- 
nent and on a more sound basis. 
It is under these circumstances that 
I make this amendment. Of course 
it may be asked — well, if this is not 
given a fresh lease of life then there 
will not be in the field any law to 
regulate the relationship between 
the bnryadar and the owner of the 
land.

I must sa\ that before three 
years perhaps there was no such 
law and the relationship between 
the hnrifodar and the owner was 
not so bad as it is now after the 
enactment of the original Act. So 
us I say instead of solving the con- 
fusion it has made the contusion 
worse confounded. Therefore, if 
for the time being the regulation of 
relationship is left to contract and 
custom — to neighbourly feeling 
between the parties concerned, the 
h<ir<f<ulnr and the owner of the 
land — I think we would reap better 
benefit and it will bring about 
greater produce of crops in Bengal 
which requires crops so badly. It is 
in this spirit that 1 have very 
serioush made this proposal.

Sj. Jyotish Jcarder: Mr. Speaker. 
Sir, what my amendment seeks 
to make clear is this. Section 
5 (hut\ of tin* orig’nnl Act reads 
thus “that the owner desires to 
cultivate the land by himself or by 
members of his family or by ser- 
vants or labourer's M This amending 1 
Bill proposes to substitute this b\ 
the words “that the owner requires 
the land !><>nn fide for cultivation 
by himself or by members of his 
family or by servants”. Added to 
this in another place it seeks to 
drop the words “or labourers” in 
clause 5(c)(1) only, keeping the 
rest almost as it is. T assume 
that the pm pose behind this 
proposed amendment is to make 
the position of the bnrgndar 
easier, to remove the handicaps 
that are standing against him, to 
a certain extent. The introduc- 
tion of the word “horw AV/c” and 
the omission of the words “or bv 
servants” do not improve matters 
much ; the meaning is not much 
improved, that is to say the bnrgn- 
dar is not much helped by these 
things. If the words “or by 
servants” had also been omitted 
then the purpose would have been 
served and so I have proposed the 
amendment that the words “or by 
servants” be also dropped. From 
the grounds under which the 


bargmhir may be dispossessed of the 
land we find that it is practically 
repeating the thing as it is stand- 
ing today. The funny grounds 
on which a btiryadar can he dis- 
possessed within the meaning of 
section 5, clause (b) of sub-section 
(/) of the original Act reading 
thus “or has wilfully neglected 
to cultivate it properly” lias not 
beeu touched.

He may be removed if he does not 
pay Ins dues and for other things. 
All the stipulations of the Act 
demand that hargndors may he dis- 
possessed by tin* stroke of pen or at 
the whims of the so-called owner of 
the land. If it is really an\ improve- 
ment that is aimed at, it must not 
he too little noi too late; hut it 
will be equivalent to such a thing 
if you pass tin* Bill in the present 
form. Sir, it the purpose is to ease 
the position of the hargttdiin s. if it 
is to guarantee to them some secu- 
rity, then, of course, the words “or 
by scivants” should he omitted. 
Sir. we find in another sul>-« lause of 
the principal Act section sub- 
section t'd ) — that if somehow the 
owner can restore the land to him- 
self on tin* grounds stated above, 
he may, if he likes, put any person 
in the soil m the name ot the ser- 
vant or in the name of his family 
and keep the soil in his possession. 
In the cast* of the bnrgadar* , if he 
neglects cull i vat ion— in the opinion 
of the owner of the land — the con- 
sequence is that lie may he dispos- 
sessed. But, Sir, if tin* so-called 
owner puts any person there in the 
garb of a* servant or a family 
member — although there may he 
neglect — he can retain possession 
of the land. The consequence is 
that not only will wrong he done 
to the hnrgaddr hut what will hap- 
pen is that the State will also suffer 
in respect of production at a time 
when we are in a difficult food posi- 
tion. Sir, we must know where we 
are leading the bnrgndar to. The 
helpless borgadnr will remain as 
helpless as he is today, if the Bill 
is passed in its present form. It is 
an eye-wash, which I think is not 
meant. If anything is meant, it 
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[8j. Jyotish Joarder.] 
must go in favour of the bargadar 
who is working under a handicap. 
We should give him certain sort of 
security, certain sort of guarantee. 
We must, therefore, remove this 
portion “or by servants” also from 
the principal Act. If we remove 
it, it will n^nin something. The 
owner retains his possession of the 
soil it he himself tills it or if he 
does •»() by his family members. 
There is no objection but if you 
provide “or by servants” it will 
make a difference. If you want to 
do anything real, I would request 
you to accept this amendment of 
mine. If the Bill is meant to help 
the bargadar to Ihe least possible 
extent you will, I think, agree to 
accede to my request. 

There is a wider significance of 
tb“ thing that I have put forward. 
Now. Sir, we are in a very diffi- 
cult food position. If you ('an give 
the bargadar some sort of security 
and some sort of guarantee, if he 
is encouraged, it will help produc- 
tion and that will he a great help 
to tide over the difficult food posi- 
tion in the country. 

There is another point, Sir, 
which I must stress. Sir, if at any 
time a barfjndar is dispossessed by 
the owner of the land and a new 
bargadar is brought into the soil 
by the owner of the land and the 
question of compensation arises, 
the new bargadar should not suffer 
for no fault of Iur. Wp must con- 
sider this point. We must do no 
wrong to the new bargadnr as 
against the old bargadar. When- 
ever bargadar s enter into a eon- 
tract, they should be safeguarded 
and they must be assured al>oiit the 
legitimate possession of the soil. 
Sir. by removing “or by servants” 
the vagueness will go. If you 
want to do anything, please make 
an improvement in the position of 
the bgrgadnrs. We do not want 
too small changes or whitewashing 
in these fundamental Act8!H)ur soil 
must go to the tiller and there must 
no intermediaries — but that is a 
different matter. Sir, leaving the 
merits and demerits as they are, I 
would request that considering the 


justice of my amendment the mover 
of this Bill will accept this amend- 
ment and thus really give meaning 
to what is proposed.

Sj. Tarapada Bandopadhyay : 

Sir, I have proposed that clause 
5(5) and clause 5(c)(7) should he 
omitted from the Bill submitted 
before the House. Now, Sir, as the 
law now stands, an owner of the land 
can take awa\ the land from the 
hart/adnr under certain circum- 
stances. As the law stands, Sir, the 
owner can take away the land also 
if he wished bona fide to cultivate 
the land with the help of labourers. 
But now, in this amendment, the 
word “labourer” lias been deleted. 
The net result comes to this that if 
this Bill is passed into law, then no 
owner of the land would be in a 
position to take away the land from 
the possession of the Ixiryadar on 
the ground that he would cultivate 
it with the help of labourers. 1 
submit to tli is Assembly, Sir, that 
an invidious distinction has been 
sought to he made by this amend- 
ment and this should not be coun- 
tenanced. If this portion of the 
Bill is enacted into law, then it will 
bit very hard the middle-class 
people and it will intensify the 
already existing unemployment that 
has been prevailing among the 
middle-class population. Well, 
Sir, it must not be misunderstood 
that all owners of land are big jote- 
dars. They are not Zemindars. 
All owners do not possess one hun- 
dred or two hundred or one thousand 
bighas and so on and so forth. 
This idea should be taken away from 
our mind. It is my idea that at 
least 90 per cent, of the land-owners 
possess from 15 to 20 or 25 bighas of 
land. Government must have got 
an idea of it from their experience 
of the application of the levy sys- 
tem. Government can see from 
what percentage of l^nd-owners they 


have been able to set the levy. 
Therefore what would be the posi- 
tion if this Bill is enacted into 
law? What would be the position 
of the middle-class family which 
owns say. 15 to 20 bighas of land? 
And in these days of unemploy- 
ment, Sir, it may he taken for 
granted that most of these families 
would remain unemployed. Sup- 
posing a man dies leaving 
a widow and two or three 
children and one of the boys gets 
education by exhausting all the 
resources of his family and after 
finishing his education he sees that 
he is left with only 15 to 20 bighas 
of his patrimony, all the ornaments 
of his mother gone and all cash 
money -also gone. What would be 
do? You cannot give him employ- 
ment and you would also say that 
“You would not be allowed to get 
your lands cultivated under your 
personal supervision and with per- 
haps your own labour and with the 
help mainly of hired labourers and 
by hired ploughs and cattle? It 
may not be profitable for him to 
keep attached to his family plough 
and cattle and to maintain their 
upkeep and retained “labourers. 
But it may well lie possible for 
him to get it cultivated by the 
help of labourers, supplemented 
with his own labour as well. 
According to social custom 
and according to social convention 
and because of various other factors 
it may quite well he that the so- 
called higher class of Hindus and 
Muslims do not take to plough 
themselves. But now-n-days we are 
exhort ipg them to take to cultiva- 
tion, to understand the dignity of 
lal>our and so on and so forth, and 
many of these young Brahmins, 
young Kayasfhas and young 
raidyas coming from the higher 
strata of the society, can take to 
many items of the work of cultiva- 
ion save and except perhaps plough- 
ing actually the land. Then if a 
gentleman like this having 15 to 20 

bighas of land intends that by his 
personal supervision and with his 
own kbour as well he w ill get his 
land cultivated by the help of hired 
labour, then certainly he may be a 
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f Sj. Tarapada Bandopadhyay.] 

bit well-placed economically because 
if be is allowed to cultivate in tbis 
way, it may ultimately be seen that 
the net cost of bis cultivation will 
perhaps amount to much less than 
two-thirds of the produce of the 
land. Therefore why should it 
be that such a gentleman should 
be forced to part with two-thirds 
of the produce compulsorily by 
keeping it under all circumstances 
in the possession of bargadars? 
Therefore, as I was saying, these 
words “or labourers” that had 
its place in the original Act 
should as well have been 
retained in this Bill also, and 
therefore, this clause should be 
omitted. The distinction, as I have 
already stated, Sir, is invidious, and 
as has been stated, Sir, even if a 
man wants to cultivate with his own 
labour, then also he would have to 
take recourse to hired labour. 
Therefore we cannot eliminate hired 
labour altogether out of the picture 
and hired labour will be there. 
Why should there be this invidious 
distinction and as I have already 
stated this would only intensify un- 
employment among the middle- 
classes. This is mv submission, 
Sir.

I confess to my friend Sj. Charu 
Chandra Bhondari that it is a bit 
difficult for me to understand his 
mind or his philosophy or his logic. 

1 find one of my friends, Sj. 

Jogendra Nam van Das, has sug- 
gested that clause 5 should be 
omitted altogether. Sir, what will 
happen if the clause is omitted? 

Under the original Act an owner 
was entitled to dispossess the bar- 
gad nr if lie only had a desire to cul- 
tivate himself or by an y member of 
his family, or servant, or labourer. 
In order to prevent whimsical dis- 
possession the Ordinance was pro- 
mulgated and in the Ordinance with 
the object of giving the bargadar 
greater protection an amendment 
was made in the language of the 
section to the effect that the owner 
would be entitled to take possession 
if he required the land bona jide 
for cultivation by himself, or by 
members of his family or by ser- 
vants or labourers. Sir, in order 
to give the bargadar still greater 
protection the words “or labourer” 
have been deleted from the present 
Bill. If I understand my friend 
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Sj. Jogendra Narayan Das, he not 
only wants that the words “or 
labourer” should be re-introduced 
but also that an owner need only 
have a desire to take possession for 
the purpose of cultivation ; in other 
words, he wants the language of the 
old section to be restored. 

My other friends have attempted 
to make various permutations and 
combinations of the words owner 
and/or his servant and/or labourer, 
owner and/or lal tourer and/or ser- 
vant. It will serve no useful pur- 
pose because it is not always pos- 
sible for the owner himself or for a 
member of his family to carry on 
cultivation. There may be owners 
who may be suffering from incapa- 
city, from infirmity; then infants 
may be owners; there may be lunatic 
owners; there may be widows or 
middle-class men who may be em- 
ployed away from their homes. 

It is interesting to note that we 
have received notices of two Bills 
intended to be introduced in this 
House of Sri Kauai Lai Bhowmick 
and Sri Bank ini Mukherjee. I 
shall read out the language of sec- 
tion 5 {a)(i) which is contained in 
the Bills which they intended to 
introduce in this House: “that the 
land is required bona fide by the 
owner for cultivation for the main- 
tenance of his family by himself or 
by members of his family or by his 
servants or labourers.” We are 
now' dealing with the B argadars' 
Bill, and it is not possible in a 
Bill like this to fix a ceiling, 
as suggested by my frieud 
Srijut Charu Chandra Bhandari. 
That matter will have to be 
considered when we are deal- 
ing with the abolition of zemindary. 
This has got nothing to do with 
land reforms. (Interruption.) I hope 
Srijut Bhandari will have some 
patience with me.

I find Srijut Jogendra Narayan 
Das has also suggested that clause 
5ic)(i) of the Bill should be omitted. 
He suggested in another amend- 
ment which he proposed that the

Now, I 
find Sj. Jyotish Joardar has sug- 
gested that clause should be 

omitted. We have provided for 
nayment of compensation to the 
oaryadar in case In* is wrongfully 
dispossessed, in addition to restora- 
tion of possession to him. Appar- 
ently Sj. Jyotish J oarder does not 
like it and he says that the provision 
for payment of compensation to such 
dispossessed baryadar should bo 
omitted from the Bill. 

Mr. Speaker : That motion has 
Wen withdrawn. 

Sj. Satyendra Kumar Basu : Sir, 
1 am sorry I did not know that. 

Sir, Sj. Knnai I>nl Bhowmick him 
suggested that for the word 
“money” the words “in kind from 
the owner's share of tin* produce” 
shall he substituted. Sir, it is com- 
mon knowledge that compensation 
can only he calculated and paid in 
terms of money and the award 
according to the scheme of the Act 
will contain payment ot the cash 
value of the share of crop and ill 
case of non-payment there may be 
execution of tin* award and compen- 
sation will be realised. 

My iuetnl Sj. laiap.ola Baudyo- 
padhyay suggested that if there is 
any actual loss lls. 50 should be 
paid as compensation. 1 do not 
know whether this should he paid 
as bakshi*. My friend is a lawyer 
and I am sure lie knows that the 
penalty cannot he recovered. If 
the baryadar has suffered any loss 
he cannot recover any money by way 
of penalty. Indeed there may he 
ease* in which the total loss suffered 
by the baryadar may not he Rs. 50 
at all, so that you cannot put down 
an artificial sum as the amount pay- 
able by way of compensation. 

Sj. Charu Chandra Bhandari has 
suggested that two-thirds of the 
produce should be paid to the bar- 
yadar.

Sir, I beg to move that clause 0(c) 
be omitted. 

8J. Kanai Lai Bhowmick : Sir, 
I beg to move that in clause 6(c), 
in line 4, after the word “produce” 
the words “of the main crop” be 
inserted. 

8j. Tarapada Day : Sir, I beg 
to move that in clause 6(c/), the pro- 
viso to proposed sub-section ( 2)(a ) 
of section 7 of the Act, be omitted. 

8J. Tarapada Bandopadhyay: 

Mr. Speaker, Sir, the amendment 
proposed by me is to omit clause 
6(c) of the Bill under consideration 
before this Assembly. Now, Sir, 
the original section of the Act that 
now stands is that in cases where 
there is an agreement between the 


parties concerned, i.e., the bargadar 
on the one hand and the owner of 
the land on the other, then the divi- 
sion of the crops of the land would 
be according to that agreement. 
But if there is no such agreement, 
then in all cases two-thirds of the 
produce will go to the hargadav \ and 
one-third of the produce would go 
to the owner of the land. Now an 
innovation has been sought to be 
made by this Bill, namely, that the 
agreement must be there, but the 
agreement must be in writing. I 
say, Sir, that by accepting this in- 
novation you would only complicate 
the situation and would only create 
unnecessary bitterness and unneces- 
sary litigation between the parties. 
Of course, members who have an 
intimate knowledge of the people of 
the villages, who are bur gad a ns and 
who are generally owner*, of lands, 
they may say that they do not know 
or that they do not want that in 
every case there should be full- 
fledged documents. They are 
people of very simple habits, and 
there is a feeling of good neigh- 
bour! iness among them, and it is 
very seldom that they would 
like to take recourse to full- 
fledged writing in the matter 
of division of crops between them. 
It may also he tlial some interested 
people, some interested groups may 
ask the bargadar not t.o put any- 
thing in writing in order to get the 
advantage of two-thirds of the pro- 
duce. Therefore, in order to solve 
all such difficulties that may arise 
if this Bill is passed into law. I have 
proposed that there should not be 
any agreement in writing to guide 
the relation between the bargadar 
and the owner of the land, in the 
matter of distribution of the pro- 
duce of the land. As I have said, 
Sir, there is a teeling of good neigh- 
bourliness. If there is an oral 
contract, it can be proved in any 
Bhagchas Soli sin Board or a Court 
of law at? anything in writing. If 
anything in writing is required, 
then it may require registration. 
That would involve an extra amount 
of cost and an extra amount of 
labour and energy. So, I do not 
see any point in embittering the 
relation between the bargadar and 
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the owner of the land by requiring 
that in all cases there should be an 
agreement in writing. Of course, 
even if this clause is not there, in 
proper cases the parties may take 
it into their heads to have it in 
writing. In many cases they may 
not have any written contracts. 
The point whether it should he in 
writing or it should be oral should 
better be left to the parties, and 
they should themselves guide 
their actions according to their 
own conveniences. according 
to the customs obtaining in 
their part of the country, and 
according to many other considera- 
tions. Therefore, 1 must say that, 
the law should not poke its nose 
into spheres like this where already 
there i> a good relationship. This 
is my submission.

Sj. 8atyendra Kumar Basu : 

Sir, clause (he) of the Bill is corol- 
lary to the amended section 3(/)(<l) 
of the Act. if clause 0(c) is omitted 
then an inconsistency will arise 
with regard to the Explanation 
under section 1(2). Sir, section 3 
as amended reads as follows: — “if 
the harqadar and the owner whose 
land he cultivates agree in writing 
to any mode of division of the entire 
produce, such mode of division 
shall he adopted”. Explanation to 
section 1(2) is with reference to 
section 3(7) and it shows “Where 
there is an agreement under clause 
(7) of section Therefore, 

Sir, it must relate to the mode of 
division of the entire produce. 
Therefore, Sir, I cannot accept the 
amendment suggested by my friend. 
My friend Sri Kanai Lai Bliowmick 
has suggested that in section 0(c) 
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[Sj. Satyendra Kumar Basu.] 
the words “main crop” should be 
introduced in the place of “other 
produce”. I cannot agree to it. 
The entire produce must he dealt 
with in dividing the crop. Sir, I 
cannot also agree to the amendment 
which was originally proposed by 
Sri Bankim Mukherji that clause 
6(d) should he omitted, namely, that 
no right should be given to the 
Board to summarily decide as to who 
is the owner and who is the hnrgn- 
dar. Sir, this power is absolutely 
essential in order to determine who 
should get what shares of the crop. 
This is, Sir, without prejudice to 
the right of the aggrieved party to 
have his title adjudicated in a court 
of competent jurisdiction. This is 
a rough and ready method for the 
purpose of making the distribution 
of the produce and this power is 
essential. Otherwise it will be 
difficult for the Board to divide any 
produce.

Sir, in sub-clause (3) of clause 9 it 
has been sought to be enacted that 
no order for the termination of the 
cultivation, or the restoration of 
cultivation, of any land shall be 
executed, that is any such order 
shall not be executed except during 
the months of Chaitra and Baisakh 
of the Bengali year. My amend- 
ment seeks to substitute the words 
“Chaitra” and “Baisakh” with the 
words “Falgun” and “Chaitra” 
Now, Sir, any one having an inti- 
mate knowledge of cultivation of the 
lands of Bengal must agree that 
there are generally two classes of 
land in our country — lands 
which grow one aman crop and 
lands which grow au& and rahi 
crops. So far us the aman land is 
concerned, aman paddy is harvest- 
ed at the latest by t he month 
of Magh, and so far as rabi crop is 
concerned, I must say, Sir, that the 
rain crops also are harvested nor- 
mally at the latest by the middle 
of the month of Chaitra of each 
year. The next cultivation begins 
in right earnest from the month of 
Baisakh, because, Sir, in the month 
of Baisakh begins what is generally 
known as Kalhaisakhi in Bengal 
and there are periodical showers and 
the lands become periodically fit for 
ploughing, and the cultivators 
generally plough the lands in the 
month of Baisakh ; they manure the 
lands also in the month of Baisakh. 
Now, Sir, if this Bill is enacted 
into law, then a person armed with 
an order of the court for termination 
or restoration in his possession as the 
case may be may drive away 
the previous cultivator from a 
particular piece of land even by 
the end of itai<a&h bv which time 
that cultivator must have spent a 
lot of energy and a lot of money 
and a lot of manure ovefcthat land 
Therefore, my point is that it would 
be illegal, it would be very wron;r, 
I must say, it would be hard upon 
that outgoing cultivator to oust 
him by the end of the month of 


Baisakh. Generally, in the month 
of Falgoon or in the month of 
Chaitra, no new process of cultiva- 
tion seriously begins and therefore 
if the time-limit for the execution 
of an order like this is fixed for 
the months of Falgooh and Chaitra, 
then these complications would not 
arise and the outgoing borgadar 
would not have to sustain loss, as I 
have just now mentioned before this 
Assembly. t 

Sir, there may be another indirect 
bad effect if this clause is passed. 
If the cultivator .kno^a that “well, I 
may be ousted from my land some 
time by the end of the month of 
Baisakh,” then certainly he 'would 
not do any act, I should say any 
new act of cultivation* in the mouth 
of Baisakh. If he does not do any 
new act of cultivbtfbn or manuring, 
then indirectly the cultivation of 
the country would suffer, the crops 
of the country would suffer, and 
the country and the nation ns a 
whole would suffer. Therefore, F 
say that it will be very happy and 
it will be less unfortunate for all 
the parties concerned if the months 
oi Chaitra and Baisakh are sub- 
stituted by the months of Fal»oon 
and Chaitra. and I think this should 
be accepted by the Assembly. 

Sj. Satyendra Kumar Basu: Sir, 
I am not convinced that the amend- 
ments proposed have much substance 
in them. A time has Jp be fixed for 
the purpose of taking possession ; 
the period cannot be left vague. It 
has got to be some definite time. 
Therefore, the mouths of Chaitra 
and Baisakh have been suggested. 
Those months would cover the 
harvesting period. It seems to me 
that the amendments have been 
suggested only for the purpose of 
suggesting amendments.

SJ. Satyendra Kumar Basu: sir, 
Government has given somewhat 
careful and anxious consideration to 
the provisions of the Act and the 
Bill and also the amendments which 
have boon proposed by my friends 
on the other side. There is no doubt 
that the Bill will give the hhag - 
chasix greater protection. It will 
certainly give the bhagehasis 
reasonable protection for the 
present. The Bill, as framed, con- 
tains most stringent rules to make 
it difficult to obtain posses- 
sion by evicting the bliotj- 
chaxhix, and so it also provides for 
payment of compensation in case 
where the bar gad or has been wrong- 
fully evicted. It has also, Sir, for 
the purpose of implementing the 
Act, given power to the Board to 


decide who is the owner and who is 
the bkagchsishi. Otherwise, Sir, the 
aggrieved party has got to go to the 
civil court to establish its case. This 
is a rough and ready method 
adopted for the purpose of facilitat- 
ing the disposal of the produce. 

Then, Sir, a right has been con- 
ferred on the aggrieved party to 
apply to the Board by way of 
review, and one month’s time has 
been given prospectively for the 
exercise ot this right. The Art, as 
it will be amended by the Bill, will 
be a fairly comprehensive Bill. I 
do not know. Sir, whether members 
have noticed in the Act that there 
is a provision empowering the 
Board to re-open anv agreement 
which, in its opinion, is unfair, and 
disregard it altogether. 

As far as I have been able to as- 
certain, there is a sufficient number 
of Boards, but in ease there i^ no 
Board in any area where there is l 
demand for such a Board. I shall 
certainly look into it. 

Sir, the rules framed under the 
Act limits the time within which 
there should be distribution of the 
one-third shuje deliverable to the 
owner and the one-third share deli- 
verable to the hhagehasi . The only 
share which can be held over is 
the one-third share alnnit which 
there may be dispute, which dispute 
may be referred to the Board, and 
rules have fixed the time with- 
in which the Board has to make its 
own award, but the delay generally 
is due to the fact that one or other 
of the parties apply for time for 
absence, ff there is co-operation, I 
do not know why the disputes can- 
not be decided within a reasonable 
time. 

With these words, Sir, I commend 
the Bill to the acceptance of the 
House.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
I beg to move that the West Bentr.il 
Jute Goods (Amendment) Bill, 

1 954, he taken into consideration. 

Sir, tile trade in jute poods m 
Calcutta is carried on mainly by 
(n) delivery of poods against pay- 
ment and ( }>) forward contracts 
whereunder contract poods are deli- 
verable at a future date. In the 
later part of the year 1 . it was 

bioupht to the notice of Govern- 
ment that fatlra business in jute 
poods was rampant in the Calcutta 
maikets. Tt was therefore found 
necessary to provide for the preven- 
tion of such dealinps. Accordinplv, 
the W est Benpal Jute Goods Futures 
Ordinance. 1949. was promulgated 
hv the Governor on the 22nd Sep- 
t ember, 1949, under which Ordi- 
nance makinp of contracts relatinp 
to mte poods futures was prohibited 
in terms of the Ordinance. When 
the time came to lay the Ordinance 
he! ore the lepislature in February, 
1950, it was found that the Con- 
stitution has come into existence on 
the 2Gth January, 1950, and under 
this Constitution future markets 
it'll into the Fnion list. Therefore, 
we could not proceed to convert the 
Ordinance into an Act in the form 
in which the Ordinance was promul- 
pated. But, in order to safepuard 
tin* normal trade of the jute poods, 
the West Benpal Jute Goods Act, 
1950, was passed and came into 
force in May, 1950, with the permis- 
sion of the President. Meanwhile, 
a case arose in the Hiph Court about 
contracts entered into before tha 
passing of the Ordinance as well as 
after it, relatinp to jute poods at a 
future date. The main issue which 
the Court decided was whether these 
contracts were lepal or not in view 
of the wording of the Ordinance. 
The Hiph Court held^that the con- 
tract between purchasers and sellers 


bit the provisions of the Ordinance, 
because of the words “delivery of 
poods”; and they held that “deli- 
very of poods” meant actual physi- 
cal delivery of poods. It whs there- 
fore felt necessary to clarify the 
definition of the words “actual 
delivery” in consonance with the 
usual practice. While it was neces- 
sary tor the Government to see that 
no pamldinp or fatka is done it is 
also desirable that we should recop- 
mse tin- practice that obtains in the 
jute market. 

[ 0-45 — 0-55 p. in. ] 

On the 22nd April, 1952, the ban 
on the futuies markets under the 
Jute Goods Act which had been 
promulpatcd two years before was 
withdrawn because it was felt that 
the jute market had become more or 
less stabilised. But recently in 
December, 1952, ihe Government of 
India requested this Government to 
reimpose the hail on Futures Market 
in jute as was provided for in the 
Act and an Ordinance had to be 
issued to enforce the provisions of 
the said Act. But before the Ordi- 
nance could he issued, the meaninp 
of “actual delivery of possession’* 
had to be clarified and with the per- 
mission of the President the clari- 
fication lias been made and in the 
Ordinance it has been incorporated 
as an Explanation to come at, the 
end of clause (7) of section 2 of the 
West Benpal Jute Goods Act, 1950, 
and it reads thus — “ Explanation . — 
Actual delivery of possession shall 
he deemed to include the transfer of 
any delivery order or railway receipt 
or dock receipt or mate’s receipt or 
podown warrant ” This is in con- 
sonance not merely with the custom- 
ary practice hut also with the 
observations made by the Hiph 
Court durinp the pendency of some 
cases. I may inform the House 
also. Sir, that an Act has been 
passed by the Central Lepislature 
(Act LXXIV of 1952) and assented 
to on the 20th December, 1952, call- 
ed the Forward Contracts (Regu- 
lation) Act, 1952 by which all ihe 
Futures Market not merely in jute 
hut in other poods also will be con- 
trolled from the Centre. Although 
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[Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy.] 
the Act has been passed the appli- 
cation of that Act has not yet been 
notified in the “Official Gazette’ ' so 
far as the particular goods and this 
particular province are concerned. 
Until then the present jute market 
has to be protected and the usual 
practice has to be followed. It has 
always been the customary practice 
with the jute goods trade in the 
Calcutta market to regard the trans- 
fer of delivery orders, which are 
issued only against stocks of manu- 
factured jute goods in actual exist- 
ence in the godowns of the jute 
mills, as actual delivery, and they 
are also accepted as such by all 
bona fide dealers and shippers in 
jute goods. This position is not 
made clear in the Act as it now 
stands. In view of the reimposition 
of the ban on the 18tb of December, 
1952, there was a stalemate because 
we had not, even after the judgment 
of the High Court, defined the word 
“actual delivery” because there was 
no occasion for it, as the ban had 
been lifted. Now with the reimposi- 
tion of the ban it became necessary 
that we should explain exactly what 
the normal trade required and there- 
fore the Ordinance was issued and 
now we are replacing that Ordinance 
by the Bill before the House.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I 
may he wanting in intelligence 
because I have not yet understood 
how either of these amendments for 
circulation of public* opinion will 
remove the abuse which admittedly 
should be removed. Circulating for 
public opinion means that parti- 
cular condition continues, and what 
happens? My friend, Sj. Banerjee, 
is anxious for the jute workers. If 
the jute dealers stop their market 
sale of jute, the jute goods will 
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[l)r. Bidhan Chandra Roy.] 
not be produced, workers will not 
be able to work and jute-growers 
will not be able to sell. If you do 
not want to see any good anywhere 
you cannot nee any good anywhere. 
I cannot help a person who refuse* 
to see. 

[7-5—7-15 p.m.] 

Sir, the second point is that at 
the present moment this circulation 
motion is not only dilatory but use- 
less. As I have pdfnted out, the 
Central Act which controls Futures 
Market has already been passed and 
is awaiting the action of the Gov- 
ernment for its extending it to 
different provinces and it is very 
likely in the near future it will take 
place. 

Thirdly, my friend Sri Bhandari 
who is an expert on jute trade, I 
take it, has confused the issues al- 
together. He thinks if you Lave got 
jute in your godown and if you have 
sold it or delivered f.d.o. — future 
delivery order — that is not fathi, 
that is not how fathi is oridinarily 
known in the market. I happened 
to know a little — not as much as 
Sri Bhandari does — but the fact 
remains that the word ‘ fathi * is 
only used in those eases where with- 
out any possession of goods simply 
on the basis of future calculation 
they begin to bid and go in for 
gambling. That is what is called 
fathi market which this Act is 
supposed to control, hut. Sir. at 
the present moment our Act is very 
simple. I do not think circulation 
will help them in any way as has 
been suggested by my friends. 

The motion of Sj. Biren Banerjee 
that the Bill be circulated for the 
purpose of eliciting opinion thereon 
by the loth September, 1953. was 
then put and lost.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
when I was quite young, in my 
enthusiasm I tried to explain some- 
thing to a person who did not under- 
stand. There was a friend of mine 
who came from East Bengal — he 
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said “ — one who 

does not unaerstand, why do you 
try to make him understand Y'* Mv 
friend Sj. Charu Chandra Bhandari 
has repeated his argument. I say 
again, what happened was that in 
1950 a ban was put in under the 
Art. Until May, 1952, no case came 
up before the High Court. The 
language “actual delivery of 
{.roods” — that wording and inter- 
pretation was never questioned and, 
therefore, the business went on 
with the same interpretation as has 
been given to it previously and was 
given even before 1950, viz., that 
posession of goods need not be phy- 
sical possession but merely a receipt 
or indication that you have paid for 
the goods and the goods are lying 
in the godowns of jute mills. This 
was something which was under- 
standable and which could pass. 
Now, that was the custom — that has 
been the custom all along — but in 
May, 19 V2. it was challenged in the 
High Court and the High Court 
•Indue grave his opinion. No action 
« .i" taken by (bn eminent at that 
^t.ig»‘ because at that time the 
ban had been removed and the 
operation of the Act was not going 
on until in December, 1952, the 
thing happened and the ban had to 
be put in upon the merchants by the 
Government of India. As soon ns 
the order was given, we issued the 
Ordinance lvecause we knew’ that in 
view of the judgment of the High 
Court this wording might lead to 
confusion in the market and if there 
is confusion in the market, — T am 
not so much worried as the man who 
gets large sums, but I am worried 
because T see the difficulty of the 
jute-growers because if they cannot 
sell jute at the proper moment at 
the proper price, it will be difficult 
for us to export. Therefore, we had 
to issue an Ordinance and we have 
come up before the Assembly for 
the ratification of that Ordinance in 
the form of a Bill. I repeat that at 
the present moment thi< is more or 
less academic until under the 
Futures Market Act, the Central 
Government appoints a Commis- 
sion, as is provided for in the Cen- 
tral Act. I would request Sj. 
Bhandari to read the Futures

Market Act. There the Futures 
Market is accepted as having a 
legal meaning and definition. It is 
not that they simply sell something 
across the counter. It means that I 
buy today but I take delivery, say, 
after three months. This is the 
system in vogue — it has been accept- 
ed by the traders, it has been accept- 
ed by the Central Legislature and, 
therefore, at the present moment 
there is no point m making objec- 
tion, as has been made by 
Sj.

consideration. 

Sir, the first amendment seeks 
to provide for a definition of 
'‘Collector 1 ’ so as to include the 
Additional District Magistrate for 
the purpose of revision under sec- 
tion 53, and the second amendment 
makes a provision for the execution 
of certificates to be brought in line 
with Order XXI, Rules 37(2) of 
the Civil Procedure Code, tinder 
•action 51(3) of the Act the 
Collector may by order, with pre- 
vious sanction of the Commissioner, 
authorise the Subdivisional Officer 
■or any officer appointed under sec- 
tion 3(2) to exercise the appellate 
power of the Collector under sec- 
tion 51(d). Accordingly, the Addi- 
tional District Magistrate has been 
authorised to exercise that power 
under section 51(2). Section 53 
relates to revision. Under section 53 
the Collector may revise any order 
passed by the certificate-officer, 
Assistant or Deputy Collector, and 
the Commissioner may revise the 
order of the Collector. As there is 
no mention of Additional District 
Magistrate in section 53, and as the 
“Collector” has not been defines to 
include “Additional District Magis- 
trate”, the Commissioner, before 
whom the revision petitions under 
section 53 have been filed for orders 
passed in appeal by the Additional 
District Magistrate, sends those 
revision petitions also to the Collec- 
tor. The object is to give the Addi- 
tional District Magistrate power to 
'hear the appeals in order to relieve 
^the Collector. Sir, the object of the 
■present Bill is to authorise him to 
review the orders passed by the 
•certificate-officers. Sir, it has so 
happened that certain foreign 
debtors liable to heavy income-tax 
%ave taken advantage of the lacuna 
in the Act and have gone beyond 
the jurisdiction of the officer who 
deals with execution proceedings in 
relation to certificates, ft is neces- 
sary to provide, to give power to 
the officer to direct arrest of an 
absconding certificate-debtor before 
a notice is issued to show cause. It 


is necessary to make the provisions 
in section 29 of the Act in line with 
the provisions contained in 
Order XXI, Rules 37(2) of the 
Civil Procedure Code.

Dr. Rafiuddin Ahmed: Sir, I beg 
to introduce the Bengal Co-opera- 
tive Societies (Amendment) Bill, 
1953. 

(The Secretary then read the 
short title of the Bill.) 

Dr. Rafiuddin Ahmed: Sir, I beg 
to move that the Bengal Co-opera- 
tive Societies (Amendment) Bill, 
1953, be taken into consideration. 

In moving this Bill I wish to 
point out that section 51 of the 
Bengal Co-operative Societies Act, 
1940, as it now stands provides that 
whenever a member ot a Co-opera- 
tive Society who is in the employ of 
the Government or of any local 
authority or of any other person 
takes a loan from the Society and 
authorises it to recover the instal- 
ments due from his salary, the officer 
disbursing such salary shall, oik 
demand from the Society, deduct 
such instalment from his salary and 
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remit it to the Society. An autho- 
rity or power is, by its very nature, 
liable to revocation by the person 
who gives it and the officer disburs- 
ing the salary finds it difficult to 
deduct the instalment from the 
salary of a member who revokes the 
authority for deduction given by 
him. There is no provision in the 
existing section 51 that the deduc- 
tion will continue to be made till 
the entire amount of loan is paid in 
full. It has, therefore, become 
necessary to provide that the dis- 
bursing officer shall, on demand 
from the Society, deduct the amount 
of such instalments from the 
amount disbursed to such member 
as salary as often as is neces- 
sary till the loan is entirely repaid. 
New serf ion 51 secures this object. 

Section 12o of the Act deals with 
the issue of a conditional attach- 
ment by the Registrar of Co-opera- 
tive Societies when a person or co- 
operative society seems to be taking 
steps for the removal or disposal of 
assets with a view to frustrate the 
execution of certain orders. The 
law as it stands now provides for 
the issue of conditional attachment 
on the failure of the party to fur- 
nish a security. This defeats its very 
object, because as soon as the Regis- 
trar orders security to he furnished 
the party may remove or dispose 
of assets before issue of an order of 
attachment. In order, therefore, 
that the debtor’s property may 
remain intact and may he available 
for satisfying the debt it is neces- 
sary that the Registrar should have 
power to issue simultaneously an 
order for furnishing security with 
a direction in the order for the con- 
ditional attachment of property. 
Section 125 has been amended with 
this object in view.

Dr. Rafiuckfin Ahmed: I do not 

see what useful purpose will it 
serve if this Bill is circulated for 
eliciting public opinion? *We wish 
to amend the section for the simple 
fact that there is no provision in 
the present Act bv which we can 
make an amount ox loan to be paid 


till the whole loan is paid — because 
a person who signs a document for 
paying loan may revoke it. We 
want to say that this revocation 
may not be allowed till the whole 
amount is paid. Similarly with 
regard to section 125, I think the 
motion for circulation iB simply for 
dilatory purposes. Therefore, I 
oppose the motion for circulation. 

The motion of Sj. Tarapada Dey 
that the Bill be circulated for the 
purpose of eliciting opinion thereon 
by the 15th of Muy, 1953, was then 
put and lost.

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Sir, I 
beg to move that in clause 2, in 
line 3 of the proposed section 51 of 
the Act after the words “local 
authority” the words “or of any 
other corporate bodies” be inserted. 

Sir, my amendment is designed 
to remove what appears to be a 
lacuna in the provisions of the 
amendment. Sir, the Bill reads as 
follows: “If a member of a co- 
operative society, who is in the em- 
ployment of the Government or of 
any local authority or of any other 
person...”. It seems to me, Sir, 
that the division is not exhaustive. 
A person may be in the employ- 
ment of Government or of any local 
authority or he may he in the em- 
ployment of any other person. So, no 
other corporate bodies are recognis- 
ed beyond the Government and the 
local authority. I beg to submit, 
Sir, that this might be a lacuna 
which might be turned to advantage 
and frustrate the purposes of the 
Bill to a certain extent. I should 
like to know if this list is exhaustive 
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or if the enumeration of the differ- 
ent bodies covers all possible varia- 
tions and contingencies of the case. 
There might be other corporate 
bodies beyond the Government and 
the local authority and I do not 
think that the amendment will 
exercise any influence so far as the 
employees of other corporate bodies 
are concerned. I should, therefore, 
like to be enlightened by the 
Hon’ble Minister-in-charge as to 
whether he thinks that all persons 
who take loans from the co-opera- 
tive societies are covered by the 
provisions of the new amendment 
or whether there is a loophole 
through which some persons who 
are neither in the employ of the 
Government or of any local author- 
ity nor in the employ of any cor- 
porate body will escape the provi- 
sions of this Hill. My object, there- 
fore, is simply to draw the atten- 
tion of the honourable the mover of 
the Bill towards what seems to me 
to be a lacuna in the provisions of 
the Bill and to satisfy the House as 
to whether the lacuna actually 
exists or whether the Bill is suppos- 
ed to be as comprehensive in its 
operation as it is intended to be. If 
there is an unintended lacuna, diat 
might he made good, but if. on the 
contrary, the Minister feels that all 
possible persons are included in the 
category by this enumeration, he 
ought to take the House into confi- 
dence and explain how all possible 
variations are included in the provi- 
sions of the amendment and the 
possibility of frustrating the 
purposes of the Bill will not arise. 

Dr. Rafiuddin Ahmed: Mr. 

Speaker. Sir, I am surprised that 
an erudite scholar like Dr. Sri- 
kumar Banerjee has mentioned this 
point because according to the defi- 
nitifii! of “person” in section 3, sub- 
section (32) of the General Clauses 
Act, 1 89ft (Bengal Act I of 1899), 
and in the General Clauses Act of 
1897, a “person” means any cor- 
porate body. So, this suggested 
amendment is absolutely unneces- 
sary because a person means any 
corporate body. 

The motion of Dr. Srikumar 
Banerjee that in clause 2, in line 3 


of the proposed section 51 of the 
Act after the words “local author- 
ity” the words “or of any other cor- 
porate bodies” be inserted was 
then, by leave of the House, with- 
drawn.

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Sir, I 
take the opportunity of the presenta- 
tion of the Bill for the purpose of 
the third reading to say a few words 
alioiit the general principles of the 
co-operative movement, and the 
reasons which have thwarted its 
healthy development in the country- 
side 

Mr. 8peaker: In the third read- 
ing you cannot say that. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Sir, we 
have got to discuss the general 
principle of the Bill. 

Mr. Speaker: Of this amending 
Bill and not of the parent Act. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: It seems 
to me that mere provision of penal 
clauses for the recovery of debts to 
co-operative societies will not serve 
the purpose ot the Government. 
Government ought to introduce a 
more comprehensive Bill and ought 
to go into the root of the matter to 
find out the reasons why the co- 
operative movement has not flourish- 
ed and thriven on the soil of this 
Province. The real reason why the 
movement lias not proved to be a 
success is the lack of the spirit of 
mutual trust and mutual confidence 
and unless there is a moral drive, 
unless there is a sustained attempt 
to revive the mutual confidence of 
the people who compose the co- 
operative society, mere enactment 
of penal provision will have the 
opposite effect. Sir, Government 
should not concentrate on the nega- 
tive side of the Bill, but should do 
something to foster the positive 
side, and we have not seen any in- 
dication in the amendment which 
has been brought before the House 
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that the positive side of the Bill and 
the radical measures that are neces- 
sary to restore confidence and to 
bring about trust have at all been 
taken notice of by the Government. 
Sir, the few provisions, the addi- 
tional provisions incorporated in the 
Bill may perhaps go some way in 
recovering the loan which may 
have been already advanced, but it 
will not go down to the root of the 
co-operative spirit. It will do 
nothing to foster the spirit of co- 
operation. Today, Sir, the dominant 
need of the hour is the spint of co- 
operation. Government have launch- 
ed upon Very eompieliensive and 
ambition* scheme* for the improve- 
ment of the countryside, and it is 
absolutely necessary before these 
schemes can be hi ought to success, 
before the expected fulfilment of 
these schemes takes place, that the 
spirit of co-operation ought to be 
fostered and developed. The 
other day we read in the papers 
that tlie people of Uttar Pradesh 
have done earth work worth crores 
«d rupees to impio\e (lie roads and 
olliei woiks of public utility in 
liic rural areas I wish. Sir, 
if that is a cuiieit report, our 
Government should lake a leaf out 
of the book of the Uttar Pradesh 
Government. Therefore, Sir, 1 
should bring it to the notice of the 
Alinister-in-charge that he should 
not merely put forward certain extra 
piovisions to recover the loan which 
has already been advanced, but he 
should revise the whole thing, go 
to the root of the inattt*T and find 
out what stands in the way of the 
healthy development of the spirit 
of co-operation. Tor, Sit, we feel 
that the future of the country, 
future of the great schemes which 
have heen launched for the improve- 
ment of the countryside will all 
depend upon fostering of the spirit 
of co-operation. Unless you can 
organise a moral drive by which 
the mutual suspicion, the spirit of 
corruption will he removed, unless 
you can make the people trust each 
other and trust the Government, un- 
less you can restore that spirit that 
presided over our life in the past, 
merely passing of restrictive legisla- 
tion of this sort will "fcot at all help 


the co-operative movement; and as 
my final observation I should like 
to draw the attention of the Hon’ble 
Minister-in-chorge to the necessity 
of going into the root of the matter 
and fostering the spirit of co-opera- 
tion among the village people by an 
intensive moral drive, by restoration 
of the old spirit of confidence rather 
than concentrate upon preventive 
legislation in this way. 

Dr. Rafiuddivt Ahmad: Sir, I am 
absolutely at one with Dr. Banerjee 
with regard to the observations that 
he has made with reference to the 
co-operative movement in this State. 
1 am sure that all of us realise that 
the co-operative movement must he 
encouraged, and 1 can assure you 
that wc are doing our best from that 
angle. There are many defects in 
the Go-operative Bill I know it 
probably more than anybody else. 
Wc are trying to revise it. and 
probably we will be able to bring 
about a com pieliensi \ t » Co-operative 
Bill in future. But m the meantime 
1 wish to say that the co-opeiarive 
movement ma\ have got an impetus 
in Cttar Piadc.sh. As Dr Banerjee 
has mentioned about Cttiu Pradesh 
whole people are doing co- 
operative work on a large scale, 
may I point out that recently I had 
been to Midnnpore where T found 
many small irrigation woiks of 
IN. ’ 5,000, 10,000 20,000— 

where people have contri- 
buted practically half by their 
manual labour. That show's a very 
splendid spirit of co-operation in 
the people. I do not say that if ’s 
sufficient. I am absolutely at one 
with Dr Banerjee that this should 
be augmented, and I am sure all of 
us will put our heads together in 
helping m this matter, so that co- 
operation may become a life force 
in tin’s State. 

With regard to the argument 
which has heen put forward by Mr. 
Bhandari, I only wish to point out 
that as far as tfiis section 0 of the 
present amending Bill is concerned 
if he will kindly read section 3, he 
will find that the Registrar may first 
of all ask a person to show cauae; 
after that he may direct him to 
furnish aecurity, and then as a laat 
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resort he may also in the order direct 
the conditional attachment of the 
said property or such portion there- 
of as he thinks fit. As a matter of 
fact, this section is more liberal 
than Mr. Bhandari has pointed out.

And I realise that it may be hard 
on some persons therefore the 
Registrar is given the option 
of asking for showing cause, 
furnishing security and as a last 
resort this conditional attachment. 
In co-operative measures we all 
realise that we have got to go slow. 
But I do not think that anything 
less than what we have suggested 
will bear any fruit because these 
amendments have been suggested by 
( ‘o-o pern five Societies themselves. 
Therefore, Sir, 1 hope that this Bill 
will be passed.

I do not confess there is any lacuna 
in the Act as it stands now, But 
since representations have been 
made by various parties I feel it is 
the duty of the Government to give 
them careful and anxious considera- 
tion so that if any further improve- 
rnent is possible it will be done. 
These representations were received 
very late and there was not enough 
time to consider them. My friend 
seems to have a lot of grievance. If 
be has any definite, concrete sugges- 
tions to make to bring about im- 
provement in the Act he is welcome 
to make them. He has not made any 
constructive suggestion. My friend 
does not like that the Act should 
be revised in the light of the sugges- 
tions made. I shall be perfectly con- 
tent with extending the life of the 
Act by one year.

The West Bengal Electricity 
(Emergency Powers) (Amend- 
ment) Bill, 1953. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Sir, I beg to introduce the West 
Bengal Electricity (Emergency 
Powers) (Amendment) Bill, 1953. 

(The Secretary then read the 
short title of the Bill.) 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Sir, 1 beg to move that the West 
Bengal Electricity (Emergency 
Powers) (Amendment) Bill, 195*1. 
be taken into consideration. 

Sir. in the Statement of Objects 
and Reasons the Government have 
driven its reasons why thev’want the 
-extension of this control over the 
generation and supply of electricity 
for a further period of two years. 
The present Act expires on the 31st 
May, 1953. It has been in opera- 
tion for five years. Under the 


Indian Electricity Act, 1910, any 
licensee is bound to supply energy 
to the owner or occupier of any 
premises situated within the area of 
supply within one month from the 
date of requisition, or within such 
longer period as the Electric 
Inspector may allow. Under the 
fourth proviso of clause VI(1) to 
the Schedule of the Indian Elec- 
tricity Act, 1910, that period is 
limited to six months. During the 
war period and subsequently it was 
found that there has been a great 
difficulty in maintaining and deve- 
loping the electrical undertakings; 
first, because there was an embargo 
on the import of many electrical 
goods and, secondly, because of the 
exchange difficulty. Therefore, 
obviously the electrical undertak- 
ings were not able to provide for 
sufficient energy for meeting t he 
requirements of clause V I ( / ) to the 
Schedule of the Indian Electricity 
Act, 1910. On the other hand, 
people have begun giudunllv to 
increase their demand for electrical 
energy not merely for lighting pur- 
poses or fans but also for various 
t\pes of beating for industrial and 
commercial purposes. Therefore, 
while the demands have increased 
the supply arrangements for meet- 
ing demands have not increased 
with the result that the other 
aspects of these arrangements have 
come into being, namely, that the 
supplies for essential industrial 
works, etc., pumping water might 
he affected if no supply is possible 
under certain provisions of the 
Statute. Sir, in Bombay and 
Madras the same trouble has arisen 
with the result that in Bombay 
there has been a restriction as 
regards use of electrical power for 
certain purposes. Therefore, in 
view of the present altering condi- 
tions of life in the cities it lias been 
found necessary to continue the 
powers that w*e possess under this 
particular Electricity Emergency 
Powers Act. We have asked for 
two years’ extension but we hope 
that within the next two years the 
industry and the country generally 
will be sufficiently developed bo 
that they might meet the require- 
ments of the consumers as indicated 
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under clause YI(i) to the Schedule 
of the Indian Electricity Act. 

Under these circumstances. Sir, 
Government have placed before the 
Legislature this particular Bill for 
extension of the period tor another 
two years. 

Mr. 8peaker: Mr. Bhnnduri, your 
amendment is out of order. You 
have asked for circulation of the 
Bill for the purpose of eliciting 
opinion by the loth October, 1953, 
hut the Bill expires on the ‘list 
May, 1953. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Sir, I beg to 
move that the Bill be circulated tor 
the purpose of eliciting opinion 
thereon by the 1st May, 195:1. 

Dr. Kanailal Bhattacharya: Sir, 
1 beg to move that the Bill be cir- 
culated for the purpose of eliciting 
opinion thereon by the 1 5th April, 
1953 . 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Sir, I am opposed 
to this Bill, because 1 feel that 
although it looks to be a \ery small 
Bill with a limited purpose, I feel 
that it is anti-national and it is not 
designed to dispel the gloom around 
us by a little more cheap electri- 
city nor to develop power inside the 
country for industrial and for com- 
mercial purpose*.

It demon-hates. Sir, the servility 
of our rulers and the hig business 
in this country including the 
British big business who dictate to 
us the nature and pace of our eco- 
nomic development. Sir. the World 
Bank, the American capitalists a* 
well as the British capitalists have, 
it seems, decided that India’s 
genius is not fitted for industrial 
development and civilisation and 
that India must remain a backward 
agricultural country supplying raw 
materials to these Imperialist 
countries, and the Congress Gov- 
ertfments both in West Bengal as 
i well as in the Centre seem to have 
accepted this servile and dependant 
position and therefore we are told 
that 'we cannot get machineries 
either for replacements of old 
machineries or new machineries for 


expanding our electrical energy 
and power in this country. 

In 1948, as the Statement of 
Objects and Reasons makes it clear, 
the Government felt on a representa- 
tion made hv the electrical com- 
panies, both British and Indian, I 
suppose, in this country, that 
electric energy could not be sun- 
plied to the extent that the people 
or industrial establishments were 
demanding. In 1948 one could 
have understood the position of the 
Government passing such a legis- 
lation in order to restrict the sup- 
ply of electrical energy because at 
that time the situation outside as 
well as inside was not clear to any- 
body . India did not know how her 
development would take place soon 
after 1947; India did not know who 
her friends might be and who her 
enemies might be, who would be 
interested in India’s industrial 
development, who would not be 
interested in India's industrial deve- 
lopment But it is surprising to me, 
Sir. that in 1953 for the third time 
the West Bengal Go\ eminent- 
comes to the Legislature for the 
same kind of nut lenity and legisla- 
tion and the Goviumeni tells us 
aftei five years that the situation 
with regard to this aspect L the 
Millie as it was five years back. The 
Chief Minister also told us just now 
that we are nsk’Og for this 
kind of power for tic next fwo 
years, that is, up to 1955 and in 
1955 he expects tilings to take a 
better turn. Sir, this position 
seems to me to be fantastic as well 
as humiliating because il means 
that there will not be any industrial 
development of India, specially 
with regard to power for the cities 
and towns fiom 1948 till 1955. for 
at least seven years. After 1955 
about vvliat will happen we are 
clear although the Chief Minister 
does not seem to be clear about tbe 
position because up to 1955 our 
Five-Year Plan will lx* in operation 
and in the Five-Year Plan we are 
told that there wdll not be any 
industrial development worth the 
name and of all the amounts that 
are being sj)ent on the Five-Year 
Plan hardly anything is being 
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spent for industrial development. 
Therefore, I am sure that in 1955 
once again the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment will come and ask us for 
the same powers for limiting electri- 
cal energy in our country as we 
cannot get the machineries from 
abroad. 

Sir, the Chief Minister probably 
will agree with me if I tell him that 
no development or independence of 
a country is possible without 
industrial development and pro- 
bably he will also agree that in this 
industrial development electrical 
energy is one of the chief factors. 
Moreover, not only for industrial 
purposes but for domestic purposes 
as well there are hundreds and 
thousands of people who will like 
to get a little amenity as regards 
electrical energy and there are 
thousands and millions of others 
who would like to get their electri- 
city at a much cheap rate. But 
unfortunately the West Bengal 
Government has not provided for 
any such thing during the last five 
years nor is Ihere any likelihood, 
since the Bill is coming to us in 
this maimer, within the next two 
years or the m»' t ^even years of our 
getting cheap electrical energy for 
domestic or other commercial pur- 
poses. Therefore, as I said, I am 
definitely against this Bill. 

Now, the (-kief Minister in mak- 
ing his speech told us ami in the 
Statement of Objects and Beasons 
lie has placed before us the fact 
that both during the war and after- 
wards there was an embargo oil 
electrical goods and electrical 
machineries and there were also 
exchange difficulties. That aspect 
of the matter is known to us, but 
what we are interested in is as to 
why Great Britain and America 
have refused so far to give us the 
machineries that we require for our 
electrical companies, both^ British 
and Indtan ; we are interested to 
know whether specially the British 
companies who are the chief electri- 
cal companies in our country have 
sought for airy such machineries 
from abroad ? We are told that there 


is an association of electricity under- 
takings in West Bengal. We do 
not know who the members of thiB 
organisation are, but whoever they 
are, we would like to get some in- 
formation as to w T here, either in 
Great Britain or in America, they 
sought for machineries and why 
they did not get those machineries. 
We would also like to know what 
the Chief Minister did with regard 
to this aspect of the matter when 
he was abroad in America, 
England, Vienna and other places, 
because when he was there for 
health reasons he also made some 
contact there with other business 
organisations for other improve- 
ments of Calcutta, as he has told 
us. We would like to know, did he 
not know' at that time that he would 
have to bring such a Bill B 
lie is at the head of the Govern- 
ment. What did lie do to contact 
companies there to know' as to which 
year we are likely to get anv 
machineries from abroad with 
regard to manufacturing electrical 
energy. Sir, since we do not kuow 
at all and the Chief Minister has not 
enlightened u?» as to what efforts 
were made by the Government right 
from 194S till today, it is not possible 
for us merely to rubherdainp the 
Bill which is being brought before 
Us 

Thirdly, Sir. we know that there 
are other countries of Eastern 
Europe than the Soviet Fnion 
which time and again have made 
statements in which they have said 
fhat they were prepared to give 
us machineries of this nature, but I 
do not know whether either the 
West Bengal Government or the 
commercial and industrial under- 
takings, firms run by the Britishers 
and the Indians in our country, 
have at all approached these other 
countries like Czechoslovakia, 
Soviet Fnion and other places and 
what was the reply from them wdth 
regard to such machineries.^ We 
know' when there was the Soviet 
Fnion Industrial Exhibition in 
Bom hay and earlier still there was 
another conference of the South- 
East Asian countries with regard to 
industrial development of South- 
Eastern countries where the Soviet 
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representative made a statement 
wherein he asid that the Soviet 
Union was prepared to supply us 
with certain heavy and light 
machineries, but we do not know 
what advantage was taken of that 
statement by the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment or the owners of electric 
companies in our country. 

[3-40 — 3-50 p.m.] 

We know that the United State* 
of America and Great Britain are 
not interested in the industrial 
development of India. Of course 
America is interested in fighting 
communism inside India, and there- 
fore America will give loans, will 
give other things to the West 
Bengal Government and the India 
Government, but as far as industrial 
development is concerned. the 
American Government, the World 
[Bank and other agents of the 
American Government have made 
it quite clear that they arc not in- 
terested in developing India’s basic 
industries or machine building 
industries and so on. But all the 
same, that is understandable to us 
why they are not interested. 
Because they are Imperialist coun- 
tries But at the same time there 
are other countries and the people’s 
democracies which are interested in 
seeing the industrial development 
of semicolonial, colonial and other 
countries which were dependent not 
so very long ago. But unfor- 
tunately, neither the Chief Minister 
of the West Bengal Government 
nor the industrial undertakings 
approached these countries, and not 
having done that they come to us 
and tell us from year to year: 
“Give us this power in order to 
limit the electrical energy, in order 
to ration electrical energy, because 
we have not got the machineries 
either for replacement or for build- 
ing u]> an\ factory.” Therefore, 
Sir. it is extremely distressing to 
u»>, it is in fact against our national 
honour, and therefore we cannot he 
parties to such a Bill being passed. 
r I know that the Chief Minister will 
immediately get up and say “What 
is the point in circulating this Bill 
for public opinion?” That is 


exactly what he has been saying 
with regard to all the Bills that 
we are opposing. We 
know the Chief Minister is right, 
because it has been a fait accompli; 
and the Chief Minister, although 
he knew two years back that the 
situation would not improve, yet 
he did not make any efforts, he did 
not do anything with regard to 
these electrical companies to 
get machineries. Suddenly he 
comes to us. Why? * The 
Bill should be placed before the 
public. Tou may take power for 1? 
or 3 months, but in the meantime 
there must be an assurance from 
the Government that “within 3 
months we shall go to other coun- 
tries and find out what can be done”. 
If even after one or two years such 
machineries are to come, they can 
be booked from now on according 
to the trade practice, but nothing 
of the kind is told to us except the 
fact that the Chief Minister says 
that after two years the situation 
may ease a little. We do not know 
how, because all the tacts piled one 
upon another show just to the 
contrary that the situation in this 
respect does not improve. It 
cannot improve because we know 
that both Great Britain and 
America are in a position to supply 
us with electrical goods and 
machineries if they had wanted to, 
and we had enough money also. 
We had enough money with 
the Bank of England, the 
Sterling balance. They were 
interested in our buying cheap 
machinery and second-hand 
machinery from England and other 
countries. America was interest- 
ed in giving us billions of dollars 
m order to fight communism. Could 
not they give us a little machinery 
— we do not want much — to build 
up our own electrical companies, 
electrical factories and so on. I 
think the Chief Minister will not 
say after his visit to the United 
States of America that that coun- 
try is not in a position to supply us 
with such machineries if they really 
wanted to supply. Sir, we are want- 
ing the Chief Minister to place the 
Bill before the public in order that 
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[8j. Jyoti Basu.] 

the public might at least tell the 
Government that such measures are 
anti-national, it is against the inter- 
est of this country, that the Chief 
Minister might be told by the peo- 
ple, that neither the British 
Imperialists nor the American 
Imperialists will ever be interested 
in the industrial development of 
India. We want the Bill to be 
placed before the people in order 
that the people might give their 
verdict and might put pressure on 
the West Bengal Government, so 
that they might go to other markets 
on which an embargo has been 
placed by the United States of 
America. The United States of 
America gets our strategic raw 
materials, and the United States 
gives us loan and then tells the West 
Bengal Government and the India 
Government tor that that we cannot 
trade with certain articles and cer- 
tain goods with China, Soviet 
Union,, Czechoslovakia and other 
people's democracies and yet we say 
that we are a Sovereign State and a 
Sovereign Republic. Will the 
Chief Minister deny this fnet that 
America has put an embargo? 

Mr. 8peaker: That is not the 
subject-matter of debate. 

8j. Jyoti Basu: Sir, you must 
understand my argument. It may 
not be palatable to you, but it is a 
fact. 

Mr. Speaker: Every speech is 
palatable to me. I have got to see 
that the dehate is conducted accord- 
ing to rules. 

8J, Jyoti Basu: Supposing, Sir, 
I maintain . 

Mr. 8poaker: There is no ques- 
tion of argument. You kuow how 
far the Speaker is outside the 
bounds of remarks. From that 
point of view you cannot pass such 
a remark that it may not be palat- 
able to me. T think it is my duty 
to see thnt every speech 4* made 
according to the rules. It is a 
reflection on the Chair. 

SJ. Jyoti Baau: Sir, it is also ray 
duty to point out to you that 


this thing which I am saying is 
absolutely relevant to the ilill, 
because if you please listen to 
me . 

Mr. Speaker: I am prepared to 
listen to you for hours together, but 
I am not prepared to hear such a 
remark. 

SJ. Jyoti Ba$u: Sir, you are still 
harping on that one matter. If 
you do not like that, I withdraw 
it. If you are satisfied and if you 
are happy, I shall withdraw the 
expression once again. But this is 
an absolutely important matter. As 
to why my speech is relevant it is 
because — supposing America had 
not put an embargo against the 
democratic market, another market 
is there composed of Soviet Russia 
and the People's democracy of 
China and other democracies. 
Then the West Bengal Govern- 
ment and the India Government 
for the matter of that would 
have been free to trade with those 
countries with the strategic' raw 
materials that they possess I main- 
tain. Sir. that neither the West . 
Bengal Government nor the India 
Government are free agents ; they 
cannot go outside the orders of the 
American Government. (Cries of 
“question’’ from Congress benches.) 
(Uproar.) Sir, I do uot under- 
stand this kind of shouting, because 
it they are ignorant, their Chief 
Minister will tell them. (Renewed 
uproar.) 

8j. Debendra Chandra Dey: On 

a point of order, Sir. Whenever 
there is anything, I find that one of 
our fellow members on the Opposi- 
tion side goes on cat-calling. So 
will you kindly bring him to his 
senses? (Uproar.) 

Mr. Speaker: I have noticed that. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: Sir, instead of 
their questioning me, they can 
question the Government. It is 
not my Government; it is their 
Government. The point is this 
that the India Government has 
accepted this servile position, \ 
whereby they have said that 
because of certain loans we are get- 
ting, because of certain technical 
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aid we are getting from America, 
the India Government is not in a 
position with regard to certain 
articles to go and trade with other 
countries. 

Dr. BkHtan Chandra Roy: 

it is absolutely untrue. 

Sj, Jyoti Basil: I am surprised, 
Sir. If he wants I shall supply 
him with a list which has been 
made out by the India Government. 
If lie wants he can know it from 
the (’ommerce Department and the 
Trade Department of the India 
Government whether what I am 
saying is right or not.

If I am wrong I shall withdiaw 
every word of what I have said but 
it for instance those strategic 
materials or some part of it for 
tiade purposes were given to those 
countries they would certainly have 
given— or tor other materials not 
only strategic materials — they could 
have given us those machineries 
but our Government does not go 
there. Our Government does not go 
anywhere It only depends upon 
England and America and England 
and America are certainh not 
interested in the industrial develop- 
ment of India. Therefore, Sir, I 
buv that this Bill is anti-national. 
We cannot be a party to this Bill. 
1 oppose it.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 
I am con'd rained to admit that 
then* has heen a tempest in a tea- 
pot. Before I proceed to give my 
arguments, let me correct one or 
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[Dt. Bidhan Chandra Roy.] 
two statements and give some ex- 
planation. There were 23 electric 
supply undertakings in Bengal up 
till 1940 — I may inform. 

Sir, the other point that I want 
to correct is that my friend Sj. 
Jyoti Basu said that the West 
Bengal Government and the Cen- 
tral Government — he also includes 
them — have accepted the embargo 
put upon the import of goods by 
the United States of America, 
articularly certain types of goods, 
say this is entirely untrue so far 
as West Bengal Government is con- 
cerned. He cannot show any docu- 
ment, whether in the department or 
anywhere else, in which the West 
Bengal Government has accepted 
this principle of any embargo being 
put by tne Government of the 
United States of America. I repu- 
diate that statement. 

Sir, with regard to the points 
that have been made, I was agree- 
ably surprised to find that we have 
got so many experts on industries 
in tin's House. The wav in which 
these machineries are brought in 
is this: In the first place, these 
undertakings are all private under- 
takings — not Government under- 
takings. If they want any machi- 
nery, they have got to apply, first 
of all for permit to import goods 
and, secondly, for permit to get the 
proper exchange. The reason why 
they have not been given permit for 
exchange is that during the last 
two years a large volume of import 
of foodstuffs has taken place and, 
therefore, there is hardly much 
room for any import of other goods 
— at least they come in a very res- 
tricted form. This is unfortunate. 
I entirely agree with those friends 
opposite when they say that a 
country cannot develop without 
industrial undertakings. Having 
l>een associated myself with several 
electrical undertakings, ^ know 
what value the generation, of elec- 
tricity has for the development of 
industries. But I say this that it is 
one thing to have an ideal and it is 
quite a different thing to realise 
that ideal. If a particular firm 


wants a particular machinery to be 
brought out today, it takes about 
three years before it can bring it 
out from any part of the world, 
whether it is Russia or China or the 
United States of America or any- 
where else because there are certain 
formalities that have to be gone 
through, certain arrangements for 
exchange that have to take place 
before such goods can come out. 

Sir, the other reason why we have 
not encouraged the formation of 
these small undertakings is this > 
We have found that practically 
every one of these undertakings — 
these individual companies — has 
been in a more or less moribund 
condition because there is lack of 
capital and, therefore, in several 
cases Government has taken over 
some of these undertakings during 
the last few months. It is possible 
that the Government has to take 
over some more of these undertak- 
ings because the private undertak- 
ings have not been able to satisfy 
the needs of the consumers so far as 
either the quantity or the quality of 
electrical energy is ('unearned. 

Sir, there is another reason. You 
all know that both the Damodar 
Valley and the Mavurnkshi are 
developing electrical energy and it 
is very likely that by 1955 we shall 
have a very large amount of electri- 
cal energy available for the Bengal 
area. 

f 4-20 — 4-30 p.m.] 

It is, therefore, necessary for us 
to .see whether we should not take 
over the current generated from the 
hydraulic electricity concerns to be 
cheaper than the electricity 
generated either by oil or by steam. 
Then we may take over these small 
undertakings as soon as electricity 
developed from the river valley 
schemes are available. Sir, my 
friends opposite have made a mis- 
take. This Act has nothing to do 
with the rates charged by electrical 
undertakings. It is only with regard 
to control of the quantity that is tot 
he given to a consumer and the 
way in which it should be distribut- 
ed as between the consumer who is 
doing some essential services and 
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the consumer who will want it for 
his own use. And, therefore, this 
Act has a very limited application. 

1 may also inform the House that 
the Central Government is now pre- 
paring a Bill to replace the Indian 
Electricity Act, 1910, in which all 
these propositions about A.C., D.C., 
110, 220 are being taken up. I am 
not very enthused with the energy 
exhibited by some in snying that 
A.C. is cheaper than D.C. and that 
220 is more costly than 110. 
Probably it is bom out of an ipse 
dixit, but the point is that the 
Central Government is preparing a 
Bill for the purpose of placing it 
before the Assembly and, therefore, 
there is no j>oint in our taking over 
any part of the alteration of the 
Indian Electricity Act which is 
after all, a Central Act. Electricity 
is a Central subject. What we are 
trying today is that so long as we 
are certain that the energy generat- 
ed by these electrical undertakings 
is limited, it is necessary to divert 
the electrical energy to proper 
channels, so that at least the essen- 
tial services in every area might be 
controlled. That is the whole pur- 
pose of the Bill. As I was saying, 
it is perfectly true that I, like many 
other people, do not like control of 
any scheme of electricity. The only 
difficulty is that so long as the 
demand is more than the supply, 
the control has to be exercised in 
some shape or form, but we are 
hoping that with the 190,000 kilo- 
watt which is being produced by 
Bokharo and probably will be 
supplied by the beginning of 1954 
and another 100,000 from hydraulic 
research and 4,000 to 5,000 by 
Mayurakshi, we will be able to dis- 
tribute that energy through the 
various electricity undertakings, 
when we shall have to take over 
some of those private undertakings 
in order that the supply may be 
adequate and the supply may be on 
a reasonable basis, because I yield 
to none in my enthusiasm to say 
th’at electricity is the cheap method 
of power which should be utilised 
by every one, particularly if we 
have got to develop the small 
cottage industries. 


Sir, with these words I oppose the 
motion for circulation.

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Sir, I beg to move that the West 
Bengal Electricity (Emergency 
Powers) (Amendment) Bill, 1953, as 
settled in the Assembly, be passed. 

8j. Jyoti Basil: Sir, the Chief 
Minister, I am glad, has corrected 
himself when he got up to reply to 
us in so far he said that at least 
the West Bengal Government has 
not given any such undertaking to 
anv outside imperialist power. But 
the Chief Minister ought to know 
that what I said was that it was the 
Congress Government at the Centre 
— the West Bengal Government has 
nothing to do with such things as 
far as outside powers are concerned — 
it is the Central Government which 
manages such things and it is the 
Central Government which has 
accepted those conditions from the 
United States of America. (Sjkta. 
Rentka Ray : Absolutely wrong.) 
I think if the lady would have 
patience she would understand me. 
I know she was in Delhi for a long 
time. That was my state- 
ment and I stick to that statement. 

Secondly, Sir, the Chief Minister 
now tells us that because money was 
required for food imports from out- 
side that is why exchange diffi- 
culties arose and other things 
( ropped up. But I have not under- 
stood this very important economic 
point which has been made by the 
Chief Minister. Our money was 
lying with the Bank of England. 
Why could not the Chief Minister 
of West Bengal ask the Central 
Government to see that a part of 
that money is transferred on account 
of machineries and compel the 
undertakings here, the electric 
companies here to buy those 
machineries from abroad and take 
the money from them here? I do 
not understand what the difficulty 
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[Sj. Jyoti Basu.] 

would ha’ve been if the United 
States of America had at least been 
asked by the West Bengal Govern- 
ment and by the electric: under- 
takings in our country whether Ahey 
could supply us with such 
machineries and on loan if necessary 
because the West Bengal Govern- 
ment and the Tndia Government 
have now got used to taking 
American loans. I do not know 
why such a thing was not done. No 
reply was forthcoming from the 
Chief Minister. Sir, then the Chief 
Minister says it is good U> hate an 
ideal. But it is one thing to have 
an ideal and another thing to realise 
that ideal. It is true because as 
far as the West, Bengal Govern- 
ment is concerned, they have bv 
now, within five years, forgotten all 
the ideals that the Congress as an 
organization set before itself in its 
* fight against British imperialism. 
But cur point was that we were not 
talking about great ideals. We 
were talking about the ideal of 
building up our industries. Any- 
how there was no reply to that also 
from the Chief Minister. Sir, now 
the Chief Minister informs us that 
it takes about three years to get 
machineries from abroad. That 
was also my point. If not three 
years you do require some months to 
get machineries from abroad. 
Therefore I asked at the very out- 
set, whilst he is taking powers for 
the next two years whether the 
Chief Minister would be prepared 
to compel the electrical undertak- 
ings in this country including his 
own undertakings in order that they 
might place orders on companies 
abroad or even to moke enquiries os 
to when these machineries would 
reach India and if these companies 
are prepared to pay for them. The 
Chief Minister instead of replying 
to that query of mine says that it 
will take three years and therefore 
he needs power for two years. But 
within these two years h^ does not 
give us any undertaking as to 
whether he would himself do any- 
thing to get these machineries. On 
the contrary he tells us something 
vety surprising. He tells us that 
power is being taken up to 1955 


because in 1954 or thereabouts we 
w r ould get electrical energy from the 
Dam odor and the M&yurakshi 
River Valley Schemes. Now, 
according to our calculation, 
according to our understanding of 
things, even if you get the power 
from the Mayurakshi and Damodar 
Schemes, these present electrical 
undertakings would have to conti- 
nue because despite all the energy 
(hat vou would get from these un- 
dertakings, if vou do get them at 
all, even then we would require 
much more. Or is the Chief 
Minister telling us that these elec- 
trical companies which exist today 
would have to close down. 

[4-40 — 4-50 p.m.] 

Surely he is not suggesting that 
since at some future date we shall 
gel power from them we need not 
look after the present companies. 
Sir, according to me if the present 
companies have to continue then 
they have to overhaul their 
machinery. Has the Chief Minister 
done anything to guarantee that 
these companies wul get machin- 
eries in order to change over from 
their old machinery? He has not 
told us anything. Secondly, accord- 
ing to our calculation the electrical 
energy that one would get from the 
Damodar and Mayurakshi would 
cost more than the electrical energy 
is costing us today even at black- 
market prices from these companies 
including the Chief Minister’s own 
company. Therefore, 1 do not 
think that in 1954 or by 1955 we 
would be getting the supply of 
electrical energy from these under- 
takings. Sir, therefore, even at 
this last stage I oppose this Bill 
and I do not think the Chief 
Minister has in his reply given us 
any arguments whereby we can 
support this Bill for the next two 
years to become an Act.

Unsung. 

Sir, in this particular case, before 
the House is called upon to accept 
the Bill, unless the Bill is forced 
down the throats of the House by 
the mere force of vote, if reason 
and argument have any share in 
making the Bill acceptable to the 
Bouse, I would request the Chief 
Minister to let us know why the 
machinery which is necessary for 
th" efficient running of the electri- 
cal plants has not been imported 
and why adequate steps were not 
taken in proper time for its impor- 
tation. Sir, there is all the more 
reason for such an information be- 
ing given to the Assembly because 
allegations have been made that 
the Chief Minister himself is con- 
nected with several electrical 
undertakings. Therefore, in order 
that the Assembly might accept it 
without any doubts or suspicions, 
in order to dispel any lingering 
doubts or suspicions in any mind, 
We want that the Chief Minister 
should oblige us by giving us a 
detailed account of the steps taken 
by the Government to remedy the 
defects to provide the needed 
machineries, to arrange for the 
timely repair of the electrical 
plants which have been working for 
some time and to make cheap elec- 
trical energy available to the 
general body of consumers as also 
tor essential purposes. I would 
request that the Chief Minister 
should not take advantage of the 
majority in the House to bring for- 
ward Bills without any proper con- 
sideration and without proper ex- 
planation being given to the mem- 
bers of the House which may be 
calculated to operate against the 
best interests of thus State^Electri- 
cal energy is a matter of public 
utility and of very great public 
importance and the Chief Minister 
has himself admitted that the in- 
dustrial development of the country 
depends to a very large extent on 


the proper supply of electrical 
power. This for the last five years 
the Government has failed to sup- 
ply and the Government is follow- 
ing systematically a hand-to-mouth 
policy asking for shortwhile ex- 
tensions, asking for fresh lease of 
the present unsatisfactory state of 
things so that the main problem 
has been practically shelved for all 
these years. Therefore, Sir, I 
would voice the opposition of the 
members of my group to this Bill 
on the ground that this seems to be 
a disingenuous Bill, a Bill that 
does not take the members of the 
House into confidence, a Bill that 
is thrust down our throats without 
any facts and figures being given

I need 
not say anything more save and 
except that the District Board has 
to incur expenses which amount to 
more than Ks. (Hi, 0(H) or Hs. 70,000 
every year. As the House is well 
aware, this local body has not got 
sufficient finance in order to make 
all arrangements for the Ganga- 
sagar Mela . in order (o carry on 
even their ordinary duties. Natu- 
rall\ they have* been levying this 
tax. Therefore, I wish to tell this 
House that it is not a new imposi- 
tion which is being inflicted upon 
anybody, but it is a tax which the 
District Board has been imposing 
for the past decades. Well, T have 
got nothing more to say, and I will 
commend my motion to the accept- 
ance of the House.

Bill is hit by Article 27. Article 27 
clearly Mutes, “Yo person shall 
be compelled to pay any taxes, the 
proceeds of which are specifically 
appropriated in payment of ex- 
penses for the” — mark the words — 
“promotion or maintenance of any 
particular religion or religious 
denomination.” 

The object of the Bill, as stated 
in the preamble, is to confer powers 
on the District Board of 24-Par- 
ganas for taking measures for the 
health, safety and welfare of per- 
son* attending the Gangasagar 
Nvht and for levying fees for 
defraying the expenses incurred in 
such connection, viz., safety, wel- 
fare and health measures of persons 
attending the mchi. 

Yow, I would like to draw' the 
attention «»f the honourable mem- 
ber who raised the point of order to 
Aitule B»9 and Article 207 where 
the ronMitution gives power to 
bring in legislation for the purpose 
of taxes and fees. Article 199 
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relates to Money Bills and Article 
207 relates to financial Bills — there 
the power has been given to the 
legislature in the clearest terms: 
“A Bill or amendment shall not be 
deemed to make provision for any 
of the matters aforesaid by reason 
only that it provides for the imposi- 
tion of fines or other pecuniary 
penalties, or for the demand or 
payment of fees for licenses or fees 
for services rendered ” 

Novc, you will turn to Seventh 
Schedule — List II — State List — 
which gives power to the State 
Legislature to legislate. Item 
No. C) is Public Health and Sanita- 
tion ; Hospitals and Dispensaries 


and No. 7 is Pilgrimages, othei 
than pilgrimages to places outside 
India. Then m item No. 66 powei 
is given to the legislature to raise 
“fees in respect of any of the 
matters in this List...” — that means 
that list includes public health and 
sanitary measures — hospitals and 
dispensaries. Therefore, the Bill ii 
quite within the powers of the 
State legislature under the Consti- 
tution and is quite in order.

(1) The stipends are awarded to 
pupils of the Scheduled Castes and 
the Scheduled Tribes as enumerated 
by the Government of India in the 
Constitution Orders of 1950 for 
West Bengal and of the backward 
classes other than the Scheduled 
Castes and Tribes according to the 
Government Order Xo 3135-T. — 
Misc., dated the 26th May, 1936 
(appended below). 
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(2) The stipends are tenable in 
educational institutions of all types 
in West Bengal affiliated to the 
Calcutta University, the Board of 
Secondary Education, a District 
8chool Board or Municipality, as 
the case may be, and in other insti- 
tutions including those of a tech- 
nical or vocational nature recognis- 
ed for this purpose by the Director 
of Public Instruction, West 
Bengal. 

(3) Subject to good conduct and 
satisfactory progress, stipends are 
awarded to students who have 
secured first and second division 
marks in the examination and 
whose pecuniary circumstances are 
euch that without financial assist- 
ance they would be unable to conti- 
nue their studies. In exceptional 
coses and particularly in respect of 
students of the comparatively back- 
ward community, e.g., Santal, 
Oraon, Munda, Bhumij, Bagdi, 
Ilari, Bauri, Chamar, Dom Garo, 
etc., and also in respect of girls 
stipends also are awarded to 
students who have passed in the 
third division and in the compart- 
mental examination. 

(4) The stipends are ordinarily 
tenable for a period of one year 
with effect from 1st January in 
primary and secondary schools. In 
colleges and other institutions the 
stipends take effect from 1st June 
or the date of commencement of the 
session and are paid quarterly in 
advance. 

(6) In order to qualify for the 
renewal of a stipend the holder 
should secure at least 36 per cent, 
marks in the examinations for pro- 
motion to the next higher class or 
an equivalent examination or 
should furnish a certificate of satis- 
factory progress from the head of 
the institutions where no examina- 
tion has been held or where the 
stipendiary was permitted to be 
absent from the examination or was 
prevented by special circumstances 
like illness, etc., from scoring 
standard marks. 

(6) If a student who failed to 
secure stipend on account of passing 


in the third division and in the com- 
partmental examination can show 
marked improvement by secur- 
ing 50 per cent. or more 
marks in the college 
annual examination he may be 
given a stipend in the following 
year in consideration of his marks 
and poverty. 

(7) A stipend may be withdrawn 
at any moment or suspended for 
such period as the awarding author- 
ity thinks fit, if the stipend holder 
has, by reason of his own act or 
default, failed to make satisfactory 
progress or has been guilty of mis- 
conduct. 

(8) Combination with any other 
concession or scholarship may be 
allowed in special cases. But while 
doing so suitable deduction may be 
made in fixing the value of stipend 
unless the financial condition of 
the pupil and other factors justify 
annexation of the full amount of 
stipend to the other concession or 
scholarship. 

(9) If a deserving candidate is so 
poor that the stipend of the usual 
rate is considered inadequate for 
him or her, its value may be in- 
creased, as a special case, with the 
approval of Government to such 
reasonable limit as will enable him 
or her to prosecute studies without 
financial embarrassment provided 
the total allotment is not exceeded.

BUDGET FOR 1853-54. 
General Discussion. 

8). Jyoti Basu : Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
this year’s budget is us bleak and 
dismal in outlook as during the 
previous years. It is a budget, I find 
from the Chief Minister’s speech as 
well as from a perusal of the budget 
itself, of growing decline, growing 
deficits and growing indebtedness 
both to the Centre us well as to the 
Imperialist countries like C.S.A. 
and Great Britain. It mirrors the 
stalemate in our national life; it 
provides no measure for reduction 
for rents and taxes, no provision for 
abolishing landlordism which 
has been promised to us, 
no measure for arresting 

tin* giowth of unemployment and 
industrial breakdown in West 

Bengal. It marks no basic departure 
from the old budgets meant for a 
backward feudal economy under 
foieign domination. The structure 
of the budget remains the same 
as in British days. Money is 

bci ng raised from almost the 
.name sources and almost in the 
same proportions. Direct and in- 
direct tax, income from betting, 
from sales tax, from excise play a 
leading part. Where augmentation 
of revenue is jmssible by further 
taxing the monopoly section of our 
capitalists or by stoj ping of the 

export of British profits from thi® 
country or by seriously preventing 
tax evasion bv millionaires oi by 
Indian ising the higher and tech- 
nical staif in British and foreign 
firms, by Indianising technical and 
supervisory services, I should say, 
of all firms, whether they are 
British or foreign firms and 
Indianising such branches of eco- 
nomy as the handling of export and 
import and banking and commerce 
— if this had been done then I am 
sure that to begin w'ith we would 
have to some extent sufficient 
finances to make further advance®. 
Unfortunately nothing of the kind

has been done. Tf howeveg^ any 
basic improvement in our e(v >mic 
and social life is to be effected we 
have to repudiate the purposeful 
propaganda done by the Anglo- 
American Imperialists and which 
has been accepted by the Chief 
Minister in his budget statement 
wherein he says, “our resources and 
our capacity to produce the neces- 
saries of life are however limited”. 

It is true, as the Chief Minister 
says, that ours is a backward eco- 
nomy and that we are a poor people, 
but this is so not for any natural 
reasons but because the Imperialists 
have willed it so. India is a country 
of great natural resources and of 
talented people and it is possible to 
industrialise our country, modernise 
our economy provided the shackles 
of imperialism are broken asunder, 
provided the shackles of feudalism 
are also broken asunder and we pur- 
sue an independent path of develop- 
ment. But on reading the budget 
we find that our Chief Minister 
accepts the proposition given to us 
by the Britishers and the Americans 
that India is destined to be an agri- 
cultural country. 

The budget is based on a 
deliberately distorted analysis and 
understanding of West Bengal’s 
economic situation and her needs. 
A wrong diagnosis means a prescrip- 
tion of wrong remedies and hence 
the budget only continues the 
malady of society. It is a serious 
situation where we find statistics 
have been wrongly presented in 
order to hide the actual reality of 
the situation and in order to hide 
also the distressing and chronic 
crisis of our economy and the ever- 
increasing impoverishment of our 
people, the shrinking of our home 
market both in the cities and the 
towns, the growing number of un- 
der-employed and the wholly un- 
employed growing up in the citiee 
and the villages amongst middle 
class, the working class, thb kitans, 
amongst technicians, amongst 
engineers and all sections of society. 
The dismal outlook for our big In- 
dustrie* like ten, jute, iron motor 


cars, textiles, etc., are all sought to 
be hidden from us by means of 
spurious statistics which are sup- 
plied to us by the Chief Minister. 

The Finance Minister pretends 
not to understand that increase in 
production has not meant in West 
Bengal an increased consumption 
by the people. Ee pretends not to 
realise the tragedy of the society 
such as ours and the economic sys- 
tem such as ours wherein the people 
go without the necessaries of life. 
Restriction of production is advocat- 
ed by almost all industries. Fiddl- 
ing in arguments and statistics 
cannot cover the realities which are 
there for all to see provided they 
have a desire to see. I hold the 
economic realities are totally differ- 
ent from what the Finance Minister 
makes out and hence the Budget 
provisions have failed to serve the 
interest of the society and the 
people. The Finance Minister quot- 
ing his last year’s assertion that 
“we have turned round the corner” 
thanks Providence that his state- 
ment has proved correct. In order 
to prove this bogus assertion the 
Chief Minister distorts statistics and 
garbles his arguments from the 
annual number of Commerce, the 
mouthpiece of Indian Big Business. 
I find even the language of Chief 
Minister’s speech in part has been 
taken from that journal of Indian 
Big Business. 

[ — .‘MO p.m.] 

On behalf of my party I proved last 
year with facte that there was no 
cause for such undue optimism. I 
claim we have been proved right and 
I once again warn the Government 
for its attempt to cover up reality 
and mislead the people. To sum- 
marise, tEe situation as we see it and 
which should have been taken into 
consideration whilst the Budget was 
being prepared, but which has not 
been taken into consideration, is as 
follows : — 

I shall state here very briefly the 
position of the industry and the 
position of unemployment in our 
country. Had this position been 
taken into account, we would hare 
found under every head of the 
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being given in order to bolster up 
our economy, in order to preserve 
the existing industries, in order to 
save the people from more un- 
employment. Take the jute-mills. 
We find that they are continuing to 
work at 421 hours a week in place 
of 48 hours with 121 per cent, of the 
looms sealed since the last two years 
and 1)0,000 tons of stocks were tying 
nt the mills at the end of October, 
1962. All this has resulted in the 
loss of earning for 3 lakh jute- 
workers and partial and total un- 
employment for 60,000 workers 
during the last three years and yet 
the Chief Minister says “we have 
turned round the corner”. 

With regard to tea industry with 
present profits and prices, and the 
existing purchasing capacity of the 
people, there is no scope for 
expanding the internal market. 
The external market too has shrunk 
due to competition and other 
causes. Hence, not only have 
scores of gardens in West Donga! 
been closed down, but 0,000 workers 
have been retrenched within the 
last few months and the wage* of 
the workers have been adversely 
affected because of the conversion 
of ration into cash. The tea garden 
owners have now planned to curtail 
the production by 60 million pound- 
and yet we are told th;» f w have 
turned round the concern 

With regard to engineering indu* 
try, Sri P. R. Bagri, President ot 
the Engineering Association of 
India, complained in January, 1963. 
in Calcutta about the slackening 
demand for engineering product* 
and condemns the stores purchase 
policy of the Government which 
were placing orders with overseas 
firms. 

With regard to the foot-wear 
industry, Sri M. L Khatian, 
Chairman, Board of Directors of 
the Bata Shoe Company, Limited, 
said on the 25th November, 1952. 
at the end of the last year: “the 
position of the people in the lower 
and middle income groups on which 
the success and prosperity of the 


industry mainly depend has worsen* 
ed a ftweat deal since the war. The 
cumulative effect of all this has 
been to make the demand of foot- 
wear within the country static and 
in rec ent months it has, in fact, 
shown some decline because of the 
prevailing slump in other trade and 
business,” and we arc told that the 
Batas arc now trying to get orders 
from abroad for making the jungle 
boots for the Malayan war which is 
going on and which is being perpe- 
trated by the British against the 
Malayan people, and yet we say 
that everything is all right and we 
have turned round the corner. 

With regard to the cotton textile 
industry, the price of cloth, it is 
true, during the major part of last 
year was lower than in 1961. 
Nevertheless, it is indisputable, 
and that has been admitted even by 
that .Journal of Commerce from 
which the Chief Minister has pro- 
duced his arguments, that even the 
pieseut prices aie higher than what 
the average consumer in the country 
can afford to pay. 1962 was the 
year of tin* worst slump in the 
history of the textile trade — the 
premier consumer industry in India. 
Rupees 42 crores worth of cloth was 
l emu tiling unsold even though in 
some canes the prices were lower to 
the extent of 20 per cent. Apart 
from the internal consumption the 
export trade also suffered due to 
Japanese and other competition*. 
The latest order on cotton mills to 
restrict their production has amount- 
ed to retrenchment of at least f>,000 
worker* in West Bengal necessitat- 
ing the closing down of certain 
department* of our cloth. 

With regard to sugar it is true 
also that production reached record 
heights, but the decline in prices 
was not large enough to induce any 
marked increase in consumption. 
Consequently, the major portion of 
the increase remained in the mills. 
The export also was negligible due 
to lower competitive prices abroad. 
Restriction of production is the 
order of the day in the sugar indus- 
try. And yet the Chief Minister 
tells us we got more sugar, more 
cotton, more of everything last 
year. 
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With regard to coal it is * 4 e that 
there was an increased production. 
The targets were reached which 
were never reached in India before, 
but all that was meant for war 
purposes abroad — for supply to 
Japan, South Korea, Malaya and 
other South-East Asian countries. 
Will the Chief Minister give me 
figures to convince me that that coal 
was used by our own people and at 
lower prices? No; the internal con- 
sumption did not go up. Sir, this 
is so far as big industries are con- 
cerned. 


With regard to small-scale indus- 
tries like chocolates, drums, barrels, 
fountain pen inks, tooth pastes, 
»oaps, paints, bicycles, typewriters, 
dry and wet cell batteries, etc., 
according to Sri Puranik of the All- 
India Manufacturers Association, 
they face serious foreign competi- 
tion. In West Bengal, we know, 
about 8 lakhs of cottage industry 
employees lie in ruins, because 
either there iH no policy of the West 
Bengal Government or a wrong 
policy is being pursued by them with 
regard to cottage industry. This 
year’s grunt will mean no difference. 
It will not help the industry as far 
as we can make out from the figures. 
Even after five years of Congress 
rule and the completion of two years 
of the Five-Year Plan when measur- 
ed in terms of satisfaction of human 
wants per capita , the consumption 
of goods is lower than what it was 
in 1989 before the war. From the 
facts stated above it is true that in 
certain industries the production 
figures have gone up, but can we 
conclude from that that the people 
have benefited to any extent or that 
we have more of food, cloth, sugar, 
steel, coal, cement, matches, papers, 
fertilisers, etc., as the Chief Minis- 
ter holds? If “we” means certain 
industrialists, it is correct, 
but if “we” means the 
people, it is absolutely and 
thoroughly incorrect, because the 
latter could not satisfy their needs 
to any greater extent. On the con- 
trary due to underemployment and 
absolute unemployment, distress and 
famine, in West Bengal the con- 


sumption was less in many pacts 
since the last Budget was presented. 

Lastly, the Chief Minister hid 
from us the facts that whilst during 
the elections we heard slogan of 
“produce or perish”, today the 
industries and the Government are 
raising the slogan of restriction of 
production and they are saying 
‘‘produce and perish”, because that 
is what has happened to the work- 
ing classes. They have produced 
enough, but they are perishing all 
the same. The Chief Minister has 
given a misleading picture by show- 
ing an all-India downward trend in 
wholesale prices and in the working 
class cost of living index in Calcutta. 
As far as the working-class living 
index figure is concerned, he does 
not quote for us all-India latest 
figures, he quotes for us, whilst giv- 
ing the wholesale prices in all-India 
figures, only Calcutta figures for the 
working class which went down a 
few points at the end of the last 
year. Firstly, between April, 1951 
and December, 1952, the wholesale 
price index had fallen 18 per cent., 
but the industrial raw materials 
which were needed so much by the 
imperialist powers had fallen 88 per 
cent, and the manufactured articles 
had fallen only 11 per cent. This 
hivs seriously affected our peasantry 
which has produced these industrial 
raw materials. In the case of jute- 
growers, as Dr. Ahmed knows, they 
could not even get the prices which 
they had spent in producing this 
jute, and Government did not help 
them with subsidies. Moreover, as 
the figures show, the cost of living 
has again begun to rise by the 
beginning of this year. Despite 
all the claims of the fall in the cost 
of living by a few points in 
Calcutta, nowhere in West Bengal 
Government will be able to tell us 
that the workers could buy more 
than they did last year the neces- 
saries of life. 

The theory and facts about unem- 
ployment given by the Chief Minis- 
ter are absurd. In the Employment 
Exchange throughout India only a 
small fraction of the unemployed 
has been registered, and yet it was 
revealed in Parliament at the end of 
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September, 1952, that last year 
more unemployed people were regis- 
tered than in any years previously. 
There were 47,872 people registered 
of whom 12*2 per cent, were tech- 
nical personnel, and yet the Chief 
Minister claims that we have 
launched out a scheme of recon- 
struction. There were 120,127 
clerks and 10,0-19 women in the 
register. 

[3-40 — 3-50 p.m.] 

Out of all these only 26*5 per 
cent, found jobs. Similarly I 
have quoted the West Bengal 
figures during the discussion on the 
Governor’s speech wherein I showed 
that the largest number of un- 
employed were registered in West 
Bengal during the last year and the 
largest number of graduate un- 
employed were in West Bengal. 
Apart from middle-class unemploy- 
ment, the thousands who have been 
retrenched in West Bengal are 
workers who seek work by hand. 
Moreover, what a commentary on 
a Government which cannot find 
employment to the educated section 
in a country where only 14 per cent, 
are literate. If there is enough 
work of some other nature, as the 
Chief Minister claims, why is un- 
employment spreading to the work- 
ing class and peasantry. — even to 
the engineers and technicians. 
What are the diverse channels in 
which our young men must be wil- 
ling to ust» their limbs and talents ? 
It is fantastic to suggest that rural 
unemployment which has reached 
such dangerous proportions can be 
mitigated by Community Develop- 
ment Projects. Had the Chief 
Minister even given us the slightest 
hints as to what our young men are 
expected to do, then one would 
have understood. Fie named only 
the middle-class, lie said unem- 
ployment was in the middle-class. 
That is not true. Even the Govern- 
ment figures tell us that that is not 
true. Will the Chief Minister give 
us facts and figures to show it? Only 
14 per cent, of the people are 
literate. He has not told us any- 
thing of the kind. 

In the villages *the general 
impoverishment continues and 


famine conditions are not only 
prevalent as in last year but we feel 
that it will grip more areas because 
of the anti-people food policy of the 
Go\ eminent which has retimed to 
take the responsibility of feeding 
the people outside (he rationed 
areas, and discontinued the modi- 
fied ration system. 

As there is no recognition of tlria 
alarming situation and as there is 
an attempt to minimise the eeo- 
nomie ruin and unemployment, 
there is hard ly any provision in the 
budget for saving the existing 
industries, for solving the problem 
of unemployment and for fighting 
Famine. We find the West Bengal 
Government telling us through its 
Budget that famine relief is not 
necessary at all this year. The 
Chief Minister places before us not 
only the picture of our having turn- 
ed round tin* corner but opens up 
vistas o| further economic develop- 
ment through tire Five-Year Plan 
tin* yearly allotments of which are 
incorporated in the Budget. 
Although I had previously oeea- 
mous to complain about the Five- 
\ ear Plan I do so nnee again 
Free a use no answer has been forth- 
coming from t he ^ Chief Minister. 
Although we have'enlered upon the 
third year of the Five-Year Plan 
the Government have not thought it 
fit to discuss the Plan in all its im- 
plications with the representatives 
of the people in the West Bengal 
Assembly. I suppose that even 
* he members of the Congress Party 
are not aware of the full implica- 
tions and details of tin* Five-Year 
Plan. ^ et the Chief Minister 
wants us in his speech to go forward 
with enthusiasm in the execution 
of tin* Plan. This is indeed a 
bureaucrat’s plan divorced from the 
people. In the Soviet Fnion, 
people’s dernorraries. China and in 
the countries which are the centres 
of deiiuHiatn* planning, especially 
m the Soviet Union, which ha a 
taught the world planning on a 
sra lc unheard of in history, 
v'llages, low ns. factories, legisla- 
tures— study and discuss the Plan— 
every one knows his exact place in 
the Plan and the benefits that 
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would accrue from it. Hence they 
work the Plan with enthusiasm but 
in our country, on the contrary, 
the Five-Year Plan has received no 
reception. The great danger to 
the Plan lies, according to us, in 
the fact that we are dependent to 
the extent of 17 per cent, of the total 
expenditure on Imperialist coun- 
tries for its completion. The Chief 
Minister cites the half truth when 
he, pointing to Its. 156 crores of 
external assistance that will be 
received by Government, concludes 
that it is a paltry sum compared to 
the two thousand (Tores which we 
shall spend. He should have told 
us that it is planned to get Its. 365 
crores of foreign assistance and that 
it is too big a sum. Secondly 
3>r. Meghnad Shah refuted the lie 
against the IT. S. S. It. during the 
debate in Parliament on the Five- 
Year Plan. He pointed out that 
the U.S.S.It. received only about Its. 
5 crores in the shape of foreign loan 
during the first Five-Year Plan. It 
is only -(Mil per cent, of the total 
expenditure under the Plan. 
Russia did want more foreign loan 
but on her own terms without any 
condition. The Imperialist coun- 
tries naturally refused and many of 
the technicians from those countries 
turned out to be spies. China is no 
doubt receiving aid but not from 
Imperialist countries and not on 
Imperialist terms. She has receiv- 
ed Soviet aid and technicians to 
build up her basic industries — 
metallurgical and engineering 
plants — and interest is only 1 per 
cent, as against the interest on loans 
received by India from IT. S. A. at 
four per cent. China was willing to 
receive loans from the Western 
countries on condition that there 
was no string attached to them, that 
the interest rate was low and that 
the money could be spent accord- 
ing to her own desire. The West 
refused and the F. S, A. decided a 
boycott. ^ 

The Chief Minister innocently 
argues, what harm has the World 
Bank done by giving us the loan — 
we utilise it for our own people. It 
is first of all a IT. S. A. agency and 


the Bank contrary to its Charter has 
decided not to give loans to China 
and Eastern European countries as 
the political systems were disliked 
by the U. S. A. It gives loans after 
weighing policies of each country 
and not for building basic indus- 
tries. It must also actively super- 
vise all projects. As Dr. Roy stated 
after his America tour, Americans 
are willing to help provided there 
is no nationalisation and industrial 
disputes can be dealt with inside 
the country. So America is to 
determine the kind of economic 
development we like to have, and 
under those conditions only she will 
give us her aid. In 1950 the 
TT.S.A. Secretary of State stated — 
“I think there is a pretty widely 
held idea that we are going to build 
large mills, mines and factories for 
these . underdeveloped peoples. 
That is not true.“ The Bank has 
turned down several applications 
for loan presented by India to set 
up industrial plants. On the 23rd 
October, 1949, the President of the 
Bank granting the first loan of 34 
million dollars revealed “To put 
matters briefly our consultant 
strongly recommended that the 
Bank should make a loan to finance 
the import of 650 locomotives from 
X . S. A. and Canada together with 
spate parts . The Government of 
India also put up to the Bank a 
scheme to build locomotives. Our 
consultant came out strongly 
against this— “The grant for 
Chittaranjan Locomotive Works 
amounting to 32-8 million dollars 
clearly stipulated that no part of it 
must be utilised for the manu- 
facture of locomotives in India.” 

I he Damodar Valley Corporation 
and other schemes are granted loan 
because the IT. S. A. understands 
their military importance and 
knows these will not help the indus- 
tries of the country in the foresee- 
able future. Through such loans 
India will be kept a backward 
country but the product of the 
F.S.A. will increase. 

The Plan will be dealt with 
separately from this side of the 
House but apart from the fact that 
it will help foreign firms, highly 
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placed bureaucrats and contractors, 
in so far as River Valley Schemes 
are concerned heavier burdens of 
taxation and water rates will be 
imposed on the people. It will 
mean practically no industrial 
ndvam e and it will not save the 
existing industries. It promises 
nothing more than attaining the 
1959 standard after five years.

This is a wonderful Plau, but 
according to us this Plan wdll mean 
not even that — it will not even take 
us back to the 19J9 standard. The 
Plan will mean an additional tax 
burden of Rs. 4 crores a year — the 
burden of tax per head is Rs. 

The Five-Year Plan will 
mean an additional tax burden. 
Thus there is to be a 6J per cent, 
increase in the tax burden.

U S. A organised the boycott of 
China and is trying* to instigate war 
against her. Yet within three years 
( Inna could report that a budgetary 
surplus was achieved and also agra- 
rian reforms for 400 million people 
by abolishing landlordism and giv- 
ing land to tiller?, fret* being basi- 
cally completed. The total output 
of grain in 1052 exceeded the 
highest level in the history of 
( Inna and made China completely 
self-sufficient in cotton. Famine 
has been wiped out for ever, food 
problem has been solved and ihe 
average wages of working classes 
increased by 60 to 120 per cent, over 
the 1040 standard. Prices have 
been cut twice to enable the people 
to buy more. The State has become 
the leading force in the industrial 
"ectnr and returns from the State 
enterprises constitute the largest 
single item of revenue. Apart from 
the peasants now having their own 
lands to till, the agricultural tax 
lias been reduced from 17 per cent, 
tn 1051 to 12 per cent, in 1052. 
Thus the home market has been ex- 
tended by raising the purchasing 
power of the peasant. The amount 
spent on culture and educational 
woik m ]9;>2 is 184 *#0 per cent, 
more than that in 1051. To train 
an army of technicians, free educa- 
tion is already made a\ailahle to all 
students, in universities, colleges, 
technical. normal and worker- 
peasant schools. Our Government 
ha> not even heard ot worker- 
peasant schools. Free medical 
■services are given to all cadres in 
tlie offices of the Government, 
democratic parties and people’s 
organisations. Factories are ad- 
ministered by committees composed 
of equal number of representatives 
from the workers and tin* manage- 
ment. Our Labour Minister will 
throw* up his hand in horror it we 
were to propose such a thing. Ten 
million workers have been covered 
by Labour Insurance regulations. 
In July, 1052, Government issued 
a decision for the provision of work 
for all able-bodied citizens.

liy the end of 1952, more than 12 
lakhs unemployed workers and 
nearly 1 lakh unemployed intellec- 
tuals received work from the 
Chinese Government. Now, having 
completed within three years, the 
rehabilitation work of industry and 
agriculture and the water conser- 
vancy projects. China is now 
launching out into national con- 
struction leading to industrialisa- 
tion as a prelude to their Socialist 
future. China does not accept the 
position which she had accepted for 
centuries that China is to continue 
as an agricultural country because 
China knows as any other country 
ought to know that without indus- 
trialisation it is impossible today in 
the world to become a really free 
country. And yet in our Five-Year 
Plan, there are no provisions for 
either saving the existing industries 
or building up new basic industries 
in West Bengal or throughout 
India. 

Sir, now I come to the question of 
the recommendations of the Finance 
Commission. I know that the Chief 
Minister has in one place said that 
we have been deprived of our legi- 
timate share. We too hold this 
view, but we do not accept the posi- 
tion as lightly as it has been accept- 
ed by the Chief Minister. He gives 
us comfort by tellin^us “Wait for 
the next Finance Commission when 
matters will probably be set right”. 
It is not our case tnat either Part 
C States or Part B States should be 
granted less in order to increase 
our share. We claim that the 


India Government should have got 
much lesser and with lesser ex- 
penditure on the security service# 
and on defence, more could have 
been spared for the social service# 
for West Bengal and the other 
States. 


In regard to taxation, as I said 
earlier in my speech, the budget 
shows no relief for t lie people. It 
must he remembered that the exist- 
ing burden ol taxation is one of the 
causes for the falling of buying 
power of our people. The people of 
West Bengal have to pay per head 
Its. 11-14-1 in the Central taxes and 
Its. 15-1-9 in taxes to West Bengal 
Government, that is, they have to 
pay a total of Its. 27 per head per 
year as against the income per head 
per year which even the exaggerat- 
ed and arbitrary calculation of the 
National Income Committee could 
not place at more than Its. 255 per 
year. 


Sir, I shall not deal at length 
with the budget proposals. There 
is hardly any change, I find, in the 
expenditure policy of the Govern- 
ment from that of last year. The 
proportion of expenditure under 
different heads also continues to be 
the same as in years before. 
According to the figures of gross 
expenditure under different heads 
given in ‘‘The West Bengal State 
Rupee — From where it comes and 
where it goes”, we find that in 
1953-54 over 30 per cent, of revenue 
expenditure is allotted to security 
services and General Administra- 
tion while only 26 per cent, is given 
to social services, i.e.. Education, ' 
Medical and Public Health. 
Industry gets less than 1 per cent, 
while Agriculture gets 5*6 per cent. 
Sir, I have no time to go into a 
detailed study of this Budget 
which we shall do at a later stage, 
but I should like to give only me 
figure from R the Medical Budget 
because our '^Minister is sup- 
posed to b^huik’s and a good 
doctor rnilst retr (Laughter.) 
(Dr. Bidh were engd<^ 0Y; I am 
glad he s- froiy years ; . £ I am giving 
some figi in be ‘.w. Director of* 
Health fWempiT ^re pub- 
lished elp k re d r to aw, Medical 
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Journal. In West Bengal in 1940 
*6 per cent, people died from 
cholera, but in 1950 I find the 
figure has gone up — *8 per cent, 
people died of cholera in West 
Bengal in that year — and I do not 
know what measures have been 
undertaken by the West Bengal 
Government. Similarly, with regard 
to small-pox. Whereas in 1940, it 
was *2, in 1950 it shows an increase, 
that is, -0. With regard to tuber- 
culosis, the figures are *3 in 1940 
and -4 in 1950. Only with regard 
to malaria, we find certain improve- 
ment has been registered — 8 -9 in 
194G but 2*7 in 1950. Sir, I have 
other figutes on the medical aspect 
of the thing. The death rate in 
Calcutta practically shows no 
improvement whatsoever under 
any head from 1945-40 till today 
1952-53. The Statement showing 
Financial Result* of Important 
Schemes of Gm eminent — in that 
white hook which has been present- 
ed to us — involving transactions of 
a Commercial or Semi-commercial 
nature show’s that almost all the 
schemes undertaken by the Govern- 
ment are riming at a loss — whether 
it is food piocurement operation or 
the road transport schemes or the 
North Calcutta Electric Supply 
Undertakings or the Haringhata 
farm or the deep sea-fishing by 
trawders or the housing scheme at 
Entally or any other scheme which 
is there. Except one or two smaller 
items it seems all the others are 
failures. Sir, whereas we feel that 
it is the Government sector of 
industries which must more and 
more take the upper hand, we find 
that the West Bengal Government 
is out to prove that nothing that 
is touched by the West Bengal 
Government or is nationalised can 
work in this country and thereby I 
suppose that their scheme is to give 
up more and more all these under- 
takings to the private manufactur- 
ers and private industrialists and 
•o on. (Sj. Birex Roy: There is 
method in madness.) Yes, there is a 
method in their madness, as my 
friend has suggested. 


Sir, we call for co-operation of 
all those people who are genuinely 
interested in the development of 
West Bengal — its industries, its 
agriculture, its education and its 
culture.

lu this task, the workers, the 
hi unis, the middle-class ami the 
national capitalists who are 
genuinely interested in the 
industrial development of India 
can co-operate and participate. It 
is a welcome sign that there are 
certain sections of the national 
capitalists who haw* come out to 
oppose the Government policy of 
rest i :cting the industrial develop- 
ment and of encouraging foreign 
capital and impoong more and 
more burdensome taxes on all 
sections of the people. But these 
national capitalists must realise 
that they cannot sine themselves by 
merely attacking the working ( lass. 
When they arc attacked by Gov- 
ernment. they lime no way out but 
to join hands with tin* democratic 
section of our people in order to 
compel the Government to adopt 
genuine pro-people measures or to 
change this Government if the Gov- 
ernment refuses to change its 
policy. We reiterate that no basic 
change in our economy is possible 
unless the feudal land relations are 
changed by abolishing landlordism 
without compensation and handing 
over land to the tillers free of cost. 
But we do not know’ that the West 
Bengal Government is going to do 
any such thing. At least there is 
no such provision in the budget. 

Secondly, we also claim, ns we 
have claimed before, that without 
the British capital being confiscat- 
ed and turned into national 
property, and without the State 
sector becoming the main section of 
our economy, and without carrying 
on trade freely both with the West 
and the East it is impossible for us 
to register any basic advance. But 
our rulers shudder to contemplate 
such basic changes. Hence, even 
short-term measures, which will 
bring about certain immediate 
improvements, are suggested 
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[Sj. Jyoti Basu.] 

around which measures all can 
unite who have the benefit of West 
Bengal and the benefit of the 
people at heart. 

We suggest that the revenue can 
be augmented as we have already 
suggested by stopping the export of 
British capital and of other foreign 
firms’ profits, and by curtailing and 
saving (tie huge amount from 
India’s international account for 
remittances of wages and profits 
arising fjom available service of 
foreigners and unploying Indians; 

1 ndia uisation of all services in 
foreign firms, and no new taxation 
on the people; i nmediate tax relief 
by drastic induction of sales 
tax, watej rates and other taxes by 
cutting down (he administrative 
and police expanses; by improving 
tin* State trading so as not to run 
it at a loss ly taking such foreign 
loans as are essential but run be 
obtained at low rates from count lies 
willing to render disinterested aid 
for our general economy; industrial 
development ; immediate reduction 
of fit) per cent . of the rent for the 
la, sans whether in cash or kind, and 
a moratorium on all debts as the 
purchasing power of the la sans is 
going down; cheap credit facilities 
for industry, commerce and agri- 
culture and subsidising struggling 
concerns; money grants and market 
facilities to cottage industries; full 
protection for national manufac- 
tures against foreign competition; 
and a Board has to be set up with 
representatives of the Government, 
the manufacturers and all parties 
and groups in the Opposition, so 
that the\ can decide what are the 
kinds ot imports which are neces- 
sity tor India, and which ought to 
he prevented at all costs from enter- 
ing India in order to save our own 
industries. All Government deve- 
lopment projects should he super- 
vised hv councils at levels and not 
merely from Writers' Buildings, as 
is sought to he done; and these 
councils will consist of Representa- 
tives of the Government, the Oppo- 
sition party and of all other inter- 
ests as well* in the country. Together 
with this, we also suggest that an 
immediate legislation should be 


enacted or an order should be pro- 
mulgated by the Government 
whereby closing down of factories 
and concerns has to be prohibited, 
and the Government have to take 
over these concerns to be run by 
the Government together with the 
help of the workers and the manage- 
ment ; immediate legislation to 
provide for security of service of the 
workers and provision for adequate 
wages and dearness allowances 
according to the present cost of 
living index; a special committee 
for registration of all the 
unemployed, so that we can imme- 
diately start operating the unem- 
ployment dole scheme, and for 
seeing that these unemployed 
people, once they are registered, be 
distributed to different centres for 
different kinds of work according 
to t lie nature of work which they 
are able to do. A special mission 
has immediately got to he set up 
on the (Vntral as well as the 
provincial levels consisting of repre- 
sent at iv t*s of the industry. Govern- 
ment and the Opposition to he sent 
to the eastern democratic countries 
of Soviet Union, Uhitin and other 
peoples* democracies in order to 
secure both export market and 
machinery and other goods from 
them for mu economic and indus- 
trial development. Sir, armed with 
this programme we can, we believe, 
move forward to a national revival 
m a democratic way of life. We 
can thereby remove all the restric- 
tive, undemocratic laws on the 
statute hook that curb the demo- 
ciatu ami trade union rights of the 
people. We can give a full 
play to energies of the 
people. The people look forward 
both to the Opposition as well to 
others who are outside in the 
country as well as inside this cham- 
ber, in order to see that such a 
minimum, common measure of 
agreed programme is carried 
through ; and if the Government 
does not agree then we can all unite 
to overthrow the Government and 
bring about a Government which 
will carry out such a programme. 
Sir, I do not maintain that this pro- 
gramme will he acceptable to every- 
body in this House as well as outside. 
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I do not claim that all these projects 
are immutable, but I do claim 
that there are certain minimum 
things which, unless they are 
carried out, caunot improve the eco- 
nomic situation, cannot improve the 
industnal situation of our country. 
What 1 have stated in criticising 
the Budget does not mean that we 
would like the West Bengal Gov- 
ernment to take up sm h funda- 
mental scheme^ and plans which 
they are unable to take up, but at 
least we want them to take up 
certain things which even the 
Congress as an organisation had 
promised in the days gone by. At 
least if those resolutions are put into 
effect today, we know that certain 
advances can be made. But as the 
Budget is trained from year to year, 
you can talk of Fi\e-Year Plan, but 
no impiox einent whatsoever is pos- 
able. bet ause where is the scope for 
improvement? 1 have also looked 
through every head ot the Budget. 
As regards the changes 1 suggest, 
without altering the whole scheme 
and structure of flu* Budget it is 
impossible to do anything. 

Thereto! e. Sir. before I sit down, 
I would uige upon the people out- 
side a well as i lit* i epresentatives 
of the people here whoever they 
may lie to study the proposals 
which we have put forward, so that 
we can move ahead, so that year 
after year we need not have to come 
to this (’bain her to read these 
British made Budgets, the semi- 
tolnninl feudal Budgets, and to 
criticise them day after day, hour 
after hour, when we know that no 
improvements are possible as long 
as they do not change the whole 
structure of the Budget. There will 
be other speakers who will go into 
every aspect of the Budget under 
all its heads and point out that no 
further improvement is possible if 
the Budget remains as it is today.

Sj, Dhirendra Narayan 
Mukherjee: Mr. Speaker, Sir, the 
Tprv fir^t tiling that draws our 
attention in eonneetion ^vith this 
yeai's Budget is the remarkable 
clarity, pointedness and insight of 
the Ilon’ble Chief Minister’s 
Budget Speech. The way in which 
he has analysed the problems of the 
State and presented them before us 


will no doubt win unstinted praise 
and admiration. It is indeed grati- 
fying to note the economic improve- 
ment — the fall in prices but 
increase in production ; a more easy 
food situation ; improvement in the 
raw jute position; increase in the 
volume ol trade and so on. It is 
also heartening to find that the 
Hon ble Chief Minister has been 
keenly watching the situation in the 
tea industry and has also spoken of 
the necessity of ensuring good 
prices to the growers of raw jute. 

I am sure, everybody in the House 
will share with him his disappoint- 
ment about the recommendations of 
the Finance Commission. I would 
like to add that West Bengal lias 
been mortified to find that the 
Farakka Barrage has not been 
included in the Five-Year Plan, as 
also many other extremely neces- 
sary items which should have found 
place in the Final Report . 

( oming now to the provincial 
splieie, I would like. Sir, to men- 
tion a few broad points, as time will 
not permit me to go into a detailed 
and microscopic examination of the 
schemes. The very first point (hat 
sti ikes me is the steady deteriora- 
tion in our overall financial posi- 
tion. Oui schemes may lie very 
good in themselves, hot even if they 
are so, we cannot, in executing 
them, overstep the limit of financial 
prudence. 1 harped on this point 
in my last year’s Budget speech, 
hut the position lias considerably 
worsted this year. Last year ton. 
we budgeted for a negative closing 
balance of 3 74 crores, but improve- 
ment in the last year’s closing 
balance in actual figures has saved 
the situation and given us a posi- 
tive balance of Ii*02 crores. Now, 
we are budgeting for a greater 
negative closing balance of 4*11 
crores for the coming year. This 
]>osition, Sir, is unsatisfactory for 
at least three reasons: First, it has 
now become a regular feature of the 
Budget that we are nob able to 
spend a substantial portion of the 
total budgeted amount. Now, if we 
are consistently unable to spend say 
four or five crores less than 42 
crores, why should we maintain 
revenue-receipts at the level of 42 
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crores just for the sake of surrender- 
ing a few crores at the end of the 
year? Why should we not, instead, 
rut down revenue-receipts to that 
extent and give tax-relief to an 
already over-taxed people? 
Secondly, in spite of all the modern 
techniques of deficit financ ing and 
pump-priming, there is ultimately 
a limit beyond which no Govern- 
ment can go if they want to be at a 
reasonably safe distance from a 
crash. It seems thut the distance 
in our case is becoming dangerously 
short. In fact, no Government can 
live literally from hand to mouth 
and certainly not draw on such 
balances as inter-Governmental 
debits, public deposits, etc., which 
are, by no means, of their own. 

The Planning Commission 
depends for its financing heavily 
upon surpluses in the Central and 
other Budgets. For the outlay of 
till crores in the Five-Year Plan for 
West Bengal, there is, even at the 
present moment, an uncovered gap 
of more than 20 crores wliic h pro- 
vided for a total budget deficit of 
9 crores in five years. If budgetary 
deficits increase still more the en- 
tire plan would he upset, even if we 
somehow avoid a crash. That is. 
Sir. not a desirable position and I 
would earnesth appeal to all not to 
go beyond the ultimate limit of 
financial prudence in our zeal fo? 
ma idling forward 

Now, Sir, turning to some of the 
schemes themselves, let me first 
refer to the commercial and semi- 
commercial ventures of the State. 
As everybody will find from bro- 
chure circulated that most of these 
enterprises are running at huge 
losses. The total capital invested 
up to date on the North Calcutta 
Grid, the Haringhata Station, the 
Deep Sea Fishing scheme, the Gov- 
ernment Housing scheme at 
Entally, the scheme for aiding silk- 
reelers and the Brooklyn Ice Plant 
come up to Rs. 2*49 crores; the 
total loss incurred on them for the 
three years ending 1953-54 would he 
42*59 lakhs or 1/5 of the total 
capital invested. ^

Add to this the State Transport 
scheme. The Madras State Trans- 
port is earning huge profits with 
a lessor amount of invested capital; 
the Bombay State Transport has 
also become a very profitable con- 
cern and is contributing, 1 hear, 
handsome amounts to the P. W. D. 
Here the picture is just the reverse. 
Huge losses are being incurred 
every year. These losses are shown 
to be small in the estimates, but in 
actuals they inevitably go up very 
high. There is something very 
ladically wrong in these depart- 
ments, particularly in the State 
Transport Department and a 
thorough and merciless shake-up 
has become long over-due. 

Turning to some of the Social 
Service departments, 1 find that 
there lias been lower expenditure on 
many items of social service. The 
Hon’ble Chief Minister has men* 
t’oned in his Budget speech Hint 
there lias been a decrease of 27 
lakhs under Capital Account of 
fix i 1 Works Outside the Revenue 
Account, that is to say, on roads. 
Next year also the amount is less 
than what was budgeted for this 
vear, namely, 2*95 crores instead of 

crores. T also find that from the 
current year the scheme for develop- 
ing village roads, for which 5 lakhs 
were being provided every year for 
tin* last few years has been given a 
go-h\ . A scheme which in fact 
attempted to do, m the sphere of 
village roads on a wider basis what 
the Community Projects are now 
trying to do in a few localities, has 
thus been given a go-hv. Hon’ble 
Dr. Roy has himself said that 
slower progress of work on certain 
food production schemes and non- 
utilisation in full of the provision 
for tlie Schemes for the introduc- 
tion of compulsory primary and 
basic education have accounted for 
the decrease of 11 lakhs under 
Irrigation and II lakhs under 
Education, respectively. The ex- 
penditure on Irrigation next year 
also records a decrease. This is 
indeed a matter of regret. This has 
become a regular feature in our 
Budget every year and this position 
should be remedied. 
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It is also a matter of regret that 
the Health ( V litre Scheme has not 
been making good progress as 
HorTble Dr. Hoy himself indicates. 
TIiom* members who represent the 
rural mens know the position only 
too well. Coni libations have been 
received tram the public long long 
ago ImiI there ha* not been any work- 
in many of those places; what is 
more regrettable is that contribu- 
tions have been in some cases 
received on tie* understanding that 
the whole renlie would In* named 
alter the donors, but the lapse <d 
time has now raised tin* costs and 
the donors ,ue h**m,» asked to con- 
tribute uioie or leniain satisfied 
onk with a tablet fixed on the 
building. That has been so in -It) 
such centres.

1 may also mention, Sir, that 
lately 1 have tried mv level best 
for a satisfactory w oiling ot the 
rural water-supply scheme in my 
const it ucnc\ , but 1 must confess 
that [ did not succeed. T also iind, 
Sir, from the Red Book that the 
advance to cultivators has been 
placed at Hs. 45 lakhs next year 
in the place of fit) lakhs in the 
current year (Revised estimates). 
As the flon’ble ("hi ei Minister has 
said, the irrigated area has risen 
from 15 ;f> per cent, to per eeut. ; 
the cultivators cannot obviously 
take full advantage of extended 
irrigation facilities if they suftei 
initially from lack of capital. As 
is well-known, the old source of 
rural credit, e.g., the co-operatives 
and the money-lenders have now 
dried up. I think the Government 
should, in these circumstances, be 
more liberal in granting advances 
to cultivators and certainly not re- 
duce them. 

Sir, it is well-known that the 
amounts received now as loans for 
cattle purchase are so*. small that 
they benefit nobody and are just 
eaten up. I nless the amount is 
sufficient for the purchase of cattle, 
it becomes really useless. In this 
situation, the total amount budget- 
ed under this head Bhould have 


been increased, but, unfortunately, 
it remains steady at 21 lakhs. I 
could have cited more such 
instances, but that is neither per- 
haps necessary nor possible within 
the time at my disposal. 

I would like to make a sugges- 
tion, why not laise the pro< urement 
price of padd\ by S annas a m <uud. 

1 am confident that at least Rs. GO 
lakh> would he gained by the paddy 
1 'iowei* and t m ihe city people it 
wouM mean a very slight ri*e in 
their food budget —Rupee one per 
annum. No one in the city would 
! eel the bin den of IX .mini* per 
nncilj per iapiti and tin* money 
whnli will e'o lo ihe village! * will 
lttiun again to tin* nt\ . a- the 
pe;.-anl will La\c a higher puivha*- 
<im power and tin* pun Ii.im* ot mv 
good* w ill help f he fm tone, lo 
w oik. whiih again will mean mole 
employment —a thing which we 
need so mm h to-day. 

Si i . Hon lde ])i Rov himself has 
mentioned tlmt the villager is being 
gradually impoverished. I have 
theiefore chosen tor discussion 
above, onk some of the items which, 
if propci ly executed, arc expected 
to benefit the rural people. But I 
would like to add that while all the 
above items are expected to benefit 
the rural people, there can he 
ultimately no escape from poverty 
without removing tin* fundamental 
reason thereof. 

That fundamental reason ha* to 
he found in our economic structure 
and absence ot employment. The 
peasants slitter from chronic under- 
employment and continuously live 
below the margin. Over and above 
ibis our land-system and our econo- 
mic stiucture are continuously 
forcing more and more people to 
fall back upon land and scramble 
for a continually decreasing share 
of the meagre wealth that land pro- 
duces. It lias been long advocated 
that the remedy has to be found in 
ihe reform of the land-system as 
aUo in remoulding our economic 
*y*tem ami releasing expansionist 
ton es. I have therefore been a 
little surprised not to find any 
mention of Zamindary abolition in 
the Budget Speech ae also any 
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financial provision in the Budget 
for that purpose. I believe that 
any delay in this matter serves no- 
bod> ’s interests- not even the 
interests of the landholders. 

I neidentalH , I would like to 
mention. Sir, t hat land refoim will 
have no meaning ii :t eonfines itself 
onl\ to a tew top la\ei> as m Bihar 
and does not abolish dll i ent-rec cov- 
ing inlet o-t *• . irrespective of legal 
nomenel.n ure and provide tor re- 
d ist i i Imtion of land on an economic 
basis. 

This hrngs me to the eoneludmu 
pottion "t in \ speech. As Double 
l)i Bov lies himself pointed ont on 
m.inv o.’i .oimis- ultimate i\ there is

The emphasis given on 
social service*, is no doubt welcome 
and T particularly appreciate the 
increased expenditure on education. 
But it has also to be* remembered 
that unless w e can create more 
wealth in the count i \ side and 
aj range* tor belter distribution, 
more social services will ultimately 
he «>t no a\ ml. I'ul.lic- 11,-ulth 
Services cannot ultimately help a 
man who has lost all vitality and 
power of reeouperation. Medical 
benefits will not save a family which 
must face chrome semi-starvation. 

The position in commerce is also 
practically the* same. The main 
volume of commerce is not controll- 
ed by the people of West Bengal 
who do not derive any benefit there- 
from Under the plan, no appre- 
ciable* increase in commerce is 
envisaged. On the contrary, the 
non-inclusion of the Pnrakka 
Barrage is likely to retard com- 
merce; the* crisis in the tea indus- 
try will also have a similar effect. 
T&e growth of other porta in East 
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Mukherjee.] 

Pakistan and the East Coast of 
India will undoubtedly affect 
Calcutta adversely. If, above all 
this, our share of the inconae-tax, 
etc., is continually reduced, the 
result can be easily foreseen. For 
these reasons, I must confess, Sir, 
that 1 am not very hopeful about 
the picture of the secondary and 
tertiary sectors. There are genuine 
reasons for apprehending that the 
very small development that may be 
possible in these sectors will not out- 
pace the growth of population or 
more than make up the difficulties 
the partition of the Province has 
forced upon our hapless State. I 
would like this House to consider 
these questions very deeply and 
make suggestions in the matter.

Dr. Beni Chandra Dutt: 

Mr Speaker, Sir, before I come to 
the subject, proper I beg to offer an 
apology for having ventured to 
•peak on the subject of which 1 
have no expert knowledge. Some 
experience nowever of framing of a 
budget of a small corporate body 
prompted me to study the budget 
and the views that I am going to 
express are those of a common mail 
not initiated to the inner minds of 
the framers of the budget, the views 
of the man who feels more for his 
food and clothing, education and 
sanitation. A man feels that money 
realised from him is truly spent 
and rightly spent. 

f 7-1 5 — 7-25 p.m.l 

Broadly speaking, Sir, according 
to the budget estimates of the 
revenue account the year 1952-53 
begins with an opening balance of 
7 crores 28 lakhs and with a closing 
balance of Rs. 2 crores. The revenue 
budget of 1953-54 beginning with 
the opening balance of 2 crores is 
expected to close with a deficit of 4 
crores. It will thus appear that in 
two years the deficit has been 11 
crores of rupees or nearly one- 
seventh of the total revenue receipt 
for the two years. Not a very 


hopeful position indeed ! Among the 
State tax revenue item, the highest 
amount earned under Taxes and 
Duties amounts to 10 crores. This 
included sales tax amounting to 5 
crores 58 lakhs. It is gratifying to 
note that this item of revenue is 
collected with a minimum cost, i.e. t 
at 2*7 per cent, of the total gross 
receipt, while the whole receipt 
under Forest is consumed by the 
cost of the department. 

Among revenue expenditure 
items, the highest expenditure is 
provided for the Police, viz., 19*6 
per cent, of the total expenditure 
for Section II departments. Educa- 
tion comes in next consuming 14 
percent., Medical 11*3 per cent. 
The Government should be thanked 
for the provision under these two 
beads. Food and Supply consumes 
12-4 per cent, of the total expendi- 
ture for Section II department. 
This item is subject to the worst 
criticism by the general public, and 
the sooner it is abolished the better 
for the country, for then the huge 
sum may be diverted to other 
nation-building departments. 

Eft Word mar g charges in India . 
— The total expenditure in the 
different heads of this item comes 
up to Us. 2,87,59,398 in 1951-52, 
Rs. 2,87,06.000 in the revised esti- 
mate for 1952-53 and the amount 
estimated in the year 1953-54 is 
Rs. 3,12,22,000. 

In view of the ubolition of (1) 
partial rationing in the town except 
Calcutta and industrial area and 
Darjeeling, etc., and also in view of 
(2) restriction in the movement 
within districts and between 
districts being abolished as well as 
by the introduction of levy system 
in place of mass procurement of 
paddy, rice, etc., the provision for 
expenditure under the above heads 
appears to be too high and unjusti- 
fiable. This expenditure ought to 
be reduced substantially by slow re- 
trenchment and gradual absorption 
in the various projects taken up or 
likely to be taken up in near future. 
Sooner or later the whole system of 
rationing will have to be concurrent 
with stepping up production. What 
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shall we do with the huge staff 
maintained by this department? 

Supplies . — In spite of abolition of 
eontiol on sugar and textiles and 
relaxation of control on other items, 
the expenditure provided for the 
following items has been highly 
increased instead of being decreas- 
ed : —

This item appears to be high also 
and ought to be further reduced. 

A huge sum has been provided for 
on account of loss of subsidised food 
to Government servants as shown 
below : —

It may be assumed that Govern- 
ment servants do not mean the ser- 
vants of the Supply Department 
only but include those of other 
departments as well. If the above 
assumption is correct, it is not 
understood why the whole amount 
has been allocated to this head 
instead of distributing the same over 
all the departments concerned. The 
result is that the departmental ex- 
penditure ha^ been kept down ami 
inflating thi- head which is nobody’s 
child. 

It is aUo observed that the 
original estimate of Rs. 09,00,000 
has been increased to Rs. 1,49,02,000 
in the revised estimate for 1952-53, 
i-c.. more than double the original. 
But if this be the value of estimate 
we must be prepared for 
Rs. 2,50, 00, (KM) for the revised 
estimate for 1953-54 and a greater 
amount for the actual. It is not 
known who are the Government 
servants to whom the subsidised food 
is supplied. We have stopped 
subsidy to the tea garden coolies 
recently by increasing the dearness 
allowance to relieve the garden 
administration. We should stop 


these subsidies as well for good by 
increasing the dearness allowance of 
the Government servants concerned 
in the same way. 

The net cost of Food and Supply 
Department forms 12*4 per cent, of 
the total net cost of Section II 
department other than revenue 
earning department. It is high 
time to consider the reduction of 
this high cost seriously and take 
suitable step to that end. 

An audit fee of Rs. 4,14,000 has 
been paid for the year 1951-52 and 
Rs. 4.14,000 provided for in the 
Revised Estimate for 1952-53 and 
Rs. 4.00,000 for the year 1950-54. 
It is not understood to whom the 
audit fees were paid. The amount 
seems to be fantastically high. In 
any case while such high fees were 
paid the statement ought to have 
been certified by such auditors. 

A Commission ought to * be 
appointed to go into the detailed 
working of this organisation with a 
view’ to see if the high establishment 
cost can he substantially reduced. 
The high cost amounting to 
Rs. 8, 12,22,000 plus Rs. 5,00,000 for 
audit fees and incidental charges 
is a matter of caustic criticism from 
the public and requires to be 
thoroughly scrutinised in the inter- 
est of the good name of the Govern- 
ment. 

State-t nultiifj scheme — Food pro- 
curement operation. — The figurea 
given in rupee value without corres- 
ponding quantity and rate do not 
serve any useful pur|K>se. It cannot 
be ascertained to what extent the 
stock has been depleted bv wastage, 
at what rate foodgrains have been 
produced, ut what rate they have 
been sold resulting in any loss or 
gain in money. 

Scheme for the distribution of 
milk tn Calcutta and environs . — 
Profit anticipated for 1952-63 is 
Rs. f>7 ,(KK) whereas that for 1953-54 
is Rs. 36,000 only with an addi- 
tional capital outlay of Rs. 36,000. 

The cost qf establishment 
accounts for this anomaly as in 1952- 
53 it was Rs. 61,000 and in 1953-54 
it has been increased to Hs. 90,000. 
The administration seems to be too 
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[Dr. Beni Chandra Dntt.] 
liberal in increasing the establish- 
ment cost without caring for the 
corresponding increase of work or 
output. The purchase of additional 
milk is ] / (it h milk powder, 1/1 Ot h 
additional capital outlay nearly 
l/5th against which the establish- 
ment charges are increased by half, 
i.c beyond all proportions. 

] {"ad transport scheme. — The 
total working expense excluding the 
contribution to Depreciation Fund 
amounts to Its. 92,02,000 of which 
pay and allowances amount to 
Rs. 38,90,000 being 42*4 per cent, 
of the total working expense which 
is one of the main causes of the loss 
in the undertaking. For a fleet of 
buses and other vehicles costing 
Rs. 30,00,000, Rs. 19J lakhs have 
been provided for tyres, tubes, spare 
parts, etc. As nearly 50 per cent, 
of x the vehicles are new, this cost 
seems to be too high. 

There must be some screw loose 
somewhere which requires tighten- 
ing. 

Besides, while Bombay can make 
an annual profit of Rs! 12A lakhs 
and Madras Rs. 12 lakhs, it is sur- 
prising that Bengal should sustain 
a heavy loss every year. 

The figures presented are not 
evidently audited as no audit fees 
have been provided for as in the 
Food Procurement Scheme. 

[7-25 — 7-35 p.m.l 

There are 8 gazetted officers in 
the organisation and it is not shown 
what amount of pay and allowance 
is consumed by them. With an 
addition of 5 vehicles during the 
year 1953-54 the pay and allowances 
nave been increased by Rs. 12.50.000 
and the contingency charges by 
Rs. 2,34,000. This does not appear 
to be businesslike expenditure at 
all and no explanation' for this 
higher increase has been adduced. 

Deep-sea falling by trawlers . — 
It is seen that losa is increased from 
year to year, which is surprising. 


An undertaking may incur loss at 
the initial stage hut should prosper 
as years go on unless anything un- 
foreseen happens. Besides the 
heavy expenditure on account of 
Danish personnel i> not included 
in the working expenses. Still the 
establishment charges amount to 
Rs. 1,13,000 out of a total working 
e\peiM* of Rs. 3,12.000 — a very 
high percentage. 

If stricter supervision and econo- 
mic running are not possible the 
soon these big schemes are dropped 
the better. When interest charges 
on the capital outla\ are being 
charged the State revenue is cer- 
tainly burdened by these schemes at 
the cost of much needed social w*el- 
f a re . 

Education. — The provision of 
grants to non-dovernment Art 
Colleges for women is too small con- 
sidering the spread of female edu- 
cation in the State. It compares 
with previous years as follows: —

•Establishment charges (e\ulcntly 
salary ot officers and elerieal staff f 

amount to IN 1,90.000 against 
IN. 1,70,000 provided for wages 
(evidently meant for workshop em- 
ployees and other servants). This 
eom pares unfavourably and seems 
top heavy. For an increase of 00 
milch cows and buffaloes and Til) 
calves, the increased provision in 
the Budget for 19f>d-f)4 is IN. 97,000 
for establishment ami IN. 99,000 for 
w a pres This increase is not com- 
mensurate with the increase with 
the livestock. A business-like out- 
look ought to be applied. 

Government Housing Scheme at 
Ert tally . — It is surprising to note 
that tile Government is losing on 
this undertaking while private 
individuals and companies are 
reaping a very good harvest on this 
•core. 

It appears from the figures that 
almost all the flats and shops have 
been assumed to be occupied and 
the net result is calculated to be loss 
so much so that it culminates in the 
year 1 or>U54 amounting to

In the third year after construc- 
tion the pi minion for repairs is 
JN. :j 1.000 which create^ suspicion 
as to whether the original con- 
struction was defective. 

Supervision and collei tion charges 
of 72 flats and 12 shops in the same 
locality amounts to Rs. 4,000. 
This must be a lavish expenditure 
♦▼en in caw of a State Government. 


1 beg to suggest that these 
schemes of commercial undertaking® 
should be run in a commercial way. 
Their accounts should be maintain- 
ed according to commercial practice 
and there should be a concurrent 
audit subject to the final audit by 
tin* Accountant-General which is 
generally conducted after a lapse of 
a considerable period ot time after 
the closing of the accounts. A regu- 
lar balance sheet should be drawn 
and circulated to the members of 
the A^emhl\ at the time of pre- 
senting the budget estimates to 
enable them to study the actual 
state of affairs. 

The statement showing the work- 
ing results of these schemes are 
imperfect and insufficient and the 
results drawn out are not depend- 
able. If the system is not unproved 
upon, the Government will have to 
repent some day specially when the 
schemes involve erorcs of rupees. 

Before I conclude 1 beg leave to 
make a passing reference to the one 
burning problem of the day, I mean 
the question of unemployment. The 
(’hief Minister had in his opening 
speech feelingly referred to the sub- 
ject deploring the luck of initiative 
on the part of the youth oi the 
country. Whilst this is generally 
so, changing circumstances have 
been forcing a large percentage of 
the unemployed to accept any job 
that may be offered to them, but 
where are jobs for them 

We all know that within the last 
three or four years thousands of 
posts have been created but 90 per 
cent of them have gone to refugees 
from Pakistan. T do not grudge 
accommodating the refugees but I 
think I would not he wrong if I were 
to state that the question of 
rehabilitation of refugees N not a 
rmtter for Bengal to deride but for 
tbe whole of India and that they 
should he accommodated equitably 
in the different States. This would 
have given the sons of the soil a 
chance of securing a living for 
themselves. 
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I maintain, Sir, that the unem- 
ployed youth of the country have as 
much right to live and earn as any 
other man from any part o£ India 
or Pakistan. 

It is high time that the Govern- 
ment should revise their policy, 
especially in view of the fact that 
the number of refugees coming from 
Pakistan has fallen appreciably of 
late. 

Sir, my speech may be construed 
as a criticism of the Government 
but that is far from my view. In 
the Governor’s speech it is said that 
as we proceed we may commit mis- 
takes and that we shall profit from 
mistakes. May 1 point out that if 
there is any mistake on my part — 
if I am wrong — I may be corrected ; 
and if there is anything reasonable 
in my argument I hope Govern- 
ment will accept it.

Being un- 
able to find a suitable house, he ac- 
commodated himself in the same 
house as a sub-tenant of Ardhendu 
Babu. As a sub-tenant he used to 
pay Us. 50 as rent which lie receiv- 
ed from Government and Ardhendu 
Babu used to draw it as his imme- 
diate landlord. In July, 1948, 
Kishori Babu was transferred to 
Barrackpore and he shifted there. 
The tenure continued to be in the 
name of Ardhendu Babu, but as 
Ardhendu Babu was irregular in 
paying his rent, the landlord ap- 
proached Kishori Babu again to hire 
the house in bis own name. He 
did so and put bis brother in the 
house paying rent of Us. 38 per 
month. After some time, bis 
brother left the place on transfer. 
Kishori Babu continued to keep the 
tenure of the house which is now 
in the occupation of Dihakar Roy 
who is also related to Kishori Babu. 
Since 1950, the owner received only 
one month’s rent from Kishori 
Babu at the rate of Rs. 38 per 
month. Since then, the rent is 
being deposited in the Rent Con- 
troller’s oourt by Kishori Babu and 
a case is pending between Kishori 
Babu and the landlord. Kishori 
Babu is continuing to pay the rent 
in the Rent Controller’s court. 
The matter was enquired into and 
the complainant was informed by 
the Inspector-General of Police that 
M the retention of the house by 


Kishori Mohan Banerji was a 

private deal over which there was 
a case in the Rent Controller’s 
court, it was not possible for him 
to interfere. As regards the draw- 
ing of Rs. 50 as house rent, Kishori 
Babu as a sub-tenant in the original 
stages paid to Ardhendu Babu 
Its. 50. Now he pays the rent of 
his own house and he also pays 
Rs. 38 as rent for the house of 
Gohardhan Das.

Dr. 8rikumar Banerjee: M r. 

Spt»;ilv( r, Sir, tin* main purpose of 
the general discussion on the 
budget seems to me to probe into 
the ps\oliolo£y of the trainers of 
the budget and to attempt a re- 
oonstruotion of the mentality under* 
l\ing tin* jirovisions and the dif* 
ferent allocation-s in the budget* 
So far as a detailed suney is con- 
cerned, that can wait till the cut 
motions, but for the present we are 
mole concerned to find out whether 
there is any master plan behind 
the provisions of the budget, 
whether there is any HViithetic 
grasp oi the basic principles, 
whether there is a vivid and clear 
picture of the coming process of 
rei onstruction, and whether the 
budget i> calculated in a planned 
and systematic way to improve the 
condition of the Stab* and to go to 
the root of the different maludies 
which threaten the pingievt and 
healthy development of the State. 

Sir, so far as planned progress id 
concerned — synthetic vision, a vivid 
and clear idea of a re-integrated 
society, one fails to find any sign of 
that quality. No doubt som# 
friends of the Congress party have 
claimed that there is a synthetic 
el ear-sighted vision behind the pro- 
visions of the budget, hut we can 
only compliment them on their 
clear-sightedness, upon their dis- 
covery of a plan where, in my 
opinion, chaos and anarchy seem to 
prevail. 
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The budget, Sir, show* a surren- 
der to extemporization, a surrender 
to the competition among the dif- 
ferent departments for piecemeal 
provision, and the details do not 
give us a coherent picture of nro- 
gress and plan. There is a kind of 
scramble between the different 
departments for petty allotments, 
for piecemeal fragmentation of 
money, and the result is that we 
live from band to mouth, we try 
to meet the most urgent and 
clamorous needs of the day rather 
than look forward to a future in 
which the basic needs of the nation 
will find proper recognition, and 
the money will be intelligently dis- 
tributed so as to secure the ulti- 
mate progress of the State. 

Sir, our Chief Minister — or the 
Finance Minister as T should rather 
call him in this context — in pre- 
senting the budget complimented 
himself on his prophetic vision that 
the corner has been turned. He 
claims that that prophecy has now 
resulted in splendid fulfilment. 
Sir, he has been turning the corner 
with every presentation of the 
budget. He turned the corner once 
today and in the next budget he 
will have another corner to turn 
round. So, Sir, the history of the 
State budget is a turning of 
sharp corners, and we do not know 
when this turning-the-eoruer-busi- 
ness will come to an end. This, Sir, 
he claims at a time when it is ad- 
mitted that unemployment has been 
making rapid strides in the State, 
when the middle-class is on the 
brink of collapse, when acute scar- 
city and want fetter the free move- 
ment of the national mind. If this 
is turning round the corner, one has 
yet to know w’hnt “corner' ’ means, 
and one has yet got to find out what 
the turning process actually means. 

Sir, it appears that the provision 
of the budget shows a feverish and 
sudden change of policy. Right in 
the budget you will find sign of 
schemes hastily taken, haphazardly 
executed and surrendered and 
abandoned without any qualms. 
The whole budget is strewn with 


carcases of such ill-conceived, ill- 
executed and abortive ventures. At 
every stage, you come across skulls 
of buried schemes. The budget may 
be called a place of skulls, in the 
Biblical language, “Golgotha” i.e. r 
place of skulls. 

If we take some of the broad 
features on the receipt side we shall 
make very’ staggering discoveries. 
First of all, Sir, the receipts of 
Agriculture show a steady and pro- 
gressive decline. The distribution 
of manure is expected to fetch 1 *2 
lakhs from 2-5 lakhs in the revised 
budget of last year. The distribu- 
tion of pumping plants for minor 
irrigation projects will now’ fetch f> 
lakhs in place of 9*67 lakhs in the 
previous midget. The return from 
small irrigation schemes has 
dwindled dow T n to 6*98 lakhs from 
11*4 lakhs. Sir, our cinchona sale 
proceeds have dropped from 30 
lakhs to 12 lakhs in the revised 
budget on account of foreign com- 
petition. But a sudden glamour of 
hope has encouraged the Finance 
Minister to put the estimate at 18 
lakhs in the next budget. So, it 
seems that we have not been able 
to face foreign competition even in 
such a matter as cinchona wherein 
we have our own plantations. 

Then, Sir, receipts from multi- 
purpose river schemes also show a 
decline from 13*15 lakhs in the 
original budget to only 18,000 in 
the revised budget ; and the receipts 
have been estimated to be 14*25 
lakhs. Xo doubt an explanation 
has been super-added that Rs. 18,000 
income during the revised budget 
was due to an abundant rain fall 
and the consequent unwillingness 
of the cultivator to take advantage 
ot irrigation facilities. But next 
year perhaps the Government anti- 
cipates a failure of monsoon, and 
therefore it attempted to put for- 
ward an optimistic estimate of 
receipts at 14 ;2o lakhs. The main 
problem is to bring the charge of 
irrigation so low’ as to make it avail- 
able to the ordinary cultivator. 
That is the proper way in which 
the estimates should be framed 
rather than depending on gamble in 
rainfall. 
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Then; Sir, coming to the road 
transport schemes, we find that 
thev record a drop from the anti- 
cipated Rs. 1 ,05,32,000 to Rs. 
69,17,000 in the revised budget; 
and in the budget for the coming 
year it has been shown as 
1,03,20,000. 

[ 4*50 — o p . m . ] 

This seems to be a very optimistic 
estimate and an estimate based 
absolutely on a sense of lack of 
realism. While there have been 
systematic and successive deficits in 
tlie road transport schemes the cost 
of direction, strangely enough, has 
gone on increasing. It has mounted 
from 3-06 lakhs (revised) to 4*5 in 
budget, though the deficit in the 
corning year lias been anticipated 
to be 12*15 lakhs. That is a strange 
way of conducting business. While 
your budget shows a defb it you go 
on increasing the remuneration ot 
the direction. 

I said that the budget reveals a 
sudden change of policy, a -sudden 
change from one angle ot vision to 
another and that is shown amply in 
the changes made in actual budget 
allotments. Sir, take for example 
the establishment of a central live- 
stock and research-c?//n~breedmg 
station at ITaringhata. The figure 
was raised from 7-14 in the original 
budget to 15-34 in the revised 
budget. So the Minister-in-Charge 
must have been guided by a Midden 
wave of inspiration leading him to 
make almost double provision in the 
revised budget and it is quite < lear 
that at the time when the original 
budget provision was made the 
Minister-in-Charge had no idea of 
the totality of the stheiue. So the 
allotment shows a Midden jump 
from 7-14 to 15*34 in the revised 
budget. 

Then again 2*9 lakhs for Agri- 
cultural College is only shown in 
the revised budget. It does not 
find a place in the original budget. 
Therefore, it is proper to conclude 
that between t lie presentation of 
original budget and the subsequent 
calculation of figures in the revised 
budget this plan suddenly blossomed 


and flowered into shape in the brain 
of the Minister-in-Charge ; and also 
2*18 lakhs have been provided for 
extension wing of the Agricultural 
College. That is also shown in the 
revised budget. So, Sir, between 
the presentation of original budget 
and the revision not only is the 
original scheme of the foundation 
of the Agricultural College first 
suggested but its extension also ie 
suggested. Sir, if this is not an 
indication of lack of foresight, lack 
of clear planning and clear think- 
ing l do not know what else will 
he necessary to convince the Minis- 
ter of lack of forethought and lack 
of clear thinking. 

Then. Sir, a very curious state 
of things is revealed in the budget 
provision about famine. Sir, in 
famine in the budget for 1952-53 
20*80 lakhs was provided and this 
was raised to 52*98 lakhs in the 
revised budget. But in the budget 
for the new yeur 1953-54 the figure 
drops down to 5*55 lakhs. Sir, no- 
body wants a famine to stalk the 
land but if there is a failure of 
crops which the Government cannot 
anticipate, if there is a failure in 
the monsoons, if there are natural 
calamities, if floods take away the 
grain, then the Government will be 
forced to make adequate provision 
for famine. Therefore, it seems to 
be too optimistic that the* provision 
should be cut down from 52*91 in 
the revised budged to only 5*55 in 
the next budget. I should say that 
is tempting Providence ton much. 
There* should be some amount, of 
precaution. It may be* quit** true 
that scarcity may not actually occur 
and fin* money provided may not 
have* to be utilised, but that is no 
reason why some* precaution diould 
not be* taken in advance* and a more 
adequate provision made in the 
budget against an apprehended 
scarc ity. At any rate, the drop 
from 52*91 to 5*55 shows a lament- 
able lack of foresight. 

Then, Sir, w*e have net up a 
Ministry for Tribal Welfare. But 
very curiously six lakhs for provi- 
sion of tribal welfare is not includ- 
ed in the original budget It finds 
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a place only in the revised budget. 
I wonder when the Minister-in- 
Charge of Tribal Welfare to'dk over 
charge of his portfolio did he start 
with any sum credited to him? If 
not, why was this sum of Rs. 6 
lakhs provided not in the original 
budget but in the revised budget? 
Why was the discovery made only 
in the revised budget that an addi- 
tional provision to secure tribal 
welfare, some standard of tribal 
welfare, is absolutely necessary? 
Then there is another very curious 
thing in dealing with Miscellaneous 
Grant No. 38 — expenditure on dis- 
placed persons. There our figures 
rise and fall according to a strange 
and unexplained vagary. We do 
not know the psychology behind the 
rise and fall of the figures. The 
whole thing seems to be based upon 
speculation pure and simple. We 
find Relief from 1 crore 84 lakhs 
in budget for 1952-53 raised to 2 
crores 40 lakhs in the revised 
budget; it again drops down to 1 
crore 44 lakhs in the budget for 
1953-54. I think, Sir, the Finance 
Minister must have acted on the 
proposition that he has actually 
turned the corner so far as Relief 
is concerned. lie must be emi- 
nently satisfied with his achieve- 
ments in the field of Relief before 
he agreed to a cut in the figures 
provided not merely in the original 
but in the revised budget. 

Then, Sir, the item “Grant-in- 
aid” is raised to 35*39 lakhs in 
1952-53, to 5C*4 lakhs in the revised 
budget and to 65*75 lakhs in the 
budget of 1953-54. So what is 
taken away from Relief is perhaps 
given in grant-in-aid though the 
difference between the two prin- 
ciples has not been explained in the 
budget provision. 

Then, Sir, “Homes" for un- 
attached women and children and 
teflt relief work in'* colonies was 
totally omitted from the original 
budget of 1952-53. It was provided 
in the revised budget perhaps due 
to accession of fresh light. It has 
been continued in an augmented 


form in the budget for 1953-54 
14 *4 lakhs being assigned under the 
first head whereas a new* budget 
head “Housing Scheme of 5*5 
lakhs” has been introduced in the 
new* budget for the first time. So, 
Sir, after five years of experience 
we do not as yet claim to have sized 
u]) the problem of refugee rehabili- 
tation. We alter figures frivolously 
and capriciously from one item to 
another; we do not know the exact 
situation. We do not have any 
scheme to tackle the problem effec- 
tively. We merely transfer money 
from one item to another without 
any consciousness as to the practi- 
cal implication of this change of 
allotment and how it is availed to 
improve the condition of the 
refugees. Sir. this lack of fixed 
motive, this indecisiveness of pur- 
pose shows how entirely unfit the 
present budget is for tackling ener- 
getically and fruitfully the eoloBsal 
problem of refugee rehabilitation. 

[5 — 5-10 p.ra.] 

Then, Sir, we come to certain 
interesting figures about General 
Administration. In General Ad- 
ministration, the Ministers’ salaries 
were proiided in the original budget 
of 1952-53 at the figure of Rs. 5*77 
lakhs, t lien in the revised it was 
raised to Rs. 8;7 lakhs and in the 
next budget it is proposed to be 
raised to Rs. 9;65 lakhs. Sir, I 
should take a minute to explain the 
psychology underlying this change 
of allotment. When the original 
budget fixing the salaries of Minis- 
ters was passed, the total allotment 
was Rs. 5 *77 lakhs. Perhaps at 
that time the Chief Minister was 
uot aware of the galaxy of talents 
that adorned the Congress benches 
and he perhaps thought that the 
number should be so kept down as 
the total emoluments might be 
covered by the original allotment. 
But, Sir, then came the discovery 
— the amazing discovery — of the 
plethora of talents in the Congress 
benches. The number of Ministers, 
Deputy Ministers and Parliamen- 
tary Secretaries went on multiply- 
ing and the figure in the revised 
budget was Rs. 8*7 lakhs to cover 
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the addition in the number of 
Ministers, Deputy Ministers and 
Parliamentary Secretaries. And, 
Sir, is this still higher provision of 
Us. 9 -7 lakhs a significant reminder 
that there is to be a further addi- 
tion to the black list? Is it a warn- 
ing to the House that we are to be 
prepared to have a further addition 
to the number of Ministers. Deputy 
Ministers and Parliamentary Secre- 
taries? Sir, there is no proposal 
for increase in the emoluments of 
Ministers and Deputy Ministers. 
Those, 1 think, have been settled 
during the life-time of the present 
Assembly. So, the only conclusion 
to which we can come from this 
proposal to allot a higher figure 
under the heading of the Ministers’ 
salaries is that at the bac k of the 
Chief Minister’s mind there is au 
idea of still further adding to the 
number of Ministers. After the 
demand has been passed, after the 
additional money has been granted, 
the names which are in the Chief 
M inister’s pocket will be announced 
and will be paraded before the 
House which can no longer stop this 
iniquity. 

Then, Sir, the same interesting 
speculation suggests itself so far as 
the allotment for the Legislative 
Assembly is concerned. In the 
original budget the figure was 
12-8*1. Then in the revised it was 
altered to b -72 and in the 19b ‘1-54 
budget it lias been raised to 
8-69 

Mr. Speaker: Dr. Banerjee, 
there cannot be any discussion 
about the Assembly budget — it can- 
not be discussed. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: But 

figures for the Assembly have beeu 
set down in the budget. 

Mr. Speaker: That is true, but 
you cannot have any discussion 
about the funds of the Assembly. 
Tlie House is sovereign. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: The 

House is sovereign, but we have 
the right to point out to the House 


Mr. Speaker: The Constitution 
provides for certain votable and 
non-votable items and the non- 
votable items cannot be discussed in 
the House. 

Dr. Srikumar Banerjee: Then, 
Sir, there is auother very interest- 
ing department — the youngest of 
the departments — ric., the Cottage 
Industries Department. It was 
just merged with the bigger port- 
folio of Industries, but it has since 
been sepa rated and given au inde- 
pendent status. Sir, juu will be 
surprised to find that the total allot- 
ment under this head is only 14 \16 
lakhs. Sir, may 1 ask through you 
to the members of the House 
whether a department which can 
spend only 1 4 -Ui lakhs is worthy to 
be saddled with a Minister. Ra. 
14 db lakhs is an amount which is 
spent on one of the sub-items in 
many other Ministries. The very 
fact, that for Cottage Industries only 
Us. 14 -Iti lakhs has been provided 
is clear indication that Cottage In- 
dustiies is not to be taken seriously 
and the Hon’ble Minister-in-Charge 
will not have the funds, will not 
have the requisites, to rehabilitate 
the cottage industries. That is more 
an eye-wash than a practical pos- 
sibility and the very provision in 
the budget makes it abundantly 
clear that it is not at all the inten- 
tion of the Government, really to 
foster cottage industries. Sir, in 
the meantime, the silk-weaving in- 
dustry is in its death-throes. I 
have drawn the attention of the 
Hon’ble Minister-in-Cbarge of the 
Cottage industries to the lument- 
able condition of the silk weavers 
who have been brought to the door 
of starvation. To me it seems that 
only a dole is to be meted out to 
them and some financial loan is to 
be given, but no plan has been 
formulated as to bow a dying in- 
dustry can be resuscitated, can be 
made to stand competition with the 
silk of outside manufacturers. 

But, Sir, there is no lack of 
economy when the Government is 
in an economical mood. There is 
again another interesting item 
which will throw a flood of light 
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upon the mentality of the Govern- 
ment. Take, for example, the sum 
of Rs. 3,00,021 provided for the 
recruitment of the West Bengal 
National Volunteer Force which 
could not he spent because the re- 
quired number of men could not be 
recruited. Sir, we have been con- 
stantly hearing from the Congress 
benches that they represent the 
people and that they have the right 
to do anything because they have 
been elected in a majority. Sir, is 
this a proof of the influence that 
they have upon the people that they 
have not been able, with all their 
power, with all their influence, with 
all their powers of persuation, to 
recruit the requisite number of men 
to constitute the West Bengal 
National Volunteer Force? In the 
budget we have the melancholy con- 
fession that the expenditure under 
that item had to be reduced because 
the required recruitment could not 
be effected. That, Sir, is a very 
melancholy confession indeed. 

Then, Sir, so far as refugees are 
concerned, there is again a reduc- 
tion in the cost of primary educa- 
tion of Rs. lf‘> -(15 lakhs. That 
seems to he an admirable feat in 
the exercise of economy. To keep 
the people in darkness, to keep the 
people in ignorance, to keep the 
people perpetually unconscious of 
their rights seems to he the master- 
stroke of economy and we find that 
1 he cost of primary education lias 
been reduced hy Rs. Hi *(»o lakhs. 

Sir, a confident assertion lias been 
made that the expenditure on Relief 
will be reduced by Rs. 90*5 lakhs 
because of the restriction in the 
number of immigrants. That w 
again a bold prophecy that the 
refugee problem has been solved, 
that fresh waves of immigrants are 
not to he expected, that we shall 
not have to he ready to incur un- 
foreseen expenditure jjmler this 
item. It is very bold to put down 
in the budget the confident pro- 
phecy that a reduction under that 
item of expenditure is admissible 
to the tune of Rs. 96-5 lakhs. 


Then, Sir, I would congratulate 
the Government on the munificent 
provision it has made for literary 
pension. The princely sum of Rs. 
4,400 has been provided for literary 
pension and another princely sum 
of Rs. G,000 has been provided for 
the preservation and collection of 
rare manuscripts. This Govern- 
ment is really a patron of arts and 
letters. This is a Government which 
encourages art and literature 
because out of the plenitude of its 
resources, it has found possible to 
provide only Rs. 4,400 for literary 
pension and Rs. 6,000 for the pre- 
servation and Collection of rare 
manuscripts. 

Sir, it is nobody’s contention 
that no useful work is being done 
or no useful item of expenditure 
has been allocated in the budget. 

[5-10 — 5-20 p.m.] 

Perhaps there have been some 
beneficial schemes. I, for example, 
can bear testimony to the great 
progress made in the Mayurakkhi 
project, and some progress which 
lias already been made with respect 
to the road improvement schemes 
though the progress is far short of 
the necessities of the situation. 
But, Sir, reading the budget as a 
whole one can confidently make a 
prophecy, one can confidently make 
a statement that this budget shows 
no signs of planned, balanced pro- 
visions of money which will meet 
the vita] requirements of the 
nation, which will enable the nation 
to come out of its real difficulties, 
which will lead for augmentation 
of the resources of the nation and 
which will put fresh spirit and 
courage into the nation and enable 
it to forge ahead to solve the great 
problems that lie in front of it. 

Sj. Sankar Prasad Mitra: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, in this general dis- 
cussion on the budget permit me to 
make a few observations on the 
Five-Year Plan referred to by the 
lion hie Chief Minister and the 
Minister-in-Charge of Finance in 
his budget statement. Before I 
come to some of the broad features 
of the plan, it should be observed 
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that the allotment of only 69:09 
crorea of rupees to West Bengal out 
of a total expenditure of 2,069 
crorea has not been adequate having 
regard to the density of population 
in this State and the colossal sacri- 
fices it had to make so that India 
might be free. 

Secondly, Sir, the failure of the 
Planning Commission to include 
the Farakka Barrage in the Five- 
Year Plan has come to us as a great 
disappointment. The Prime Minis- 
ter has stated in Parliament that 
this is not an inflexible plan and 
that it would be subjected to altera- 
tions and modifications as we gain- 
ed experience in the working of it. 
Let us, therefore, hope that the 
Planning Commission would see its 
way to allot to West Bengal at least 
a further sum of Ks. -19 crores for 
the construction of the Farakka 
Barrage. Sir, we have our critics 
ol the Five-Year Plan both inside 
and outside the legislatures. No- 
body has ever claimed that it is a 
perfect plan or that a better plan 
could not have been produced, but, 
Sir, before we offer our comments 
on tlie Plan, it is necessary for us 
to take into consideration some of 
tilt' basic economic factors which 
have led to the formulation of the 
Plan. Sir, even the planners them- 
selves have not aimed at ambitious 
result**. They expect a rise in the 
national income by 11 per cent, at 
♦he end of the five year period. 
Their intuition i> to wipe out the 
ravages of the second world war 
and the consequence of the parti- 
tion of India. The reason for 
eschewing ambitious schemes is 
that the British imperialists have 
left India as an under-developed 
country with a vast and growing 
population, with a per capita in- 
come of only Its. 255 per annum, 
with a deplorably low rate of 
capital formation being only 5 per 
cent, of the national income, with 
a low level of agricultural and in- 
dustrial' development and a country 
rappling with the problem of re- 
abilitation of lakhs of refugee* 
from Pakistan. Sir, the Five-Year 
Plan rightly aims at the increase 
of the productive capacity of the 


country. The major portion of the 
available resources, nearly 68*6 per 
cent., has been diverted to agricul* 
ture, irrigation, transport ana com- 
munication with a view to elimi- 
nating the gap between the growing 
population and the food supply. 
Sir, in a count rv where the 
majority of the population ks depen- 
dent either directly or indirectly 
on agriculture — nearly 67 per cent, 
of the population — any attempt to 
increase the purchasing power of 
that majority ought to reoeive 
universal approbation. In our 
view, Sir, a prosperous agriculture 
would constitute the foundation of 
the future edifice of a balanced 
economy. The plan envisages an 
expenditure of Its. 2,069 crores. Out 
of this total outlay 738 crores, that 
is, 39 '7 per cent,, are expected 
from budgetary surpluses or fresh 
taxation, and Its. 520 crores, that 
is, 25*1 per cent., from borrowing 
or capital resources. That brings 
the total, Sir, to Ks. 1,258 crores. 
Then Its. 156 crores have already 
been obtained from foreign sources. 
In the opinion of the Planning 
(\>mmission deficit financing to the 
extent of Its. 290 crores may be 
undertaken without generating the 
inflationun spirul inasmuch as the 
release of sterling balances during 
the fixe \ear period is likely to off- 
set the creation of new notes. That 
gives a balance of Its. 365 crorea 
which is to be covered either by 
external assistance or by internal 
resources. In an under-developed 
country like India complete domes- 
tic financing of large-scale develop- 
mental projects is extremely diffi- 
cult to achieve. It is common 
knowledge that where propensity to 
save is extremely low, realisation of 
adequate resources by imposition of 
taxes is bound to have an adverse 
effect on the standard of living of 
the people. It has been suggested, 
Sir, that India’s defence expendi- 
ture should be reduced to provide 
resources for developmental pro- 
jects This is of course an extra 
economic and political question. 
Having regard to the general world 
situation and particularly the atti- 
tude of our neighbour, reduction of

expenses on defence is not an act of 
political wisdom. That being the 
position, Sir, reliance on foreign 
resources becomes necessary. The 
objection to foreign aid is mainly 
political. It is justifiably argued 
that foreign capital has a tendency 
to tighten the grip of the lending 
country over the borrowing country, 
but to my mind, Sir, the fear of 
economic domination becomes real 
if foreign capital is allowed to 
enter the country in an extensively 
large measure and in the shape of 
what is known as risk or venture 
capital. 


[5-20— MO p.m.] 

If those factors could be averted, 
the danger of economic domina- 
tion, particularly when the lending 
country is in a position to pay oft' 
its debts by exportable surpluses, 
becomes purely academic. 

Secondly, Sir, at the present 
moment on account of world short- 
age of capital goods the possibility 
is one of insufficient external assist- 
ance in the shape of capital goods 
than one of sufficient assistance or 
of economic domination by reason 
of large-scale import of capital 
goods. Hut, Sir, on account of 
India’s policy of non-alignment 
with any power bloc, which we all 
fully endorse, it cannot be said for 
certain that foreign assistance 
would come to such an extent as to 
eliminate a deficit of Rs. 805 crores. 
In that event the internal resources 
of the country have further to be 
tapped by further taxations, 
further borrowings and further 
creation of money and the sufferings 
that the people would have to 
undergo have to be eliminated by 
control and rationing. In a 
country where incomes are generally 
small and the propensity to con- 
sume is very high, direct diversion 
from consumption through ration- 
ing, indirect taxes, ploughing back 
of the profits of public enterprise 
and some degree of inflation are 
likely to yield better results than 
appeals for voluntary savings. 


The Government may issue deve- 
lopmental loans at attractive rates. 
Should external help in an adequate 
measure be not available, the hard- 
ship of the people, particularly of 
the higher income groups, cannot 
be avoided in the larger interests of 
the country as a whole. 

Then it is also interesting to 
consider the effect of the Five-Year 
Plan on the general unemployment 
situation in the country. According 
to th$ Planning Commission the net 
annual absorption in industry, irri- 
gation and power projects, agricul- 
ture, building and construction, 
roads and cottage industries, is 
likely to be more than half a crore. 
Apart from these primary effects 
there should be secondary and ter- 
tiary effects, but it is not possible 
to estimate them at the present 
stage. 

Then, the creation of purchasing 
power, it is hoped, would encourage 
development of new industries and 
tile expansion of old ones which 
would relieve undoubtedly the un- 
employment situation to a large 
extent. It is not, however, suggest- 
ed that the problem of unemploy- 
ment would altogether be solved by 
this process. That requires a large- 
scale industrialisation of the 
country, which for the time being 
has been mainly left to private 
enterprise. 

So far as West Bengal is con- 
cerned, some of the major benefits- 
to be derived out of the Five-Year 
Plan are, firstly, the irrigation 
facilities offered bv the Damodar 
Valley Project to be completed out 
of the Centre's outlay of Rs. 1,250 
crores. In October last I had the 
opportunity of visiting the sites of 
the Tilaya Dam, Bokhara Power 
Station, the Maithon Dam, the 
Sindri Factory, the Konar Dam and 
the Durgapur Barrage. If one looks 
at the giant constructions which are 
taking place or have taken place, 
one cannot but be impressed bv the 
, tremendous efforts that are being 
made for agricultural and industrial 
expansion in the country, so that 
overty and unemployment may be 
anished from the land. In my view 
the 21st February, 1953, when the 
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Prime Minister of India opened the 
Bokhara Power Station and the 
Tilaya Dam would go down in 
India's history as a day of great 
national rejoicing, marking an im- 
portant step in the fulfilment of 
the dreams of a prosperous India 
conceived by our people in the days 
of our struggle for liberation. It 
is indeed a matter of our national 
pride and glory that within five 
years of our independence we have 
constructed in India a Thermal 
Power Station, the biggest single 
unit in the East and one of the big- 
gest in the world. 

Secondly, the target of food pro- 
duction in West Bengal has been 
placed at 553,000 tons and that of 
jute at 10 lakhs of bales. The jute 
target, has almost been reached. 
The increase of production would 
be due to several contributing fac- 
tors such as major and minor irri- 
gation projects, land reclamation, 
development through tractor organi- 
sation, fertilizers and manures and 
improved types of seeds. Should 
the food target be reached. West 
Bengal’s deficit in food is likely to 
be wiped out. The provision for 
minor irrigation w'orks such aR 
tanks, pumping installations on 
rivers, dams and channels is a wel- 
come feature of the final Five-Year 
Plan, and it is likely to yield better 
results so far as production of food 
is concerned. Thirdly, it is indeed 
laudable that out of West Bengal’s 
total expenditure 3fi *9 per cent, has 
been allotted to social services 
which include education. This is 
in pursuance of the accepted doc- 
trine that it is essential for the 
successful implementation of the 
Plan that the educational pro- 
gramme should train the individual 
to place obligations above rights 
and to help the growth of creative 
faculties and of critical apprecia- 
tion. 

Sir, I think the Chief Minister is 
right in observing that the finalisa- 
tion of the Five-Year Plan is a 
historical event of gTeat signi- 
ficance.

The application of the demo- 
cratic method to planning is with- 
out parallel in history. The Five- 
Year Plan embodies the widest 
measure of agreement between 
different sections of the people. 
Every aspect of our economic life 
has been taken into consideration 
and its development has been pro- 
vided for subject to the limitations 
of resources. But no plan, however 
perfect, can ever succeed without 
the co-operation und the support of 
t lie people for whom it is meant. 
We must therefore address ourselves 
to the task of creating that enthu- 
siasm amongst the masses so very 
essential for the successful imple- 
mentation of the Plan. Sir, let ua 
strive and sweat, and sacrifice for 
life, liberty and happiness of our 
people. Let us redetun the promise 
of freedom tor this and future 
generations. Let us, Sir, face the 
hold and hard tasks ahead of us with 
full faith and confidence in the 
genius of our race.

8j. Raipatfa Das: The budget 
presented by our (’hief-cwm- 
hinancc Minister is a shrewd, sinis- 
ter and well-planned attempt, after 
the manner of a grabbing physician 
at concealing the real malady of an 
unwary and unsophisticated patient 
and thriving on his credulity and 
helplessness. Yet he might cure or 
at least make an honest effort to 
cure it, a reputed physician that ho 
is, but this he cannot possibly do. 
First, the love of power und then 
the lure of gold have robbed him of 
his healing insight and powers, and 
the one art that he practises now 
is the art of grabbing. He has 
gathered about him a set of im- 
beciles to do his will and carry out 
his orders and to bolster him up in 
his f/iuldi in exchange for the loaves 
and fishes of some lucrative posts. 
The whole administrative set-up 
looks like a devil’s den bent on mis- 
chief and wedded to swindle and 
fraud. 
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The transport services show an 
«ver-increasing loss from 
R*. 8,80,000 in 1951-52 to 

Rs. 20,66,000 in 1952-53, but still 
the scheme must be pursued am! 
•why? Simply because some people 
who are related to the Ministers or 
who help them in their nefarious 
game are to be fed and pampered, 
even though it may lead to a catas- 
trophe in the country. On the other 
hand, the builders of the nation, 
erudite scholars and teachers 
are ruthlessly and igno- 
minously kept out of the State’s 
planning which is primarily meant 
in the vaunted words of the Ministry 
to secure the welfare of the people. 
The teachers must be famished, 
-crippled, killed or else they would 
disseminate sedition through their 
young learners. They are shut out 
from all amenities of life, being 
forced to live a hand-to-mouth 
existence, though the State’s expen- 
diture on police and absurd and 
utopian schemes go on swelling year 
■after year; and to add insult to in- 
jury an iniquitous and obnoxious 
disparity is being persistently main- 
tained between teachers of Govern- 
ment and mm-Government institu- 
tions in respect of their pays and 
prospects in spite of protests from 
all sections of the people. Huge 
sums of money are being spent on a 
handful of Government institutions, 
while many of the numerous private 
schools and colleges are woefully 
handicapped for want of money, and 
not a few of them are threatened 
with demolition. Still it is the 
people's Government — a Govern- 
ment men t of the people, by the 
people and for the people! A whole- 
sale massacre of the students is 
being continued year after year at 
the altar of University examina- 
tions, and yet they are the 
hopefuls of the country— people 
who are to carry on th$ future ad- 
ministration of the State. For, the 
Ministers, who are most of them old 
and decrepit, cannot live for all time 
to come, and if the newly-won in- 
dependence is to be maintained and 
Titaiised, yofng people must step. 


Whether in the spheres of politics, 
or of religion, or of social reforma- 
tion, it has been the young people 
who have seen the truth, have lived 
for it and have died for it. A glance 
at the political, religious or social 
emancipation of the country will 
convincingly prove that but for the 
clear vision and wild exuberance of 
the youth, nothing can be achieved, 
and nothing has ever been achieved. 
It will perhaps be said that the 
student community has deteriorated, 
but why this general deterioration? 
Has the Chief Minister, a veteran 
leech as he is, ever cared to think 
why the students of Bengal cannot 
hold their own and are being push- 
ed out of all spheres of administra- 
tive service as days pass byP Has he 
cared to think why Bengal which 
produced a Rammonan, a C. R. Das, 
a Subhas Bose, is considered a 
scapegoat by the Central oligarchy? 
Continued poverty, chronic malnu- 
trition, blank despair and a conse- 
quent spirit of frustration are 
mainly, if not solely, responsible 
for the sorry state of things. Now 
that independence has been won, 
give them food, give them cloth, 
make them care-free and thus help 
them grow to their full stature, and 
I have no doubt that they will shine 
as brilliantly as ever. But if you 
look upon them as professional 
agitators and keep them down by all 
kinds of repression in your armoury, 
what good can you expect of them? 
By keeping them back you will be 
keeping back the progress of the 
country as you have been doing. 
Without developing a robust man- 
hood, nothing has ever been achiev- 
ed or will ever be achieved. So. for 
God’s sake, for the sake of human- 
ity, and for the sake of the good of 
the country, liberalise education, 
give the educationists bread, if 
nothing else, make education cheap; 
and bring it within the reach of all. 
Next only to food, education should 
receive the top priority in any 
scheme of the Government — a 
popular Government as you would 
have us call it. But our misfortune 
is that education has been the first 
casualty of independence. By pur- 
suing a step-motherly policy tow- 
ards education, by fostering and 
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encouraging a cleavage ^tween 
teachers and teachers, by playing 
with the precious lives of the 
students and keeping them down, 
no Government ran create a wel- 
fare State. Merely to have high- 
sounding and mouthy schemes, 
without knowing how to fulfil them, 
will not advance the country vjven a 
step further hut will only involve 
it in greater and more serious 
trouble. To dream ot doing good 
things may be good, but to build 
castles in the air is and has ever 
been silly. Instead of facing the 
realities with courage and convic- 
tion if our Ministers go ou side- 
tracking them and sit tight in their 
fladis still indulging iu useless, 
airy and arm-chair planning, they 
will plunge the country into greater 
and more intensified suffering; and 
the people who have already reach- 
ed the limits of their patience will 
ill-brook their dream any longer 
and take to desperate steps. What 
the country needs at the present 
moment and needs before every- 
th' ng else is to stabilise and re- 
vitalise the youths of our country; 
and the best means of doing so is to 
educate them properly. So, educa- 
tion should receive the first consi- 
deration in the State ,h it has receiv- 
ed in Delhi, Bihar and other States, 
so that the dearth of intellectuals 
may be done away with by an 
effective and well-thought-out plan 
of developing the brain — the in- 
tellect of the young generation. 
Therein I think lies our salvation 
as also the preservation of our 
hard-earned independence. But will 
our Ministers, whose policy and 
programme are solely motivated by 
personal and group considerations, 
listen to the voice of reason? If 
they will, they should forthwith 
begin to see things in their proper 
perspective, take courage in both 
hands and revise the hudget with an 
eve to the realities of the present 
situation. The dispersal scheme 
should be made more realistic and 
shduld be executed with an eye to 
providing maximum service with 
the minimum cost and disturbance, 
but it has gone the wrong way, — 
maximum cost with minimum 
service. 


Before making an additional 
grant of Rs. 5,75,000 to the 
Calcutta University, the Govern- 
ment should seriously think whether 
it w r ould he wise and proper to hand 
over the money to an authority 
whose financial integrity has been 
called into question by an enquir- 
ing commission appointed by the 
Chancellor himself. The Constitu- 
tion prominently features a non- 
justiciable provision for sweated 
profession. Now, Sir, if there is 
really any sweated profession, it is 
indeed the teaching profession. If 
we want to bring in merit and effi- 
ciency, the need for a very substan- 
tial improvement in the pays and 
prospects of the teachers cannot be 
over-stressed. The present tinkering 
will take us nowhere. We are going 
to have all-round development 
through planning, but planning, 
without a change in the approach 
to education, will mean a huge loss 
of man-power and will undoubtedly 
bring frustration in its wake. It can 
no longer be said that our young- 
men are unwilling to use* their limns 
and try their talents in more and 
more diversified channels, but new 
and fresh channels must be opened 
ii | » for them The fact is that young- 
men have become the plaything of 
a stereotyped soiial order, Unless 
and until we scrap up the pre- 
sent curriculum in the schools, 
the colleges and the University, 
and unless wo train our youngmen 
up to he useful hands in our indus- 
trial society, there seems to be liffle 
hope tor tin* future. Above all, if 
our youths an* to be kept going, if 
the country is to be kept going, the 
food policy must be overhauled; 
and instead of merely looking at the 
quantitative aspect, of the food 
problem, the quality of the food 
that is served should also lie taken 
into consideration. If the food 
problem and the problem of educa- 
tion be effectively solved, the solu- 
tion of all other problems will 
present very little difficulty to the 
Government. If the energies of the 
well-fed and well-educated young- 
men are properly harnessed and use- 
fully employed, the question of un- 
employment will automatically go.

8J. 8ubodti Banerjee: Sir, the 
budget statement for the year 195(5- 
54 made by the Finance Minister, 
Dr. B. C. Roy, breathes an air of 
optimism and self-complacence. He, 
in his characteristic vainglorious 
manner, asserts — “We have turned 
round the corners”. But have we 
actually done so? Optimism is not 
bad indeed ; rather it is incentive 
to work provided it is based on 
facts; but if it degenerates to wish- 
ful thinking, it must be combated. 
Dt. Roy’s budget statement is an 
example of such wishful thinking. 
It is full of inaccurate figures and 
wrong statements which give a 
false impression of the actual situa- 
tion of the State of West Bengal. 
And so it should be contradicted by 
all right-thinking persons. 

The budget that is presented is 
a hopeless budget inasmuch as it 
does not in any way satisfy the 
demands of the people. It does not 
reach am where the ideals of eco- 
nomy and service for which our 
countrymen fell fighting during 
foreign rule. Nor does it in the least 
degree satisfy the canons of finan- 
cial administration and canons of 
service to the down-trodden masses 
of our country, of reorganising our 
industries, of improving our agri- 
culture, of bringing in mass-educa- 
tion and helping the middle-class 
unemployed youths. Look at the 
figures in the budget; they will 
bear truth to every word I have 
uttered. E\en a school boy knows 
full well that without industrialisa- 
tion, the acute problem of unem- 
ployment and poverty of our country 
cannot be solved. But the Finance 
Minister, far-sighted as he is accord- 
ing to his own claim, has allocated 
•7 per cent, of the total gross 
expenditure towards industries in 
his budget for 1953-54. Who knows 
not that the major economic prob- 
lem of West Bengal is the agri- 
cultural problem. Agriculture is 
termed by famous economists of our 
country as the greatest industry on 
which about 75 per cent, of the total 
population depends for subsistence. 
And the far-sighted Finance Minis- 
ter has allocated 5*9 per cent, of 


the total gross expenditure towards 
agriculture. The grant under head 
“Agriculture” is waning from year 
to year. In the actuals of 1951-52 
it was 0 -7 per cent, of the total 
gross expenditure, in the original 
budget for 1952-53 it came down to 
0:1 per cent., in the revised budget 
for the same year it was still lower- 
ed to 0 per cent, and in the budget 
for 1953-54 it is 5-9. dust see, Sir, 
how T serious is our Finance-cwm- 
Chief Minister in solving the press- 
ing problems of our country. In the 
sphere of education same is the 
trend; a good amount is shown in 
the original budget which is lower- 
ed in the revised estimates and the 
actual expenditure is still less. 
In the original budget for 1952-53, 
expenses towards education were 
12-5 per cent, of the total gross 
expenditure, in the revised budget 
it is 12 1 per cent. ; we can foretell, 

1 lie actual expenses will be still less. 
The great I)o< tor of Economics, our 
finance Minister, has advised the 
young men of West Bengal that 
they muM be willing to use their 
limbs and try their talents in more 
and more diversified < hannels. Does 
the MinMer-in-chaige of public 
exchequer know that in his regime 
talent has given place to harking 
by friends and relatives of the 
members of his happv family? Does 
he know that young educated 
Bengal has almost cast aside the 
vain sense of prestige? No work is 
untouchable to them now . He w ill 
do well to learn from me that a 
graduate student took to shoe- 
polishing. But when people came to 
know of it, they hesitated to take 
that service from him and the poor 
fellow was again stranded on the 
street. Does he not know r that a 
graduate Bengali youth started a 
shop of “/Km and bin' ' near the 
crossing of Mirzapore and College 
Streets? It is no good advising them 
to take up any jon; please give them 
jobs; if they do not accept then say 
all these things. So, Sir, will I be 
wrong if I call it a hopeless budget? 

Then. Sir, look at the distribu- 
tion of revenue income over differ- 
ent heads and you will realise the 
actual state of affairs of this much- 
boosted so-called Welfare State.

About 29 per cent, of the total gross 
expenditure has been allocated to 
be spent for general administration, 
jails and police while 27 per cent, 
for education, medical and public 
health. The former, our experience 
of the Roy regime tells us, will in- 
crease in actuality at the cost of the 
latter. This reflects the actual 
affairs of this State. It N fruitless 
to prattle over increase of national 
wealth. Increase of wealth does not 
necessarily mean increase of wel- 
fare of the people. In this respect 
the outlook underlying the budget 
is hardly different from that of the 
Britishers and Moslem Leaguers 
who occupied the seat which isj now, 
adorned by I>r. Roy. It is the old 
wine in the new bottle with some 
change in the label and the cork. 
The budget presented b\ l)r. Roy 
could have been conceived and 
piesented by Sir John Kerr, or Sir 
James Donald or Mr. Marr or Sir 
John Wood head or even by Mr. 
Suhrawurdy. It is a bureaucratic 
budget in the core, however veneer- 
ed it may be with sanctimonious 
theories and tall talks. 

It is not all ; the budget is a 
budget of the inefficient. Look at 
the incidence of revenue expenditure 
of the revenue-earning departments. 
The percentage of gross cost to total 
receipts of land revenue is 22*9 in 
the revised budget for 1952-58 
whereas it is 2d *9 m 19o3-54; ot 
State Excise duties it is 8*7 in 
1952-58 (revised) and 8*9 in 1953- 
54; of Registration it is 54*4 in 

1952- 58 (revised) while 54*8 in 

1953- 54; of Forest it is 100 in 1952- 
53 (revised) and more than 100 in 
1953-54. What does it indicate? It 
indicates that a group of in- 
competent and inefficient persons is 
at the helm of the affairs of the 
State. The authorities speak of 
rationalisation. But rationalisation 
of ordinary clerks and rhaprn.si« 
will not help much. Rationalisation 
of* the top comprising the fat-bellied 
Ministers and their subalterns. 
Deputy Ministers, Parliamentary 
Secretaries and the hordes of Secre- 
taries, Joint Secretaries, etc., is 
needed. 


Some of the newspapers have 
characterised it as a deficit but still 
a carefully thought-out budget. Is 
it so? Look at the figures of the 
State Trading Schemes. Let me 
take one by one. The Finance 
Minister had been very eloquent on 
Hannghata Farm. With a capital 
of Its. 97 lakhs 49 thousand at 
present, the farm has been a source 
of drainage of public finance. 
In 1951-52 it sustained a loss of 
R>. b lakhs 57 thousand, in 1952- 
53, Rs. b lakhs 44 thousand and in 
1953-54 Rs. 7 lakhs 13 thousand. 
In the Grain Purchase Scheme the 
loss is Rs. 2 crores 2 lakhs and 
23 thousand in 1951-52, Rs. 3 
crores 23 lakhs 89 thousand in 
1952-53, Rs. 3 crores 10 lakhs 20 
thousand in 1953-54. The Thief 
Minister has, of course, kept mum 
over the State Transport Scheme; 
because tin* scandal is too well- 
known The loss here is 
Ks. 14,32,854 in 1951-52, 
Its. 20,37,000 in 1952-58 and 
Rs. 11.82,000 in 1953-54. Is this 
the sign ot a well-thought out 
budget? Dr. Roy parades of bis 
business merit. He is indeed a very 
good business man provided the risk 
of the undertaking is taken by the 
State Government, the loss is borne 
by the people and the profit goes to 
his pocket. None would have mind- 
ed anything for tin* loss had it serv- 
ed the people at large. But they are 
not serving the people, they are 
serving the interest of the vested 
interests, the yesmen ot Dr. Roy 
& To Tlie people of this State can 
very aptly call it a Patronage 
Budget. 

The budget statement of ]>r. Roy 
contains exhortation of planning. 
Much of his speech has been spent 
on the Five-Year Plan. It will be 
out of place here and impossible 
also to discuss that 2J seers weigh- 
ing plan within the short time at 
my disposal. But I will ask the 
Finance Minister what sort of plan- 
ning is there in the State Trading 
Schemes? What kind of planning 
i* it when he cannot spend even the 
meagre amount that is so reluc- 
tantly allocated to nation-building 
heads? For example, the revised 
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[Sj. Subodh Banerjee.] 

estimate tor I95i-62 in Public 
Health was Us. 1 crore 4 lakhs, but 
the actual expense w r as about Rs. 1 
crore ; what about Rs. 4 lakhs!'* 
Same is with Medical; the revised 
estimate for 1951-52 was Us. 8 
crores -14 lakhs 48 thousand but 
the actual expense was 8 crores 
.'tO lakhs 28 thousand. In education 
the revised estimate was 8 crores 
51 lakhs 2 thousand as against the 
actual expenditure of Us 8 crores 
80 lakhs 45 thousand. On the other 
hand the actual expenses in Police, 
•Tails, etc., are more than the revised 
estimates, (’an it then be called a 
planned budget!”' It is planless or to 
be more appropriate, it is a Satanic 
Plan meant to perpetuate hunger, 
unemployment, disease and pre- 
mature death.

Then again the Finance Minister 
has said that production is increas- 
ing and there is no crisis. It is a 
mis-statement of facts. Every one 
with some sense of economics knows 
the deteriorating Economic condi- 
tion of the State as a whole. Large 
number of small-scale industries 
are being forced to close down the 
business. Even middle-scale enter- 
prises are going into liquidation. 
During the first three months of the 
year 1952, 22 companies having sub- 
scribed capital to the extent of 
Us. 74 lakhs went into liquidation. 
Tea and coal are faced with sales 
ciisis. Jute production in West 
Bengal is marking signs of sales 
crisis. Total productions of jute 
textiles in the first four months of 
1952 were 91*8, 88*7, 82 ;9 and 

SI -7 thousand tons, respectively. Is 
it the sign of progress? The total 
production ot iron and finished steel 
during the first quarter of 1952 was 


284,203 tons as against 236,586 tons 
during the last quarter of the year 
1951. The foreign trade is also 
showing marks of decline. The 
total import at Calcutta Port during 
the first quarter of 1952 valued 
Ks. 54.89,62,000 as against 
Rs. 57,79,17,000 during the last 
quarter of 1951 ; the export 
valued Ks. 91,57,86,000 against 
Rs. 1,06,67.85,000. The present 
budget lias failed to take note of the 
capilalist crisis which is just raising 
its ugly head here. 

Last but not least I will discuss 
the income structure of this State. 
The Chief Minister has said, to 
quote him verbatim. ‘‘Money- 
incomes have been better distribut- 
ed and have trickled down to the 
masses in a quite appreciable 
measure." Nothing can be farther 
from truth. There has been greater 
and great ei inequality in incomes. 

I do not know whether our Finance 
Minister had etei been a student 
ot Economics. It he had been, well 
and good; if not I will ask him to 
seek help from some of his assist- 
ants who know Economics well ; 
they will admit what I sa\ . If he 
wants to study the distribution of 
income in West Bengal, let him 
take the help ot Pareto Curves. 
There lie will fiud that the Pareto 
constant, x Greek letter, which is 
the slope of the straight lines fitted 
in the logarithms of the income (x) 
and the number ot im nines above x 
(\ i, is falling in value indicating 
greater and greater inequality in 
incomes. For want ot proper statis- 
tics of classified incomes it is diffi- 
cult to study the income structure 
now* ; still the Finance Minister 
may try it. 

Then again let us study the 
structure ot Agricultural iuconie 
tax.

come. On the other hand 1 *5 per 
;ent. of the total number of assessees 
)wns 40*5 per cent, of the total 
ncome. This indicates a high 
legree of inequality of incomes. 

It may be argued that agricul- 
tural income-tax touches only a 
unall portion of our population 
ind so its study cannot lead to a 
general conclusion. I admit it. In 
he absence of any other more 
recent figures let us turn to the 
irst Report of the National Income 
Committee, April, 1951, issued by 
he Ministry of Finance, Govern- 
nent of India. And what is true for 
[ndia as a whole is more or less 
rue for West Bengal also. Studv- 
ng the distribution of working 
orce by census sub-clauses as pre- 
pared by the National Income Com- 
nittee and the nature of occupation 
followed by the middle-class of our 
'Ountry, we come to the conclusion 
hat 25 per cent, of the total earn- 
ng members of 13 crores 27 lakhs 
belongs to the middle-class in 
India. If we allocate this percentage 
•>f income out of the total income 
?arned by the total earning members 
fo the middle-class, the share of 
income per head per year of the 
middle-class becomes Rs. 876, i.e., 
Rs. 77 per month. This is the 
average income per capita of the 
middle-class. Look at the other end, 
rnu will find the inequality in 
income. Again from the report of 
the inquiry into the economic 
'onditions of Government servants 
ilrawing salary up to Rs. 250 we 
find that the average deficit per 
mouth of every middle-class family 
in Calcutta is Ils. 46-1. Definitely 
this amount is not paid by the 
Government. How can the middle- 
?lass, then, make the two ends 
meet ? There is no reason to think 
the condition has changed, because 
neither the income has gone up nor 
the cost of living has gone down. 
He has to borrow about Jls. 553 
annually. On the other hand you 
prill find that fabulous profit goes 
into the pocket of the big bosses of 


the Congress regime. This is how 
Dr. Roy is fulfilling his promise to* 
the middle-class of West Bengal. 

Then, Sir, look at the figures of 
debt position in the villages of 
West Bengal. 31 *7 j>er cent, of the 
total number of families in villages,, 
as admitted by the recent Rural 
Indebtedness Committee’s Report 
are in debt. Is it a sign of equality 
in incomes ? Again if we look from 
another angle we find that in 1931 
38*63 lakhs of agriculturists 
supported 49*26 lakhs fully depend- 
ants whereas in 1951, 36*96 lakhs 
supported 98*99 lakhs of depend- 
ants. In the field of industrial 
workers and employees, the same is 
the condition. In 1931, 8:02 lakh- 
men supported 9*8 lakh dependants 
whereas in 1951, 16*62 lakhs, 

supported 20*66 lakh dependants. 
Thus we find both in the field of 
agriculture and industry the burden 
on the earning members has increas- 
ed. They are to maintain more of 
dependants than before which has 
led to more indebtedness. 

Add to this, Sir, the heavy 
burden of taxation. Compared with 
1937 the incidence of taxation on' 
the middle-class has increased 17 
times. Think of the rural popula- 
tion — they are to pay education 
cess, road cess, choukidari tax, in 
addition to the other taxes that are 
borne by their urban brethren 
though they are deprived of the 
facilities for education and trans- 
port which their urban brethren 
enjoy. 

Over and above all these defects, 
the budget will long be remembered 
as a bankrupt’s budget. The amount 
of public debt when Dr. Roy took 
charge of office was Rs. 4 crores. 
In 1952-53 it swelled to Rs. 59 
crores and in the present budget it 
has still further increased to 
Rs. 82 crores. Dr. Roy’s Govern- 
ment has not only exhausted all the 
Government funds that were in its 
hands but also has spent a major 
portion of the deposits like Em- 
ployees’ Provident Fund, etc. In 
this way the Finance Minister is 
leaving behind a legacy which will 
grind to dust the economic struc- 
ture of this State. 
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[Sj. Subodh Banerjee.] 

This is the “bidhan” or order of 
the Bidhan regime. It will remain 
memorable in the history of the 
State not for its services to the 
people but for its dark deeds of 
suppression, oppression, taxation 
and exploitation.

BUDGET FOR 1953-54. 

General Discussion. 

( Continuing from the 23rd Febru- 
ary, 1933.) , 

Sj. Biren Roy: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, I think I would ask you in 
the beginning about the time that 
you would like to allot because in 
my view of things it appears that 
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[Sj. Biren Boy.] . 
an independent man, especially 
independent criticism, is not 
perhaps very much welcome in this 
House. After all, Government is 
a party Government, and they 
certainly and naturally will invite 
criticism. Unfortunately, even 
when criticisms are reasonable, 
they are still thrown to the winds. 
But to keep such a party Govern- 
ment, one party Government, 
various devices are employed with 
the result that general corruption 
sets in in the Government. Our 
Chief Minister, while presenting 
his budget estimates before this 
House this year, has given us much 
food in that direction. I shall 
however deal with those points 
later if I have the time; and that 
is why I asked you about the time 
to be allotted to me. 

Dr. Roy has emphasised two 
aspects of his estimates, and that 
is the Five-Year Plan and the 
Finance Commission. The rest of 
his budget statement is the same 
repetition of inability to grapple 
the problems of unemployment, 
social security measures, and a 
complete unwillingness to do any- 
thing to bring about a radical 
change in the outlook of this Gov- 
ernment or its administration. 
The constructive suggestions put 
forward from the various sides of 
the House last year and even in the 
beginning of this year have not 
been heeded at all. In fact, they 
are just brushed aside. We want- 
ed in many instances Advisory 
Boards, and we demand even now 
that such Boards be attached to 
the Construction Board, the Civil 
Works and Refugee Rehabilitation 
Departments primarily and also to 
Education and Medical Depart- 
ments. This is very necessary to 
keep watch and at least to know 
how things are being carried on, 
and if such carrying on is above 
board ; because after fffl the Gov- 
ernment, it appears; has just 
become a contractor's paradise, and 
therefore it is being kept up by 
distribution of contracts as 
patronage to friends and satellites. 
II nothing is done to satisfy the 


Opposition and take them intc 
confidence regarding the policies, 
the sooner the Chief Minister stops 
using such phrases as “we wa«it 
support from every section of the 
House, so on and so forth ’ * the 
better. Instead it would be much 
better to say “we do not w T ant any 
suggestion or criticism. We shall 
carry on just as we like”. That 
will be quite honest. 

Now, Sir, coming to the main 
item, in the Finance Commission’s 
Report, when I expressed myself 
quite strongly on this last year, 
the Chief Minister retorted that he 
has used much stronger language 
and that he has made much strong- 
er representations to the Centre 
for allocation of more funds from 
the receipts of income-tax and 
other central receipts, lie did not 
want to take the suggestion for a 
strong deputation including 
members of this House to represent 
West Bengal’s case to the members 
of the Commission. He, Sir, 
depended too much on his own 
personality and whims, and now 
he states in his budget statement 
that he is disappointed. We 
knew that he would be. Even now 
he should accept our suggestion 
and form a committee with Oppo- 
sition members to collect data and 
place them before the Centre and 
carry on agitation for more money. 
The whole report of the Commis- 
sion is just based on clay models. 
While recognising reason as the 
basis for allocation and rejecting 
the principle involved in popula- 
tion as irrelevant, an award has 
been made for the self-same princi- 
ple of irrelevancy. For instance, 
a Bengali has been used for fur- 
ther darkening the future of the 
State, and however much influen- 
tial our learned Chief Minister may 
be, his faith in the future Finance 
Commission rectifying all wrongs 
already done will be shattered, and 
another slab might be forthcoming 
from the Centre. In most of the 
Part B States which compose the 
old Indian States there have been 
no income-tax impositions worth 
the name till the year before last, 
and that too at a very much 
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reduced rate of 10 per cent, and 
now it is 20 per cent. — it may go 
up a little more — till parity will 
be reached in 1956-57, the time of 
the second Finance Commission. 
There is, therefore, little justifica- 
tion to firing the Indian States, 
the Part B states, into the picture 
for allocation of funds on a fixed 
percentage basis by this first Com- 
mission. These States should have 
been given ad hoc grants from the 
Central share which is nearly 50 
per cent, or 49 point something; 
and in regard to the excise duty 
which this Commission has granted 
it has not been based even on that 
very simple fact of consumption 
which should have been the usual 
data. In fact, in spite of West 
Bengal’s share being the biggest 
in the collection of income-tax 
revenue which is more than 75 per 
cent, of the actual, customs revenue 
which goes up to 100, and jute 
duty, her case is going by default 
or being trampled down by the 
Central authorities. This state of 
affairs cannot be changed by a 
one-man show, however, much 
influence he may have here or in 
the Centre. 

Now, Sir, if we see one thing 
we will he astounded. The other 
day — about this one-man show, 1 
will just make a comment — l am 
reminded by a cartoon in a recently 
issued Patrika which I have got 
with me dated the Kith February. 
This paper is run by one of the 
Deputy Ministers as a Propaganda 
Publicity Department of the Gov- 
ernment. Here it has shown 
Dr. Hoy as a Gulliver, and the 
hapless teachers and hunger 
marchers and other unhappy beings 
as Lilliputs. I wish, Sir, the 
cartoonist had tlie goodj sense to 
change his captions and put down 
the Deputy Ministers on one side 
and the Congress members, on the 
other side and so on who are really 
pigmies and who have not the guts 
to tell their giant leader even when 
he is taking them into confidence. 
Our stand now. Sir, to the Centre 
would be to demjand not less than 
30 per cent, of the receipts from 


income-tax, from iute duty and 
customs revenue collected from this 
province. 

[ 2-50 — 3 p.m.] 

That will give us enough 
money 'to wipe out our permanent 
debt and build up organisations on 
modern lines for effective social 
■insurance and social security in 
our Province. I think we should 
not be satisfied with anything less. 

Regarding planning the less said 
the better. This Five-Year Plan 
was started by the Congress before 
India’s independence, but quite a 
different set of people were then 
its planners. Netnji was one of its 
architects. When the present 
leaders came into power things 
began to change and chairman after 
chairman had to leave the job till 
the plan emerged in its present 
form designed to further party 
interest. It satisfied nobody 
except, of course, the big contract- 
ors and job-hunters most of whom 
are as usual tin* friends or relatives 
of the party in power. Such a 
plan can never be a success as has 
been pointed out by economic 
experts and also by all sections 
unless, of course, the whole popu- 
lation is behind the plan. But 
how r can the whole population be 
behind n plan which has nothing 
to give to the common man in the 
foreseeable future. After ten 
years of huge spending and mort- 
gaging the country to foreign and 
Indian capitalists, it is estimated 
that, the standard of living will be 
better by approximately 20 per 
cent, or so. But bow will this 
betterment in condition be distri- 
buted, rather percolated, in the 
different strata of the present 
society? IIow much will it improve 
the condition of nearly 70 to 80 
per cent, of the common people ? 
We can well visualise that it will 
never be uniform, and the common 
man will not be benefited at all or, 
it at all, never more than 5 to 10 
per cent. Is it going to be an 
incentive for the whole of the 
population to support such a big 
plan and one which is so top-heavy 
that its burdens might in future 
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crush, the people? I think, Sir, 
that at the end of the second Five- 
Year Plan if there is not a radical 
change in the meantime, it will 
prove to be a foreign-made gilted 
noose for this nation to commit 
harikiri. 

Before I come to other points, I 
would like to sound a note of 
warning regarding a new but a 
very big source of revenue that is 
now showing its signs in the hori- 
eou — I mean the money that the 
State might get from extraction 
of oil in the West Bengal delta. 
I raised this matter last year. 
The Chief Minister brushed aside 
my point of enquiry. It has now 
been made public by the Union 
Minister of Production that the 
American oil companies are still 
waiting for an agreement to start, 
their drilling operations and that 
they will begin work as soon as 
the agreement is fully and satis- 
factorily completed. I want this 
House to mark the words “satis- 
factorily completed’ \ The terms and 
conditions thereof, the Production 
Minister stated, will be fixed by 
the Centre and the State Govern- 
ment jointly. Here also we would 
like the Chief Minister to take all 
sections of the House into confi- 
dence as to what terms he would 
like to get the Centre to accept so 
that even from this rich field of 
revenue West Bengal is not depriv- 
ed of its owm and legitimate 
share. West Bengal must see that 
it gets at least 75 per cent, from 
the Centre of whatever royalties 
and income that might accrue on 
this account and that they must 
also have one-third of representa- 
tion on any Board if one is going to 
be formed ; and it should also be 
specifically stated that if at any 
time the question of nationalisa- 
tion arises or a semi-State concern 
is floated, the West Bengal State 
and not the Centre should have 
priority to take over this under- 
taking. These points must be 
there. 

(At this stage the blue light was 
lit.) 


Sir, I will try to reduce my 
speech as much as possible but I 
just cannot stop at this moment. 

I do not think I shall have the 
time to probe into the huge losses 
of every State trading department, 
particularly Transport, deep-sea- 
fishing and Haringhata mysteries 
— some of my friends have already 
spoken on these and others will 
follow. I cannot, however, shut 
my eyes to such reckless spending 
at a time of distress, e.g., Rs. G 
lakhs for installation of electric 
lifts for Ministers and Deputy 
Ministers, Its. 5£ lakhs for con- 
struction of Ministers’ residence in 
Itaj Bhavan, another Rs. 45,000 
for alteration of a bungalow at 
Canning for their garden houses, 
ttc., and many more thousands for 
Ministers and high dignitaries’ 
conveniences. What about the 
conveniences and a little of the 
amenities of nearl> 75 per cent, of 
t he people in Bengal’s villages 
where for the most part of the 
year they have to wallow in mud 
ami filth and drink dirtv stinking 
water from shallow pools? Are 
they destined to live like animals 
in this State while their representa- 
tives and the big bosses rant at a 
monstrous Five-Year Plan ? Can- 
not we for a moment forget our 
party affiliations and sit together 
to draw up a modest three-year 
village improvement plan allocat- 
ing, say, Rs. 15 lakhs per district 
— Rs. 5 lakhs for making and re- 
making village roads and Rs. 10 
lakhs for sinking tubewells for 
drinking water, priorities and work 
orders in each district being under 
the complete control of M.L.As. 
and M.L.Cs. of districts working 
with local non-officials in each 
sector? Would it be too much to 
ask for co-operation in this essen- 
tial work for common good — for a 
sum of less than Rs. 2 crores for the 
l‘J districts in the whole of this 
Province? Such a sum can easily 
be forked out from the non-essen- 
tial building and other items in 
the budget. Let my friends on the 
Government side not forget that 
these little village lanes and theaa 
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drops of water are their high- 
ways — may not be national high- 
ways to this House — unless, of 
course, like the Famine Relief 
Fund on party basis the Govern- 
ment of the party have something 
up in their sleeves to further more 
corruption and nepotism. I am 
pained to say this but I can prove 
my point with just one item from 
the red book of the budget esti- 
mates. Things connected witli 
rural water-supph have been taken 
away and put under “Development 
Programme” where nobody w T ill 
find out what is happening. 


Before I conclude I shall appeal 
to the Chief Minister once again, 
an expert businessman as he is, to 
make a stronger representation to 
the Centro and also to form u 
Commission in this Province to find 
out how much of the export and 
import trade business for a 
comfortable standard of living of 

‘Jb million Bengalis is necessary. 

To that extent the Centre should 
he asked to divert its control of 
trade to the hands of the present 
Government, so that in tin* trad- 
ing sphere we should have a hand 
in tlie shaping of the destinies of 
our future generation. Like the 

Centre which is investigating what 
percentage oi Indians are employed 
in foreign firms, why < annot our 
State Government also investigate 
mid find out from all big industrial 
undertakings in the Province as 
to how many Bengalis are employ- 
ed In these firms. What percent- 
age (Jo they form of the total 

employees — how many of them are 
skilled and how many of them are 
unskilled — how many of them are 
officers and how many of them are 
ordinary employees. Government 
must have correct figures about 
educated unemployed and semi- 
educated skilled and unemployed 
Bengalis in the Province. These 
statistics are an essential thing for 
the planning of a better Bengal, 
because on these vital figures will 
depend the type and the size of the 
organisation of social security that 
this Province will have to build up 
today or tomorrow. 


(3 — 3-10 p.m.] 

Finally, Sir, I failed to make out 
why our Chief Minister concluded 
his budget peroration by saying 
that we are a poor people and ours 
is a backward economy. Who 
made us poor and why should our 
economy continue to he a backward 
one? Have I to remind him and 
his party friends of the glory and 
the richness of golden Bengal by 
fleecing which the foreigners and 
non-Bengalis from all parts have 
amassed vast fortunes P From 
where did they make? Even with 
t In* advent of freedom are we to 
allow the pei petuation of this un- 
happy state of affairs P 

(At this stage the red light w r as 
lit.) 

Sir, 1 have not t lit- time. I have 
seen the light twice. So I shall 
not take up the other items of the 
budget for which I think you will 
give me sufficient time during t lie 
cut motions. 

Sj. Cangapada Kuar: Mr. 

Speakei. Sir, from a thorough and 
careful perusal of the budget which 
has been placed before us 1>\ the 
Finance Minister, I am definitely 
of opinion that the budget instead 
of representing the- real economic 
position of tin* State, parades an 
unintelligible and masterly array 
of facts and figures which have 
their basis more- on fancy idealism 
than upon the hard realities of the 
situation. 

Sir. m the budget statement 
pride of place has been given to 
the much-boasted Five-Year Plan 
for which an appeal lias been made 
to us all for co-operation. But it 
is in the* best interest of the people 
and country as a whole that we, 
on this side of the House, fail to 
support the plan for the simple 
reasons that it is wholly anti- 
national in its character, that it is 
against the ideal of Muhatmaji 
whose burning desire was to 
rebuild India on a sounder basis of 
decentralised and self-sufficient 
village economy, that it ignore® 
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[Sj. Gangapada Kuar,] 
tie national resources at our dis- 
posal by way of inviting foreign 
• aid and management which may 
‘Ultimately enslave us to outside 
power, and that it fails to remove 
the ills of unemployment among 
the poorer cultivators and middle- 
class people and as such it fails to 
evoke enthusiasm among the 
public. 

Apart from all these considera- 
tions, when we think of the ques- 
tion of feeding this colossal plan, 
we feel very much disappointed. 
It is admitted that budgetary defi- 
cit is a dreadful enemy of the plan 
and yet we cannot fight it out. 
Surplus budget and a recurring 
and increasing taxation, direct or 
indirect, which is calculated to 
jump even up to ,Rs. 7 per head 
per annum will have to he pulled 
from the budget sector. But all 
such hopeful possibilities have been 
liquidated so to say, at the sight 
of the uncomfortable deficit with 
which the present budget has been 
presented to us. 

Sir, the architect of the budget 
vainly hopes that the Five-Year 
Plan can partially be financed 

with the small savings of the 

poorer people. He has supported 
his contention saying “There has 
recently been a shift in the income 
structure of our economy and 
money incomes have been better 
distributed and have trickled down 
to the masses in a quite appreciable 
measure.’ ’ But this is nothing 

but a most distorted picture of the 
real economic situation of the 

State. Sir, the Finance Minister 
himself contradicts his own view 
when he says that “The villager is 
being gradually impoverished and 
he finds this deteriorating position 
so much beyond him that today in 
many places, he is suffering from 
a sense of complete frustration. 
Sir, briefly reprsenting *this aspect 
of economic breakdown, 1 would 
only say that the common people 
living in villages and working in 
the factories find no appreciable 
improvement in their daily life. 
The comparative fall in prices of 


clothes and foodgrains even is not 
up to the purchasing power of the 
poor people and consequently 
millions and millions of people are 
ill-clad, ill-fed and under-fed. 
Dr. Roy has mentioned about the 
glaring improvement in food situ- 
ation at the time when famine 
condition prevails in many parts 
of West Bengal. The new system 
of piocurement by levy is adding 
horror to the already worsening 
food situation in the State. The 
spectre of famine is hauntjing in 
the Sundarbans where people will 
soon have to face starvation and 
death if timely and adequate help is 
not foi tii coming from the Govern- 
ment. We wonder and people out- 
side will shudder to know that 
even at this critical juncture our 
West Bengal Government have 
made drastic budgetary reductions 
of its. (55 lakhs under famine and 1 
erore 12 lakhs under irrigation, 
which may affect adversely the 
chances of temporary relief and 
permanent solution of the problem. 

Sir, from the statistical display 
of this year’s budget, we see that 
out of its. 2d crores 90 lakhs which 
had been earmarked in the last 
budget for various development 
works, only 17 crores has actually 
been expended. Similarly, ,lts. 8 
crores for refugee rehabilitation, 
Its. d crores (58 lakhs for Dantodar 
Valley Project, Rs. 11 lakhs 19 
thousand for Education and Rs. 22 
lakhs for Medical have remained 
unspent. It is extremely astonish- 
ing that in spite of limited purse 
at our disposal and colossal nation- 
building tasks ahead, our West 
Bengal Government miserably fails 
to make good use of the meagre 
alloted sum. All these go to show 
that the real problems of the State 
have been under-rated by the 
Government and the budgetary 
allotment is nothing but a political 
hoax . 

Sir, when we glance through the 
budget, we see that a very consider- 
able portion of the State’s revenue 
has been squeezed hv the police 
who are more skillfully employed 
to repress the innocent cultivators, 
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factory workers and peaceful 
processionists, to thwart ail sorts 
of democratic movements, to safe- 
guard the interest of the profiteers, 
black-marketeers and capitalists 
than to secure the safety and 
stability of men and money in the 
State. N ow that the situation of 
the State is calm, we hold that over 
20 per cent, expenditure on police 
is not only unjustifiable hut also 
seriously objectionable as well, 
specially because, it runs counter 
with the ideals of Mahatmaji whose 
staunchest followers the Ministers 
claim to he in their thoughts and 
deeds. 

Coming to General Administra- 
tion, Administration ot .Justice and 
Jails and Convict Settlements, we 
see that expenditure on these 
heads has been increased to a great 
extent. These undesirable incre- 
ments remind us of the pattern and 
technique ot British administration 
which was the hot-bed of red- 
tapism, corruption, high-handedness 
and various other bureaucratic ill* 
which we do not want to continue 
in the present context of political 
change. But now that we are tree, 
and that we are to eoneentiate our 
whole-hearted energy on nation- 
building activities, we expect that 
there should he a revolutionary 
change in the budget structure. 

Sir, we would have welcomed the 
Government if they would launch 
upon a revoultionary dme by way 
of making a speedy and timely 
arrangement for the abolition of 
zemindars system attended with 
redistribution of land to the real 
tillers of soil. We would have 
accorded our hearty welcome to 
the Government to see that they 
had been making a move in the 
right direction by way of establish- 
ing the village republic as the 
smallest administrative unit on the 
ba.^is of universal adult suffrage 
well-equipped with the reasonable 
portion of the revenue receipt as 
collected from the area concerned. 
But the West Bengal Government 
that have now been suffering from 
shilly-shallying and ’dilly-dallying 
have not the courage and goodwill 


enough to undertake the progres- 
sive drive. We, however, would 
then surely support the Government 
even in case of heavy expenditure, 
and the budgetary deficit being 
made by them. Until and unless 
these changes are effected, the 
rural population will gradually he 
deprived ot their legitimate share 
in the Public Exchequer, which, I 
think, to be the greatest and most 
objectionable defect in the budget 
in its present structure.

Speaker, Sir, in the general dis- 
cussion of the Budget you will not 
expect me to go into the details of 
the individual items of receipts and 
expenditure, and we must confine 
our remarks to the discussion of the 
Budget as a whole. The individual 
grants and cut motions will he the 
occasions for discussing in details 
about the defective working, in- 
adequacy or otherwise. The main 
question to ask is : does the Budget 
take note of the special needs of 
this State and its people? Does the 
Budget make any provision to meet 
the requirements or even make a 
reasonable attempt to solve the 
problem? MV shall ask that ques- 
tion. We are entitled to suggest 
a better way of doing things. We 
are entitled to suggest what, in our 
opinion, should be the alternative 
methods to what is suggested in the 
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Budget. A Budget is not neces- 
sarily good, if it is a surplus 
budget nor is it necessarily 
bad if it is a deficit budget. 
Mere balancing of receipt and ex- 
penditure is not the criterion of a 
good budget and for aught we know 
may show a static instead of a pro- 
gressive budget. We 'diall, there- 
fore, consider whether this Budget 
takes note of the need-, of the 
people and whether this Budget at- 
tempts to solve the problems facing 
the State. Sir, the bankruptcy of 
the Budget, as 1 have said, does 
not arise from the facts and figures 
of the Budget, but if we can see 
that the Finance Minister is un- 
mindful of the real needs and 
requirements of the State, then we 
shall call him or his budget a 
bankrupt one. Sima* over a quarter 
of a century 1 had the privilege of 
participating in Budget debates. 
Sir, we opposed the Budget under 
the system of dyarchy in order to 
destroy dyarchy and to see that tin* 
people's voice prevailed. Desh- 
andhu Das asked us to destroy in 
order to build and we under his lead 
did away with dyarchy. Since 
1M7 the next role of the Opposi- 
tion was to fight against the com- 
munal majority as a result of the 
MacDonald Award and we fought 
against it and we had been success- 
ful in preventing many of the mis- 
chievous measures which were at- 
tempted to he passed with the help 
of a brute majority based on com- 
munal electorate. But today for- 
tunately for us we have got rid of 
foreign bureain racy, system of 
dyarchy and we have wiped oil 
communal electorate. Today, Sir. 
we are working under a Constitu- 
tion by the people, of the people, 
for the people. This Constitution 
is the surest guarantee for us that 
nobody can trifle with the real in- 
terest of the people except at his 
owu peril. Remembering this we 
should consider what is our duty 
here, wdiat is the duty in this 
House, particularly of the opposi- 
tion. Sir, I do not mind a stiff 
opposition. As a matter of fact, 1 
welcome it in the interests of par- 
liamentary success, i do not mind 
if an uncompromising opposition as 


we generally .see is being given by 
the Leader of the Socialist Proja 
Party, but I am afraid if the op- 
position indulges in abusive remarks 
and mud-slingings, the real role of 
the opposition is wasted. The op- 
position in order to command respect 
and consideration which is neces- 
sary in a parliamentary form should 
use temperate language tSj. SntoDi! 
Bankkjkk : Audacity to give advice 
to the opposition) and by lodging 
facts and figures will become effec- 
tive. I believe 1 have a right and 
1 feel it my duty born out of ex- 
perience to make tins suggestion 
not in tin* spirit of carping criti- 
cism but because 1 want tbe oppo- 
sition to be effective, I want the 
opposition to Ik* useful, 1 want the 
dignity of the House to he enhanced. 
Sir, hard woids break no hones.

Dr. Banet jee enunciated ..(inter- 
ruption) III* said that the scope 
of discussion is to see whether there 
is a plan behind the budget. But 
I was a little surprised and pained 
when he said that there is no plan, 
then* is no synthetic grasp and 
there is no pnnnple underlying it. 
Sir, t hat charge cannot now he 
levelled against a budget presented 
by the Finance Minister here or, 
for the matter of that, against any 
Congress budget because the Con- 
gress has adopted the Five-Year 
Flan. The Five-Year Flan may 
not lie perfect one. It, at any rate, 
has assessed the needs and require- 
ments of the country State by State 
and as a whole. The Five-Year 
Flan fi a-, indicated in what lines 
progress is being thought out by the 
Congress. I do not say that every- 
body should accept the Five-Year 
Plan as sacrosanct. I think our 
Finance Minister is also not dog- 
matic about this Five-Year Flan 
and he has stated, I suppose, in the 
clearest terms that “It is not 
claimed that another mariner of 
distribution of the expenditure is 
impossible. All that is claimed is 
that the manner adopted in the 
plan is quite reasonable. Further, 
all the details of the plan are not 
immutable. It would be a bad 
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[Sj. Jogesh Chandra Gupta,] 
plan, if it were so. As we go for- 
ward, we must bring to bear on the 
plan all the lessons of our ex- 
perience and all the requirements 
of a developing and changing situa- 
tion.” Therefore, I say that to 
criticise that there is no plan is to 
shut one’s eyes against obvious 
facts. Sir, the Finance Minister 
has also enumerated some of the 
criticisms — he has classified them 
into four classes — and he has given 
the most charitable interpretation 
to those objections. What are those 
objections ? Objection No. 1 is of 
the Communist Party who are hurl- 
ing abuses at me because I have 
thought fit to speak what I think 
i« right. They are forgetting that 
everybody in the House has a right 
to express his own views and to 
shout down anybody is against 
parliamentary decorum. What is 
their objection? They are obsessed 
with the idea ..(interruption). We 
are not to seek any loan from 
America and the leader of that 
party has said that if loan is neces- 
sary, if machinery is necessary, if 
any expert is necessun we should 
turn to Russia but not to America 
and Britain. The reason is that 
this means subservience. Bv taking 
loan from America we are becoming 
subservient to America but what 
are the facts. Does the recognition 
of China by India against the wishes 
of America show subservience? 
Does the formulation of the Korea 
peace proposals independently, if 
not against America, show sub- 
serviency (interruption)? Coming 
to the latest fact, why should we 
not see the recent Pacific Fleet 
movement and the device of 
America. Has it not been objected 
to by India? Do these facts show 
subservience? I myself would, like 
many, agree with Sj. Jyoti Basil 
that we should avoid taking any 
loan, we should even avoid taking 
loan from the Government of India. 
Sir, in this plan when we think of 
the huge amount of loan we are all 
burdened with a heavy sense of 
responsibility that if any portion 
of the plan goes astray the in- 
debtedness of this State will in- 
crease. I, therefore, say that if it 


is necessary to accelerate the pro- 
gress of the scheme — if we have not 
got the finances, it is not blame- 
worthy for us to go to any country, 
as the Finance Minister has said 
consistently with our self-respect. 
I have given some instances to show 
that we have accepted the loan but 
there has been no subserviency. 
Mr. J\oti llasu said that Russia 
borrowed from America only five 
lakhs which w'as a very small per- 
centage of the amounts spent. The 
principle of borrowing is accepted 
by Russia even. Every other State 
who has tried to accelerate the pro- 
gress of the development scheme 
like Canada, China, has also resorted 
to loan. But, again, I say if we 
could avoid taking loan from any 
countn, if we could avoid taking 
loan from oui Indian Government 
and avoid the heavy interest, none 
will be more happy than members 
of the Assembly and mainly the 
Finance Minister. 

There has been an omission in 
the Budget Statement which has 
been commented upon by Sj. 
Bliandun and a Co by the last 
speakei. namely, an omission ot the 
mention ot the abolition of the 
zemindati. When the Finance 
Minister has mentioned prominently 
in the beginning ot hC statement 
about the Five-Year Plan it stands 
to commonsense and reason that he 
has not disagreed with the recom- 
mendations about the abolition of 
zein indarv. I am one of those who 
think that this should he effected 
as earl\ as possible. I am one of 
those who think that as recom- 
mended in the Planning Commis- 
sion. . . i inten upturn from Opposi- 
tion Benches) .

I say I am one of those who 
believe that the sooner the tillers 
of the soil feel that the lands are 
their own the better for us and 
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every Congressman is bound to 
carry it out. There has been some 
obvious delay due to some court 
cases the dcrisious of which could 
not be got. 1 am sure during* reply 
the F inance Minister will assure 
the House that that legislation will 
be brought up before this session. 


[4 — 4-10 p.m.] 

Sii , during the discussion some 
obvious criticisms ha\e been made 
over increase ot expenditure in 
General Administration and Police 
with no corresponding benefit to the 
public. There June been some 
legitimate criticisms over losses in 
State Trading and about increasing 
unemployment and also about 
refugee rehabilitation. Sir, these 
are problems which stare us in the 
face; these are almost battling 
problems and these cannot be solved 
by the Ministry or by the Congress 
Party unless all parties in this 
House and also outside put their 
shoulders together. I will only 
give one example. Sir, police ex- 
penditure is mounting up ; it is 
nearing about six crores now lmt we 
see yet the property cannot be said 
to be safe of even citizen in the 
State. It is not possible to do .so by 
increasing police. This can only be 
done if there is an all-out effort 
and co-operation by the people and 
the best way to curtail the police 
expenditure would be bringing into 
existence vigilance partie-s and 
bringing into existence resistance 
parties so that we can see that all 
these crimes can be checked. In 
Great Britain 75 per cent, of the 
criminals are apprehended by the 
public and only 25 per cent, by the 
police and I can mention. Sir, in- 
crement in police cadre will not do. 
There is a small vigilance party 
working in mv constituency and I 
will tell you a constable who was 
working with the vigilance party 
toM these young volunteers “Look 
here, I get only Rs. 05 as salary 
and I have got a family to main- 
tain. If you all come with me 
during the night vigilance I will 
not be able to earn* two or three 
rupee* which I do by getting a 


share. He plainly told a volun- 
teer who came and reported it to 
me. 

Sir, there needs to be vigilance of 
the public over the police and we 
can only minimise police expendi- 
ture to the extent that the public 
come forward to do this duty. 
Similarly legarding State Trading, 
particularly tins Road Transport 
Department. We are painfully 
conscious that severe losses are 
taking place; at the same time vve 
also know it there is a failure in 
this respect, then nationalisation 
which is so much wanted, so much 
liked by people may not materialise, 
lleie also if the public will help 
we can possibly- put a stop to some 
of the losses that take place. 

(At this stage the red light, was 
lit.) 

Sii, time* is short, the red light 
has been given and I must obey 
von before* you hammer me down. 

I therefore say in other matters 
also what we* require is all-out 
ettort and co-operation of the 
people; otherwise we will not be 
able to solve all the problems facing 
us. 

Dr. Atindra Nath Bose: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, in response* to the ap- 
peal of the previous speaker op- 
posite I am giving a very moderate 
and constructive criticism of the 
budget. Let us see what considera- 
tion it receives from his side. 

The Chief Minister has presented 
the budget with a hopeful picture 
of prosperity. He has assured more 
goods, more food, more trade and 
more of many things along with 
prices slowly falling down, but 
when he comes to unemployment he 
fumbles and almost breaks down. 
His interpretation of middle-class 
unemployment, is unique and novel. 
He has summarily passed over agri- 
cultural unemployment, and in- 
dustrial unemployment he has 
omitted to mention altogether. An 
intelligent review of the budget 
will strike any on e with a very 
curious paradox, paradox of pros- 
perity and poverty growing side by 
sid*. Let us have a look into this 
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much vaunted prosperity. Yes, the 
budget is very prosperous and pro- 
gressive in one respect, that is, in 
accumulation of deficit and debt. 
The deficit is given at 5 crores, the 
debt has risen up to 83 crores 5 
lakhs and the interest charges in 
the current year 1 erore 89 lakhs. 
If it is prosperity it is prosperity 
made upon borrowed money. The 
risks of such prosperity are too well- 
known. Deficit financing, as it is 
called, leads to temporary expan- 
sion of employment without a 
corresponding rise in production of 
necessary goods within a reasonable 
space of time and the result is in- 
flation and the risks of a terrific 
crash. What about the prosperity 
that is being built up with borrowed 
money Y Now, here we are present- 
ed with big losses on all the State 
Trading projects undertaken by the 
Government. The losses amount to 
over ‘*20 lakhs in only six schemes 
— all the schemes are of very 
modest dimensions. Here, also we 
have the same paradox. We have 
more buses under State Transport 
and we have more losses; if we have 
more cattle at Haringhata, there 
also we have more losses; if we 
raise more fishes from the deep sea 
we sink more money into the deep 
sea. So, more buses, more cattle, 
more fish and we have more losses, 
more debt, more borrowings. Now, 
what is responsible for this awful 
predicament Y The reason is top- 
heavy expenditure, wastefulness 
and corrupt administration — all 
these are responsible for the heavy 
losses in all the State Trading 
projects. 

Now, looking into the items 
which are common to the receipt 
side and to the expenditure side of 
the budget we find almost in every 
item income is falling while expen- 
diture is rising. It is so under land 
revenue, it is so under forests; 
under “Labour" if ^nore expendi- 
ture is shown there is more 
retrenchment. Sir, it passes our com- 
prehension how while expenditure is 
rising in the labour budget there is 
more retrenchment of workers. 
Under th« head “Civil Secretariat” 


there is an assignment of 95 lakhs 
for unproductive anti-levy propa- 
ganda. So the so-called anti-levy 
agitators are here put to the dock, 
but this allegation itself is a very 
nice commentary on the amount of 
public confidence which is enjoyed 
by our Government, particularly 
in its food policy. 

[4.10-4-20 p.m.] 

Now, Sir, coming to Hie expen- 
diture on development programme 
this is shown as 7,84 lakhs out of 
the total budget of 43,27 lakhs. 
Actually this development pro- 
gramme includes a very small frac- 
tion of the total budget. It includes 
such fantastic items as the provision 
of five cars for the use of staff under 
Excise Department for the seizure 
of illicit manufacture of liquor. 
Then there is a provision for the 
purchase of one A class launch for 
Forest Officers in the 24-Pargunas 
at a cost of 14s. 1,75,000. All this 
comes under development pro- 
gramme. Besides this, under deve- 
lopment programme there is normal 
administration, there is bunding 
programme, etc. “Civil Works” 
constitutes a heavy item of all the 
development .schemes and this leads 
to the swelling of the value of con- 
tractors, so that West Bengal has 
become a contractors’ paradise. 

Let us come to the allocations 
under different heads in the budget 
and in the Five-Year Plan and let 
us compare some of these alloca- 
tions with other States. I am 
giving the figures and percentages 
from the budget estimate of the 
year 1952-53 for other States and of 
1953-54 for West Bengal. Let it 
be remembered that these alloca- 
tions on the nation-building enter- 
prises have been raised this year iD 
other States. So the comparison 
will rather err in Government’s 
favour. For the year 1952-53 the 
percentage of expenditure in Bom- 
bay on education has been 19*7 per 
cent, of the total budget. In Madras 
it has been 18 *05 i>er cent., in Assam 
it has been 14 6, in Bihar it has been 
13-8 per cent., in Uttar Pradesh 
12:4 per cent, and in West Bengal 
it is 10 * 4 . 
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Then I am showing the precen- 
tage of allocation for education out 
of the total expenditure on social 
service in the Five-Year Plan. In 
Bombay it is 68 per cent, for edu- 
cation out of the total expenditure 
on social service. In Uttar Pradesh 
it is 59 per cent, and in West Ben- 
gal it is 81 per cent. 

Then I am showing the expen- 
diture on social service per head — 
percentage of total expenditure per 
head — Bombay spent 89 per cent., 
Madras spent 88 per cent, and West 
Bengal spent 82-7 per cent. 

Co-operation . — Ex pen d i t ure per 
head on Co-operation — Bombay 
spent 2 ; Assam spent :8 ; and in 
West Bengal it is *08. 

This is how West Bengal spent 
on Education and on Co-operation. 
Naturally “Education” comes last 
in the order of priorities in the 
Budget as well as in the Five-Year 
Plan. Coming to the root of all 
these evils I must say that the 
whole conception of the Budget as 
well as of the Five-Year Plan is 
based upon private capital. Private 
capital is left untouched and even 
encouraged. This is not a planned 
economy. This is a free market 
economy. The State has miserably 
failed in all its commercial and in- 
dustrial ventures, and it has no 
other way but to leave the market 
free for private capitalist enter- 
prises. 

Now about revenues I would have 
suggested very fundamental and 
drastic reforms, but these will fall on 
deaf ears and these will be useless. 
Moreover we have to work within 
the four walls prescribed by the 
Five-Year Plan. So my remedies 
will be of very moderate and prac- 
tical nature suiting the present 
stage of our economy without neces- 
sitating any drastic overhaul, al- 
though I am in favour of drastic 
and fundamental overhaul. Since 
the State has miserably failed in 
big-scale projects, let them under- 
take short-term, simple and modest 
schemes on agriculture, on fishery, 
on irrigation, on co-operation, etc. 
We are given to understand that 


the Ministry is coining forward 
with a Bill to abolish zemindary. 
When this is done, let them go 
ahead with bold schemes of co- 
operative farming. Let not land 
be left in the hands of tillers to be 
cultivated by them in their own 
way. Let them start with hold 
experiments in collective or co-opera- 
tive agriculture and subsidise co- 
operative agriculture liberally with 
grants, doles and with provision of 
other amenities. Then, instead of 
sinking money in the deep sea, let 
them rehabilitate the displaced 
fishermen and spend more money 
for the re-excavatum of tanks, 
heels, etc. Let them spend more 
money for the rehabilitation of dis- 
placed fishermen. Let them try 
simple and inexpensive irrigation 
schemes. During the Budget dis- 
cussion of the last session I brought 
it out to the notice of the Assembly 
that water of collieries in the 
mining areas is wasted. This sur- 
plus water can be very usefully 
harnessed for promoting agriculture 
in the arid land of Asunsol, 
Kulti, etc. Then there must 
be economy in the administra- 
tion and checking of corruption. 
There should be a general cut in 
salaries — u graduated cut rising at 
the top, and there must be a com- 
plete stamping out of all corrup- 
tions. These sound as utopian. 
There is a saying in Bengal which 
means that you cannot remove the 
ghost with the mustard seed which 
is itself infested with ghost. There 
is an nnti-cori option department. 
Here also we have the same para- 
dox. The more is spent on stamp- 
ing out corruption, the more cor- 
ruption will thrive. However, that 
problem has got to be faced. That 
is the only way to save our State 
trading enterprises and reap the 
harvest of prosperity from borrowed 
money. 

On the receipt side we have been 
very sadly let down bv the award 
of the Finance Commission and it 
is very unfortunate for us that our 
Chief Minister, redoubtable Chief 
Minister, w'ho is a persona grata 
with the Congress High Command 
and is included in the Working 
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Committee of the Congress has fail- 
ed to push forward West Bengal’s 
reasonable demand with them. 
However, there is no use crying 
over spilt milk now. There are 
other items on which we may very 
usefully expand our activities. 
There is agricultural income-tax, 
hut we know that European Tea 
Planters whose plantations are 
registered in sterling areas escaped 
from the payment of agricultural 
income-tax through what loophole, 
I do not know. 


[4-20 — 4-30 p.m.] 

We are losing lakhs every year 
because of this lacuna in our Agri- 
cultural Income-tax Act. Sir, there 
should be a succession tax on agri- 
cultural income just as we have the 
death duty in the Centre. The 
death duty is of the Centre but let 
West Bengal levy a succession tax 
on agricultural income. There is 
scop** for realisation of higher sales 
tax on luxury goods. There are pos- 
sibilities towards expansion of State 
enterprise, but we have to proceed 
with great caution since our State 
trading schemes failed miserably. 
There is a good case for nationali- 
sation of the Calcutta Tramways and 
of the Calcuttu Electric Supply. I do 
not agree with the proposition that 
taxes should not be increased. I do 
not think that the budget is com- 
mendable only because it does not 
envisage any new tax. West Ben- 
gal has taxable capacity. West 
jjengal which pays 3(1 per cent, of 
the total divisible pool of India 
can pay tax; only we have to tap 
the sources. 

In conclusion, I beg to point out 
that we are producing more goods 
but we are not distributing the 
national income properly. The only 
way to build prosperity, on a stable 
basis is to bring production and dis- 
tribution in an even balance. That is 
the only way to solve all the para- 
doxes in our economy and budget — 
the paradox of poverty and pros- 
perity flourishing side ty side.

The piibln finance of Bengal w r is 
hi ought to ruins during the pre- 
partition da\s. Poverty of the 
rural areas is chronic Then there 
was a tremendous pressure of the 
displaced persons from Eastern 
Bengal. Deliberate attempts w r ere 
made to bring about chaos, as the 
anti-social forces have succeeded in 
M»me of our neighbouring countries. 
Viewed against such odds, the pro- 
gress achieved, as recounted by Dr. 
Hoy, must be considered to be sub- 
stantial. Law and order have been 
established ; the base of the economy 
has been strengf hened . I agree 
with Shri Jyoti Basil that unem- 
ployment is growing hut I hojie he 
will agree with me that unemploy- 
ment among the middle-classes and 
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collected in cash and rural income- 
tax in kind. The peculiarity about 
income-tax is that high rates are 
charged from those following in- 
dependent occupations, while those 
working m State-owned factories 
are charged at lesser rates. A com- 
parison between the Russian budget 
for 1949 with that of the Tinted 
States ol America for the same year 
will reveal that the United States 
of America spent a larger amount 
ot money per capita on social and 
cultural purposes than the Union of 
Socialist Soviet Republics. Thus it 
has been estimated that in 1949 
United States of America spent 19 
per cent, more per capita on educa- 
tion than the Union of Socialist 
So\iet Republics, 140 per cent, more 
on social security and social insur- 
ance; 470 per cent, more tor Public 
Health and 100 per cent, more loi 


Scientific Research. It is impor- 
tant to bear in mind in this con- 
nection that education in the Soviet 
budget includes a number of items 
such as the cost of financing the 
State theatres, the cost of conduct- 
ing propaganda for the Communist 
Party, a number of other items. 
Because of the heavy defence ex- 
penditure, intensified recently 
bv the armament drive, production 
ol consumer goods has suffered 
a severe setback. Consequently 
the workers particularly the low- 
paid labour .ne hit hard in obtain- 
ing the bare necessaries of life, 
(’on sinner goods are being produced 
in veiy small quantities compart'd 
to coal, steel, and cement, etc., and 
during the Cist 20 years covering 
four live-jear plans, production in 
some important consumer goods has 
declined in Russia as will be indi- 
cated from the following tables: —

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Thus the living standard of the 
common man has constantly been 
depressed to find capital for produc- 
ing capital goods ami all this indus- 
trialisation is keyed up to the arma- 
ment programme. 

Here in India we have laid the 
greatest stress on agriculture 
because on the basis of prosperous 
agriculture only, we can make in- 
dustrial progress. Our Five-Year 
Plan embraces the entire country 
and deals also separately with each 
part of it, the States as well as the 
smaller local areas. It also offers 
opportunities for voluntary organi- 
sations and voluntary workers to 
fulfil a vital and increasing role in 
material development. It, has a 
public sector as well as a private 
sector. I would, therefore, not 
complain of the paucity of funds 
allotted under the plan for the State 
of West Bengal, and I think a total 
expenditure of Its. (ifH crores on 
various development schemes for 
West Bengal that have been 
assigned under the Five-Year Plan 
in public sector will enable us to 
make a good beginning. 

(4-f>() — 5 p.m.] 

After all, we cannot expect any 
great amount of financial assistance 
from outside. We have to utilise 
the internal resources and for this 
taxes, indirect and direct from those 
who are able to pay and voluntary 
services from others who are not in 
a position to pay either in cash or in 
kind, are the only means for the 
economic development of this 
country. I have every hope that 
although our programme is mode- 
rate, tne plan, if properly acted 
upon, will be a great liberating force 
for the energies of the nation. Dr. 
Roy has rightly referred to the un- 
employment problem of the middle- 
class people, particularly the edu- 
cated young men, and has properly 
advised to have them epgaged in 
diversified occupations. The pro- 
blem after all, as I have already 
said, is linked up with the chronic 
unemployment tnat exists all over 
India. The internal *trade also can 
provide employment to a large 


number of people. But the war- 
time and post-war controls and regu- 
lations have almost demolished the 
pre-war structure of internal trade. 
The old credit structure is largely 
broken by the impact of the war and 
post-war developments and at the 
same time no specialised methods 
have been brought into existence for 
extending the necessary credits to 
medium and small industries and 
traders in this country. The un- 
employment among the producing 
classes and those engaged in cottage 
and small-scale industries has 
uaturalh brought in its wake in 
increasing unemployment among 
the middle-class people. As a result 
the class that even today collectively 
eontribute the largest quota of the 
direct tax revenue and hold the 
largest quantum of share capital in 
public limited industrial enterprise, 
is today throwing up the largest 
number of frustrated young men 
despa lately in search of employ- 
ment. Our educational system is 
not less responsible for this malady. 
At this critical junctme it is neces- 
sary that all ot us should sit toge- 
ther for rehabilitation not only c»f 
the middle-class people but also of 
the small men in the rural areas, 
and the lead again can come from 
the middle-class people. I have got 
every confidence that our young men 
have talent and energy enough to 
save not only themselves but the 
country as well. They have to 
assist the surplus labour from the 
land in being engaged in agro-indus- 
tries and small-scale industries. 
Even in the highly industrialised 
countries like the T'nited States of 
America, England and Japun cot- 
tage and small-scale industries play 
a very important role in the econo- 
my of those countries. In a vast 
country like India with her jnipula- 
tion spreading over villages far 
away from industrial and adminis- 
trative centres, it should lie certain- 
ly possible for small and cottage 
industries including handicrafts to 
thrive and contribute effectively to 
the economic development of the 
country. New industries both on 
large and small scale must be en- 
couraged. Although I cannot 
advocate the rigours of the labour 
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laws as obtaining in Soviet Russia, 
where absence of one day without 
sufficient reasons is an acceptable 
excuse for dismissal from the job 
which means loss of ration card for 
food and consumer goods and evic- 
tion from housing accommodation 
and where workers are forbidden to 
leave their jobs without permission 
except under certain circumstances 
and violation is punishable by im- 
risonments for two to four months, 
would, however, suggest that the 
existing labour laws and wage regu- 
lations should not be made appli- 
cable to smaller industries. For 
sometime to come we have to create 
employment even on the basis of a 
moderate wage. My friends oppo- 
site wil 1 perhaps agree with me 
when I say that tins is done in 
China where lakhs of people leave 
their village homes and build roads 
and dams in exchange of mere food 
and shelter for themselves. In a 
poor country like India the physical 
labour that can he offered bv our 
people is a great asset, and let us 
all unite with a view to utilising 
whatever resources, financial or phy- 
sical, that are available in this 
country for gainful employment of 
the lakhs of employable persons in 
the rural as well as urban areas 
which alone will take us towards the 
path of progress.

Mr, Speaker, Sir, I regret to say 
that this year’s budget has wholly 
disappointed and disillusioned me. 
This budget is that old, old stereo- 
typed and bureaucratic budget. It 
has no vision, it has no proper plan- 
ning. It shows some qualities of the 
head but it does not show any 
quality of the heart. It is cold, it 
is calculating; there is timidity at 
every stage of the budget but there 
is no patriotic venture or emotional 
fervour. 

Sir, I must say that there has 
been a wrong approach to the funda- 
mental problems. Every one knows 
that human asset is the best asset 
for a State and therefore this human 
asset must be properly nurtured. It 
oes without saying that because of 
istorical fads, because of centuries 
of foreign domination — both 

cultural and political — this human 
asset of our country has 
suffered a great deterioration and 
therefore it is first of all necessary 
to nurture this human asset back 
into its proper stature, into ’ts 
normal stature. 

[6-10 — 5-20 p.m.] 

If this is not done then any 
amount of Stute aids, any amount 
of Stute planning won’t stand 
us in good stead. Therefore, Sir, 
we ure to create some men, 

create out of the present Bengalees 
— men and women, some men 

who have health, who have educa- 
tion, wdio have character. If 
we can create such men, then 

certainly they can, on their own 
initiative, do a lot to attain the 
prosperity of the country, to do 
good to themselves, to do good to 
the nation and to do good to the 
country. Such men would be 
able to make the best use of any 
State aid or Stute planning and so 
on, and so forth. 

Therefore, Sir, I was saying 
that there must be education. 
We must educate 'the entire 
population, but what are Govern- 
ment doing in this matter? We 
hear that there is a scheme of 
compulsory primary education, 
but it is not being properly 
executed, and therefore the 


problem is remaining where it 
was. We know the small 
percentage of Bengalees who are 
literate. What effective steps are 
Government taking to educate the 
rest of the population, the children 
of school-going ages, the adult 
population who are still illiterate. 
We had expected in this budget a 
full-fledged scheme to that effect, 
but we have been sadly dis- 
appointed to see an absolute 
absence of any such scheme in this 
budget. 

Now’, Sir, we should build up 
the health of the Bengalees. What 
effective j^teps are Government 
taking to build up our health? 
It must be admitted on all hands 
that we have a peculiarly bad 
health so far as Bengalees are 
concerned, and that is due to 
many obvious reasons. We do 
not observe the laws of sanitation, 
and it is a common malady for us 
not to take physical exercises. 
So far as we know, in all countries, 
in all other provinces in India, 
they take regular physical exer- 
cises, but what are our Government 
doing to popularise physical 
exercises? They are acting not 
on the principle of “prevention is 
better than cure” but on the 
principle “cure is better than 
prevention”. There are some 
health centres here and there. 
They are distributing some 
mepacrine; they are opening some 
beds for T.B. patients here and 
there. But that is not the way 
to do it. They must build up the 
health from the very beginning, and 
therefore 1 would like to say that 
another portfolio should be opened, 
and a new Minister should be 
appointed in this Minister-ridden 
province, who will be in charge 
ol sanitation and physical exer- 
cises, and there should be a 
hierarchy of officers linking this 
Minister with the villages, with 
all persons concerned, so that we 
may create the habit of taking 
physical exercises, and we may 
feel for the health of our boys and 
girls, and our people may have a 
nice health ; so that in future it 
would not be necessary practically 
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to open so many health centres 
or to distribute tons of mepacrine. 
Therefore, I was saving that we 
were going on the principle of 
“cure is better than prevention” 
and not on the sound policy of 
“prevention is better than cure”. 

Now, Sir, we are to build up 
character. Here we must pause 
for a while and should see what 
tremendous bad effect is there on 
our Government, on our country, 
on our public services, because 
of want of morality, because of 
want of character. Well, Sir, 
it seems as if the moral backbone 
of the country has broken. What 
effective steps are Government 
taking in order to rehabilitate 
the moral health of the people? 
Of course, we see that it has 
struck our Chief Minisler us well, 
because we read from his budget 
speech a t page ‘Jn : “While sm a 1 1 
industries may undoubtedly prove 
beneficial, the villager requires 
to be rehabilitated today not only 
economically but unirally and 
psychologically as well. All his 
problems are to be attacked 
simultaneously in a rightly co- 
ordinated fashion. His agricul- 
ture and his industry, his health 
and his education, his social and 
organising rapacity have to be 
simultaneously helped to develop 
so that he may once again coine 
back to his own self which lie 
once was.’* Theie is a good senti- 
ment; there is this idea. Now how 
are Government going to execute 
this idea. As I was saving, there 
is nothing constructive in the 
budget which ran he calculated 
to give a practical shape to this 
pious wish in the budget speech 
of the t'hief Minister. If we are 
to reliabiltate the moral health 
of our population, then we must 
give moral and religious instruc- 
tions to our students in schools 
and colleges. If we do not do so, 
then there would not be any 
moral rehabilitation. We can do 
that, but the wrong interpretation 
that has been put by our Govern- 
ment on the word “secular” is 
doing all the mischief. Secularism 
is not a bad . thing certainly. 


No citisen should have a feather 
or cap or any disability because of 
his faith. It is all right so far as it 
goes, but according to the interpre- 
tation that has been put by our 
Government on the word “secular” 
they are only coaxing and 
cajoling and flattering and buoy- 
ing up the Muslim population of 
this country, and they are insult- 
ing, they are disintegrating the 
Hindu population, they are stand- 
ing in the way of tlie glory of 
the Hindus. What a true born 
Hindu feels or says is washed 
owuy, brushed aside by charac- 
terising it by the word “commu- 
nal'’. This, Sir, is very bad. 
What we say, what we feel in 
the name ot the great glory of 
tin* Hindus is being characterised 
as comm mini. This wrong inter- 
pretation of the word “secular” 
should go from the scene, and 
we should try to give moral 
education to our boys and girls. 
And in this context, Sir, Sanskrit 
education can help us « great 
deul. but we see that even now Sans- 
krit education is being given a step- 
motherly treatment by our Gov- 
ernment; and we find from this 
year's budget that the petty 
grant that was being so long 
paid to Sanskrit Purishad has been 
withheld, and nothing has been 
sanctioned to the Parishad. A 
lump sum has been granted to 
the Madrassahs; a good sum has 
been granted to Anglo-Indian 
education, and everything else 
has been done. All the rabid 
elements in the country have 
been sought to be buoyed un, but 
all the patriotic things, all the 
moral things that should be 
nurtured are not being paid any 
heed to b\ this Government. Here, 
as I have said, was a wrong 
policy. 

So far as the budget is con- 
cerned, they have laid some 
stress on Agriculture. This is 
good so far as it goes, but Agri- 
culture, however, much it may be 
buoyed up or improved, cannot solve 
the entire problem of this country. 
It can at most solve the problem 
of providing two square meala 
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[8j. Tarapada Baadopadhyay.] 
a day, but it cannot yive us the 
«xtra money that is required 
to build up our industry, to 
build up education, to build up 
all the things that are necessary 
at the present moment. There- 
fore, Sir, we must be industrially- 
minded, but we see that there 
has been no provision for indus- 
trialising this country either in 
the Five-year Plan or in the 
present budget. If we are to give 
employment to the middle-class, 
if we are to give our country 
something productive, then we 
must give a good fillip to the 
industries of the country, and it 
was for these reasons that I was 
pointing out that there has been 
a wrong approach to the basic 
problems of this country. 

Now, Sir, so far as middle-class 
unemployment is concerned, Dr. 
Hoy has stated — Well, they are 
not keeping themselves abreast 
of the march of time these 
middle-class young men of this 
country, they are not able to take 
recourse to all the avenues of 
life that are unfolding themselves 
before our boys and girls, our 
students. That is not the thing. 
We have got fine young men and 
young women who would take to 
any line. The thing is that we 
are not able to give them any 
provision or any job whirh they 
may take to. There is absence of 
jobs and the absence of employ- 
ment in West Bengal, and this 
unemployment would have vanish- 
ed if we had tried to give a fillip 
to industry. 

Now, Sir, so far as the refugees 
are concerned, 1 would have to 
tell this House the same pitiful 
tale. This department of the 
Government is not being properly 
managed, and a standing com- 
mentary on this is the pitiful 
plight in which so many persons, 
men and women, old and young 
are huddling themselves- iu the 
premises of the Howrah station. 

[5-20— 5-80 p.m.] 

This is an insult to every Govern- 
ment worth the name "and this 


should be checked. I see there if 
a growing callousness so far as 
refugee rehabilitation is concerned. 
We find the Minister concerned 
losing temper. Sir, the refugees 
from East Bengal are under un- » 
precedentedly bad conditions. They 
may lose temper. But why 
should we also lose our temper? 

It seems to be a point of honour 
for the Hon‘ble Minister in charge 
with the Rehabilitation Department 
not to give them any hearing 
unless they bow r down in meek 
submission to her word of law — 
you must go back to your old camps 
w’herefrom you have come and unless 
you do this we will not give you a 
hearing. Sir, this is very bad. 

1 ou would not be solving this 
problem until you eieate conditions 
which would prevent Hindu 
minority exodus from East Bengal, 
koti should say to Pakistan very 
clearly that Bengal, or for the 
matter of that India will not 
tolerate any further pushing out — 
wanton pushing out of the Hindu 
minority from Pakistan. If you 
can take a strong step like this you 
will see fresh exodus will be a thing 
of the past. If you invigorate 
your rehabilitation and relief 
measures you wull see that the 
problem would be solved. Govern- 
ment say they are in w r ant of money 
and they cannot do anything for 
compulsory education . and other 
things. They say they are not tax- 
ing the poor. Sir, only 10 per cent 
of the tax in this country is being 
realised from the rich and 90 per 
cent is being realised from the 
poor and middle classes. This is 
very sad. In order to build a 
national pool of wealth we must 
do something. We must prevent 
wastage; we must economise our 
establishment covst; we must tax the 
rich which they are now evading. 

We must increase motor spirit sales 
tax and motor vehicles tax; we must 
increase the betting tax; we must 
increase the taxes on luxury goods 
anti we must levy education cess 
on the industrialists and the 
capitalists, traders and commercial 
men who are going scot-free up to 
this time so far as education tax 
is concerned. A special tax 
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for only people of the 
higher income group should be 
assessed. We should try as much 
as possible to force tile Central 
Government to part with as much 
t)f the income-tax as is had from 
this country and also the jute tax 
that is had from this country. 
Sir, we hear l)r. Roy is a man of 
prestige, is a man who lias prestige 
with the Central Government bui 
I must say, Sir, that his prestige 
must he on the wane because he 
cannot convert the Central Govern- 
ment to his view-point to part with 
the money that we Bengalees should 
legitimately get. We must ask him to 
take the whole of Bengal into con- 
fidence and demand, in one united 
voice in the name of all the 
Bengalees, of the Central Govern- 
ment to give us our due. Unless he 
can do this he will be always in 
want of money and he will not he 
solving any problems of this pro- 
blem-ridden country.

Sir, tli«* budget of a Slate reveals 
jts true character and iii cheated 
how the working and financial 
position of that State are going on. 
Went Bengal is a small truncated 
State with her economy seriously 
shattered by the partition and the 
consequential influx of more than 
half a erore of unfortunate 
refugees from East Bengal. It is, 
therefore, no wonder that we may 
have to face a deficit budget till we 
are in a position to make up the 
deficit. Sir, a nation cannot 
march on to the path of progress 
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tnd prosperity unless the State has 
a balanced budget. With the 
Denincles’ sword ot‘ a deficit budget 
hanging over her shoulders, with 
constant care and anxiety as to how' 
to make up the deficit, it is diffp 
cult for this State t<» implement, 
her development schemes and 
march on to progress and pros- 
perity. We should, therefore, look 
for the avenues which may aug- 
ment our revenues and help u> 
having a balanced budget. On the 
last occasion, I mentioned some 
such sources which could add to 
our revenues such as fixation and 
realisation of the sales tax at the 
source and preventing large-scale 
evasion of sales tax, as is being 
done at present. The sale- tax 
alone may, I think, give us an 
addtional income ot Ks. o to <i 
ei ores — if not more— a ml make up 
the defieit . Other souices which 
were onee i even un-earning hut 
have Mine ceased to be so, such 
as cinchona, toiest and fishery, 
may also, if properly tackled, 
yield an additional rtieime.

Sir, the Budget has been 
subjected to severe criticisms 
from the opposition Construc- 
tive criticisms may be helpful in 
tiding over our difficulties, hut 
these criticisms will lead us 
nowhere. We may ha\e mu 
shortcomings and failuies, hut we 
have some achievements too. A 
glance at the Budget -how- u- 
some of the schemes undertaken 
by Government which cannot but 
be eulogised. 1 nia\ mention 
-ome of these development schemes 
of the Government Under 
“Irrigation” we find a provision 
for the preparation of a Master 
Plan for the drainage of Calcutta 
and surrounding areas which, il 
successfully implemented, would 
wive us from an ^ inundated 
Calcutta during the. monsoon. 
Among the special items we find 
an additional provision for 
increased salaries of primary 
school teachers and expansion of 
training facilities for graduate 


men and women teachers. Sir. 
the teachers are builders of our 
childien, the hope of our future 
generation. We cannot expect any 
good work from them if they are left 
with a staning pay. The increased 
provision in their salaries, al- 
though not adequate enough, is 
really welcome. The provisions 
tor Social (Adult) Education, the 
iim»l water-supply .scheme, the 
malaria control scheme, and the 
maternity and child welfare 
scheme. and provisions for 
increased fund- for these pur- 
poses are really encouraging. 

The mtroduetioin ot kliadi and 
other cottage industries -rheme, 
it successfully implemented, is 
also likely to solve the unemploy- 
ment problem to a certain extent, 
and, therelore, they deserve our 
support. Sir, the Government 
have undertaken some State 
trading -c hemes -uch as the State 
Tian-poti, the llaiinghata re- 
-eairh-< /////-breeding -tation. the 
uiiddle-elass housing scheme, etc. 

It is unfortunate that most ot 
the-c schemes arc* running at a 

loss. While State Transport has 

proved to he a gold mine for 
Madras, the State Bus has become 
profitable and yields good income 
in Bombay, m Uttar Pradesh, 
in Assam and other State-, it 15 
unfortunate that the West Bengal 
State* Transport. which is so 
populai aiming the public. i*» 
gradually becoming an ever increas- 
ing liability on the State. That 
i- a l-o the case with regard to 
-ome of he! undertaking's. There 
must he something wrong some- 
where which should. I think, 
imniediateli la* remedied and 
rectified, so that these under- 
takings and enterprises may also 
fetch good income. Sir, the Com- 
munity Development Project under- 
taken by the Government is a part of 
the Five-Year Plan and deserves 
on i support These projects, if 
-uceessfully implemented, wdll 
to a great extent remove a great 
deal ot our worries ami miseries. 
We must see that these are 
properly implemented. But these 
undertakings and plans cannot 
be successful without active 
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co-operation and support from the 
people. So what we should do is to 
create an inspiration among* the 
people to work in co-operation with 
the Government in the successful 
implementation ot these scheme*. 
Sir, I want to draw your atten- 
tion to one item ot grant. namel\. 
the Privy Purses and Allowances 
of c.r-Rulers of Gooch Behar. 
We are spending* a sum of 
Rs. 1.7*1,000 for the relatives 
of the rj*-R uler of Pooch Behar 
and to palate servant* of the c.r- 
liuler ot ('ooch Behar to enable 
them to live a luxurious lift* in 
England. 1 do not know if the 
State Government has any right 
to stop it. I think it we have 
any such light, this should lx* 
stopped and this sum should he 
distributed among the disabled 
and dependents of the political 
ruffeier* who ha\e brought us 
freedom Sn, the Budget pre- 
sented h\ the Flliame Miln*1ei 
is beioie Us. and we on tins side 
consider it as a good Budget 
while our friends m;i\ liaw some 
seiloils objections to it Thcv aie 
< lia? aeterising it ill main terms, 
but whether good or bad, I appeal 
to m\ friends, I appeal to the 
honourable members ol flu* rode 
to work it u{> tor the progress and 
prosperity ot the nation, r>o that 
m no time we can hung about a 
change in ihe economic condition 
ot our people and raise the 
standard ot living ot the people 
Sir, with these words, 1 support 
the Budget.

Mi Speaker. Sir, while taking 
putt in the general discussion of 
the budget. I d<» not want tn 
take teem M *e to abuses. villfictt- 
lions, incorrect statements of 

tacts and ot}n*r things which are 
generally not said in a place 
where decent people assemble. 
i 1 ntei niption* from the Opposi- 
tion benches ) 1 think, Sir, 

every gentleman has got the 
right to sav that he is a gentlemai 
and expects that he will be 
treated like a gentleman. 

Sir. without entering into 

detailed matters, ] would at once 
refer to one very important thing 
which has struck me whilst going 
through the budget and that in, 
Sir. the recommendations of the 
Finance Commission. T would 
at once say, Sir, without any 
fear of contradiction that the 
award is very much disappoint- 
ing so far as West Bengal if 
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concerned. There was a talk 
of substantial help in grants-in- 
aid by the Centre to the jute- 
growing States in lieu of the share 
of the export duty on jute and 
jute products. We also expected, 
Sir, that we would get an 
increased grant as a share of the 
income-tax. if my information 
is correct I should say — and 1 
think everybody will accept it — 
that West Bengal as a new State 
pays a huge amount of income-tax 
and in this respect it is only 
second to Bombay. So far as 
West Bengal is concerned, we 
also expected that on account of 
the serious problems facing this 
State, we would get a good sum to 
ameliorate the miseries of count- 
less refugees who are mostly 
scattered throughout the State. 
But in all these, Sir, we have 
been sadly disappointed and 
completely disillusioned So far 
as jute duty is concerned. West 
Bengal can just 1 \ claim much 
more than what has been allotted 
as West Bengal is the largest 
jute-produeing and jute-manu- 
facturing State in the Indian 
Union. I personally do not 

understand why West Bengal 
should be deprived of her legiti- 
mate claim iu these fruitful 
sources of revenue. 1 would say 
with confidence that our State has 
been financially handicapped on 
account of this. The object of 

the Fiuanee Commission was to 
remove the financial worries of 

Stutes. A substantial share of 

the jute-tax and income-tax ought 
to have been allotted to us. I 
make bold to say that the Centre 
hus done us injustice — done 
injustice to this truncated State — 
by refusiug its share of the 
divisible pool of income-tax which 
was 13*5 per cent, according to 
the Deshmukh Award and which 
has been reduced tq*ll*25 per cent, 
by the Finance Commission. 
West Bengal’s claim of a higher 
•bare of jute-tax and income-tax 
is based on sound and solid 
grounds and is quite legitimate 
and fair. This much-expected 
money from the Centre has been 


denied and the result is that the 
ITon’ble Chief Minister had to 
present a deficit budget at the last 
moment after adjusting the 
receipts and expenditure. 

Moreover, only 80 lakhs has 
been allotted to West Bengal as 
an additional grant-in-aid, but 
the amount is too little to meet 
the exigencies arising out of the 
refugee problem. 

Sir, the budget as presented 
discloses a deficit of a little over 
0 crores. In the beginning of 
the year 1952-53 there was an 
opening balance of about Ks. 7 
crores and we find that after 
adjustments necessitated by the 
Finance Commission’s report, the 
financial year ending on the 31st 
March, 1953, will show a further 
deficit of IN. crores on the 
receipt side. So, the opening 
balance of 7 crores dwindles into 
2 crores because* 5 crores is taken 
out from 7 crores winch wic the 
opening balance m the beginning 
of the year 1952-53. If. on the 
other hand, we were favoured 
with the money that we expected 
from jute-tax and income-tax 
and we could have got at least 
4 to 5 crores and a little inoi>* in 
grant-in-aid, then the re< eipts 
and expenditure would have been 
adjusted and 1 think, Sir, there 
would have been a positive balance 
of at least 2 crores. So, I say 
that the Finance Commission has 
let us down completely. At tlje 
end of the financial year 1952-53, 
the State is going to be faced 
with an acute problem iu adjust- 
ing the just and necessary claims. 
In the past, of course, 50 per cent, 
of the income-tax used to be 
given to the States. This no 
doubt has been increased to 55 
per cent., but if a little more 
increase was made and the original 
13A per cent., as recommended 
by the Deshmukh Award, was 
kept intact, our budget would 
not have suffered a deficit. I 
would say. Sir, that, considering 
the financial condition of the 
State and the huge problems 
facing it, the Central Government 
ought to reconsider the matter. 
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Then, Sir, I will say a few 
words about expenditure. Criti- 
cisms have been levelled against 
the Finance Miniser on account 
of the huge expenditure on 
General Administration, Police, 
Jails and other matters. Now, 
Sir. 1 went through the budget 
speeches made by some of my 
friends opposite last year and 
I was surprised to see that they 
were on the same lines - the same 
kinds of criticism were levelled, 
the same kinds of words spoken 
and the same kinds of phrases 
used. The Hon’ble Chief Minister 
on that occasion gave a suitable 
reply. I would request. my 
friends to read that speech over 
again and they will find all the 
answers all right. 1 do not want 
to >nv anything on the old points 
But if we carefully see the 
expenditure side. we find that 
then* has been a substantial 
increase in expenditure over 
several important heads There 
has been an increase of (II lakhs 
in Kdueation, 5(1 lakhs in Civil 
Woiks. -if lakhs m Community 
Development Protects ami 17 
lakhs m Public Health, et<*. So, 
if we add up we find that more 
has been provided — an increased 
sum of Its. 2 < rores Las been 

provided for these beads which are 
exclusively necessaiy for the 
welfare of the State. There are 
additional provisions also for new 
schemes. So, the budget has 
made substantial provisions for 
everything which is good, every- 
thing which is required for the 
good of the State and good of the 
people. 

Now, Sir, on one point I shall 
say something — of course, it may 
invoke criticism — regarding the 
expenditure on police 

[7-»30 — 7-40 p.m. ] 

■ The State has made provision 
to ensure safety, and has got to 
make provision for safety, of 
those persons who want to live in 
peace. In these days. Sir, when 
almost everyone hears about 
highway robbery, dacoity and 
thefts in broad daylight in banks 


on public roads — only yesterday 
there was such a daring raid in 
a certain bank — Sir, when these 
things happen, wheu desperate 
gangs are abroad and are out to 
commit mischief in jewellery 
shops and hanks, it will he 
suicidal to suggest cuituilmeut of 
expenditure. Curtailment of 
expenditure means that the police 
force will be reduced. 

There is another point which I 
remember and to winch the Chief 
Minister referred in the last 
budget speech. He said that there 
were S()(l miles of bolder which 
had got to be guarded by the 
police. My honourable ! fiends 
know that the Punjab and West 
Bengal are two holder provinces, 
and theieforc the expenditure on 
Fuller lor guarding flu* borders 
will be a little more than in other 
provinces. 

Sir. befoie 1 take m v seal, T 
would like to say something about 
the different commercial enter- 
prises undertaken by the State 
Government. Of course, many of 
my friends on both sides iinve 
said much about it. 1 say. Sir, 
that if successfully conducted 
these enterprises would have 
relieved the Government of a 
good share of financial setback. 
We are told that the State Tran- 
sport is run at a loss. It is a 
fact that owners of private buses 
make a decent profit I cannot 
understand why these enterprises 
are a losing concern to the State. 
There must be something wrong, 
some mismanagement somewhere. 
It may be due to the lack of 
sufficient experience on the part of 
persons who are in charge of this 
transport, or it may be, Sir, for 
want of proper supervision. How- 
ever. this matter needs to be 
checked up, and I hope at the 
end of the next financial yeur, we 
shall get u decent income out of 
this. 

Last of all, I will refer to the 
speech of His Excellency the 
Governor about the introduction 
of an Improvement Trust in 
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Howrah. I am sorry we cannot 
find any provision for preliminary 
expenditure in the budget for 
that. I draw the attention of our 
leaders to this. I would however 
conclude that in the face of so 
many difficulties the budget 
presented by the Hon’ble 
Chief Minister clearly goes to 
show an all-round progress in all 
spheres. We cannot expect that 
in one day we shall get everything, 
or that in the course of one year 
we shall get everything We shall 
move slowly, and 1 am sure il 
there is good co-operation and no 
obstruction, then in the course of 
a few years we shall achieve that 
end.

It would have been well 
if the lofty schemes were given up 
and feasible schemes compatible 
with our financial resources were 
taken up for honest execution. In 
this the people will have some 
chance of seeing something coming 
to them by way of improved service 
so necessary for their existence. It 
is disgraceful if the people have to 
suffer and die for want of supply of 
even ordinary drugs. I would, Sir, 
through you, ask the Ministers and 
Deputy Ministers to go into the 
villages and tell the people, 
“Look my dear people, we 
ha\e one doctor to attend to 
every two thousand of you, we 
have given one hospital in every 
100 square miles you live in and we 
will spend this year Rs. 1-15-0 for 
everyone of you, towards your 
health and physical upkeep” and 
then rome hat k lien* in this House 
to narrate their experience. 

The existing institutions supposed 
to impart primary education are in 
a hopeless plight. Not only there is 
no definite scheme foi their im- 
provement but then* seems to be 
very little in the budget for their 
proper maintenance. The increased 
amount provided for in the budget 
this year under Head “Education” 
will naturally go for institutions of 
the town and cities and the villages 
will he obviously left to their own 
fate. This is unthinkable. Out of 
nearly a erore of rupees intended to 
be spent for primary education 
which necessarily includes mainten- 
ance of Government primary 


schools, grants to the local bodies 
for primary education in their 
areas, only about 12 lakhs and 68 
thousand will be available for non- 
Government primary schools in the 
State. How this amount can satisfy 
the real need is beyond my conjec- 
ture, inasmuch as the said amount 
makes an allotment of annas seven 
for each primary school per annum. 
Then again how long can the Gov- 
ernment keep the forty thousand 
primary school teachers on a prac- 
tically starvation-salary. Their dis- 
tress appears to be never-ending. 

We are not aware of the result of 
“Grow' more food” campaign and 
the large amounts already spent 
therefor. The increased piovision 
of an amount of Rs. 4 lakhs in the 
budget undei bead “Agi iculture” is 
likely to 1 m* misspent and go into 
wastage, it .schemes are not made in 
a business-like way and executed iu a 
biisi iiess-1 1 ke Miami u I advocate a 
scheme somewhat like the one drawn 
up by the Orisjsa Land Reforms 
Committee for the betterment of 
agriculture in that State. Twelve 
rrores and 44 lakhs of acres of 
fallow lauds of this State must be 
utilised ultimately and if a fair 
portion ot it can be brought under 
the plough in a propt r manner the 
tood position will not only ease but 
will bring prosperity to tin* people. 
If is interesting to note that the 
findings of the Government of 
India Committee on this subject are 
nearly against any expenditure to 
be made for intensive Grow More 
Food Campaign in a haphazard 
manner. Tire local officers of the 
Airiirultinal Department of our 
State have practically no contact 
with the tillers of the soil and the 
owners of t lit* land, and if things are 
left to them, we will have to add, 
to our past hitter experience and 
that at the cost of the people. The 
best course would be to appoint 
local committees with experienced 
cultivators in suitable areas and 
through them the Government 
should rent out machineries, such 
as, tractors, bull-dozers, pumping 
sets so that the cultivators can 
take advantage of it and reclaim 
and bring as much as possible the 
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fallow lands under cultivation 
under the supervision of the Govern- 
ment and the members of this 
House. 

Acute distress prevails so far as 
small-scale and cottage industries are 
concerned. These institutions, as a 
matter of fact, benefit, if properly 
run, the rural masses. But there is 
no planned scheme for their deve- 
lopment. These small-scale indus- 
tries mu\ prove to be a source of 
income to the poorer section of the 
people on the one hand and might 
bring additional revenue to the State 
on the other, as it hah been in other 
countries of the world. The United 
States of America has about dS 
lakhs of such small-scale industrial 
organizations in the country.

Sjkta. Renuka Ray: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in this country after indepen- 
dence we are going in for an experi- 
ment which is unparallelled in the 
history of mankind inasmuch as a 
poor country, which had been for 
years under political bondage and 
economic thraldom, is trying to iaise 
the standard of its people, giving 
equality of opportunity, and bring 
back and restore smiling plenty to 
the land through the methods of 
democracy — through the democratic 
way. The people of this land believe 
and they have given evidence of such 
belief — of their faith — that they 
want that India should not discard 
the democratic approach at any cost. 
They want that the right of the indi- 
vidual to self-expression shall be re- 
tained and it will be through the 
methods of democracy in conformity 
with our ancient culture and heri- 
tage that India shall regain what 
she lost during the years of foreign 
rule. Another significant matter 
is that she is trying to raise the 
standard without bartering away 
her soul, for a mess of pottage 
There are no strings attached. 
Foreign aid is welcome but there 
will be and can be no strings 
attached to it. No vehement 
speeches can deny facts and facts 
are there to show that even when in 
this country there was threat of 
famine, we would not touch any 
loan where conditions were imposed. 
So, today we are trying to go ahead 
mostly depending on our own re- 
sources and the Five-Year Plan has 
to be limited to that degree. 

Sir, I have not much time and 1 
cannot go into much discussion on 
this subject, but I will only say oue 
thing. There has been much talk of 
deficit financing and some members 
have said that it is alarming. 1 
would say that if a Government to- 
day, launching upon development 
plans, did not have a deficit budget, 
it would have smacked of compla- 
cency and lack of any desire to 
bring about nation-building 
services and activities. Modern 
economic trends show* that there is 


nothing alarming in deficit finan- 
cing and that it is necessary parti- 
cularly in the case of a country 
like India. 

Sir, I will now turn to certain 
items mentioned during the budget 
discussion and also mentioned during 
the discussion on the Governor’s 
address, which will be answered more 
appropriately here, regarding 
refugee rehabilitation. First, I 
will take up one or two items — speci- 
fic items — mentioned by honourable 
members of this House in which, 1 
think, they have failed to read the 
budget hooks aright. My honourable 
friend, Kj. Biren Hanoi jee, suw in 
the budget that Rs. 4 erores esti- 
mated for relief and rehabilitation 
had not been included in the revised 
budget and he thought that this 
money had lapsed in consequence. 
If he had onlv read this red book 
which is supplied to all, he would 
have found the explanation at page 
144 and need not have made the mis- 
take. 1 know it is a difficult matter 
— having been a member of the Par- 
liament where more hooks were pro- 
duced — to find out facts, hut if we 
are going to criticize, we must be 
assured of our facts. At the bottom 
of this page you will see that the 
revised budget “is lower than the 
budget by MS lakhs. The decrease 
occurs mainly under item (ft) and is 
due to (i) smaller expenditure on cost 
of acquisition and development of 
lands for squatters' colonies (242 
lakhs) due to delayed sanction of the 
scheme by the Government of India 
and (n) abandonment of Frazerganj 
Colonisation Scheme (100 lakhs)", 
and one or two other small items. 
Now, these are the schemes — esti- 
mates — that were put into the 
budget, hut later on not sanctioned 
by the Central Government who felt 
that we should have three pilot 
schemes for the regularisation of the 
'.(platters’ colonies this year and an 
overall survey has been done— they 
would give later. That wuis the 
money that, he says, the West 
Bengal Government nad allowed to 
lapse. It has not lapsed. It was 
estimated but not allocated. 

Now, Sir, my honourable friend 
Sj. Nepal Roy also said — reading the 
budget papers, I presume — that t on* 
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tingencies in the Relief Department 
showed we spent Rs. 1,23,46,000 on 
contingencies and lie naturally felt 
that this was being wasted by the 
officers or by people who were cor- 
rupt or otherwise — I do not know 
how. That is what he said. Now, 
I will just read out something in 
regard to that. Contingencies — 
Rs. 1,23,46,000: Purchase of food- 
stuffs — Rs. 15 lakhs; cash doles and 
wages to displaced workers in work- 
site camps — Rs. 68 lakhs; cash doles 
to destitute displaced women outside 
camps — Rs. 23,000; clothings in 
camps — Rs. 6,25,000; medical 
charges in camps — Rs. 6,63,000. I 
won’t go into all these matters be- 
cause it will take time. There are 
construction of camps, purchase of 
furniture, water-supply and sanitary 
arrangements, cost of railway 
warrants for refugees who were 
taken from one place to another, 
work programmes in relief camps, 
cost of tools for education and voca- 
tional training in camps, lighting 
charges, diet and escort charges 
under the union Ixuird schemes — all 
these come to this amount. There is 
one amount there — Miscellaneous 
Rs. 1,90,000 — not Rs. 1 crore 23 
lakhs — which deals with eontingeu- 
gencics in the sense that small 
things do certainly arise. But in all 
these matters 1 can satisfy at a later 
stage that the money is spent well 
because at the moment 1 have not 
the time, but 1 am just telling you 
that this was a mistake made and 
“Contingencies” presumably "alls 
under Stationery, etc. 

Now, the next point is also om 
made by Sj. Nepal Chandra Roy. He 
brought up a case. 1 am very glad 
that he has taken a concrete instance 
and I always welcome that. I only 
want to point out that in this parti- 
cular instance which he has brought 
up, we have been investigating it 
and action has been taken and is be- 
ing taken. I shall welcome from any 
member of this ITouse on any side 
any instance of cowuption or any 
such thing and we shall certainly 
investigate and if there is evidence 
and if it is correct, we shall take 
action. Now, I just want to tell 
yon that he mentioned about the 


-ase of the Chairman, Birblium 
Municipality, and he has shown a 
letter. I had received the letter and 
on the 16th December, 1952, 1 said, 
“There is a serious allegation and 
this should be investigated and 
necessary action taken and reported 
to me.’’ 

1 6-25 — 6-35 p.m.] 

Now the case is this : one gentle- 
man offerred land to the refugees. 
The refugees wanted that land and 
they came to the Government . The 
Government gave them money to 
buy that land with, because when- 
ever the refugees can produce land 
themselves, Government naturally 
welcomes it by amicable settlement 
and even at a ceiling costs. After- 
wards this gentleman wrote a letter 
to the man whose land it was talking 
about 50 per cent, commission. Now 
I gave it for investigation. No 
action can be taken unless there is 
further evidence, because it is not 
a matter of criminal action as it 
stands. Certainly I shall welcome if 
any more evidence i,s produced. 1 
brought this matter in the notice of 
the (Ningress President of West 
Bengal and he took the attitude that 
the name of the Congicss cannot be 
allowed to be traduced by anybody 
in this manner. T can tell you that 
this gentleman has not been re-elect- 
ed as Chairman, and 1 think proper 
steps have been taken from the 
Congress angle. We cannot take 
any further steps, because there 19 
no other evidence except this letter 
which is not enough for bringing a 
prosecution case. 

The next point he brought is 
about the rehabilitation of the 
refugee businessmen. The Business 
Loan Board has been reorganised. 
There were two boards; now there 
is only one and the relief work i* 
being expedited there. 

Regarding the point he has made 
about the ejectment of refugees by 
civil suits what is happening is 
this : that by circuitous route the 
refugees are being taken off from 
the land by civil suits or bv even 
criminal cases. Now, the only way 
of helping them in this matter is to 
give them proper legal advice, and 
I can toll you that we are having 
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the whole of our administration in 
Auckland Road office reorganised so 
as to include a Legal Adviser who 
will deal with the refugees in this 
matter. 

He said also about short-term 
loan. I want to tell you that these 
loans are not given in instalments 
any more. The small trading lo^ns 
will he all paid, if they are not paid, 
by the -list of March in all cases 
which have been investigated and 
sanctioned. 

He then spoke about an officer of 
my department saying that we have 
got a Special Officer at Rs. 1,200. 
He mentioned the name fortunately. 
This officer is an Assistant Secretary. 
He belongs to the West Bengal Pro- 
vincial Service and he gets his emo- 
luments and pay according to the 
service rules. I do not know what is 
his pay. There is no question of 
special nepotism or favouritism. 

As I told you, we are re-organiz- 
ing the Auckland Road House. You 
may see that the repairs have chang- 
ed the outer face of the Auckland 
Hou^e. 1 can tell you that the re- 
organisation inside has gone deeper 
and very soon when the demands for 
grants will lx* taken up, T shall tell 
you more in detail about it. 

Sri Haripada Ohatterjee, not now 
but during the discussion on 
Governor’s Address, brought up 
certain points, and he was rather 
annoyed, because I did not reply to 
them. Sir, that was not the occasion 
to do so; I shall reply to them 
now. He complained about the con- 
ditions of some refugee colonies 
about which the Government is fully 
cognizant. Wherever things have 
gone wrong, steps have been taken to 
Temedv them. These colonies are 
under re-organisation. I may tell 
you that the new Barrackpore and 
Ramchandrapur colonies have now 
been completely reorganised and we 
hope to see good results, but good 
results take a little time to show 
themselves. 

He also mentioned during this 
budget discussion about the problem 
of displaced persons; and another 
speech was made by 3 member from 


the Hindu Mahasabha group. I do 
not think I will have to answer 
either of them on behalf of Govern- 
ment, because the two speeches can- 
celled each other. If people ray 
proper attention they will find that 
this Government is meting out even- 
handed justice to all its citizens 
irrespective of community. 

Now, Sir, I want to avail myself 
of I his opportunity to mention oue 
or two other tilings which are 
extremely grievous and matters of 
shame and sorrow. In the first 
place, I want to speak about the 
deserter refugees who are in Howrah 
and Sealdah stations. Kir, we are 
going progressively into the reorga- 
nisation of every colony, not one or 
two, but every one of tliem. Where 
things have gone wrong, they have 
gone wrong for a number of causes. 
One of the causes is that we had been 
quickly dispersing the refugees in 
without having suitable land in 
hand. There are various other 
factors. 

Coming to Howrah and Sealdah 1 
must say that these stations cannot 
he reorganised, because these are not 
the places for the refugees. If they 
go back to the place from where they 
came, I can assure them that when- 
ever and to whatever practical 
extent it is within the capacity of 
this Government, we shall reorga- 
nise everywhere, so that satisfactory 
rehabilitation may he achieved. 
Plans are ready and they will be 
executed for those who have not 
deserted, and there are thousands 
more who have not deserted than 
those who have deserted. If they go 
hack to their original site, they will 
get the same treatment as others. 
There can never he any question of 
vindictive policy, particularly with 
regard to refugees. They are the 
people who have certainly suffer red 
material loss, but what is greater is 
that their cases are practically psy- 
chological as I have said before, and 
it is a matter of very great shame 
that these refugees should be taken 
advantage of by anybody for his 
own benefit in any way. Surely, 
Sir, when we have to go through a 
struggle, when it is a question of 
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heart-break and tears of the dis- 
placed persons who have come over 
for no fault of their own to West 
Bengal, who are our own brothers 
and sisters, who are our ovn kith and 
kin, there can be no question of \ak- 
ing advantage of them in this way, 
there should never be. Surely we 
must do our best to rehabilitate 
them. It may be that in doing so 
we are limited by our land, by our 
inadequacies, but all the same 
whether in Government or outside, 
wo must try to rehabilitate them to 
the best of our ability. We must 
try to remove from their hearts the 
sense of despair, black despair that 
is there, because after all if you and 
I were displaced, we too would have 
that despair in our hearts. The 
essential thing is to counteract that 
despair in their hearts. Every 
person who does not do so is doing 
the refugees irreparable harm. 

Then, Sir, today it has been men- 
tioned in this House about the 
refugees from new Barrackpore 
colony and the hunger-strike at 
Wellington Square. It is matter of 
grievous shame. I will tell you the 
history of the new Barrackpore 
Colony. In the new Barrackpore 
Colony there is a co-operative society 
which got land from the Land and 
Land Revenue Department and dis- 
tributed it. Government in the Re- 
habilitation Department also tried to 
acquire land and start a camp colony 
there. Unfortunately they did not 
get the land eventually, because 
there was a High Court injunction. 
Then we tried for some other land 
and that land is almost with us. It 
is given to the Planning Committee 
and within a couple of weeks’ time 
— three or four weeks’ time — it will 
be allotted. In the meantime an in- 
cident arose. Some of the people 
who have been placed in a camp 
colony found that the place was not 
at all suitable for them. We request- 
ed the Co-operative Colony to place 
them on a higher la$d. The Co- 
operative Colony gave us land at 
that time, because we had no land 
then. But instead of going to that 
high laud, they went to the jheel 
area. That land has been allotted 
to the old members who are also 


refugees and who wanted to live 
there. For five months my officers 
and other social workers tried to 
persuade them to leave that land and 
go to the other high land telling 
them that very soon we shall be able 
to get the land for you, but they 
refused, and in December I was 
forced to come to a decision that if 
they do not go there, in the interests 
of the other refugees, we would be 
forced to stop the doles. 

[ 6-‘15 — 6-45 p.m.] 

It was after the stoppage of doles 
that there were two hunger-strikes, 
one at Barrackpore and the other at 
Wellington Square. The people at 
Barrackpore saw the practical limi- 
tations of Government and broke 
their hunger-strike. But unfor- 
tunately, Sir, the people at Welling- 
ton Square have been utilised as 
tools in the game of politics. 

( “Question”, “Question” from 
Opposition benches.) ] say it 
is very sad that this should 
have happened. It is extremely 
shameful that this has 
happened. Sir. even today Dr. Roy, 
our Chief Minister, has been doing 
his uttermost, his best to help those 
who have incited the people to con- 
tinue the hungerstrike to understand 
the practical limitations of Govern- 
ment. Sir, we have made the offer. 
Dr. Roy has written and made the 
offer direct that if they can find the 
land in Calcutta or its enviornments, 
within tire limitations laid down by 
the Government of India — we cannot 
exceed those limitations — we shall 
be only too glad to help them to get 
it. If it is an individual plot, we 
shall help them. Dr. Roy has 
written to Dr. Suresh Chandra 
Banerjee. Sir, I do not want to 
dwell on this episode any further. 
It is one of which we feel terribly 
sad. Sir, social workers have gone 
to these refugees day after day try- 
ing to plead with them and pereuade 
them to see what is not practicable. 
What can we do? Dr. Roy is not a 
magician, nor a god. He cannot 
bring moon and give it into their 
hands. We have not got the land in 
the city of Calcutta or its environ- 
ments. It is no use saying that 
there is land belonging to some other 
refugees ; we cannot settle them 
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there. They want that the other 
refugees’ claims should be supersed- 
ed because they are on hunger-strike. 
But how can that be done? Those 
displaced persons have suffered so 
immensely. Cun we not come toge- 
ther in this matter? Can we not see 
what lies within our resources and 
try to do as best as we can for them ? 
Both as a Minister and as a social 
worker I worked. Sir, I say it is 
the bouuden duty of us all to help 
the refugees to settle down. But, 
Sir. they have to make the struggle; 
we cannot make the struggle for 
them — neither the Government nor 
the officials. The* struggle is me 
which they have to go through. We 
can only help them; we can 
strengthen their courage. 

Sir, I make an offer; let us all, let 
all parties in this House, combine in 
this work and let us do our best. It 
was said that I did not form a com- 
mittee. It is not a question of a 
committee but one of practical lid]). 
I tell you. Sir, that there are non- 
officials ot outstanding prominence 
who arc helping us and there are 
non-official organisations also. 
There are individuals like Sj. Tarnk 
Das Banerjee of Nadia district who 
are helping the refugees. (Interrup- 
tion. ) Such people are there. 

Sir, I ask members on either side 
of the House to help us overcome 
such a grim tragedy. We should all 
see that those displaced persons can 
settle down and enjoy the rights and 
blessings of citizenship that India 
holds. 

8j. Prafulla Chandra Sen: Mr. 

Speaker, Sir, unlike previous 
sessions the General Discussions on 
Budget this year have been more 
with regard to policies and princi- 
ples and, therefore, it is for the 
Finance Minister and the Chief 
Minister to reply to the various 
points raised. I am very glad that 
most of the members of the Oppo- 
sition spoke about policies, and 
sdme even gave constructive 
suggestions. I would only take a 
few minutes to reply my friend 
Dr. Beni Chandra Dutt, who, I find, 
is not here (interruption) and some 
other friends because4heir comments 
were of a general nature. 


Dr. Beni Chandra Dutt 
thinks (interruption); because 
it is a general question even if he 
is not present here I should reply 
to him for the benefit of all. Dr. 
Beni Chandra Dutt does not think 
that there is any necessity for con- 
tinuing the Food Department and, 
perhaps, control. I do not want 
to enter into a controversy as to 
the merits and demerits of control. 
1 would take the earliest opportu- 
nity to decontrol and abolish the 
hood Department as soon as it is 
practically possible. { Interrup- 
tion.) After partition our com- 
mitments as regards food have 
instead of decreasing, inn eased.

Mr. Speakor: There must be 
some M.stem introduced in this 
House. As the custodian and 
guardian of the rights and privi- 
leges of the House I cannot allow 
four (lays of public time and public 
money over u most important sub- 
ject affecting the General Discus- 
sion of the Budget to be wasted. 
You have discussed it these 
four days and only at the last 
moment you have the Government 
point of view. The members, the 
people and the press, each of them 
has a right to listen to it. I hope 
the members would behave 
properly.

Sj. Prafulla Chandra 8en: What 

J wanted to impress upon the 
members is that in undivided 
Bengal when the commitments were 
much less, the expenditure on Food 
and Civil Supply Department was 
higher. In 1946, as 1 told you, 
only 53 lakhs of people were under 
statutory rationing; in 1947, 60 
lakhs of people were under statu- 
tory rationing; last year 72 lakhs 
of people were under statutory 
rationing, not to speak of the large 
number of people who were brought 
under what is called the scheme of 
modified rationing. But in 
undivided Bengal with less 
commitment the amount that was 
spent on Civil Supply Department 
in 1945-46 amounted to Rs. 5 
crores and 34 lakhs and in 1946-47, 
Rs. 5 crores and 39 lakhs, but now' 
we are spending only a little over 
3 crores of rupees. In 1950-51 it 
was Rs. 2 crores and 96 lakhs and 
in 1951-52 it was Rs. 3 crores and 

20 lakhs. 

Much was made about the losses 
that the Food Department was 
incurring. Sir, the total value of 
transaction in any year under the 
Food Department amounts to 
Rs. 134 crores and you will be 
surprised to learn, Sir, that the 
expenditure comes to about 3 *o 
pies per rupee — for a total transac- 
tion of r Rs. 134 crores the amount 
of expenditure comes to 3;5 pies 
per rupee. I do not think any 
tradesman would be able to have 
such a huge transaction with such 
a small amount of expenditure. 

Sir, somebody spoke about audit 
charges. We are spending Rs. 4 
lakhs on audit charges in all. AVe 
are making no payment; it, is a 
paper transaction; it is a 
matter of adjustment. Four 
lakhs of rupees is the estimated 
charge likely to be incurred in 
conducting audit and this amount 
is adjusted by the ^Accountant- 
General of Bengal. 

Sir, some member asked about 
losses. The total amount of losses 
during 1951-52 amounted to 1 
orore and 70 lakhs of rupees; out 


of this bonuses amounted alone to 
Rs. 75 lakhs and the losses on sub- 
sidised over-seas rice amounted to 
Rs. 43 lakhs and that on high- 
priced rice obtained from Uttar 
Pradesh amounted to Rs. 8 lakhs. 
If you add up the figures, they 
come to Rs. 1 crore and 26 lakhs. 

Sir, some member enquired who 
the Government servants are who 
received foodgrains and other 
commodities at subsidised rates. 
They are the entire police force, 
jail staff and other Government 
servants drawing less than Rs. 300 
and posted outside the ration area. 

Sir, I would speak one word 
about the point which Sj. Ilaripada 
Chatterjee remarked. He said that 
Safiruddin Ahmed has not received 
payment. I now learn lie received 
payment partly in November, 
1952 

8j. Haripada Chatterjee: I said 
Nasiruddin Haji and others and 
this Safiruddin is a different man. 
II is case is different — (Interrup- 
tion and noise.) 

Sj. Prafutla Chandra Sen: Mr. 

Chatterjee also mentioned about 
tins case. The balance was paid 
in December 1952. 

Sj. Haripada Chatterjee:

Mr. Speaker: Order, order. 

Sj. Prafulla Chandra Sen: 

About the other case I am making 
an enquiry and I will let Mr. 
Chatterjee know'. 

Sj. Haripada Chatterjee; Lots of 
cases where paddy has been seized 
but no money has been paid. Let 
us know’ about all the cases. 

Sj. Prafulla Chandra Sen: There 
is only another point and I resume 
my seat. Sir, Sj. Rakhahari 
Chatterjee mentioned about the 
construction of a building in Free 
School Street costing Rs. 10 lakhs. 
You know, Sir, we are paying a 
monthly rent of Rs. 5,000 for the 
Town Hall which we are occupy- 
ing. That means Rs. 60,000 per 
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annum. We propose to spend 
Rs. 10 lakhs on the constructiotn 
of a buildiug at 11 A, Free School 
Street and all the departments 
would he put in there. Sir, you 
know, interest on Its. 10 lakhs 
per annum eames to Its. 40,000; 
therefore we are saving Rs. 20,000 
a year. 

Sir, that is all I have to say. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, 

before I deal with the budget as a 
whole I desire to draw the atten- 
tion of the House to one matter 
about which I have been charged 
of being very arrogant, viz., the 
question of the deputation of a 
procession of the teachers that 
came the other day. Probably 
my friends art' not aware that the 
teachers passed a resolution on the 
ltith February, copies of which 
were sent to me and to the Hon'ble 
Minister of Fducation which 
reached us on tin* ISth or the 19th. 
It contains matteis uhieli require 
enquiry parncularh because 
money was to be allotted if neces- 
sary lor meeting their demands. 1 
thought it was an unpieeedented 
occasion — and the teachers should 
know better — while they had 
already asked the Government to 
go into the matter and the Gov- 
ernment were enquiring into the 
matter, to come in a procession 
and demand to see me. Sir, I am 
one of those who believe in doing 
work one at a time. W ben I am 
in the legislature I want to do my 
work in the legislature. I am not 
going to be coerced to do any- 
thing which is not proper and 
correct. (Sj. Jyoti Basu : Arro- 
gant!) Sir, this is not arrogance; 
this is the correct way in which we 
could approach public demand ; 
there is no other way to do it. 
Sir, these teachers should know 
that I had already agreed through 
one of their leaders, Professor 
Sfirmal Bhattacharjee (Sj. Jyoti 
Bast : He has denied it) to 
meet them in the Secretariat. 
(Interruption ). If these gentle- 
men w'ould kindly listen to me for 
half a minute they* will have no 


occasion to shout. I do desire 
some amount of consideration. I 
did not state anything when they 
were talking. Sir, I do say this 
that I was prepared to see a depu- 
tation of these teachers and there- 
fore there was no occasion for me 
to go and see them in a procession. 

Now, I come to the budget. I 
do not say that in our financial 
matters we never make mistakes. 

I do not say that the budget is a 
perfect budget, nor do I *nv that 
the administration which I repre- 
sent is a perfect administration. 
As a matter of tact 1 would be 
sorry if it were a perfect adminis- 
tration, sorry for the others because 
t he\ will have nothing to talk 
about , sorry for myself because if 
1 am perfect l have nothing to do 

l become a dead person. It is 
only liocause of that we can go on 
and maintain the efficiency of ad- 
ministration. Sir, on the other hand 
my friends in the opjMi.sition, who 
call themselves opposition, are in a 
difficult jMisilion, lor their ojqKisi- 
t ion is not a realistic, one. They 
do not among themselves agree on 
certain fundamental principles on 
which the finances of the country 
can be based. If one group says 
we should industrialise as agricul- 
tural count rv , tin* oilier group says 
we should keep agriculture and 
start cottage industries. If one 
group puts the case that the big 
industries should be strengthened 
and encouraged, the other group 
sav s the smaller industries and 
cottage industries should be 
strengthened and encouraged. Sir, 
the duty of the Opposition is to feel 
resjKmsible enough lo conduct the 
affairs of the Government if and 
when they are able to throw out the 
Government that be. 

[0-55 — 7-5 p.m.] 

Sir, tliis delsite on the budget 
estimates is really not a vote of no- 
confidence. The time for a vote of 
no-confidence will come later, but 
the way in w'hich the Opposition 
members have indulged in their 
remarks regarding the budget esti- 
mates seems to be only intended to 
show what are the dark spots in 
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the administration. Sir, I am pre- 
pared to learn from anyone who 
can give facts and figures with 
regard to the matters in which we 
are interested. Sir, I have been 
charged with complacency, because 
I mentioned certain facts in my 
speech. If my friends had done me 
the honour to read through the 
speech a little more carefully, I do 
not think they would have fallen 
into the mistake that they have 
fallen into. Sir, I had mentioned 
in the first page of my speech: “As 
I look back to the immediate past 
and then to the future, I have a 
feeling that we have turned round 
the corner”. Why did 1 say so? 
1 explained that in the next para- 
graph. I said “because tbe infla- 
tion was completely checked”. 
What I had meant was “along with 
the depression there is a fall in 
prices; there is also increased pro- 
duction”. It is in that context 
that 1 said that there was more pro- 
duction, because if you look at the 
last paragraph of the second page 
you will find that it gives (he reason 
why 1 had mentioned about produc- 
tion. Ordinarily, Sir, with a fall 
in prices, the usual rule is that pro- 
duction goes down. That is the 
ordinary method and the ordinary 
condition that we see always, but 
in this case fortunately, with a 
decrease in prices there has been 
also increased production. Then, 
Sir, 1 Slid: “Lower prices and in- 
creased production are evidence that 
transition from tlu* high price 

economy ” Why did I mention 

this? J said so because then tbe 
position will be easy, and this 
“enabled Government to remove 
controls and return to normalcy”. 
It is in that context that 1 said so. 
Things have happened fortunately 
for us, and we want to take advan- 
tage of that. Personally I with 
many others in this House do not 
like the controls, because they have 
in their train various difficulties and 
various drawbacks which we want 
to avoid; and it is in order to place 
them before the House that I have 
used that language in this parti- 
cular paragraph. And then I went 


on to show how the production was 
increased, and it was given out in 
the subsequent paragraph. But I 
had some purpose in putting the 
financial condition of the province 
in that manner. It is not a fact — 
I repudiate tbe suggestion as has 
been made by somebody — that I 
took it from the paper “Commerce”. 
Simply because it was in my hand 
and therefore I copied from it — that 
is not so. That is not the way to 
criticise it. My object was that if 
there is increased production and 
diminished price, the condition 
should be taken advantage of. On 
the 4th page of the budget speech, 
t lie question of Five-Year Plan has 
been given. If we do not take ad- 
vantage of it, if we do not increase 
our method of production and deve- 
lopment of the country, we shall be 
losing a very remarkable oppor- 
tunity which this province along 
with the rest of India has got. And 
therefore when I made the sugges- 
tion with regard to production, it is 
only on that subject that I made 
the observation. 

There are certain general propo- 
sitions — my friend Mr. Hoy is not 
here now — about which I have been 
asked why the Government did not 
take any steps. One wa> about the 
allotment of the Finance Commis- 
sion. We did what wa-> possible 
under the Foust itution, and the 
( 'oust it lit i on — however we may like 
it or dislike it owing to a particular 
provision — is binding upon us so 
long as we are working under that 
Constitution in the Government. 
The Constitution says that a 
Finance Commission will be ap- 
pointed. It says; “The President 
shall, within two years from the 
commencement of this Constitution 
and thereafter at tbe expiration 
of every fifth year or at such 
earlier time as the President 
considers necessary, by order 
constitute a Finance Commission.” 
The Commission is given certain 
terms of reference, and then “The 
Commission shall determine their 
procedure and shall have such 
powers in the performance of their 
functions as Parliament may by law 
confer on them. Tbe President 
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shall cause every recommendation 
made by the Finance Commission 
under the provisions of this Consti- 
tution with an explanatory memo- 
randum as to the action taken 
thereon to be laid before each House 
of Parliament.” I am asked why 
I did not take the public into con- 
fidence. Hut where is the public to 
come in ? As a matter of fact, it. 
was by grace that the Finance Com- 
mission did choose to ask us, the 
members of the Government, as well 
as the members of the Secretariat 
and tlie officers to ghe evidence 
before them. Hut there is no point 
in our saying that the Finance Com- 
mission should have acted in some 
other nay and not in the way that 
it has done. We protested both by 
letter and representation before the 
Commission a> veil a* — as you will 
notice — in my speech on the budget. 

T am a^ked whether when petrol 
is found we should not press for 
certain portion of the profit that 
comes out of it. 1 can assure that 
I am ven keen on this project, 
because it means increased income 
to the State. 

Before 1 proceed ftuther 1 want 
to make one position clear. This is 
not a totalitarian State. The Con- 
stitution la\s down that any person 
or group of poisons can tarn on 
occupation. trade or business, 
subject to tin* rest i irtions as may be 
imposed by Parliament under sec- 
tion (i of Article If). Therefore, we 
have to work under that Constitu- 
tion. We cannot >ay that we shall 
manage everything — whether it is 
Agriculture or Tndustry or any 
other Department, but we have to 
submit to the fundamental principle 
of the Constitution, and therefore 
I repeat that it is not a totalitarian 
State, and all arguments on the 
basis of a totalitarian State fail. 

There are some fundamental pro- 
positions on which I expected of 
my friends in the House to give me 
guidance. Should we continue to 
have agricultural economy or alter 
it and change it into industrial 
economy? I know there are 
countries in the world who have 
altered from agricultural to an in- 
dustrial economy. Whether it is 


good or bad I do not know. If it is 
ood, why and to what extent? 
an industrial economy supplant 
agricultural economy? Personally, 
I feel — I have my own views on the 
subject — I do not. make any aceret 
of it — that it is not good to have a 
complete change over from agricul- 
tural to industrial economy. 

[7-5—7-15 p.iu. J 

The very simple reason is that, 
to me, a big industry is always 
a place where men have to work 
under artificial conditions of 
service and artificial conditions of 
life. 1 do not mean to develop 
this individuality to the best of 
bis ability— that he can do only if 
be has freedom of thought and 
action as applies to a person in a 
rural area. 1 admit that in the 
rural areas file people have not 
got the means to live a decent life. 
We have got to find out how we 
can help them in order to eke out 
an existence which is based upon 
self-respect and satisfactory means. 

The next question that we have 
got to decide is — should wo have 
big industries or small industries? 
Most of us have read in the papers 
that another booklet has been 
issued bv the Planning Commis- 
sion with regard to the proportion 
of small industries to big indus- 
tries, and the proportion of indus- 
tries which should he in a private 
sector 1o the proportion of indus- 
tries which should he in the pub- 
lic sector. Tn Bengal we have a 
very large number of industrial 
concerns which are in the private 
sector. We have also the big 
industrial concerns which are run 
by the Government of India. We 
have one or two of our own con- 
cerns, and I am trying to develop 
one or two more. The question is, 
shall w’c only have big industries 
owned by Government or shall we 
have industries partly owned by 
Government and partly managed 
by private individuals? My own 
personal view is that every private 
sector should have very great 
room for development in this 
country. But that is a matter on 
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which there may be honest differen- 
ces of opinion. In a developed State 
there is bound to be differences of 
opinion. We are now merely con- 
sidering plans and discussing pro- 
grammes but when we actually 
begin to build we may differ; many 
men with honest intentions may 
differ from others who think also 
that the opinion of the others is 
not correct. We have, therefore, 
got to apply our mind to these 
main problems which face this 
province along with other pro- 
vinces. Shall we develop the big 
industries in the private sector or 
public sector? Shall we have more 
cottage industries or more big 
industries? I know there are 
people who believe in one or the 
other. My personal belief is that 
I would rather develop the cottage 
industries than the big industries 
because in cottage industries the 
man who t akes up the work has a 
larger share in the profits and the 
profits are not likely to be accumu- 
lated in the hands of a few’ which 
happens in the case of big indus- 
tries. (Cheers from the Govern- 
ment Benches.) 

Sir, I was told the other day by 
Sj. Jyoti Basu that there was an 
embargo put. by the United States 
of America on import of goods, 
particularly electrical goods, in 
India. I was surprised. I pro- 
tested immediately. I asked the 
Central Government about it 
because I was told that he had a 
paper in which it was mentioned. 
I asked the Central Government 
whether there was such an 
embargo. Their replv is that the 
allegation that the United States 
of America lias placed an embargo 
on getting supply of machinery, 
and particular^ electrical goods 
(interruption) is without any fac- 
tual foundation. 

8J. Jyoti Basu: Sir, on a point 
of order. Is the Chief Minister 
permitted to misquote me? I 
never spoke about electrical goods. 

I spoke about certain goods in 
which there was trade between 
India and America — like materials 


which are needed for war. 
America said that these materials 
should not be sent out. 

Mr. Speaker: Order, order. 
This is the reply of the Minister; 
whatever it is worth, you can take 
it in that light. 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: 

Sir, he was discussing the question 
of the Electricity Bill and in dis- 
cussing that he mentioned this 
point; and naturally I thought 
that he was talking of embargo 
which related to electrical goods. 

Sir, I have been assured by the 
Chairman of the Damodar Valley 
Corporation that wdth regard to 
the recent 19 million dollars which 
has been given by the United 
States of America there is no 
condition laid down ; the Corpora- 
tion can buy the goods from any 
country including Russia. There 
is nothing to prevent it. I was 
told that every Embassy has been 
addressed and requested to say 
whether his country is in a posi- 
tion to supply India with goods. 

Sir, the next question is one of 
the abolition of zemindarv. There 
is no doubt w haKoever. I said 
and I stick to it that the rent- 
receiving interests have to be wiped 
out. The question is, at what 
stage and in what manner. I am 
perfectly sure that when the Bill 
comes before the Tlouse, when it 
goes to a Select Committee, people 
with informed opinion will be 
able to bring to bear on the provi- 
sions of the Bill their wisdom and 
experience. Sir, it is easy to 
remove the landlords. I am in- 
formed, Sir, that as soon as that 
happens everything would be 
rosy in this province. I do not 
share that rosy view. As far as 
my calculations go, I find that 
unless you are able to give a 
subsidiary means of occupation 
and income to the bulk of the 
agriculturists, it is not possible 
for you to give them an economic 
unit and bring about what is 
really desired — a land reform in 
this province. I ask you seriously 
to consider these things. It is

easy to say, develop a cottage 
f industry. Sir, I have been in my 
own humble way engaging myself 
in various types of cottage indus- 
try in various parts. I find 
the greatest difficulty is the ques- 
tion of getting raw materials, it is 
not the question of money 
but the question of raw 
materials, the question of the 
training of the personnel, and, 
thirdly, the question of disposal 
of the materials. Because if a 
poor man takes Ils. 500 to do a 
’ certain job, he cannot himself 
collect the materials; the materials 
have to be collected for him either 
through a co-operative system or 
through Government. lie has to 
obtain a particular training in 
order to he able to convert the 
raw material to finished goods. 
After that he has got to get some 
measure of assistance for disposing 
of tlie goods. Sir, I had been to 
Denmark where the co-operative 
system developed a great deal. T 
was informed by the men in 
authority that consumers’ co- 
operatives were there in abundance, 
but producers’ co-operatives were 
very difficult to form or to run. 
So far as production is con- 
cerned — unless such co-operative 
measures are in a totalitarian 
State — so long as you are think- 
ing in terms of the ordinary demo- 
cratic method of Government, 
you will find that each person has 
got his own method of production. 

[7-15 — 7-25 p.m.] 

Everybody is anxious to take a 
' share in the consumers’ co-opera- 
tive and get the benefit of cheaper 
goods, but to produce in the co- 
operative fashion is a difficult 
matter, but this also will have to 
be done in this country. 

Sir, I have been told that this 
is a rigid budget, it is a bad 
budget, it is a budget which should 
be scrapped, it is a budget, which 
should not be looked at, 
etc., etc. Sir, it is also said that 
it is police and police and police 
all over. I have got the figures 
for the last four years of the 


expenditure on different items in 
the revenue budget. Sir, in the 
year 1950-51 the expenditure on 
Police was 5 crores 30 lakhs; in 
the year 1951-52, it was 5 crores 
70 lakhs; in 1952-53, it was 5 crores 
73 lakhs, and we propose to spend 
next year 5 crores 88 lakhs. Even 
if you take the basis of 1950-51 
budget the increase is 11 per cent, 
but you have to consider the case 
that in this department as in all 
other departments there is bound 
to be some increase of expenditure 
because of the increase of the 
salary to be paid. 

In General Administration the 
total expenditure in 1950-51 was 2 
crores 10 lakhs; in 1951-52, 2 

crores 97 lakhs; in 1952-53, 2 

(‘rorcs 50 lakhs: but in 1953-54 it 
is 2 crores 45 lakhs — it lias gone 
down. 

Sir, in Education il was 3 
crores 0 lakhs 73 thousand in 
1950-51 ; 3 crores 30 lakhs 45 
thousand in 1951-52; 3 crores 88 
lakhs 50 thousand in 19*52-53; 4 
crores 52 lakhs in the year 1953- 
54. Compared to 1950-51 the 
increase is fifty per cent. 

Similarly in the case of Medical 
and Public Health the increase is 
nearly 30 per cent, between 1950- 
51 and 1953-54; in Veterinary it 
is 50 per cent, between these two 
years. Therefore, Sir, it is not 
correct to say that it is only a 
police budget. 

Sir, how have we spent the 
money? I ought to have men- 
tioned that this budget is not like 
the former budgets Here we 
issue a very large number of 
papers. Unfortunately they are 
never read, because if they read 
it they would have found out wh$t 
I am talking about. If you look 
at page 4 of the statement showing 
the progress of development schemes 
which has been circulated you will 
find that in the development projects 
of the province, in the year 1948- 
49 we s|>ent 6 crores 34 lakhs; in 
the vear 1949-50, 8 crores 81 lakhs; 
in the year 1950-51, 12 crores 86 

lakhs; in the year 1951-52, 14 
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crores 93 lakhs; in the year 1952- 
53, 21 crores 79 lakhs; in the year 
1953-54 it is 23 crores 6 lakhs. 
What are these development pro- 
jects?' I will just mention to you 
the development projects are 
mainly expenditure on Education, 
expend! tine on Medical, expendi- 
ture on Industries, expenditure on 
Agriculture, then Civil Works— 
Road development, Irrigation, etc. 

I am told that this is a budget 
only for the towns. May I ask, 
if one million acres of land is 
irrigated from Dnmodar Valley, 
does the land belong to the men 
in Calcutta or the men in the 
villages ‘r It there is an increased 
prodwlinn who benefits by it? 
By Maynrnkshi project we expect 
to get an area of 6 lakhs of acres 
under irrigation. If there is an 
increased production, who benefits 
bv it? But besides big projects 
about which some people scoff 
there are smaller projects which 
have brought in thousands of 
acres of land under irrigation. 
Who benefits by them? If there 
i.i a tank which has been excavated, 
who benefits by the tank and 
irrigation from that tank T want to 
ask? Is it for the man in the 
town or is it for the man in the 
village? Tf there is a road made 
who does it benefit? The average 
villager finds it difficult to produce 
his goods at the present moment, 
hut once his goods are produced 
he cannot carry the goods because 
of lack of communication. 

Sir. if my friends bad taken a 
little trouble to see this 
diagrammatic picture which 
has been circulated they would 
have been satisfied that what 
I am saying is true. In 
the case of Irrigation, in the 
whole of Bengal during the years 
1943-44 to 1946-47, the ‘total 
amount spent was between Rs. 150 
lakhs to 200 lakhs, bttt in the 
year 1953-54, we are- going to 
spend Rs. 16 erores on Irrigation. 
In the case of roads, in the whole 
of Bengal, Government used to 
spend about 100 lakhs during the 


year for roads, but now we are 
spending 4 crores 30 lakhs for 
roads. I want to say that there 
is a purpose behind it. I find one 
of the greatest blocks that we 
have in this country is not merely 
the question of production, but 
even if there is production, the 
means of conveyance to other areas 
is difficult. 

Sir, my friend, Sj. Biren Roy, 
had asked me whether there was 
any scheme for the development of 
roads in the village areas. This 
is a pertinent question. L may 
inform the House that we are going 
to tackle that problem of develop- 
ing roads in the village areas 
because I feel that whether you 
think in terms of education, 

whether you think in terms of 
social services in the matter of 

giving relief for medical purposes 
or prevention of disease* or 
whether you think in terms of 
conveyance of foodstuffs to and 

from villages, it is essential that 
there should be communications. 
We have gone on with our expendi- 
ture on roads and with our 

expenditure on irrigation. 

Sir, the next question that I 
have got to reply to is about the 
system of taxation. Some people 
have said, “Oh! your sales tax is 
a had system. Look at Bombay, 
look at Madras.” Sir, there is 
one point that needs clarification 
and that is this. Although in 
Madras the total collection is 
15*95 crores, there are two points 
in the Madras system which we 
have not. One is that the total 
number of goods which they 
exempt is much smaller than what 
we have. For instance, all food- 
stuffs are subject to sales tax in 
Madras. Secondly, in many cases 
Madras has got a multiple tax — 
they have once to pay the tax 
here and again there is a tax when 
there is a sale and so on. 
Thirdly, if you take per capita 
collection, in Madras it is only 
2\S in Bengal it is 2*7. that is to 
say, although the amount is 
greater, the total population of 
Madras is much bigger than ours. 
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Therefore, if you take the per 
capita collection, you will find 
that we have not done very badly. 

Then it has been said “Why 
don't you have the sales tax at the 
source?” I can assure my friends 
that we have investigated that 
problem. It is not possible to do 
so because if you are considering 
the question of sales from mills — 
let us say. from sugar mills, paper 
mills or jute mills — so long as 
there is no sale, it is an excise 
duty which is Government of 
India’s property. It is only when 
there is a sale actually between 
the milK and some other dealer, 
that we can tret hold of the goods 
for taxation. Therefore, although 
it would have been very easy to 
get hold of a system of taxation at 
the source, it is not possible to do 
so. Then, as you know, the 
Calcutta Port and the Calcutta 
area practically conduct more 
than 45 per cent, of the total 
trade of India and many of the 
goods come to Calcutta only to he 
exported out of Calcutta — not. to 
he sold in Calcutta- and we cannot 
tax them. The Bihar Govern- 
ment, however, tax them. It is 
against tin 1 Constitution and you 
must have seen that the Supreme 
Court has held that this was not 
possible. But if there is an

import from Bombay of textile 
coming to Calcutta I cannot tax 
it at the source, because the source 
is at Bombay. I have to take it 
after the goods arrived in this 
State. 

With regard to the Entertain- 
ment tax and the Betting Tax, 
there has been a suggestion — why 
not increase the Betting Tax ? 
We increased the Entertainment 
Tax last year. We increased the tax 
op all tickets over Rs. 3 by 75 per 
cent., on all tickets between He. 1 
and Rs. 3 by 50 per cent. ; on all 
tickets up to Re. 1 by 25 per cent. ; 
and on all tickets of 3 as. and 
below nil; no taxation. But what 
happened was this.* The cinema 


owners and proprietors have 
stopped selling Rs. 3 tickets; they 
are selling Re. 1 to Rs, 1-8 tickets, 
because they want to avoid taxa- 
tion at the increased rate. Simi- 
lar experience we have had with 
regard to the Betting Tax. We 
tried it- for two years and then we 
found that it was impossible, 
because increased taxation resulted 
in more betting and bucket shops 
outside, which really diminished 
rather than increased our revenue. 

As regards sales tax, very many 
people have come to me and told 
me about the method of prevent- 
ing evasion of sales tax payment. 
Personally, I have taken the 
greatest interest in this. I have 
examined everyone of the methods, 
and I think that those who have 
placed hefoie me various methods 
of tax evasion have ultimately 
been convinced that the 
system they suggested would 
not act. What happens is that a 
large number of people who sell 
goods in Calcutta does not register 
themselves in any manner. They 
go about perhaps as feri walla* and 
take goods from, a particular 
person who hides himself and does 
not show his face with tin* result 
that these fcrivuilht* get the 
opportunity of selling goods at 
lower prices, and an honest dealer 
who deals with the same goods in 
the neighbourhood cannot possibly 
compete because the prices of 
goods of the feriwaJhts happen to 
be cheaper than theirs, because the 
fcriirallas have not to pay sales 
tax 

With regard to State trading I 
want to say only two or three 
things, because I know it is no use 
going into details, because when 
cut motions are taken up we will 
be discussing various matters. 
What T want to say is this that 
when the State goes in for trading 
it has three objects. One is to try 
to employ a certain number of 
people for training fVir particular 
purposes. As you know, we have, 
for instance, the State Transport. 
We have got 2,500 people. Who 
are they? Most of them are

Bengalees, mostly from East 
Bengal. However that is neither 
here not there. We have 
found that we have to 
compete against local non- 
official Iruxwallas. In that matter 
we are different from Bombay and 
Madras. In Bombay and Madras 
they have the monopoly, whereas 
we have still now these men to 
compete with, with the result that 
naturally they are a little better 
than we are. 

The second point is that our 
rate is lower — much lower per 
bus mile than in Bombay, or 
Madras or Uttar Pradesh. But 
the second point that I want to 
make clear is that, when we place 
the accounts of the State Trans- 
port before you for examination, 
you cannot, make the mistake of 
considering it to be a commercial 
undertaking. It is not. You will 
find that the industry puts in the 
interest in the account, because in 
all industries the money that is 
spent is the money of the share- 
holders. Similarly, wo allow 
depreciation on a different scale 
than the h us teal Is. For instance 
we allow 20 to 25 per cent, depre- 
ciation thinking that a bus will 
carry on its career for five years, 
but that is not so. ,A bus goes on 
for a much longer period. 

Thirdly, there is another point 
that we have got to consider. It 
may be distasteful to certain sec- 
tions of the House, but I have to 
give my opinion. A cert at in sum 
of money is always set apart for 
preliminary expenses in every 
business. It is usual that every 
organisation sets apart 10 per cent, 
of its total capital for preliminary 
expenses, which is paid up after 
some time when the industry begins 
to earn income. As a matter of 
fact, one of the leading indus- 
tries the Iron and Steel Company 
which was started some 30 years 
ago for the first nineteen years 
paid no dividend, because they had 
to wipe out the preliminary 
expenses for the initial experi- 
ments. 


These are the three fundamental 
points that we have to consider. 
I do say that there are loopholes. 
There are chances of certain! 
amount of looseness in certain 
area, but I do say that the system 
of accounting that we follow is 
quite different from the system 
followed in any commercial orga- 
nisation. 

Lastly, I come to the Five-Year 
Plan. I have said about the Five- 
Year Plan on two occasions. I 
do not want to repeat my argu- 
ments, but the point is that it is 
not a plan which is inflexible. It 
has got to be changed, it has got 
to evolve itself. The fundamen- 
tal point is that we must realise 
that there is a necessity for deve- 
lopment, there is a necessity for 
putting our shoulders to the wheel. 
There is a necessity for improving 
the condition of our people, by 
whatever method it may be 
possible. In the Five-Year Plan 
there is more emphasis on social 
services — very much less on 
industry Some people may very 
honestly argue that it is a wrong 
approach. Our point may be 
different from that point of view, 
but I am always open to convic- 
tion. and I do say that the Five- 
Year Plan is not unalterable. 
We can alter it; we can change it 
subject of course to confirmation 
by the Centre, but we feel that this 
Five-Year Plan need not be very 
rigid. While the realisation of 
five years may not be as great as 
we expected it to be, it is necessary 
to remember that while we 
increase our means of obtaining 
better income, it is not always 
necessary that we should get the 
result straightaway. Even in the 
Report of Stalin on the 17th Cong- 
ress of the Communist Party a 
certain sentence occurs which is 
very intersting. “It can be seen 
from the above table that between 
the years 1929 and 1934 1931- 

1932 were the years in which the 
output diminished most, but in* 

1933 they turned the corner and 
the output increased.” My point 
in mentioning this is that while 
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we have got to make out plan, it 
is idle to expect that we will 
simply find the results straight- 
away, like the monkeys who put 
the seed under the soil and takes 
it out immediately to see whether 
the seed is growing. As soon as 
a seed is put under the ground it 
will not at once grow into a tree 
and bear fruit. We have got to 
make out our plan and then proceed 
with courage within ourselves, so 
that we will see that there is no 
sign of frustration which upsets 
us. What we deplore most is that 
some of us feel that we cannot do 
anything, we have not done any- 
thing and will not be able to do any- 
thing in future. This is an atti- 
tude which we deplore most. When 
I was the other day in the Damodar 
Valley Corpora turn, I found that 


people have begun to understand 
that they can develop themselves. 
It is a question of self-confidence 
without which we cannot. go 
ahead. 

With these words, I finish my 
speech.

One is the boys who read up to 
the third class, second class or even 
lower and it is usual to train such 
hoys for one year. What we do is 
that we give them training so as to 
make them good fitters, good 
plumbers or good electricians, and 
they may earn Rs. 90, Rs. 100, or 
Rs. 1 10 a month. The second group 
consists of boys who have passed the 
Matrie and have learnt something 
and to whom a little education will 
train them — that is two years’ 
course. The three years’ course is 
tor those boys who have passed the 
Intermediate. I can tell you that 
we have got one school at Jadavpur, 
one at the Ribpur Engineering 
College, one at Jhargram, one at 
Raniganj and one at Berhampore. 
What we w’ant to do is that we want 
to distribute the schools as far as 
possible throughout the State. We 
have also got one school at Tung 
near Darjeeling so as to cater to the 
boys of the hill classes who are very 
good for training in motor indus- 
tries. That is how we are progresf- 
ing.

Mr. Speaker, Sir. I support the 
motion for circulating tlie Bill for 
eliciting public opinion. I oppose 
the Bill on principle. It may not lx* 
too much for a particular pilgrim 
a isit i n^r the Gangasagar rnfhi to 
pay 8 as. or Its. 1-8 or Rs. 8 even. 
We know, Sir. that in their reli- 
gious fervour the pilgrims go there 
even at the risk of their lives. They 
get the cost for going there by per- 
haps selling their valuables, their 
lands — the religious fervour is so 
great and so deep-seated. [ say, 
Sir, that if this fee is imjsmed on 
the pilgrims visiting the great and 
celebrated Gangasagar mela, then 
it would be riding roughshod over 
the time-honoured sentiments of the 
Hindus or the religious sentiments 
of the Hindus, and this cannot be 
allowed to be done. We know that 
some money is necessary for main- 
taining the sanitation of the place, 
for looking after the safety of the 
pilgrims themselves, but this is not 
the way, Sir, to realise the money, 
to procure the money. So far as I 
know, I may say that there is no 
precedent of a Bill like this, of an 
imposition like this, even in the 
troublous times when India was 
ruled by the Pathana, by the 


Moghula or even by the Englishmen. 
We could understand a communal 
Muhammadan Government imposing 
Juia tax, but we cannot understand 
how in this free India a Government 
which is manned mostly by Hindus 
could impose a tax upon the Hindu 
pilgrims. It is very bad, it is very 
obnoxious. Well, Sir, secularism is 
in action. It is a good kind of secu- 
larism indeed ! There are people who 
would say that they have no duty 
to the Hindus, but they have every* 
right to do things against the 
Hindus. They will impose on us a 
Hindu Code Bill. They will go on 
imposing taxes on Hindu pilgrims. 
They will impose this and they will 
inifmse that, and they have no duty 
to the Hindus. Well, Sir, this can- 
not be tolerated; llii* cannot be 
countenanced. It is for this reason. 
Sir. that I must oppose this Bill. 
They are output hulling the Pathans; 
the\ aie outmoghuling the Moghuls ; 
the\ ar** outbi’t isliing the 
British. The principle is very 
lotteii . and therefore we must 
oppose this Bill tooth and nail. If 
they want money, money cun be 
had in other ways. Government can 
give the money, and if the Govern- 
ment finds it difficult the District 
Board should be made to pay some 
mone\ . We know that Hindu pil- 
grims give some money as prana mi*, 
and the .1 fahmila gets that. It may 
amount to Bs. 25 to MO thousand. 
You can get money from this fund. 
The District Board ma\ be made to 
pay something, and the balance may 
be paid by the Government. There- 
fore, if there is any Hindu senti- 
ment in the Ministry, if the 
Congre-s 

Or. Bidhan Chandra Roy: Sir, I 

do not associate myself with what 
the honourable member is saying 
about Hindu sentiments. It is not a 
Hindu administration. I repudiate 
that sentiment. 

$). Tarapada Bandopadhyay: 

Who gave you the right to ride 
rough-shod over Hindu sentiments? 
Nobody has given you that right. 

Or. Bidhan Chandra Roy: We 

have come here by the votes of the 
people. 
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81. Tarapada Bandopadhyay! 

The majority of them are Hindus, 
and they must have a say in the 
matter ot administration. They 
must be given that right. It is for 
these reasons that I oppose this Bill, 
and 1 suggest that it should be cir- 
culated. I have every right under 
the Constitution to mention a 
Hindu right. I am a Hindu, and 1 
must say that Hindu rights are 
going to be jeopardised. What pre- 
vents me from saying that? 

Dr. Bidhan Chandra Roy: I want 

to make it clear that you can say 
what vou like, but you cannot say 
that tfie administration is a Hindu 
administration.

Speaker, Sir, I have heard with 
rapt attention the Hindu senti- 
ments, and other sentimeuts which 
buve suddenly arisen among the 
members of the Opposition. 

So far as this imposition is con- 
cerned, it has been in existence for 
the last 40 years. Th> District 
Board, in order to meet the expenses 
of having good sanitation, water- 
supply and for the purpose of mak- 
ing suitable arrangements for the 
lakhs of persons who assemble at 


the rnela used toTevy this *toll, for 
the last forty years. My friends in 
the Opposition who have spoken so 
loudly and appealed to all kinds of 
sentiments, they were there. Even 
some of them, who were in the 
Ministry .know this. Now, all on a 
sudden, all kinds of passions, all 
kinds of sentiments are being arous- 
ed in the minds of the public, and 
I feel that it is a tempest in a tea 
pot. Whatever my friends may say, 
I want to make it perfectly clear 
that so far as Government is con- 
cerned it is not imposing any new 
tax. It is simply regularising what 
was being done by the District 
Board so far. Had the District 
Board not levied this toll, it would 
have been impossible for District 
Board to manage the mela 
and to provide for the 
amenities which are necessary to 
receive thousands and thousands of 
people who assemble ill this mela 
It is not a question ot Hindu ^enti- 
menls or Muslim sentiments. Then* 
are Muslims and Hindus alike. 
Wherever there is a congregation 
ot a huge number of people, and 
where\er arrangements have to be 
made, the question is what should 
he done. The Government can pay, 
the District Board can pa\ , but 
some sort ot toll must he levied, 
whatever may he the fonn m winch 
the money is realised. After all, 
the entire money which is to he 
spen t for such purposes must come 
from the public. Therefore, 
whether the State Government 
pa\s or some kind of toll is levied, 
oi the District Board pays, the 
question remains that arrange- 
ments have to be made tor these 
mela*. And in order to meet the 
expenses of the arrangements, 
money has to be found. I can tell 
the House just now that we have 
considered the speeches delivered 
by my friends in the Opposition, 
and the Government considers it 
necessary that for the entire ques- 
tion of management of these mela*, 
not only the Gangasagar mela but 
all other mcUu whether they belong 
to the Hindus or the Muslims, 
whatever they are, some scheme 
should be devised by which sanita- 
tion, water-supply and other 
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money found. Whether Govern* 
merrt pays it or whether there is uti 
indirect taxation, or, i tax is levied 
on the hUdl-keepers or rent is reah 
i*ed is a matter of detail, and we 
shall consider that later.

They 
may be indirect taxes, so-called in- 
direct taxes, but they are taxes no 
doubt. There are railway termini, 
and there are Steanurhip Companies 
which serve those localities. It is 
easy for thegg fp levy a terminal 
tax realisable by the Ilailway Coin* 
pany or the Steamer Companies.

There is no regular railway or 
steamer service. Private launches 
are arranged to take the pilgrims 
to the Gangusagar meUi. People go 
by run* l as; people go on foot; 
people go on numerous other ways. 
This »«•/« takes place once a year 
and lasts for two or three days; 
otherwise it is a deserted village. 
That is the reason why for the salte 
ot convenience this system was 
fixed. I should remind my friends 
of !he Opposition that in 1919 on 
account of llu* mismanagement of 
the melt! because there was no pro- 
vision, a cholera epidemic came 
into being and it spread through- 
out tin' whole of Bengal.

Tn the 
whole ot the south there ate hun- 
dreds of pilgrimage places— there 
is Haidwar. there is Kumbah, there 
is Gsivn. I have received a telegram 
from ‘he Bihar Government. They 
(barge a teiminal tax during the 
Pitripukhxa wd« for every man 
who goes to Gaya and the expenses 
are met out of that money. In 
Uttar Pradesh there are terminal 
taxes, pilgrims’ tolls and many 
other means by which the income 
is derived in order to meet the 
expenses of the m«la and making 
sanitary arrangement#!. I need not 
dwell on them at length. But I 
should say that this is not a ques- 
tion in which sentiment# will count. 
It is not a quantum on which there 
should be any difference of midiiioti. 
After all so X b^yipb^in ^bie 
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[Sj. Iawar Das Jalan.] 

to study the question of mela in 
West Bengal, it is not a very heavy 
problem because there are not too 
many mcltn. It is a question which 
will he considered in all its bearing* 
and 1 assure the House that the 
Government is not oblivious of the 
feelings of the people in this regard. 
What today we are doing is simply 
to regularise the whole process and 
putting something on the legislative 
anvil in order to get it through. 
But I should assure the House that 
we shall pay due regard to every 
point of view that has been express- 
ed in this House and we shall do 
what is proper and necessary. With 
these words I commend my motion 
for the acceptance of the House.

My first amendment ih a grammati- 
cal amendment. I have proposed it 
to avoid any confusion in interpreta- 
tion of the section. “The District 
Hoard of 24-Parjranas may, with Die 
approval of the District Magistrate, 
24-Parpanas, make such arrange- 
ments.” In ordinary grammatical 
sense as also in legal terminologies 
the word “mav“ means only option. 
It does not mean compulsion. The 
idea in the minds of the framers of 
this Hill is always that so long as 
the meht will last and so long as the 
District Hoard will last the District 
Board will have compulsorily to 
make arrangements for the sanita- 
tion and for the welfare of the 


pilgrims visiting the mela . There- 
lore, “shall” should be the appro- 
priate word and the only word that 
should he placed here after Die 
words “24-Parganas” in “The Dis- 
trict Hoard ot 24-Parganas muv with 
the appto\ul of the District Mugis- 
Hate”. 11 you keen the word “mav' f 
and the option is left there to make 
;u rangements or not, for the sani- 
tation and welfare of the people by 
realising money, and supposing 
tlieie U* mam pilgrims attacked 
wiDi cholera or other epidemic, you 
do not fix the responsibility on nuy 
pei son — neither on the District 
Hoard, 24-Parganas. nor on any- 
body else. Therefore, 1 have pro- 
mised that the word “shall” must 
he substituted for the word “may”. 
Otherwise the whole purpose of the 
Hill is frustrated. 

The next amendment is amend- 
ment No. 2- r », that the maximum 
amount to he realised from the 
pilgrims should he four annas in 
place of He. l-S. It is my informa- 
tion that e\erv year neurly three 
lakhs of people arrive there for u dip 
in the confluence. Their amend- 
ment excludes miihus, ttinnyaxi* and 
beggars from this taxation. Exclud- 
ing them, the available number of 
persons who may he taxed would he 
two lakhs or so. If there is a taxa- 
tion at the rate of four annas per 
head it would come to Rs. 50, (KM). 
I must say that this Rs. 50,000 
would he a sufficient sum for main- 
taining the cost of the preservation 
of the welfare and sanitation of the 
pilgrims who would visit the mela. 
If really there is some deficit I 
would appeal to the Minister to con- 
sider it. I would not call him as 
Mr. Jalun because the word “Jalan M 
does not sound w'ell in the ears cf 
many members. I would call him 
Kj. Iswar Das. I would ask our 
Minister, Sj. Iswar Das, to consider 
that a * pec t of the ca*c. Here I am 
not raising any communal question. 
Here there is no communal issue. 
The parties concerned are not 
Hindus and Muslims or Christians. 
The entire party is a one party, 
namely, the Hindus. Therefore, 
when I was referring to some friends 
theie as Hindus it. was in the belief 
that they will perhaps realise th« 
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Hindu sentiment properly. Of 
course, if any of them object to the 
word “Hindu” I would call him 
A-Musalman It has got 

its legal sanction in dhe Congress 
terminology. 

[4-40 — 4-50 p.m.j 

They might understand the senti- 
ment of many poor people who go 
there. They are poor people who 
are just above the category of 
beggars but who are not beggars. 
You exclude the beggars but cer- 
tainly you do not exclude those per- 
sons who are of the lowest income 
level but who are just above the 
beggars. Indeed it would be very 
difficult for such category of 
persons, persons who belong to this 
category to bear more than 4 annas 
per head. Therefore I was appeal- 
ing to our Minister Sri Iswar Das 
to reduce this sum of Rs. 1-8 to 4 
annas. 

Then there is another amendment, 
the last amendment. Here there is 
another instance of sloppy drafts- 
manship, as we call it in law. Here 
the original clause of the Bill runs 
as follows: “If shall be lawful for 
tin* said District Board to realise 
such lee not exceeding one rujiee 
and eight annas, ns may be deter- 
mined from time to time by the Dis- 
trict Board, from every person 
attending the Gangasagar mela , 
other than officers of Government or 

of the District Board on duty ”. 

That is the draft that has been plac- 
ed before us. It would be lawful for 
the District Board to tax any person 
attending the Gangasagar mela. 
Well, tlie Gangasagar mela, as 
it is my information, lasts for three 
days and it may be that one person 
may visit the mela on several occa- 
sions on the same day or he may visit 
the mela once on different dates. It 
this phraseology, as lias been used 
in this clause, is retained, then there 
will he no bar to the District Board 
taxing a pilgrim 6ne rupee, or what- 
ever it may In* settled, on every occa- 
sion that he visits the mela on the 
same day or on different dates, and 
I have already stated that there are 
three days, 'that would be the only 


legal interpretation and if the Dis- 
trict Board so minds itself to realise 
from a person three times on three 
occasions or four times on four occa- 
sions or eight times on eight occa- 
sions or on all the number of times 
that he visits the mela } there will 
be no legal bar to that and 
if a pilgrim goes to the Civil Court 
to prevent such realisation lor 
several times several fees for his 
visiting the mela on different occa- 
sions on the same day or on different 
occasions on different dates, the 
Civil Court would not be able to 
give him any relief. As I was say- 
ing, Sir, this is sloppy draftsman- 
ship of which we are getting so 
much evidence nowadays in Bengal. 
Many Bills are passed bv this 
Assembly and by the Central 
Assembly. Whenever .they' come to 
the Supreme Court or the Civil Court 
they declare, “Well, here there i.s a 
mistake, here there is a confusion” 
and later on the Ministry will have 
to come to the Assembly, will have 
to come to waste the time of Hie 
Assembly, to waste public money to 
get a rectification of their mistaken 
draftsmanship. It was in t bur pers- 
pective. in this background, in Has 
context that I have made this pro- 
posal and I think this should be 
accepted.

Jyotish Joarder: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, in the amendments I propose

Tnere are three parta. First, in sub- 
clause (i) of clause 2 in line & 
appear the words “health, safety and 
welfare”. There I like to include 
in between “safety” and “welfare” 
the word “transport *\ I want to» 
include the word “transport”, keep- 
ing the discretion in the hands of 
the authorities concerned, because 
ou many occasions poor people are 
stranded there due to ovci -conges- 
tion, and there are some people who 
take ad\ untune of these stranded 
people and extort money from them, 
by various methods— by black- 
marketing, by selling and reselling 
tickets twice or thrice, or by extort- 
ing money in the process nf collec- 
tion of taxes Just now we have 
heard on the floor of the House, and 
it is in tht‘ knowledge of thu 
flon’hle Minister, that there ar«r 
occasions when steumei services fix. 
th eir fares according to their whims. 
There is no regular steamer service; 
hut it is improvised on that occa- 
sion only, and so on those uct asinns 
they can fix their fares just ns they 
like. Ti lere is no obligation or com- 
pulsion on the part of the Govern- 
ment to induce services to come and 
realise from the pilgrim,', paiticulur 
rates of fares. When we want to* 
ensure the health, safety and wel- 
fare of the pilgims wo should also 
include the question of transport, so 
that stranded people may he trans- 
ported from out of the' congested 
places to safer places free of cost, 
i.c., at the cost of the authorities 
who will he raising this fund. 

The next part of my amendment is 
regarding purpose. In sub-section 

(1) of clause ^ in the last sentence \ve 
find the words “as may be necessary 
for such purposes”. For the words 
“such purpose” I like to put the 
words “Gangasagar mcht purposes 
only”. It is only to make it specific 
and for nothing else. “Such pur- 
]K)se” may be a little vague, fn my 
opinion it is vague, and therefore l 
want to put these words specifically, 
namely, “Gangasagar rnela purposes 
only”. The reason is obvious, and it 
does not require much argument. 

Then comes the third portion of 
my amendment, i.e., in sub-clause 

(2) of clause 2, line 2 where it is 
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written "One rupee and eight 
annas". I suggest that "eight 
annas" be dropped. I ought to ex- 
plain why I make this suggestion of 
dropping eight annas only and keep- 
ing one rupee. My purpose is this 
that firstly it should be left to the 
discretion of the authorities who 
will be raising this fund, 
secondly there must be a scope 
of exemption, and it should 
not be made obligatory. There 
I thought that whenever the 
authorities would feel that it would 
be reasonable to reduce the fees in 
particular cases they could do so. 
There are people for whom the meta 
offers mu* of the rare moments of 
joy for themselves as well as for 
their children whom they leave 
behind. So before they come back 
from the mela they purchase for 
their children some or titbits. 

Th is is the only rare moment of 
pleasure that they get for their 
children, in this way. There is an 
exchange of souls, so to speak. So, 
if we go to extort money like jiria 
from these people, whether it is the 
District Board or the Government 
or the Panda whoever it may be, I 
must always object to. They must 
be humanitarian enough; they must 
be considerate enough and they 
should understand from whose 
pocket they are raising this fund. 
So, there should be an obligation 
and there should also be an exemp- 
tion. They must exempt people 
who cannot afford to pay this tax. 
I think that Government mav, 
if it is necessary, subsidise tne 
money payable by them. If the 
spirit of my speech is understood, if 
the idea behind my amendment for 
substituting the words "eight 
annas” in place of the words "one 
rupee and eight annaB” be under- 
stood, then it will be clear that there 
is no conflict. If there is no exemp- 
tion, then even this eight annas may 
appear to be too much for some 
people. So, I thinfc this discretion 
should remain in the hands of the 
authorities. The authorities should 
find out whether the people who are 
made to pay are in a position to pay 
it. If not, they should be exempted. 
Even if some people are not in a 


position to pay, they should still be 
given the same help and the same 
benefit in the matter of health, sani- 
tation and transport as are given in 
a civilised State. 

With these words, Sir, I suggest 
in the best of spirits that my amend- 
ments should be considered, and I 
hope that Government will be in a 
position to accept the same.

8j. Is war Das Jalan: Sir, after 
what I had said at the consideration 
stage, I thought that better senses 
would prevail and they would realise 
that, alter all, before (fovernment 
decides upon a course, it has to take 
into consideration many factors. It 
is very easy to excite the sentiments 
of the people and of the public by 
long speeches and saying sentimental 
things, but my friend ought to 
remember that the person who has to 
sponsor a legislation has also to bear 
a certaiu amount of responsibility 
Ivefore the public. My friend has 
tried to excite the popular senti- 
ments, but let him realise that a 
Minister who has to pilot a Bill is 
not oblivious of the fact that he has 
also to come from the people — he has 
come from the people — but, alter all, 
it a man has to run a thing, he can- 
not simply be guided by sentiments 
and sentimental expressions. 

My friend Mr. Bhandari has said 
about the guest theory . The guests 
do not come only to the Gangasagar 
mfla. Guests from all over India £0 
to Gaya, guests from all over India 
go to Harawar, guests from all over 
India go to Rameswaram. So, that 
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theory cannot hold good. Why is 
there a pilgrim tax for the Pitri- 
pakslui mela in Gaya? Thousands of 
pilgrims go to Gaya for offering 
ablution to the Pitris , but nobody 
excites their sentiments. 

[5-20—5-30 p.m.] 

When a man goes to the railway 
company in order to purchase a 
ticket, he cannot say “I am not 
going to pay the terminal tax, and 
you must give me the ticket”. If 
a man goes to the railway company 
to purchase a ticket, no question 
arises as to whether he has got the 
money or not. I have sent for 
information from Uttar Pradesh 
and Bihar. So far as Bihar is 
concerned, 1 have received a tele- 
gram that for "Pitris” there is a 
terminal tux. So far as Uttar 
Pradesh is concerned, I have not 
yet been able to find out any 
details. 

8J. Nepal Chandra Roy. What is 
the rateP 

8J. Iswar Das Jalan: The 

details are not here. It may be 
two annas, it may be four annas. 
I am not speaking on the question 
of quantum. The question that has 
been nused is not the question of 
quantum, but the question of 
principle. 

8j. Charu Chandra Bhandari: 

It i* a question of direct tax. 

8j. Iswar Das Jalan: Then 
my friend is entirely wrong. 
If a man goes to a railway com- 
pany, purchases a ticket and pays 
terminal tax, he pays direct tax and 
not an indirect tax. Indirect taxes 
are levied on merchandise. When 
a man purchases merchandise, he 
pays indirect tax. If a man goes 
to a railway company and purchases 
a ticket worth two annas, five 
annas or whatever it may be from 
the railway company, he pays a 
direct tax. If my friend considers 
that it is a direct tax, and we 
should not levy it if it is not an 
indirect tax, then I must say that it 
is a question of principle of taxa- 
tion, it is not a question of guest 
theory. Now, safar as Gangasagar 


mela is concerned, we do realise 
that it is a mela of all-India impor- 
tance, and that is the reason why 
we do realise that we have got to 
make proper arrangements fbr 
those people who come here as our 
guests, so that they may not die 
of cholera and other diseases.

Sj. Iswar Das Jalan: So far as 

people who go on foot, are con- 
cerned, even they have to be 
protected, even they have to be 
given all the amenities such as 
water-supply, medical relief and 
other things. Well, 1 am not 
going into details at this stage. 
As a matter of fact, I had two or 
three conferences with the District 
Board Chaiiman and I tried to find 
out way* and means. With the 
information that I have received at 
present, it is ant possible to accept 
that the pedestrians should not bo 
allowed to p*.y this tax, because so 
far as Gangasagar mela is 
concerned, my friend will realise 
that there are difficulties, that there 
are no railways, that there is no 
steamer service. There are only 
improvised steamer* improvised 
tfhd improvised boats. 

Sir, what, is the use of this 
taxation? Hither taxation must 
he effective or there should not he 
any taxation. One of my friends 
has suggested that it, should be 
one pice. Sir, is it children's 
play? If it he one pice, why 
should there he taxation at all? 
Hither the yield should be such as 
would he able to meet, the 
expenditure, or there should he no 
taxation at all. If we decide that 
it should he one rupee, we shall 
have one rupee, if we decide that 
it should be four annas, we shall 
have four annas, if we decide it to 
he free, we shall have it free: It 
is not a question of quantum. The 
discussions have taken place upon 
the principle of taxation, and I say 
that throughout India it is a 
problem how to manage these 
a tel as. It is not a question for 
Bengal alone. I am just reading 
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[Sj. Iflwar Das Jalan.] 
to you the Bihar and Orissa 
Places of Pilgrimage Act. This is 
an Act to make bettor provision for 
the control and sanitation of places 
of pilgrimage. "The local Govern- 
ment may impose a terminal tax 
on passangers of one or more of 
the following classes, namely: 
passangers brought by railway to 
any railway station ; passengers 
taken by railway from any railway 
station ; passengers brought by 
steam-vessels to any landing place; 
passengers taken by steam-vessels 
from any landing place”. Orissa 
has amended the Act. It has 
included passengers carried by 
road by public service vehicles as 
defined in the Motor Vehicles Act of 
1939. Therefore, I am not enter- 
ing into the question as to what 
should be the form of taxation. 
The form of taxation, the quantum 
of taxation varies from place to 
place according to the circumstan- 
ces that prevail in those places. 
Sir, I have not received any letter 
from Uttar Pradesh but I find from 
old records that public health 
measures for fairs at Hardware are 
financed by the Municipal Board 
which levy pilgrim tax. There- 
fore, it is a question of principle 
involved as to how these melas are 
to be managed, how water-supply 
and other arrangements are to be 
made. It is not a question of 
Its. 50,000 or Rs. 00,000. The 
question is as to which body should 
manage these melas — whether the 
Government should manage, or the 
municipality should manage or the 
district board should manage. If 
we decide that it should be 
managed by Government, then we 
have to consider what is the 
quantum that Government are to 
contribute, what is the quantum 
that the district board are to 
contribute and what is the quantum 
that the municipality are to contri- 
bute and what is the quantum 
which we should tak^ from the 
passengers. It all depends upon 
the particular exigency of the 
situation when the details are 
worked out. I ask the members of 
this House to consider the question 


in all its bearings. It is not a 
question of Rs. 50,000 or 
Rs. 60,000. It is a question of 
principle involved. It is a question 
of methods involved and these will 
have to be enquired into. I may 
tell the House that I found from 
my own records that in 1930 this 
matter was considered and a Bengal 
Fairs Bill was proposed. The 
Government of India opposed say- 
ing that no terminal tax would he 
allowed on railways, and the Bill 
was dropped. Twenty years have 
elapsed since then and much water 
has flown down the Ganges. The 
Government has changed, the 
situation has changed, and we 
have got to take into account all 
these circumstances before we 
come before the House to sponsor 
a legislation of any kind, and that 
is the difficulty with which the 
Government is faced. Sir, we are 
not impervious to the sentiments 
expressed by the houourable 
members. After all it is not a 
very popular measure and we have 
got to hear not only from you but 
from people who go there. But 
what can be done? The thing is 
this that it has to be done and we 
cannot help it. Government has 
got to face rightly or wrongly all 
kinds of criticisms justified or 
unjustified. We have been hear- 
ing them day in and day out as if 
others are the seers and we are the 
villains of the piece. Nothing of 
the kind. It is absolutely bunkum. 
Therefore, 1 say that all these are 
useless. They do not cut much 
ice. 

With regard to the amendments 
I -wish to deal very shortly. I am 
thankful to Mr. Bnandari for the 
amendment that he has put before 
us. I did consider it. I enquired 
from the District Board Chairman 
and he informed me that they put 
a short enclosure within it ana if a 
mail goes there, he is to pay a 
certain tax. After 12 a.m. that is 
midday all the enclosures are freed 
and any person can go into the 
enclosure and take as many dips as 
he wants within the enclosure, and 
there is no difficulty for any man 
to take his bath just outside the 
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enclosure. Sir, which is the 
San gam? You cannot say this parti- 
cular place is Sangam or not 
Sanaam. The real Sang am is 
nowhere there; it is far away. 
The place where the people take 
bath is the sea and not the Sangamn . 

I went to the Sangam in 1906 when 
I was u mere boy and I do 
not know what changes have 
taken place since that time. At 
that time lions and tigers were 
coming there. Therefore, the 
amendment regarding pedestrians 
wo cannot accept because of the 
difficulty of fixiug it, and the other 
thing also we cannot accept because 
it is difficult to understand as to 
which place is the confluence and 
which is not the confluence. 

With regard to the other amend- 
ment, ami* ndment No. 7, of Sj. 
Tarapada Bandopadhyay, substitu- 
tion of “shall” for “may”, I must 
say that you cannot compel the 
District Board to do a thing. The 
District Board is an autonomous 
body; it may or may not do a thing. 
Suppose the District Board says 
tomorrow that “it is impossible for 
us to carry on or manage things, we 
have got no money”, we cannot 
force them to do it. The District 
Board may or may not do it. There- 
fore, I cannot make it obligatory 
and accept this amendment. 

[ 5-30 — 5-40 p.m.] 

Next you speak about “with the 
approval of the District Magistrate, 
24-Parganns”. I have heard a long 
harangue from Dr. Banerjee. How 
can I deprive a local body of its 
rights? If I deprive them of their 
rights, my friend will jump upon 
me. If I do not do that we will 
be blamed. Sir, after all the 
district boards are elected by 
people. I cannot compel them; 
the only thing is some sort of 
supervision by Government 
authorities. We have therefore 
provided “with the approval of the 
•District Magistrate”. There 

should be some compromise 
between officialdom and decentrali- 
. sation. It is neither the one nor 
the other. It is a way to prevent 
abuse of power. 


With regard to the point about 
the words “previous approval” it 
is not practical. The approval 
must be previous. If I put the 
word “previous” it may sometimes 
be difficult of operation. 

With regard to the words- 
“Gangasagar mela purposes only”. 

I think it is not necessary. The 
English is quite clear. 

With regard to the quantum I 
have got from the District Board 
all the figures. 

Mr. Speaker: If you accept Mr. 
Dey’s amendment, the other 
amendments fall through. 

Sj. Iswar Das Jalan: A gentle- 
man says four annas; unothei says 
eight annas; and one of us has 
said about He. 1. Why we may 
have Re. 1? My answer is this. 1 
find that in 1949 the expenditure* 
was Hs. 65,000 and the income was- 
Km. 50,000; in 1948 the expenditure- 
was Hs. 56,000 and the income was- 
Hs. 87,000; in 1946 the expenditure 
was Hs. 57,000 and income 
Rs. 44,000 ; in 1952 the income 
was Hs. 75,000 and the expenditure 
was Hs. 60,000. I am quite sure 
that a reduction from Hs. 1-8 to 
He. 1 is justified. If there is any 
deficit Government will come to 
the assistance. 

With these words I accept the 
amendment of Mr. Dey and I 
oppose all the other amendments.

The Calcutta Thika Tenancy 
(Amendment) Bill, 1953. 

8J. Satyendra Kumar Basu: Sir, 
I beg to introduce the Calcutta 
Thika Tenancy (Amendment) Bill, 
1953. 

(The Secretary then read the 
short title of the Bill.) 

SJ. Satyendra Kumar Basu: Sir, 

I beg to move that the Calcutta 
Thika Tenancy (Amendment) Bill, 
1953, be taken into consideration. 

Sir, as you are aware, the Act 
was passed on the 2Sth February, 
1949. “ Thika ; tenant” was defin- 

ed in the Act, and in order to 
establish that you were a Thika 
tenant you had to prove two condi- 
tions, namely, (1) that you were a 
tenant of a land under one of the 
systems mentioned Jn the definition 
and (2) you had erected a struc- 
ture. 

Now, Sir, the definition was 
interpreted by the Courts, and it 
was held that either a system in 
Calcutta was not or could not be 
proved, or that there was no such 
system in Calcutta, wdtli the result 
that the thika tenants, who were 
entitled to be benefited by the Act 
did not get any relief. In the 
result, an ordinance was passed in 
October last vear, by which the 
definition of “Thika tenant” was 
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amended by eliminating among 
other things the expression “sys- 
tem’’ from the definition. And a 
further amendment is sought to be 
made by the Bill which nas been 
introduced. 

Sir, you remember that in the 
original definition a thika tenant 
had to be one who had erected a 
structure. 1‘nder the amendment, 
any per>on v\ ho has acquired the 
structure either by purchase or by 
a gift, provided he is a tenant of 
• the land, is also entitled to relief 
t under the Act.

Sir, I do not think there is very 
much Muhstance in what my friends 
have said. 

Sir, my friends have said 
that there is no provision 
in the Act regarding reduction of 
rent or prohibition as regards incre- 
ment of rent. I need only draw 
the attention of my friends to 
section 24 which is a bar to any 
enhancement of rent. Enhance- 
ment of rent is only permissible 
under section 25 under certain cir- 
cumstances. If you look at sec- 
tion 2f>, there is u provision flor 
reducing < lie rent. So, there is a 
complete provision in the Act it- 
self for reduction of rent in suit- 
able cases and for enhancement of 
rent under certain circumstances, 
the Collector being the sole judge 
as to whether the rent ought to be 
increased or not. Then section 
24, there is a bar to enhancement 
of rent. It reads as follows: The 
rent of a thika tenant shall not be 
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[Sj. Satyendra Kumar Basu.] 
enhanced except as provided in this 
Act. And the provision in the Act 
is that the Controller has the 
power to increase the rent to a limit- 
ed extent under certain conditions, 
viz., that the value of the holding 
has increased and that the landlord 
has effected some improvement to 
the land at his own cost which has 
increased the vlaue of the holding. 
If those conditions are fulfilled, 
then the Collector has the discre- 
tion to a limited extent to increase 
the rent and the increase is limited 
to 12^ per cent. 

Sir, one of my friends has said- 
in fact, most of them have said — 
that the rights which are given to 
the thika tenants have been taken 
away by the proposed omission of 
sections 28 and 29. Sir, it they 
will only carefully read the Bill, 
they will find that every category 
of thika tenant has been protected, 
viz., thika tenants whose cases, 
suits, appeals or proceedings are 
pending irrespective of the ques- 
tion whether the suits were started 
before the Act. The Bill also 
protects thika tenants against whom 
decrees were made after the com- 
mencement of the Act and the pro- 
mulgation of the Ordinance. It also 
orotects thika tenants against whom 
decrees were made prior to 28th 
February, 1949, in respect of which 
there are appeals or proceedings 
pending. So, the only case which 
is perhaps not covered is a case in 
which a decree was made against a 
thika tenant prior to 28th February, 
1949, and that w’as about four 
years ago. In those cases either 
the landlords have taken the pre- 
raution of executing the decree and 
evicting the thikti tenants or the 
thika tenants have come to a new 
arrangement with the landlords. 
It is unnecessary to provide for 
cases like that. 

Then, Sir, my friend has said 
that if there is a default, there is 
no provision for granting relief to 
the defaulting tenant. If they 
will only look at section 6, they 
will find that even where a decree 
for eviction is made, a time is 


specified within which the court 
will direct payment of the arrears 
with costs and interest and upon 
payment of the total amount, the 
decree will not be executed. 


Then, Sir, my friends have 
talked about elimiation of section 
11 from the Act. Section 11 pro- 
vides that on the death of a thika 
tenant, his successor will inherit 
the interests of the thika tenant. 
Sir, a situation like that has been 
amply provided for in the defini- 
tion of “ thika tenant”, as proposed 
in the Bill. You will find that the 
expression used there is very com- 
prehensive. It not only includes 
the heirs and legal representatives 
of the thika tenant on his death but 
also his transferees intervivos so 
that the successor comes in as a sub- 
stitute for the thika tenant under 
the definition itself. '‘Thika tenant” 
means any person who holds, 
whether under a written lease or 
otherwise, land under another per- 
son and is, or but for, a special con- 
tract would J>e liable, to pay rent, at 
a monthly or at any other periodical 
rate, for that land to such other per- 
son and has erected any structure 
(Hi such land for a residential, 
manufacturing or business purposes 
and includes the successors-in-inter- 
est of such person. That is my 
unde! standing of the luw\ * 


Sir, one of my friends across 
the floor has said that the provision 
of section 8 sub-section (»r) which 
is a ground set out in the Act for 
eviction of the tenant is a hardship 
on the tenant. Sir, that section 
provides that in case the landlord 
requires the property for his own 
occupation or for development, he 
will be entitled to evict the thika 
tenant upon giving him three 
months’ notice and upon paying 
him reasonable compensation. Sir, 
there is a similar provision in the 
.Rent Control Act so that you see 
that there is a similar provision m 
the other Act and a provision like 
this is necessary for the purpose ef 
developing and improving the back- 
ward trustees.
